MESSAGE  FROM  THE  ASSEMBLY 

Was  then  received,  announcing  that  the  Assembly  were  in 
session,  and  ready  to  receive  the  Honorable  Senate  in  Joint 
Convention,  to  listen  to  the  Governor's  Message.

The  Senate  repaired  to  the  Assembly  Hall. 

PROCEEDINGS  IN  JOINT  CONVENTION. 

Hon.  B.  G.  Noble,  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the  State,  call- 
ed the  Joint  Convention  to, order. 

Mr.  Holton  moved  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to 
wait  upon  the  Governor  and  inform  that  the  two  Houses  are 
in  Joint  Convention,  and  ready  to  receive  any  Message  he  may ' 
have  to  deliver; 

Which  motion  prevailed. 

The  President  appointed  as  such  committee,  Messrs.  Holton 
and  Palmer  and  Senator  Bennett. 

The  Governor  and  State  officers  were  then  announced 
by  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  and  duly  received  by  the  Joint  Con- 
vention. 

GOVERNOR'S  MESSAGE. 

The  Governor  then  read  his  Annual  Message: 

Ctentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  Assemhlf/  : 

The  difficulties  and  embarrassments  under  which  the  State 
has  labored  for  some  years  have  been  outgrown. 

The  Report  of  the  State  Treasurer  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing on  the  30th  day  of  September,  1859,  shows  a  balance  in 
the  State  Treasury  at  that  time  belonging  to  the  general  fund 
of  811,205  11.      ^  "S   i5  g

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Up  to  that  time,  after  the  receipt  into  the  Treasury  of  the 

E receding  State  Tax,  all  demands  upon  the  Greneral  Fund  had 
een  promptlj^  paid  on  presentation.  The  State  owes  no  float- 
ing debt.  Since  the  first  day  of  October  all  legal  demands 
against  the  State  have  also  been  paid  on  presentation,  and  on 
the  first  day  of  January,  1860,  there  remained  in  the  Treasury 
l)elonging  to  the  General  Fund  the  sum  of  $16,910  47  to  meet 
any  expenses  that  may  arise. 

There  is  a  large  demand  made  against  the  State  by  James 
Boss,  State  Printer,  which  has  been  audited  by  the  Secretary 
of  State,  the  legality  and  correctness  of  which  is  denied  by  the 
State  Treasurer,  and  which,  therefore,  he  refuses  to  pay. 

The  amount  audited  by  the  Secretary  of  State  and  paid  to 
the  State  Printer  during  the  past  year,  including  $145  paid  in 
December,  1858,  is  $38,341  97,  of  which  all  but  $2,205  was 
«from  the  General  Fund.  The  amount  audited  and  unpaid  for 
reasons  above  stated  is  $38,762  16,  of  which  $16,884  06  is 
claimed  from  the  General  Fund. 

It  is  believed  that  the  State  Printer  claims  a  large  sum,  for 
services  performed  by  him  as  such  printer,  beyond  what  he  is 
entitled  to  by  his  contract.  The  contract  and  the  law  should 
be  closely  scrutinized,  and  while  there  is  a  legal  contract  exist- 
ing between  Ross  and  the  State,  both  parties  should  be  held 
strictly  to  it. 

The  aggregate  receipts  into  the  General  Fund  during  the  calendar 

year  ending  December  Slat,  1859,  were $534,051  38 

Aggregate  disbursements  for  same  time, 490,522  96 

Of  the  amount  expended,  the  sum  of  $176,875  65  was  for 
Charitable  Institutions,  Capitol  Extension,  and  State  Prison. 

And  the  sum  of  $124,768  85  for  various  purposes,  under 
appropriations,  certified  accounts,  <fcc.,  belonging  previous  to 
January  1, 1859. 

Deducting  this  sum,  to-wit :  $301,644  60,  from  the  aggregate 
expenditures  of  the  year  as  above,  we  find  the  expenditures 
proper  of  carrying  on  the  State  Government,  to  nave  been 
$188,836  46. 

The  Secretary  of  State  estimates  in  detail  the  expenditures 
to  be  defrayed  from  the  General  Fund  of  the  State  Treasury 
for  the  current  year,  showing  each  item  thereof,  and  distinguish- 
ing between  those  which  are  provided  for  by  permanent  appro- 
priations, and  such  as  require  appropriations  at  the  present 
session  of  the  Legislature:  and  showing  also  the  resources 
which  are  applicable  to  defray  such  expenaitures. 

Assuming  the  estimates  of  expenditures  and  resources  of  the 
State  as  submitted  by  the  Secretary  to  be  correct,  the  indebt- 
edness of  the  State  at  the  end  of  the  present  fiscal  year  t^ill 
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be  one  thousand  one  hundred  dollars  and  fifty  cents.  But  the 
Secretary  estimates  as  part  of  the  expenditures,  an  appropria- 
tion of  $45,000  to  the  State  Prison  to  be  made  at  the  present 
session,  when  the  amount  required  does  not  exceed  $25,000. 
He  also  estimates  the  printing  for  this  Legislature  in  English 
and  Foreign  languages  at  $45,000,  while  the  amount  ou^ht  not 
to  exceed  $25,000.  If  the  taxes  for  A.  D.  1859,  are  promptly 
paid  into  the  State  Treasury,  and  reasonable  economy  is  exer- 
cised by  the  Legislature,  all  liabilities  against  the  Treasury 
•  can  be  promptly  met,  and  it  is  believed  a  surplus  of  thousands 
of  dollars  will  remain  in  the  Treasury  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
'year.  There  being  no  old  obligations  hanging  over  the  State 
for  which  the  Treasury  is  now  liable,  it  is  believed  that  a  State 
tax  of  the  same  amount  as  that  authorized  by  the  last  Legisla- 
ture, will  be  ample  to  meet  all  the  wants  of  the  State  for  the 
year  ending  September  30, 1861. 

,  On  the  30th  of  September  last  there  was  due  from  Counties 
on  State  tax  of  last  year  $66,494  14,  which  has  since  been 
paid  up. 

It  is  a  subject  of  congratulation,  that  the  finances  of  the 
State  are  in  so  sound  a  condition.  Unlike  most  new  States, 
Wisconsin  has  paid  for  her  public  improvements,  such  as  the 
erection  of  prisons  and  charitable  institutions,  without  creating 
a  permanent  State  debt  for  such  purposes.  The  expenses  of  our 
State  government,  and  the  amount  of  our  State  taxes  levied  and 
collected  last  year,  as  well  as  the  amount  required  for  the  next 
year,  are  less  than  those  of  any  other  northern  State  out  of 
New  England,  with  a  single  exception. 

'  It  is  tne  true  policy  of  the  State  in  the  future,  as  it  would 
have  been  in  the  past,  "  to  pay  as  it  goes."  Liberal  appropri- 
ations for  all  useful  and  necessary  purposes  should  be  made  ; 
while  prudence  in  the  demand,  and  economy  in  the  expendi- 
tures of  the  moneys  appropriated,  will  enable  the  government 
of  the  State  to  move  smoothly  on  with  a  degree  of  independ- 
ence entirely  unknown  to  other  new  States.

SWAMP   LAND   FUND. 

The  Swamp  Land  Fund  on  the  Ist  October  last,  amounted  to. . .     $988,712  88 
The  interest  on  which,  at  6  per  cent.,  is 69,209  90 

This  amount  is  by  law  divided  as  follows  : 

To  School  Fund,  25  per  cent., $17,302  48 

Normal  School  Fund,  25  per  cent., 17,302  47 

Drainage  Fund,  50  per  cent., 34,604  05 

The  last  sum  is  distributed  annually  to  the  several  counties 
in  the  State,  in  proportion  to  the  amount  received  from  the 
sal^s  of  lands  in  such  counties.  Including  a  balance  in  the 
Treasury  to  the  credit  of  this  fund,  the  amount  to  be  appropri- 
ated the  present  year  will  be  about  $58,000.. 

Including  the  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  Normal  School 
Fund  in  the  Treasury,  the  amount  to  be  appropriated  this  vear 
to  the  Academies  and  Colleges  of  the  State  will  be  about 
$26,000.

VALUATION   AND   ASSESSMENT. 

From  the  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  consist- 
ing of  the  Senate,  meeting  for  the  first  time  under  the  new  as- 
sessment law,  in  September  last,  it  appears  that  the  number  of 
acres  of  land  assessed  in  the  State  last  year  was  17,411,418. 
The  average  valuation,  as  equalized  was  $6  78  per  acre.  The 
aggregate  valuation  of  lands,  as  equalized,  was  $118,178,829. 
Aggregate  valuation  of  lots,  as  equalized,  $36,883,511.  Ag- 
gregate valuation  of  personal  property,  $13,607,893.  Total 
aggregate  valuation  of  property,  as  equalized,  $168,620,233. 

A  comparison  with  the  same  items  of  the  assessments  of 
1858  is  decidedly  favorable  to  the  good  effects  of  the  new  law, 
showing  an  increased  return  and  valuation  of  property  in  1859 
as  compared  with  1858,  as  assessed,  of  $82,619,680,  and  as 
equalized,  of  $98,702,213.' 

The  true  rule  in  the  levy  and  collection  of  taxes  is  to  make 
the  property  of  the  State  pay  the  taxes  of  the  State.  When 
all  property,  real  and  personal,  is  assessed  at  a  fair  cash  value, 
the  burthens  of  government  expenses  are  equally  and  fairly 
distributed.  The  property  of  every  man  is  protected  by  law, 
and  each  should  be  compelled  to  pay  to  meet  the  expenses  of 
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the  State  according  to  irhat  be  has.  It  is  difficult  to  cofHs^ive 
why  any  discrimination  should  be  made  in  the  assessment  of 
personal  and  real  estate.  An  offiiet  of  indebtedness  against 
assessed  valuation  might  as  well  be  made  upon  an  encumbered 
farm,  as  debts  deducted  from  the  valuation  of  personal  estate. 
This  question  of  assessment  and  the  levy  and  collection  of 
taxes,  commends  itself  to  your  careful  consideration.  Inde- 
pendent of  the  defect  in  the  l»w,  growing  out  of  ,the  discrimi- 
nation above  suggested,' our  present  law  is  defective  in  i^,  de- 
tails and  maohinery.  It  requures  simplifying  and  perfecting. 
The  total  taxation  levied  laat  year  for  State  purpoaes,  incliji- 
ding  the  amount  to  meet  State  indebtedness,  amd  for  township 
libraries^  was  one  and  four-tenths  mills  per  cent,  on  the  dollar 
of  valuation,  producinff  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  $234,310  U, 
of  revenue.  This  is  $200,000  less  than  the  previous  year,  and 
less  than  any  year  for  the  past  six  years. 

STATISTICS, 

The  returns  required  by  law  to  be  made  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  of  agricultural,  manufacturing  and  mineral  statistics, 
are  very  imperfect,  and  show  an  inexcusable  neglect  in  the 
•officeis  charged  with  the  duty  of  making  such  returns.  So 
far  as  they  have  been  made,  they  show  the  valuation  of  the 
products  of  industry  to  be  $83,986,771 ;  the  counties  of  Grant, 
Kewaunee,  La  Crosse,  Manitowoc,  Milwaukee,  Portage  and 
Wood  making  no  returns.  These  counties  are  among  the  most 
important  in  the  State.  The  same  neglect  is  exhibited  in 
other  particulars.

Twenty-nine  counties  make  no  report.  The  law  which  re- 
quires statistical  information  to  be  furnished,  is  entirely  inade- 
quate, and  ought  to  be  revised.  Severe  penalties  ought  to  be 
imposed  upon  oflBcers  who  either  carelessly  or  wilfully  fail  in 
the  performance  of  such  duties.  It  is  a  matter  of  great  public 
concern  that,  every  year,  information  be  furnished  of  the  evi- 
dences of  increasing  wealth  and  prosperity  of  the  State.  It 
18  safe  to  conclude,  that  scarcely  more  than  half  the  mineral 
and  agricultural  products  and  manufactured  articles  and  fabrics 
of  the  State  are  shown  by  the  reports  made.  Of  the  vast 
lumber  and  timber  trade  of  the  North  and  North-west,  we 
have  but  a  very  imperfect  knowledge.  The  Legisli^ure  ought 
to  be  furnished  with  all  the  facts  showing  the  weulth  of  the 
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State,  «ud  the  enftrgy  *nd  eaterprise  of  the  people.  It  would 
be  useful  to  pujr  ciJtiizmB  M  home,  ao^d  ^o  credit,  to  the  State 
abroad.  It  would  myite  capital  hither  for  permaueut  invest- 
meut,  from  wl^ich  far  greater  advautages  would  he  reaped  than 
from  foreiga  capital  loaned  at  tiv^elve  per  cent.

That  sum  is  an  increase  of  over  $200,000  above  the  aggre- 
gate amount  paid  for  the  same  purpose  the  previous  year. 

According  to  the  figures  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  as  I  have 
before  statea,  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  for  the  support  of 
.schools,  next  March  would  be  $215,272,  if  the  interest  due  the 
School  Fund  should  be  promptly  paid;  but  the  experience  of 
the  past  year  showed  a  deficit  oi  about  $70^000,  owing  to  the 
failure  to  pay  interest,  and  the  Snperintetident  of  Public  Jn- 
struofeion  estimates  for  a  considerame,  but  not  so  large,  deficit 
the  present  year. 

The  School  Fund  is  Iras  by  about  960,000,  than  last  year, 
owing  to  the  failure  to  pay  for,  and  the  consequent.forfeiture  of 
lands  heretofore  sold. 

The  policy  that  has  been  so  long  pursued  of  selling  the 
school  lands,  either  in  large  or  small  quantities,  with  so  small 
a  portion  of  the  purchase  money  paid  down  at  the  tiiiLe  of  the 
sale,  has  been  most  mischievous.  The  evils  of  that  system  now 
begin  to  be  realized.  The  entry  of  large  quantities  of  the  best 
agricultural  lands  belonging  to  that  fund  by  speculators,  to  be 
put  into  the  market  at  speculating  prices,  has  retarded  the  set- 
tl^nent  and  cultivation  of  the  lands,  and  financial  reverses  have 
returned  them,  by  thousands  of  acres,  upon  the  fund.  Lands, 
valuable  chieflv  for  timber,  have  been  held  until  their  value  has 
been  destroyed  by  exhaustion  of  the  forests  Rowing  upon  them, 
and  then  forfeited.  The  school  lands  still  m  the  hands  of  the 
State  unsold,  are  every  *year  deteriorating  in  value  for  want  of 
adequate  legal  means  to  prevent  trespasses.  The  Commission- 
ers should  be  armed  with  the  necessary  legal  processes  by  the 
Legislature,  and  ample  means  furnished  them  to  pay  the  ex- 
penses incident  to  prosecutions  and  protecting  agencies. 
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The  Soard  of  Regents  of  Normal  Schoolfl,  oomposed  of  edu- 
cated and  distnreet  men,'  has  been  an  excellent  auxiliary  to  our 
Bchool  sjatem.  The  Teachers'  Institutes,  under  the  direction 
and  supervision  of  Chancellor  Barnard,  an  accomplished  scholar 
nd  teacher,  are  giving  new  life  and  vigor  to  education  in  the 
Slate.  Thej  are  making  teaching  a  pleasant  and  a  profitable 
duty,  rather  than  a  task,  and  the  children  in  the  scnools  are 
reaping  rich  harvests  of  knowledge  and  thought  from  the  intel- 
leekml  soil  well  prepared,  and  the  seed  well  sown.

The  present  Comptroller  suggests  that  it  is  evident  the  ori- 
ginal Banking  Law  of  this  State  intended  to  provide  only  for 
the  establishment  of  business  Banks,  and  not  of  Banks  of  circu- 
lation merely,  and  that  Banks  of  the  latter  class  were  always 
evasions  of  the  law.  To  make  this  clearei;,  the  act  of  May 
15,  1858,  was  passed,  directing  the  Bank  Comptroller  to  **re- 
fuse  to  issue  any  circulating  noles  to  any  Banking  Associa- 
tion, unless  he  shall  have  satisfactory  evidence  that  such  bank- 
ing association  had  not  been,  or  is  not  to  be  organized  for  the 
purpose  of  issuing  circulating  notes  merely,  but  was,  or  is  to 
be,  organized  for  the  purpose  of  doing  a  oanking  business  by 
discounting  bills,  notes,  and  other  evidences  of  debt;  by  re- 
ceiving deposits;  buying  and  selling  gold  and  silver  bullion, 
foreign  and  inland  bills  of  exchange;  by  loaning  money  on  real 
and  personal  security,  and  by  exercising  such  incidental  pow- 
ers as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  on  such  business,  at  the  place 
where  such  bank  purports  to  he  located.'' 

After  the  passage  of  that  act  it  was  the  practice  of  his  pre- 
decessor to  require  from  such  new  Banking  Associations  as 
were  organizea,tho  affidavit  of  some  officer  or  stockholder  that 
the  association  was  formed  for  the  purposes  indicated  by  this 
law,  and  such  affidavits  were  taken  as  ^^satisfactory  evidence." 
It  is  plain,  that  notwithstanding  these  precautions,  some  Bank- 
ing Associations  are  kept  up  for  the  purpose  of  circulation 
merely,  and  without  doing  or  intending  to  do  a  banking  busi- 
ness, and  without  keeping  an  office,  as  required,  for  the  redemp- 
tion of  their  circulating  notes. 

The  evidences  of  these  facts  existing  in  the  Ban  Depart- 
ment are  as  follows: 

First,  the  semi-annual  Reports  of  a  number  of  banks  show 
conclusively  that  they  are  engaged  in  no  banking  business 
whatever,  except  the  issuing  of  circulating  notes.  Second,  in 
several  cases,  protests  of  circulating  notes  have  been  filed  in 
that  office,  showing  the  presentation  of  such  notes  at  the  pre- 
tended place  of  business  of  the  bank  purporting  to  issue  them, 
and  the  non-existence,  there,  of  any  office  for  the  redemption 
of  the  notes. 

The  Comptroller  suggests  that  he  will  unhesitatingly  refuse 
to  issue  further  circulating  notes  to  banks  of  this  class,  when 
they  are  known ;  but  action  in  regard  to  such  as  have  escaped, 
or  may  hereafter  escape,  the  vigilance  of  liis  office,  seems  to 
pertain  to  some  other  Department  of  the  Government. 
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A  case  is  referred' ti>  where  the  "period  of  the  termination 
of  the  association''  has  passed  and  no  new  certificate  of  asso- 
ciation filed.  The  Bank  is  in  operation  without  authority  of 
law,  and  there  is  no  power  in  that  department  to  efficiently  in- 
terfere. In  all  such  cases  the  Comptroller  should  be  clothed 
with  power  to  close  up  the  business  of  the  association,  and  the 
attention  of  the  Legislature  is  invited  to  the  subject.  I  have 
DO  doubt  that  the  Legislature  has  power  to  amend  the  banking 
law  of  this  State  without  submitting  the  amendments  to  a  vote 
of  the  people,  in  all  cases  where  the  amendments  do  not  change 
the  principle  of  the  banking  law,  but  merely  aid  in  carrying 
out  its  trie  intent  and  meaning,  and  tend  to  perfect  the  system 
and  protect  the  public. 

CHARITABLE    INSTITUTIONS — THE    STATE    HOSPITAL    FOR    THE 

INSANE. 

The  buildings  of  .this  institution  will  not  be  prepared  for  the 
reception  of  patients  before  next  spring. 

The  reports  of  the  Building  Commissioners  and  of  the  Trus- 
tees, explain  their  present  condition  and  future  necessities. 

Institutions  of  the  kind  are  everywhere  more  expensive  than 
those  of  any  other  public  character.  Whether  it  was  wise  to  let 
the  contract  in  the  first  instance  to  erect  so  much  of  the  proposed 
buildings  at  so  early  a  day,  may  be  a  question  of  douot.  jjut 
if  there  was  any  error  in  it,  it  is  now  too  late  to  avoid  it.  All 
that  has  been  done  would  at  some  time,  have  been  necessary. 
The  money  expended  is  not  lost.  The  buildings,  when  comple- 
ted according  to  the  present  plan,  will  be  less  expensive  than 
those  of  almost  every  other  State.  The  want  of  facilities  for 
safe  keeping  and  successfully  treating  insane  persons  in  this 
State  is  keenly  felt.  The  institution  should  be  prepared  for 
the  reception  of  patients  immediately. 

The  Trustees  estimate  the  amount  of  money  required  for  the 
use  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  1860,  at  $28,096  and  for  the 
extension  of  buildings  $20,000. 

A  careful  examination  of  the  reports  and  of  the  buildings 
themselves  by  committees  of  the  Legislature,  will  show  the  ne- 
cessities of  the  institution,  pecuniarily,  in  its  own  behalf,  and 
as  a  public  charity,  in  behalf  of  the  unfortunate  class  it  is  de- 
signed to  relieve. 

STATE  REFORM  SCHOOL. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  $10,000  dollars  were 
appropriated  to   enable   the  Commissioners  to  prosecute  the 
work  upon  the.  buildings  of  this  institution.      There  was  a 
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clause  in  the  law  requiring  from  the  Secretary  of  State  a  cer- 
tificate that  the  title  of  lands  belonging  to  the  State  upon  which 
the  buildings  were  located  was  perfect,  before  the  Treasurer 
was  authorized  to  pay  the  appropriation.  The  title  to  the 
lands  upon  which  the  buildings  were  erected  was  certified  to  be 
perfect.  There  were  about  ten  acres  of  the  lands  connected 
with  the  institution,  which  were  incumbered  in  such  a  manner 
that  they  could  not  be  cleared,  so  that  the  money  could  not  be 
paid,  if  a  technical  construction  was  given  to  the  law.  Nearly 
sixty  acres  of  the  land  are  entirely  unincumbered.  The  con- 
dition of  the  buildings  was  such  that  if  the  work  had  been 
stopped,  the  State  must  have  suffered  great  loss.  It  was  ad- 
vised as  a  matter  of  public  necessity,  that  such  a  construction 
be  given  to  the  law,  as  that  the  money  might  be  drawn  and 
expended,  upon  such  a  certificate  of  title  as  the  Secretary  was 
able  to  give.  This  course  was  very  properly  pursued,  and  the 
money  drawn  and  expended  in  other  respects  as  the  law  re- 
quired. The  appropriation  last  year  oilght  to  have  been 
J20,000.  . 

The  amount  required  this  year,  according  to  the  estimates 
of  the  Commissioners,  is  $15,029  84.  The  building  is  not  yet 
completed.  Most  advantageous  contracts  have  been  made  to 
complete  it,  with  the  advice  and  approval  of  the  Executive, 
as  the  law  provided.  The  whole  amount  required  to  complete 
the  buildings  ready  for  inmates,  wiH  come  within  the  first  es- 
timates of  their  expense.  The  plan  is  the  most  perfect  one 
for  the  purposes  intended  of  any  institution  of  the  kind  in  the 
country  ;  and  the  money  appropriated  has  been  more  directly 
and  economically  expended,  than  has  been  usual  in  public  im- 
provements of  the  kind.  The  reports  of  the  Commissioners  of 
the  past  two  years,  and  of  the  present  year,  give  full  informa- 
tion upon  the  subject. 

DEAF   AND    DUMB   ASYLUM. 

The  buildings  of  this  institution,  so  far  as  any  will  be  re- 
quired for  some  years,  are  nearly  completed.  The  main  build- 
ing, with  the  exception  of  the  front  porch,  has  been  finished 
during  the  past  year,  under  a  very  favorable  contract,  and  the 
work  has  been  well  done.  The  appropriation  of  last  year  was 
short  of  what  was  akcdfor  by  the  Trustees,  and  less  than  was 
necessary  for  the  requirements  of  the  institution;  a  debt  has, 
therefore,  been  contracted  of  ?6,750,  which  is  to  be  provided 
for  by  this  Legislature.  I  am  satisfied  from  my  examination, 
that  the  public  money  has  been  well  and  economically  ex- 
pended.    If  the  appropriations  asked  for  this  year,  are  made, 
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there  will,  be  no  necessity,  for  several  years  to  come,  of  any 
considerable  expenditure  there  beyond  the  ordinary  expenses 
of  supporting  the  institution.  To  avoid  a  great  risk  by  fire,  a 
slate  roof  ought  to  cover  the  building.  I  do  not  well  see  what 
item  in  the  appropriations  asked  for  can  profitably  be  dispensed 
with.     The  sums  required,  are  as  follows:

A  detailed,  statement  is  given  in  the  report  of  the  institution, 
showing  the  whole  amount  appropriated  since  the  organization 
of  the  institution  in  1852.  The  gross  amount  is  $98,000  00. 
Of  this  sum  $41,900  00  has  been  expended  for  the  support  of 
the  institution,  and  $56,100  for  builaings  and  permanent  im- 
provements. 

The  institution  is  becoming  in  a  high  degree  successful.  The 
repeal  of  the  law,  at  the  last  session,  requiring  a  certificate  of 
poverty  to  obtain  access  to  the  institution,  has  been  very  ad- 
vantageous; and  it  has  given  instruction,  during  1859,^0  sev- 
enty-tnree  pupils.  The  estimates  for  current  expenses  during 
the  current  year,  are  made  with  reference  to  the  support  of 
ninety-five  inmates,  including  pupils,  oflScers,  and  employees. 
The  buildings  are  substantial,  commodious,  and  of  imposing 
appearance.  The  management  of  the  institution,  financially, 
and  in  the  excellence  and  completeness  of  instruction,  is  worthy 
of  public  approval. 

INSTITUTE   FOR  THE   BLIND. 

This  institution  is  more  prosperous  than  during  any  pre- 
vious year,  and  is  making  a  near  approach,  in  usefulness,  to 
the  praiseworthy  objects  for  which  it  was  founded.  The  ex- 
penditures during  the  past  year,  have  been  kept  within  the 
appropriation.  There  is  reason  ifor  renewed  confidence  in  the 
management  of  the  various  interests  of  the  institution,  and  the 
friends  of  education  and  humanity  have  cauae  for  encourage- 
ment  in  the  progress  of  the  work  of  educating  the  unfortunate 
class  taught  there,  and  in  the  mitigation  of  their  afflictions. 

The  estimates  for  current  expenses  and  other  purposes,  reach 
in  the  aggregate  $19,200  00. 

I  have  visited  this  as  well  as  the  other  Public  Institutions  of 
the  State,  and  although  it  might  be  desirable  in  some  respects

that  all  the  improvements  suggested  should  be  made,  yet  I  am 
satisfied  that  some  portion  of  them  can  for  the  present  be  dis- 
pensed with.  It  is  not  absolutely  necessary  that  a  brick  work- 
shop for  male  pupils,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $3,500,  should  be 
erected  at  the  present  time.  I  am  also  satisfied  that  the  sum 
of  $10,000,  estimated  for  current  expenses,  isTnore  by  $1,000 
than  will  be  required.  The  balance  of  the  amount  asked  for, 
to-wit:     $13,700,  ought  to  be  appropriated. 

The  number  of  the  pupils  connected  with  the  Institute  at  the 
date  of  the  report  was  thirty-two.  They  exhibit  marked  evi- 
dence of  improvement,  and  the  institution  under  its  present 
financial  ana  educational  management  furnishes  fresh  evidence 
that  it  is  entitled  to  confidence,  encouragement  and  patronage. 
The  Annual  Report  gives  very  full  information  of  the  order 
and  character  of  the  instruction,  together  with  the  by-laws  of 
the  Institution.  It  contains  also  a  detail  of  expenditures  to 
which  attention  should  be  given. 

STATE  PRISON.

The  amount  of  money  expended  by  the  Commissioner  during 
the  past  year  is  $50,174  38,  of  which  the  sum  of  $29,701  01 
was  for  current  expenses — $12,763  38  for  old  indebtedness, 
and  $7,625  99  for  tne  new  wall  and  building,  and  a  balance  of 
$1,377  12  was  paid  over  to  his  successor  in  oifice.  The  . 
amount  of  indebtedness  January  1st,  1860,  was  ^i^26  14,  to 
meet  which  there  was  in  hand  the  before  mentioned  sum  of  $1,- 
377  12. 

There  is  due  from  the  General  Government  the  sum  of  $3,- 
480  24,  which  has  been  liquidated  and  will  soon  be  paid,  mak- 
ing in  cash  and  assets  in  hand,  an  available  balance  of  $3,- 
931  22  for  the  current  year. 

Deducting  from  this  amount  the  sums  contracted  to  be  paid 
for  stone,  and  materials  for  wall,  and  adding  the  sum  to  become 
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due  for  keeping  United  States  prisoners  for  the  year  1860,  and 
the  yalue  of  stock  on  hand  in  shops,  the  commissioner  shows  a 
balance  in  favor  of  current  expense  account  of  §3,326  46. 

The  Commissioner   estimates  the  value  of  productive  labor 
of  the   prisoners  for  the  past  year,   including  work  upon  the 

E risen  wall,  at  $25,300  VS.  A  large  proportion  of  the  wall 
as  been  completed,  and  the  remainder  ought  to  be  completed 
as  early  in  the  season  as  is  practicable.  The  report  of  the 
Commissioner  will  be  laid  before  you.  It  is  very  full,  and  con- 
tains very  many  valuable  suggestions,  pointing  towards  reforms 
in  policy,  to  which  your  attention  is  invited.  The  completion 
of  the  Prison  buildings  and  walls  at  an  early  day,  will  leave  a 
large  number  of  laborers  almost  entirely  unemployed,  unless 
some  steps  are  taken  to  engage  the  able  bodied  prisoners  in 
manufacturing.  They  ought  to  be  able  to  pay  some  portion  of 
the  expenses  of  supporting  the  institution. 


The  Report  of  the  Adjutant  General  shows  65  volunteer  mil- 
itary companies,  embracing  2,365  rank  and  file.  The  returns  of 
the  enrolled  militia  show  great  neglect  of  duty  by  the  assessors. 
From  a  large  majority  of  the  counties  of  tho  State  no  returns 
are  made  as  provided  by  law.  As  this  annual  return  is  ne- 
cessary, under  a  law  of  Congress,  to  insure  the  distribution  of 
an  annual  quota  of  arms  to  the  State,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
more  care  may  hereafter  be  taken. 

Various  interesting  statistics  relative  to  the  volunteer  militia 
will  be  found  in  the  Ileport. 

GEOLOGICAL  SURVBY. 

The  geological  survey  has  been  most  satisfactorily  pushed 
forward.  Either  the  Commissioners  in  person,  or  by  skillful 
assistants,  have  been  almost  constantly  in  the  field.  Commu- 
nications will  be  laid  before  you,  from  tTiem,  showing  the  pro- 
fress  of  their  work.  As  some  strictures  of  a  public  character 
ave  been  passed  upon  this  survey,  and  upon  the  course  of  the 
Commissioners,  it  is  eminently  proper  that  this  service  should 
be  fully  examined,  not  only  for  the  public  benefit,  but  as  an 
act  of  justice  to  the  Commissioners  and  their  assistants. 

LOCAL  LEGISLATION. 

Two  years  ago,  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  was  partic- 
ularly called  to  the  evils  of  excessive  local  legislation.  It  had 
subjected  the  State  to  great  expense,  without  giving  back  in 
return  the  oorresponding  benefits.    I  deem  it  my  duty  again  to 
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invite  your  consideration  of  its  evils.  While  it  is  true  that 
during  the  last: two  sessions  of  the  Legislature,  the  amount  of 
such  legislation  has  been  far  less  than  in  previous  years,  and  a 
large  sum  saved  to  the  State  in  consequence,  it  is  also  true 
that  the  reform  has  not  been  complete.  If  there  is  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Legislature,  a  class  of  cases  where  the  objects  of 
corporations  cannot  be  attained  under  general  laws,  that  class 
can  be  specially  designated  in  some  practicable  manner,  and 
every  other  class  precluded  from  consideration.  A  determina«- 
tion  by  the  Legislature  at  the  commencement  of  the  session  to 
discourage  special  legislation,  will  save  much  time  and  expense. 

SWAMP  LANDS. 

Li  1850,  an  act  of  Congress  gave  to  the  States  all  the  unsold 
swamp  and  overflowed  lands  that  lay  within  them,  respectively", 
for  certain  purposes  named  in  the  law. 

To  determine  the  amount  of  land  to  which  each  State  was 
entitled,  the  Commissioner  of  the  Land  Office  submitted  to  the 
Governors  of  the  several  States  two  modes,  one,  by  taking  the 
field  notes  and  surveys  of  the  Government  Surveyors,  and 
adopting  their  returns  of  swamp  and  overflowed  lands  ;  the 
other,  by  the  appointment  of  agents  who  should  make  examina- 
tion of  the  lands,  and  make  proof  of  their  character  to  the  sat- 
isfaction of  the  Land  Department.  Governor  Dewey  chose  to 
take  the  lands  as  they  were  designated  in  the  returns  of  the 
Government  Surveyors.  By  this  mode  the  State  acquired 
about  $1,600,000  acres.  In  most  of  the  States,  these  swamp 
lands  were  selected  by  agents  appointed  for  that  purpose.  As 
early  as  1852  or  1853,  it  was  ascertained  that  by  the  mode  of 
selection  adopted  by  Governor  Dewey,  the  State  would  lose 
from  one  to  two  millions  of  acres  of  valuable  swamp  and  over- 
flowed lands,  and  an  act  was  passed  authorizing  an  examination 
and  survey  of  those  lands.  Nothing,  however,  was  done  under 
that  act.     In  1857  another  act  was  passed  for  the  same  pur- 

£ose,  under  which  some  examinations  and  surveys  were  made, 
ut  the  act  provided  no  adequate  means  of  paying  the  expense. 
In  my  message  to  the  Legislature  at  its  last  session,  I  urged  an 
amendment  to  the  law,  authorizing  the  expense  of  those  surveys 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  General  Fund,  to  be  reimbursed  from  the 
Swamp  Land  Fund,  when  sales  of  swamp  lands  were  made. — 
The  amendment  passed.  In  pursuance  of  the  law,  I  caused 
those  surveys  to  be  vigorously  prosecuted.  The  report  of  the 
Superintenaent  of  those  surveys,  which  will  be  laid  before  you, 
shows  1,261,187  25-100  .acres  of  land  surveyed,  in  a  portion  of 
the  State  only,  and  shows  also  over  600,000  acres  of  lands  to 
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which  the  State  is  entitled,  in  the  few  counties  surveyed,  over 
and  above  the  amount  received  hy  the  State  under  the  process- 
adopted  by  Gov.  Dewey.  From  the  surveys  already  made,  it 
is  safe  to  calculate  that  the  State  is  entitled  to  at  least  a  mil- 
lion and  a  half  acres  more  than  has  been  received.  The  price 
agreed  to  be  paid  to  the  principal  superintending  surveyors, 
after  consultation  with  the  Secretary  of  State,  wns  five  dollars 
per  day,and  necessary  actual  expenses.  For  the  care,  labor,and 
responsibility  required,  the  price  was  low.  No  man,  whose^ 
services  are  not  worth  that  amount,  in  such  an  employment, 
ought  to  be  engaged  in  it.  The  whole  expense  of  the  survey  of 
these  lands,  including  the  survey  of  Islands  in  the  Mississippi* 
and  Wisconsin  rivers,  is  $36,773  71,  or  less  than  two  and  one- 
half  cents  per  acre.  The  lands,  at  the  lowest  estimate,  are- 
worth  over  a  million  of  dollars.  The  only  mode  by  which  they 
can  ever  be  obtained  is  by  these  surveys,  pointing  out  the  er- 
rors committed,  upon  which  to  base  our  claim  upon  the  Land 
Department. 

The  Commissioner  of  the  Land  OflBce  is  disposed  to  with- 
hold these  lands  from  the  State  until  an  act  of  Congress  can 
give  us  relief,  on  the  ground  that  Gov.  Dewey  chose  to  de- 
termine the  amount  belonging  to  the  State  in  an  unfortunate 
way.  The  evidences  of  these  surveys  are  in  the  hands  of  our 
Senators  at  Washington,  and  the  delegation  from  this  State  . 
there  will  press  the  claims  of  the  State,  both  upon  the  Land 
Department  and  upon  Congress.  The  School  Fund  needs  the 
avails  of  a  portion  of  these  lands.  That  Fund  will  not  increase 
as  rapidly  as  heretofore,  while  the  number  of  school  children 
is  more  rapidly  increasing  in  the  State,  and  the  amount  per 
scholar  will  every  year  decrease,  while  the  aggregate  amount 
of  the  Fund  may  remain  the  same.  Of  the  accounts  audited 
for  expenses  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  I  have  no  knowledge 
except  that,  from  the  aggregate  expenses,  it  appears  that  these 
surveys  have  cost  less  than  any  other  Government  surveys  ever 
made  in  the  State.  A  rigid  investigation  into  these  audited 
accounts,  as  well  as  into  the  transactions  of  all  the  departments, 
is  recommended. 

RAILROADS. 

Since  tho  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  nothing  has  been 
done  by  the  La  Crosse  and  Milwaukee  railroad  company,  or  by 
any  other  company  representing  it,  toward  a  compliance  with 
the  act  conferring  the  land  grant  upon  that  company.  By  the 
terms  of  the  law  turning  over  the  grant  to  that  company,  the 
Legislature  is  authorized  to  declare  the  grant  forfeited,  so  far 
as  rights  have  not  become  vested.     The  final  disposition  of  the 
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vexed  questions  connected  with  this  g^ant,  is  a  serious  subject 
for  your  consideration.  I  shall  continue  the  same  course  that 
I  hare  heretofore  pursued  in  regard  to  it,  unless  some  steps 
are  taken  by  the  Legislature  to  change  the  character  of  my 
duties. 

I  have  no  recommendations  to  make  in  the  premises,  except 
to  suggest  that  in  case  the  grant,  or  any  portion  of  it,  is  put 
in  the  hands  of  a  new  company,  it  shoula  be  done  upon  such 
terms  and  conditions,  if  practicable,  as  will  best  aid  and  relieve 
the  farmers  and  innocent  stockholders  of  the  La  Crosse  and 
Milwaukee  railroad  company,  whose  interests  have  become  so 
much  involved  in  the  misfortunes  of  that  company. 

There  ought  to  be  further  protection  to  the  innocent  stock- 
holders who  pay  their  money  into  railroad  companies  and  other 
incorporated  companies.  A  law  should  be  passed  authorizing 
the  innocent  and  nonest  stockholders,  to  follow  their  money  into 
the  road  or  other  business  of  the  corporation,  and  in  case  it  has 
not  been  honestly  disposed  of,  to  recover  ba^  the  amount,  each 
stockholder  for  himself,  of  any  responsible  director,  or  other 
oflScer  of  the  companjr.  It  is  only  by  some  such  process  as 
this  that  good  faith  in  transacting  the  business  of  incorpora- 
ted companies  can  be  secured.  The  first  stockholders  who  pay 
their  money  in  good  faith  for  these  public  improvements,  ought 
to  be  secured  by  a  first  lien  on  the  property  and  franchises  of 
the  company. 

CAPITOL  ENLARGEMENT. 

The  safety  of  our  public  records,  banking  securities,  and 
school  fund  securities,  requires  additional  improvements  about 
the  Capitol.  Besides  the  large  amount  of  money  occasionally 
in  the  office  of  the  State  Treasurer,  there  are  seven  or  eight 
millions  of  dollars  of  banking  and  other  securities  in  the  State 
offices. 

The  safety  of  these  ought  not  to  be  jeopardized.  The  erec- 
tion of  the  west  wing  of  the  capitol  will  furnish  the  relief  I  re- 
fer to,  and  also  provide  new,  more  healthy  and  more  suitable 
rooms  for  the  Senate,  Bank  Comptroller  and  Treasurer.  The 
foundation  for  such  a  building  should  be  laid  some  months  be- 
fore the  walls  are  erected  upon  it.  I  recommend  that  an  act  be 
passed  to  authorize  the  building  of  the  foundation  for  the  west 
wing  during  the  coming  season.  An  appropriation  of  a  few 
thousand  dollars  only  will  be  required  for  the  purpose. 

RATES   OP   INTEREST. 

I  must  again  call  attention  to  the  law  in  regard  to  rates  of 
interest.     In  my  last  Annual  Message,  I  treated  upon  the  sub- 
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ject  8om«irhat  at  length,  and  endeavored  to  sho^  the  pernicious 
effects  of  the  high  rates  of  interest  allowed  by  law  upon  the 
whole  business  of  the  country.  I  beg  leave  to  refer  you  again 
to  t&at  Message,  and  to  urge  your  examination  of  the  subject 
with  care.  The  agreement  to  pay  unusual  sums  per  cent,  for 
the  use  of  money  loaned  has  ruined  multitudes  of  the  people  of 
this  State.  The  newspapers  are  loaded  down  with  advertise- 
ments of  sheriff's  sales  of  property,  sacrificed  to  pay  interest. 
There  is  no  branch  of  business  that  will  warrant  any  man  in 
paying  twelve  per  cent,  on  long  time  for  the  use  of  money. 
The  fanner  cannot  make  twelve  per  cent,  over  and  above  ms 
necessary  expenses  in  carrying  on  his  farm,  from  the  products 
of  his  labor,  upon  his  capital  invested.  So  with  the  mechanic. 
The  merchant  cannot  hire  money  at  twelve  per  cent,  with 
which  to  carry  on  merx^antile  pursuits.  There  is  no  branch  of 
mann&ctiires  wherein  twelve  per  cent,  can  be  realized  over 
and  above  the  legitimate  expenses  involved  in  the  business.  A 
large  rate  of  interest  is  voracious.  It  eats  up  the  capital  of 
die  man  who  a^es  to  pa;^'  ifc.  Men  in  debt  cannot  borrow 
themselves  out  by  undertaking  to  pay  beyond  what  they  can 
realize.  Increasing  indebtedness  by  the  accumulation  of  ex- 
orbitant sums  paid,  or  agreed  to  be  paid,  for  the  use  of  money, 
neither  lightens  obligations  nor  increases  ability. 

The  use  of  money  is  not  worth  more  than  can  be  realized  out 
of  it  in  some  honest  calling,  and  as.  a  reward  of  well  directed  la- 
bor, skill  or  enterprise.  No  money  that  ought  to  stay  here  to 
be  loaned,  will  ever  be  driven  out  of  the  State,  simply  be- 
cause the  rates  of  interest  are  reduced  to  a  level  with  those 
allowed  in  other  States.  No  man  will  ever  have  money  to 
loan,  who  begins  by  borrowing  in  this  way.  Money  that  will 
not  seek  investment  here  from  abroad,  unless  at  twelve  per 
cent.,  ought  to  be  discouraged  from  coming.  When  it  goes 
back,  it  takes  with  it  more  than  it  has  earned,  and  calls  for 
sacrifices  of  property  to  make  good  its  demands.  It  is  better 
to  grow  slowly  into  competence  or  affluence,  than  to  take  nine 
chances  of  ruin  to  one  of  success,  upon  this  kind  of  specula- 
tion. It  is  better  that  men  own  what  they  earn,  though  the 
amount  or  value  be  small,  than  to  be  temporarily  surrounded 
by  abund^mce,  which  must  be  all  swallowed  up  to  meet  obliga- 
tions. Free  trade  in  money,  as  the  experience  of  the  busi- 
nes«  world  has  shown,  enriches  the  speculators  who-  loan  it, 
and  ruins  those  who  borrow  it.  In  a  fast  age,  when  so  many 
sf^ek  to  live  without  toil,  and  get  money  without  paying  for  it, 
but  few  reach  the  end  of  the  journey,  either  of  business  or  life, 
unshattered  in  fortune. 

The  active  business  capital  of  the  country  is  only  about  fif- 
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teen  per  cent,  of  cash,  while  the  other  eighty-five  per  cent,  is 
faith.  There  is  too  much  credit  in  business  for  safety  in 
business.  When  credit  is  exhausted,  in  most  cases  of  pecuni- 
ary distress,  in  active  business,  not  over  fifteen  per  cent,  is 
left  to  fulfill  promises.  It  is  because  too  much  is  constantly 
paid  for  money  that  the  indestructible  property  of  the  country 
changes  hands  so  constantly.  What  is  promised  cannot  be 
paid,  because  too  much  has  been  promised.  When  money 
orings  twelve  per  cent. — and  it  will  always  bring  that  while 
the  law  allows  it — there  is  more  profit  to  the  lender  than  to  put 
his  capital  into  manufactures  or  farms  ;  so,  less  substantial 
wealth  is  produced,  and  more  of  the  avails  of  labor  taken  as 
the  price  for  its  use. 

If  the  people  of  this  State  cannot  hire  money  at  seven  per 
cent.,  they  cannot  afford  to  pay  twelve.  If  agricultural  capital 
only  doubles  in  about  twenty  years,  and  money  at  twelve  per 
cent.,  compounded,  doubles  in  a  little  over  six,  money  has  an 
accretive  power  three  times  greater  than  the  producing  power 
of  the  soil,  out  of  which  substantial  wealth  and  prosperity  must 
grow.  It  is  useless  to  speculate,  however,  upon  such  a  sub- 
ject, when  experience,  the  best  reasoner  and  teacher,  has 
proved  over  and  over  again  that  those  who  pay  largely  for  the 
use  of  money,  never  have  any  to  loan  to  others,  and  are  always 
seeking  new  opportunities  to  borrow.  When  the  law  permits 
exactions  they  will  be  made.  Some  relief  must  be  furnished 
the  people  against  the  future,  either  by  lessening  the  present 
rates  of  interest,  or  by  some  law,  like  those  of  Ohio  and  some 
other  States,  fixing  a  limited  value  to  real  estate,  below  which 
it  shall  not  be  sold  on  execution  or  judgment. 

The  credit  of  the  people  of  Wisconsin  which,  from  a  variety 
of  causes  had  been  seriously  and  detrimentally  affected,  in 
common  with  that  of  our  sister  States,  of  the  west,  is  becoming 
gradually  restored,  and  the  gathered  harvests  of  the  past  season 
have  brought  an  earnest  of  renewed  prosperity.  With  these 
must  come  a  renewed  sense  of  justice.  Payment  of  all  legal 
and  equitable  foreign  debts,  without  a  design  or  thought  of 
repudiation,  as  fast  as  the  means  can  be  produced,  is  a  duty  we 
owe  not  only  to  ourselves,  but  to  the  reputation  of  our  young 
and  vigorous  State.  As  we  would  expecft  justice,  so  let  us  -do 
justice. 

SLAVERY. 

New  subjects  of  excitement  connected  with  slavery  and  the 
slave  trade  are  agitating  the  public  mind.  As  a  national  ques- 
tion, that  of  slavery  and  slavery  extension  is  foremost  among 
the  people.     Slavery  existed  in  the  Colonies  before  the  law, 
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and  before  there  were  any  State  Constitutions.  It  was  forced 
into  some  of  the  States,  as  in  the  case  of  Virginia,  against  the 
will  and  remonstrances  of  colonial  citizens.  The  slave  trade 
was  made  a  matter  of  complaint  against  the  mother  country. 
It  was  deemed  of  incalculable  evil  to  the  new  settlements  upon 
'the  western  continent.  Existing,  as  slavery  did,  in  all  but  one 
of  the  colonies,  at  the  time  of  the  formation  of  our  present  con- 
stitutional government,  it  was  tolerated  for  the  time  being,  with 
the  idea  that  its  existence  would  be,  comparatively,  but  tempo- 
rary, and  that  it  would  die  out,  as  an  institution  entir.ely  incom- 
patible with  the  genius  of  the  government,  and  with  the  great 
objects  for  which  it  was  formed.  While  the  increase  of  the 
number  of  slave  states  has  not  been  correspondingly  great,  the 
increase  of  slavery  and  of  the  power  of  slavery  in  the  govern- 
ment has  been  so  great  as  that  the  slave  populatign  in  the  slave 
states  is  now  greater  than  the  entire  population  bf  the  colonies 
at  the  time  of  our  revolutionary  controversy  with  Great  Brit- 
ain, and  the  whole  machinery  of  the  federal  government  is 
blocked  up  by  its  exactions.  The  compact  made  at  the  time  of 
the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  that  sla- 
very should  be  tolerated^  and  that  "  persons  held  to  service 
should  be  delivered  up  on  claim  of  the  party  to  whom  service 
was  due  has  not  been  satisfactory  to  the  slaveholding  States. 
New  demands  have  been  constantly  made  upon  the  consciences 
of  the  people  of  thenon-slaveholding  States,  until  serious  diflS- 
culties  have  arisen  between  the  two  sections  of  the  Union. 
There  is  no  right  of  interference  with  slavery  in  the  Slave  States 
by  legislation  in  the  Free  States,  tending  to  its  abolition,  or 
by  citizens  of  the  Free  States  through  a  violent  intervention. 
But  the  government  was  formed  for  the  declared  purpose  of 
"preservmg  the  blessings  of  Liberty,"  among  other  things,  and 
not  for  the  purpose  of  extending  slavery.  The  colonies  which 
so  urgently  denounced  the  evils  of  the  institution  and  so  strongly 
complained  of  the  slave  trade,  now,  erected  into  states,  seek  to 
force  upon  free  territories  the  evils  of  a  system  they  then  de- 
plored, by  planting  slavery  where  the  Fathers  of  the  Republic 
never  intended  it  should  go.  Time  after  time  compromises 
have  been  entered  into,  connected  with  and  growing  out  of  the 
existence  of  slavery,  and  time  after  time,  at  the  demands  of 
slavery,  they  have  been  broken  down.  Its  exactions  are  intol- 
erant. While  there  is  no  right  of  interference  with  slavery 
where  it  exists  in  the  slav6  states,  by  free  state  legislation,  and 
while  there  is  no  effort  at  interference  with  it  by  forcible  means 
by  citizens  of  the  free  states,  with  a  few  individual  exceptions, 
the  free  states  have  a  right  to  insist,  and  it  is  their  duty  to 
insist,  that  it  shall  be  no  farther  extended.     The  fact  that 
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the  Territories  are  the  cotiimon  property  of  the  people  of  all 
the  states  carries  with  it  no  right  to  establish  slavery  there. 
The  fact  that  men  are  held  as  slaves  in  slave  states  gives  no 
right  to  carry  them  as  slaves  into  territories,  simply  because 
they  are  counted  as  property  in  the  slave  states.  The  fact  that 
slaves  are  called  property,  gives  no  ri^ht  of  property  in  them. 
Men  are  not  recognized  by  the  civilized  world  as  common  sub- 
jects of  property.  They  cannot  be  placed  in  the  same  cate* 
gory  as  chattels,  and  things  and  estates,  which  are  universally- 
conceded  to  be  subjects  of  ownership.  Slavery  in  the  Terri- 
tories, therefore,  would  be  without  law  and  above  the  law,  a 
mere  creature  of  force,  subject  to  all  the  contingencies  of  a 
violent  existence.  An  institution  so  inhuman,  so  pernicious  in 
its  character,  so  disastrous  to  the  interests  of  free  labor,  and 
terrible  in  its  consequences  to  the  bondmen,  and  so  antagonistic 
to  the  great  principles  of  human  liberty  that  underlie  our  gov- 
ernment, ought,  by  the  exercise  of  every  legitimate  power,  to 
be  restrained  from  any  further  extension.  The  new  and  fear- 
ful doctrine,  that  under  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
slavery  goes  traveling  into  the  Free  Territories  of  the  United 
States,  and  is  there  to  be  protected  under  its  broad  shield, 
without  any  local  law  on  the  subject  in  the  Territories,  is  un- 
worthy of  the  age  in  which  we  live,  or  of  the  statesmen  to 
whose  hands  are  entrusted  the  interests  of  this  great  people. 
It  is  no  subject  of  congratulation  that  in  this  theoretically  free 
Government  an  effort  has  been  made,  and  is  still  persisted  in, 
to  establish  the  "right  of  every  citizen  to  take  his  property  of 
every  kind,  including  slaves,  into  the  Territories,  and  have  it 
protected  there  under  the  Constitution."  The  idea  that  "nei- 
ther Congress  nor  a  Territorial  Legislature,  nor  any  human 
powery  has  any  authority  to  annul  or  impair  this  vested  right," 
is  the  most  unwarranted  of  any  ever  conceived  since  the  Fede- 
ral Government  had  an  existence.  No  good  citizen  can  give 
assent  to  it.  No  honest,  enlightened  statesman  should  counte- 
nance it  for  a  moment.  It  is  not  true.  There  must  be  a  power 
over  slavery  somewhere.  It  is  nob  above  the  law  or  out  of  the 
reach  of  the  law. 

If  Congress  cannot  prevent  its  extension,  where  does  it  get 
the  power  to  authorize  a  convention  to  form  a  State  Constitution 
prohibiting  it?  If  a  Territorial  Legislature  cannot  prohibit  it, 
how  can  it  provide  for  the  election  of  delegates  to  a  Constitu- 
tional Convention,  with  power  to  make  a  free  Constitution?  It 
would  then  be  unconstitutional  to  declare  in  a  State  Constitution, 
formed  over  a  Territory,  that  there  should  be  no  slavery  there. 
A  Constitutional  Convention,  sitting  to  make  a  State  Constitu- 
tion, is  a  "human  power."     Is  it  true  that  slavery    overrides 
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every  other  great  interest?  That  the  asgumed  right  of  property 
in  man  is  so  old  and  enduring  that^  touched  by  the  indurating 
hand  of  time,  it  can  harden  into  a  right  absolute,  beyond  the 
reach  of  any  interference  but  that  of  Omnipotence?  Have  we 
such  a  government  that  there  is  no  power  but  that  of  Almighty 
God  that  dares  to  touch  it?  If  so,  this  great  nation  must  bend 
its  neck  to  the  yoke,  and  slavery  become  universal,  and,  in  a 
government  ordained  by  the  people  to  preserve  the  blessings  of 
Liberty,  humanity  must  ^'give  signsof  woe  that  Liberty  is  lost." 
The  fact  that  Congress  has  the  power  to  prohibit  slavery  in  the 
Territories,  however  much  that  doctrine  may  be  opposed  from 
motives  of  interest  or  ambition,  notwithstanding  the  great  weight 
that  has  been  thrown  into  the  scale  against  it,  is  as  certain  as  that 
the  government  has  power  to  acquire  territory  at  all.  That  it  can- 
not control  what  it  has  power  to  acquire  by  treaty,  by  conquest, 
or  by  purchase,  is  absurd.  This  power  should  bo  exercise(I,  and 
the  way  of  slavery  extension  walled  up  forever.  The  slave 
States  have  no  reason  to  complain  of  this.  They  must  be  left 
unmolested  in  the  enjoyment  of  the  blessings  of  that  peculiar 
institution,  if  there  are  are  any  blessings  connected  with  it,  in 
the  slave  States,  so  long  as  the  government  remains.  While 
this  is  conceded,  the  right  to  impose  it  upon  new  territories 
cannot  be  admitted,  and  Us  extension  must  be  prevented,  not 
by  inroads  upon  the  slave  States  themselves,  with  violence  and 
in  blood,  but  by  legitimate  constitutional  legislation,  sustained 
by  the  power  of  the  government  itself. 

It  cannot  be  conceded  that  the  black  race  has  no  business 
upon  the  earth.  We  can  have  no  controversy  with  the  Great 
God  orer  any  supposed  error  in  the  location  or  distribution  of 
races.  There  is  a  diversity  of  raoes.  Intellect  is  confined  to 
no  race,  while  there  is  great  inequality  in  intellectual  develop- 
ment. So  far  as  the  great  rights  of  life,  liberty,  and  the  pur- 
suit of  happiness  are  concerned,  it  is  enough  to  know  that  they 
belong  to  manhood.  With  the  wisdom  which  has  distinguished 
the  different  races  of  men  by  marked  physical  and  intellectual 
features,  we  can  have  no  dispute.  But  we  can  learn,  and  we 
do  learn,  from  this  very  diversity,  that  each  race  belongs  to 
itself  alone,  and  that  there  can  be  no  social  contact  or  assimi- 
lation but  would  carry  with  them  untold  disasters. 

There  are  other  evils  connected  with  this  subject.  While 
the  African  slave  trade  is  made  pii*acy  by  law,  and  is  so  con- 
demned by  the  whole  civilized  world,  deliberate  attempts  are 
constantly  made  to  re-open  it,  and  in  frequent  instances  car- 
goes of  slaves,  fresh  from  Africa,  have  been  landed  upon  our 
southern  coaste,  and  the  chattels  scattered  though  the  country^ 
marketed  for  service  upon  southern  plantations.     This  evil  ia 
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more  grave  from  the  fact  that  it  receiyes  countenance  from 
leading  southern  statesmen,  and  is  openly  proclaimed  as  a 
policy  designed  to  be  reinstated. 

Again  :  In  some  of  the  slaveholding  States,  laws  have  been 
passed  authorizing  the  sale  of  free  blacks  into  slavery,  and  the 
confiscation  of  their  property,  In  case  they  remain  there  after 
a  given  time  mentioned  in  the  law.  The  laws  which  prohibit 
the  ingress  of  free  blacks  surrounding  these  States,  render  de- 
plorable indeed  the  condition  of  that  unfortunate  race  of  men, 
and  are  a  sad  commentary  upon  the  Christianity  and  civiliza- 
tion of  the  age,  in  a  land  boasting  of  its  freedom.  The  exten- 
sion of  an  institution  of  this  character,  so  fraught  with  calami- 
ties to  both  the  white  and  black  races,  into  free  territories, 
multiplying  the  elements  and  means  of  oppression'  and  wrong, 
ought  not  to  be  encouraged  or  countenanced  either  by  the  citi- 
zens of  the  Southern  or  Northern  States. 

Free  labor  languishes  and  becomes  degrading  when  put  in 
competition  with  slave  labor,  and  idleness,  poverty  and  Vice 
among  large  classes  of  non-slaveholders,  take  the  place  of  in- 
dustry, and  thrift,  and  virtue.  It  prevents  a  general  system  of 
popular  education,  and  ignorance  abounds  in  the  places  where 
Knowledge  should  be  the  brightest  ornament  of  intellect. 

The  increase  of  the  blacks  in  warm  climates  is  far  more 
rapid  than  that  of  the  whites.  Already  in  some  of  the  slave 
States  the  slaves  outnumber  the  free  whites.  Twenty-five  years 
from  the  present  time,  the  ordinary  ratio  of  increase  will  give 
a.  slave  population  in  the  slave-holding  States  of  nearly  ten  mil- 
lions, at  least  equalling,  if  not  superior  in  numbers  to  the  free 
white  citizens.  Looking  to  a  future  in  the  history  of  States  be- 
yond that,  we  may  well  enquire  what  will  be  the  condition  of  the 
Southern  States  and  of  the  whole  country  at  the  end  of  fifty 
years.  What  can  be  done  with  twenty  millions  of  slaves, with- 
out education,  without  fixed  moral  principles,  the  subjects  of 
whim,  caprice,  passion;  knowing  no  law  but  the  law  of  force, 
submitting  to  no  power  but  the  power  of  force;  smarting  under 
real  or  imaginary  injuries;  deeming  themselves  oppressed 
and  looking  every  day  upon  their  supposed  oppressors;  more 
restrained  of  their  liberty  through  the  fearsof  the  masters,|and 
subject  to  more  rigid  police  surveillance,  and  more  extreme  ex- 
actions, because  of  multiplied  dangers  ?  What  could  control 
the  wild  passions  of  that  overwhelming  physical  power,  once 
aroused?  So  terrible  a  wrath,  with  so  resistless  a  force, 
would  almost  inevitably  lead  to  a  war  of  races,  more  cruel, 
destructive,  bloodtliirsty,  than  the  world  ever  saw  before,  begin- 
ning with  conflict  and  ending  with  butchery.  In  such  a  war,  one 
or  the  other  of  the  two  races  must  be  destroyed.     In  such  a 
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contest,  irhere  would  the  victory  be  ?  To  precisely  such  a 
result  are  we  tending  to-day.  Deny  it  as  we  may,  th^  physical 
laws  of  the  races,  and  the  climatic  influences,  are  driving  us 
right  onward  towaifis  such  a  future.  The  sagacious  states- 
man, gathering  wisdom  from  the  history  of  living  as  well  as  of 
the  dead  nations,  looking  forward  to  a  probable  future  as  he 
looks  back  at  an  actual  past,  and  seeing  danger  to  his  country 
and  institutions  afar  off,  should  devise  some  means  of  protection 
commensurate  with  the  apprehended  danger,  by  wnich  such 
calamities  may  be  avoided. 

It  has  been  well  said  that  ^*itis  the  true  mission  of  a  superior  and 
enlightened  race  to  protect  and  establish  with  well  founded  inslitu- 
tioDS  the  f<;ebler  races  within  its  influence.  The  general  welfare 
requires  this,  and  renders  it  the  ezalttd  duty  of  powerful  nations. 
England,  France  and  Russia,  though  subject  to  selfish  monarchies, 
yet  feel  the  impulse  of  this  enlightened  age;  and  we  see  the  Czar 
giving  freedom  and  rights  to  his  sixty  miUions  of  serf^,  and  spread- 
ing civilization  over  all  the  North  of  £urope  and  Asia.  England 
and  France  hold  up  besotted  Turkey,  and  endeavoring  to  instill 
life  again  by  imparting  freedom  and  toleration  to  the  masses.  Eng- 
land extends  her  principles  of  representative  government,  in  great- 
er or  less  degree,  to  her  dependencies;  and  France,  propagating  her 
power  in  Africa  and  Asia,  carries  with  it  the  refinement,  intelli- 
gence and  skill  which  may  at  some  time  elevate  the  people  she  civ- 
ilizes in  the  scale  of  nations.'' 

'*  Shall  the  mighty  States  of  this  hemisphere — the  pioneers  of  the 
liberal  principle  of  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number — be 
known  to  the  red  and  black  races,  struggling  into  existence,  und  er 
liberal  forms  of  government,  in  neighboring  climes,  suited  to  their 
caste,  only  as  depredators  and  enslavers?  They  seem  to  have  been 
committed  to  our  guardianship  by  the  gracious  Providence  that  has 
conferred  so  many  blessings  upon  us  in  the  achievement  of  our  own 
liberties.  Shall  wo  ajbuse  the  power  thus  conferred  by  establishing 
bondage  as  the  law  for  all  whom  we  can  master?  " 

A  remedy  for  these  anticipated  evils,  and  a  solution  of  this  whole 
slavery  problem  may  bo  found  in  the  suggestions  of  our  early  states- 
men while  they  were  casting  about  for  this  purpose,  impressed  as 
they  were  that  the  relation  of  master  and  slave  was  to  bo  tolerated 
for  the  time  and  ultimately  to  die  out. 

It  can  be  found  by  simply  providing  for  the  peaceful  emigration 
&om  all  the  States  of  this  Union,  of  all  the  free  colored  persons  of 
African  descent,  who  may  desire  to  emigrate,  to  some  place  in  Cen- 
tral or  South  America,  ia  some  of  the  States  of  the  tropical  regions, 
in  which  rights  may  be  acquired  by  treaty  by  the  United  States,  for 
that  purpose,  and  for  their  benefit.  It  is  simply  that  these  people 
may  go  and  mingle  with  the  population  already  existing  in  those 
States  (and  a  large  portion  ot  the  people  there  is  of  the  colored 
race,)  where  color  is  no   degradation,   and   where  they   may  mingle 
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freely  together,  with  all  t^o  rights  of  settlement  and  cilizenship,  and 
form  themselves  into  colonies. 

In  speaking  upon  ibis  proposed  measure,  Mr.  Jefferson  said:  *'  It 
was,  however,  found  that  the  public  mind  wtuld  not  yet  bear  the 
proposition;  yet  the  da}'  is  not  far  distant  when  it  must  boar  it,  and 
adopt  it,  or  worse  will  follow.  Nothing  is  more  certainly  written  in 
in  the  book  of  fate,  than  that  these  people  (the  negroes)  are  to  be 
free;  nor  is  it  less  certain  that  the  two  races,  equally  free,  cannot 
live  in  the  same  government.  Nature,  habit,  opinion,  have  drawn 
indelible  lines  of  distinction  between  them.  It  is  still  in  our  power 
to  direct  the  process  of  emancipation  and  deportation,  and  in  such 
dew  degree  that  the  evil  will  wear  off  insensibly,  and  their  place  be 
pari  passu  filled  up  by  free  white  laborers  If,  on  the  contrary,  it 
is  left  to  force  itself  on,  human  nature  must  shudder  at  the.  pro»> 
pect  held  up.  We  should  in  vain  look  for  an  example  in  the  Spanish 
deportation  or  deletion  of  the  Moors."  ^ 

In  a  letter  to  Mr.  Coles,  Mr.  Jefferson  thus  warns  his  friends  in 
the  South:  **yet  the  hour  of  emancipation  is  advancing  in  the  march 
of  time  It  will  come;  and  whether  brought  on  by  the  generous  en- 
erous  energies  of  our  own  friends,  or  by  the  bloody  process  of  St. 
Domingo  *  *  *  *  is  a  leaf  of  our  history  not  yet  turned 
over.' 

In  his  letter  to  Mr.  Sparks,  ho  says:  '*Tbe  second  object,  and 
most  interesting  to  us,  as  coming  home  to  our  physical  and  moral 
characters,  to  our  happiness  and  safety,  is  to  provide  an  asylum  to 
which  we  can,  by  degrees,  send  the  whole  of  that  population  from 
among  us,  and  establish  them  under  our  patronage  and  protection, as 
a  separate,  free  and  independent  people,  in  some  country  and  climate 
friendly  to  human  life  anl  happiness." 

In  consideration  of  the  commercial  advantages  of  a  tree  trade 
with  such  colonies,  the  United  States  could  well  make  all  necessa- 
ry and  proper  engagements  to  maintain  them  in  the  enjoyment  of 
the  rights  and  privileges,  acquired  by  a  treaty  made  for  the  pur- 
pose of  establishing  them  there.  Here  this  government  can  do 
something  worthy  of  a  great  nation.  A  way  of  escape  would  be 
offered  to  the  free  blacks  from  renewed  bondage.  Inducements 
would  be  held  out  to  philrtnthropic  men  to  emancipate  their  slaves; 
the  northern  slave  States,  following  the  lead  of  the  free  States 
could  quietly  and  gradually  introduce  free  labor  in  the  place  of 
slave  labor,  thus  adding  to  their  wealth  and  honor;  the  great  evils 
to  be  apprehended  from  an  over  crowded  slave  population  would  be 
avoided,  and  liberty  prevail  throughout  a  land  universally  prosper- 
ous, and  under  the  sole  dominion  of  the  white  race.  The  commerce 
of  these  colonics,  increasing  with  their  age  and  civilization,  would 
add  to  our  accumulating  wealth  and  prosperity,  and  the  wrongs  of 
ages  of  oppression  be  blotted  out  from  the  book  of  remembrance 
forever.  To  this  it  must  come  sooner  or  later,  and  delay  only  in- 
crease the  difficulties  surrounding  us. 

To  lead  in  invoking  the  attention  of  the  Whole  people  to  this  great 
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eAterprlae  would  well  b^ooiue    thorvigorous    jonng    States  of  ihe*. 
Northwestern  Territory,  which  have  ifrown  up  under  the  ivfaadow  of 
the  tree  of  liberty  planted  by  Virginia. 

A  tti^noiiat  (oOotigreaa  ou  this  subject  is  seriously  recommended. 

Peaceable  and  legal  remedies  alone  can  jreiieV^  usoffilaverj  ex- 
tension and  slavery  agitation. 

The  provoking  riota  at  Harper's  Ferry,  Which  were  dignified  into 
treason  against  the  Ghovt-rnment  of  the  State  of  Virginia,  were  the 
fit  offspring  of  the  forcible  attempt  to  plant  Slavery  in  Kansas  afid 
the  iigitimate  fruits  of  the  repeal  of  the  Missouri  Compromise. 

However  much  we  nay  admire  brave  men  and  heroic  deeds,  we 
can  find  in  them  no  excuse  for  attempts  by  force  to  undo  domestic 
evils  under  a  goTernment  like  ours.  The  theory  of  our  government 
is,  that  it  is  one  of  law,  not  of  force.  There  are  peaceful  and  legal 
remedies  by  which  wrongs  may  be  redressed.  Justice  for  the  sins 
of  nations,  as  for  the  sins  of  individuals,  though  sometimes  appar- 
ently slow,  is  always  sure  as  the  execution  nf  Divine  Judgments. 
While  we  remain  a  government  of  banded  States,  good  faith  requires 
that  no  State,  and  the  citizens  of  no  State,  shall  interfere  with  the 
institutions  of  any  other  State.  While  Wisconsin  will  suffer  no 
hostile  invasion  from  any  other  State  or  the  citizens  thereof,  so  it 
must  repress  any  hostile  attempts  upon  the  instil utions  of  its  sister 
States.  The  occasion  of  the  difficuliies  at  Harper's  Ferry  w  as  sig- 
nalized by  crimes  committed  both  by  invaders  and  invaded.  No 
matter  how  philanthropic  or  humane  the  motives  of  misguided  men 
may^have  been,  the^t  committed  wrongs  in  the  eye  of  the  law  which 
cannot  b^  good  citizens  be  palliated  ^t  escilsed.- 

The  disunion  sentiments  avowed  in  portions  of  the  country,  and 
sometimes  in  our  Halls  of  National  Ligislation,  are  unpatriotic,  un- 
dignified, disgraceful  Every  tkreott  of  disunion  should  be  held  up 
to  public  reprobation  in  all  sections  of  the  Union,  and  every  attempt 
at  disuniou  rewarded  with  a  halter.  The  Union  of  these  states  cati- 
not  be  dissolved  It  may  be  rocked,  but  cannot  be  ov^rtura^d.-^ 
There  is  no  conceivable  contingenojr  in  whioh  it  oan  he  consented  to. 
A  disruption,  instead  of  relieving  us  from  present  evils,  would  in- 
volve ail  sections  in  far  greater  evils.  While  the  North  asks  nothing 
that  is  wrong,  it  will  suhmit  to  no  wrong,  but  will  seek  its  remedy  in 
wholesome  laws,  wisely  enacted  and  firmly  executed.  If  any  state 
forgets  its  allegiance,  it  musi  be  brought  back  The  South  is  enti- 
tled to  be  lefb  uftimolested  in  her  domestic  relations  and  mstitutions, 
and  must  be  content  with  that;  while  both  sections  of  the  Union, 
striving  to  do  exact  justice  to  each  other,  may  yet  be  relieved  &oiii 
all  jealousies  and  heartburnings,  and  escape  the  deri&ion  of  the  na- 
tions of  the  earth. 

'*  Faith  without  works  is  dead."  Labor,  and  vigilance,  and  hon- 
esty of  purpose,  devoted  to  the  welfare  of  the  State,  and  of  the  comr 
mon  couutry,  vi^ith  aii  earnest  desire  for  the  prosperity  and  happiness 
of  the  whole  people,  will  dispel  all  the  darkness  that  env^lo  pe§iiS'' 
and  restore  the  hopes  of  permanent  prosperity.  With  a  jvst  prioe  mbf 
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may  then  look,  in  the  past,  upon  the  budding,  opening  glory  of 
Young  America  as  she  was,  and,  in  the  present,  upon  her  rioh  ripe- 
ness as  she  is.

Beg  leave  to  report,  that  early  in  the  session  of  1859,  a  reso- 
lution was  passed  by  the  Senate,  authorizing  the  Lieut.  Gov- 
ernor, Chief  Clerk,  Seargeant-at-Arms,  and  each  Senator^  to 
subscribe  for  a  certain  number  of  newspapers,  the  coat  of  w^ich 
should  not  exceed  ten  dollars  to  each  person.  The  Assembly 
adopted  a  similar  resolution,  authorizing  each  of  it  Members, 
Chief  Clerk  and  Sergeant-at-Arms,  to  subscribe  for  six  news- 
papers per  day. 

Had  each  member  of  the  Legislature,  including  its  offi- 
cers, received  the  full  number  of  papers  authorized  in  those 
resolutions,  the  total  amount  of  money  necessary  to  pay  for  the 
same  would  be  only  ?918,00,  and  yet  accounts  have  been  pre- 
sented and  audited  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  such  news- 
papers furnished  the  Legislature  of  1859,  a  particular  state- 
ment of  which  is  hereto  annexed,  amounting  in  the  aggregate 
to  the  sum  of  $6851,39,  or  more  than  52,00  to  each  member. 

It  Iras  evidently  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  that  the 
total  expense  incurred  for  newspapers  should  not  exceed  the 
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SUBS  mdicated  bj^  resoluitoiui  of  tiie-two  hcmses  aboFa  re- 
ferred to.

As  required  by  Section  6,  of  Article  V,  of  the  Constitution,  I 
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pres^ii  berewitli  a  list  of  ihe  pardons  and  commutatioBA  ^hioft- 
ed  by  me  daring  the  year  ending  December  81,  1859,  witb  ihel 
reasons  for  the  same*

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The  reasons  for  the  pardons  and  cominntations  in  the  fore- 
going lisfe  arc  as  follows,  in  the  order  of  that  list : 

Otis  N.  Cole — upload  guilty  of  larceny,  and  was  sentenced 
to  imprisonment  for  one  year,  to  expire  Feb.  17,  1869  ;  was 
pardoned  about  one  month  previous,  on  his  own  petition  anid 
representations,  endorsed  by  several  respectable  citizens  of 
Milwaukee,  who  had  known  him  for  years. 

Prank  Zimmkhman — was  sentenced  by  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace  for  assault  and  battery,  and  was  pardoned  after  several 
weeks'  confinement,  on  thie  petition  of  the  Board  of  Supervi- 
sors of  Dane  County,  representing  the  man's  previous  good 
character,  and  the  poverty  of  his  family,  dependent  upon  his 
labor. 

James  M.  Plummsr — was  sentenced  for  one  year  from 
May  22,  1»58,  for  aiding  to  conceal  stolen  goods  ;  was  par- 
doned Jan.  26,  1869,  on  a  petition  signed  by  the  County  OflS- 
cers  of  Dane  County,  and  many  other  respected  citizens, 
including  most  of  the  Common  Council  of  Madison.  Judge 
Collins,  who  sentenced  the  prisoner,  also  earnestly  urged  the 
pardon. 

William  Jonbs — was  sentenced  for  arson  to  seven  years' 
imprisonment.  A  petition  for  his  pardon,  drawn  by  the  Judge 
who  tried  the  case,  was  on  file  in  this  office  as  early  as  De- 
cember, 1857,  forwarded  to  my  predecessor  in  office.  I  did 
not  deem  it  my  duty  to  act  upon  it  at  that  time.  On  a  subse- 
quent application  and  examination  into  the  circumstances  of 
the  case,  involving  grave  doubts  of  guilt,  and  considering  the 
advanced  age  of  the  prisoner  (nearly  70  year8),and  his  confine- 
ment of  nearly  four  years  under  the  sentence,  I  granted  the 
discharge. 

Jambs  Eyekso]!^ — was  after  three  month's  confinement  in 
jail  awaiting  trial,  sentenced  for  two  years,  for  aiding  in  break- 
ing the  jail  and  allowing  a  prisoner  to  escape.  Judge  Noggle, 
who  was  holding  Court  at  Portage,  and  Judge  Dixon,  who  pre- 
sided at  the  trial,  joined  with  a  large  number  of  citizens  in 
asking  the  pardon,  on  the  ground  that  the  prisoner  was  of  such 
weak  mind  as  to  have  been  misled  by  others  into  his  crime,  and 
that  his  punishment  was  sufficient. 

Joseph  Sfbesb — had  been  in  prison  nearly  a  year,  under  a 
sentence  for  three  years,  for  assault  with  intent  to  kill.  The 
petition  for  his  pardon,  drawn  by  the  prosecuting  attorney, 
endorsed  by  the  presiding  judge,  and  senator  for  tne  county, 
and  numerously  signed,  set  .forth  clearly,  that  the  crime  was 
committed  under  great  provocation,  and  amidst  excitement, 
withoat  malice.     1  deemed  his  punishment  sufficient. 
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Michael  Carmichasl — had  .been  for  some  five  months  im- 
prisoned under  more  than  one  sentence  to  fine,  for  selling  li- 
quor without  license.  It  appeared  that  the  prisoner  was  not 
tne  owner  of  the  place  where  the  liquor  was  sold,  and  had*  in 
fact  removed  from  the  county  (Richland)  twelve  months  before 
being  arrested  while  passing  through.  His  petition,  setting 
forth  the  i,acts,  was  signed  by  several  hundred  citizens  of 
Richland  county. 

Charles  Pendbrgrass. — This  man  had  served  a  term  of 
some  fifteen  months  in  ihe  Milwaukee  Go.  jail,  which  in  the 
condition  of  that  jail  was  a  hard  sentence.  On  his  time  ex«- 
piring  he  was  at  once  arrested  and  tried  for  a  larceny  com- 
mitted on  the  same  day  as  the  one  for  which  he  had  just  served 
his  term,  and  was  new  sentenced  to  two  years  in  state's  prison. 
After  being  there  confined  for  a  yefir,  the  judge,  sheriff,  district 
attorney  and  chief  of  polite,  asked  for  his  discharge,  deeming 
him  sufficicntlv  punished,  the  State  Prison  Commissioner  also 
reporting  that  his  health  was  in  a  precarious  eonditiou.^ 

John  Spieoelberg — pardon  recommended  by  Judge  Dixon, 
on  the  ground  of  sufScient  punishment,  and  great  destitution 
of  prisoner's  family. 

William  Groshong — ^had  been  in  Jefferson  county  jail  for 
about  two  months j  in  default  of  payment  of  fine  of  $5  00. 
Punishment  deemed  sufficient. 

William  Robinson — had  been  in  prison  five  months  on  a 
sentence  of  six  months  for  entering  a  dwelling  with  intent  to 
steal.  Had  been  in  jail  three  months  before  trial.  Pardon 
asked  •for  by  judge  and  district  attorn  e{^  on  account  of  the  youth 
and  general  good  conduct  of  the  prisoner,  and  sufficient  pun- 
ishment. 

George  Wood — had  already  served  a  term  of  three  years 
in  state  prison  for  burglary,  and  was  still  confined,  and  had 
been  for  some  seven  months  on  a  further  charge  arising  from 
the  same  transaction.  His  pardon  was  asked  for  by  the  judge 
who  tried  him,  and  ij  the  committee  of  the  Legislature  who 
visited  the  prison, 

Thomas  J.  Dexter— was,  indicted  for  murder  at  the  March 
term  of  the  Pierce  County  Circuit  Court,  1865,  and  being  con- 
victed in  April,  and  sentenced  to  State  Prison  for  life.  The 
papers  in  the  case  comprised  letters  and  petitions  from  Judge 
Fuller,  who  presided  at  the  trial — from  the  District  Attorney 
who  prosecuted — from  the  magistrate  to  whom  the  prisoner  sur- 
rendered himself — from  Messrs.  Wetherby,  Lusk,  Humphrey, 
Dawson  and  Clapp,  members  of  the  bar  of  Pierce  county,  and 
J.  B.  Gray,  Esq.,  of  St,  Croix  county.  Judge  Fuller's  letter 
recommends  the  pardon  on  account  of  mitigating  ciroumstanoea 
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connected  with  the  offence — the  absence  of  any  malice  towards 
the  person  killed,  and  the  failing  health  and  advanced  a^e  (60 
years)  of  the  prisoner.  From  the  papers  in  the  case,  and  from 
representations  otherwise  made,  it  appeared  that  a  difficulty 
existed  concerning  the  title  of  a  certain  tract  of  land  ;  that  a 
neighborhood  qnarrel  ensued ;  that  Dexter  had  ordered  the 
other  parties  off  at  sundry  times  ;  t&at  the  other  parties  went 
upon  the  land  in  force  and  armed  ;  that  Dexter  had  been  urged 
and  advised  that  he  had  a  right  to  defend  his  property  by  force; 
that  on  an  attempt  being  made  to  survey  the  land,  one  of  the 
party,  after  being  warned  by  Dexter  to  refrain  from  driving 
stakes  for  survey,  was  shot.  After  a  full  coiasideration  of  aU 
the  circumstances  of  the  case,  I  concluded  to  discharge  the 
prisoner. 

•  Daniel  Bowker — plead  guHty  of  larceny  in  Rock  county^ 
and  sentenced  to  two  and  a  naif  years  in'  State  Prison,  from 
Norember  28th,  1856.  Was  pardoned,  after  being  in  prisoi^ 
two  years  and  three  months,  on  the  recommendation  of  Judge 
Keep,  who  presided  at  the  trial. 

John  Belton — was  convicted  in  October,  185T,  in  Milwau- 
kee county,  of  haying  counterfeit  money  in  his  possession,  with 
intent  to  pass  the  same,  and  sentenced  to  four  years  in  State 
Prison.  Was  pardoned,  after  being  in  prison  some  18  months, 
on  application  of  the  Judge,  District  Attorney,  and  Chief  of 
Police,  the  offence  being  a  first  offence,  fully  attoned  for  by  his 
punishment. 

Thomas  Waddle— was  convicted  April  8th,  1858,  in  Grant 
county,  of  having  counterfeit  money  in  his  possession,  with  in- 
tent to  use.  Was  pardoned,  on  the  urgent  recommendation  of 
Judge  Cothren,  the  District  Attorney,  and  members  of  the  bar 
of  Lancaster,  setting  forth  the  slight  grounds  of  conviction, 
sufficient  punishment,  and  destitute  condition  of  a  wife  and 
seven  children. 

Ira  Wiltbr — was  convicted  of  assault  and  battery  in  Col- 
umbia county,  in  October,  1858,  sentenced  to  a  fine  of  950  and 
costs,  and  imprisoned  in  default.  After  being  confined  five 
months,  he  was  pardoned  at  the  recommendation  of  Judge 
Dixon  and  others,  as  being  sufficiently  punished,  and  unable  to 
pay  his  fine. 

John  Taylor  and  Asbl  Bushnbll. — These  young  men — 
one  just  of  age,  the  other  younger — were  sentenced  to  State 
Prison  for  one  year  for  larceny,  having  plead  guilty.  They 
were  pardoned  three  days  before  their  term  expired,  on  the 
representation  of  Judge  Gorsline  and  the  District  Attorney  of 
Pond  du  Lac  County. 

David  Seaman — ^a  boy  of  sixteen  years  of  age,  was  sen- 
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tenced  to  State  Prison  one  year  for  larceny^  Pardoned  after 
ten  months'  confinement,  on  the  petition  of  many  citizens  of 
Walworth  County,  endorsed  by  the  District  Attorney,  the 
Members  of  Assembly  from  Walworth  County,  and  several 
Members  from  other  Counties. 

Albert  Roundy — sentenced  to  a  fine  of  ^0  for  larceny, 
and  sent  to  Dane  County  Jail  in  default  of  payment.  Par* 
doned  at  the  instance  of  the  Police  Justice  of  Madison,  and 
the  District  Attorney  of  Dane  County,  as  being  unable  to  pay 
the  fine,  and  as  having  a  family  dependent  upon  liis  labor. 

Henry  A.  Ewing — plead  guilty  of  larceny,  and  sentenced 
to  one  year  in  State  Prison.  Pardoned  five  days  before  the 
expiration  of  his  term,  at  the  solicitation  of  the  District  At* 
tomey, 

Hbnry  Needles. — This  young  man  plead  guilty  of  bur- 
glary in  Beloit,  in  December,  1856,  and  was  sentenced  to  five 
years  in  State  Prison.  After  being  confined  two  years  and  a 
half,  he  was  pardoned  at  the  solicitation  of  Judge  Keep,  the 
District  Attorney,  and  many  of  the  best  citizens  of  fieloit 
and  other  portions  of  Rock  County,  as  having  been  sufficiently 
punished. 

HoRTON  McNab — sentenced  to  two  and  a  half  years  in 
State  Prison  for  burglary,  from  November  1, 1857.  Pardoned 
after  nineteen  months*  confinement,  on  the  application  of  com- 
plainants, endorsed  by  the  District  Attorney  of  Racine  Coun- 
ty, William  P.  Lyon,  Esq.,  on  the  ground  of  sufficient  pun- 
ishment and  reformation. 

John  Burns — sent  to  State  prison  for  four  years  from  Ra- 
cine County,  for  aiding  prisoner  to  escape.  Pardoned  after 
fourteen  months'  confinement  on  the  representation  of  W.  P. 
Lyon,  Esq.,  District  Attorney,  on  the  ground  of  sufficient 
punishment  and  reformation. 

William  H.  Ruggles— plead  guilty  of  larceny,  in  Mil- 
waukee, December,  1858,  and  sentenced  to  one  year  in  State 
Prison,  after  having  been  three  months  in  jail.  Was  par- 
doned on  the  petition  of  the  person  in  whose  store  the  goods 
were  taken,  they  having  been  reclaimed  at  once.  The  District 
Attorney  joined  in  the  petition,  with  numerous  other  citisens, 
on  the  ground  that  the  offence  was  the  first  of  the  prisoner, 
committed  in  a  moment  of  temptation,  and  representing  repen- 
tance and  reformation.     . 

Micuabl  Sullivan — was  sentenced,  in  November,  1858, 
in  Crawford  County,  for  larceny,  to  one  and  a  half  years  in 
the  State  Prison.  Was  pardoned  at  the  request  of  Judge 
Gale  and  a  large  number  of  the  citizens  of  the  County,  on  the 
ffround  of  his  previous  good  conduct,  and  the  distress  of  his 
family,  a  wife  and  seven  children,  in  extreme  poverty. 
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Marcellus  W.  Lee. — In  this  case  the  defendant  had  been 
prosecuted  for  larceny,  as  it  appeared,  nlaliciouslj,  and  acquit- 
ted. Meeting  the  complainant  the  same  day,  while  smarting 
under  his  recent  injury,  ho  committed  an  assault  and  at  once 
proceeded  to  the  Municipal  Court,  and  expressed  his  readiness 
to  pay  whatever  fine  should  be  adjudged  to  him.  The  Judge 
sentenced  him  to  thirty  days  in  jail.  The  facts  being  repre- 
sented to  me  by  a  number  of  the  most  respectable  citizens  of 
Milwaukee,  1  commuted  the  punishment  to  a  fine  of  $25,  and 
caused  the  defendant  to  be  discharged. 

Michael  Shandley — sentenced  to  sixt^  days  in  Dane 
County  Jail,  for  p§tit  larceny.  After  being  m  jail  about  three 
weeks,  he  was  pardoned,  on  petition  of  the  complaining  wit- 
ness, the  Mayor,  Police  Justice,  and  District  Attorney,  it  be- 
ins  a  first  offence,  and  a  family  being  dependent  on  his  labor. 

WILLIAM  Connor — sentenced  to  five  months  in  Dane  Coun- 
ty Jail,  for  larceny.  Prisouer  paid  for  the  property  stolen, 
and  after  being  confined  about  two  months,  was  pardoned  at  the 
request  of  Judge  Orton,  the  Mayor  of  Madison,  the  District 
Attorney,  and  Sheriff  of  Dane  County, 

Michael  Thompson — was  committed  to  Waukesha  County 
Jail  on  a  charge  of  vagrancy,  more  by  the  influence  of  friends, 
to  keep  him  from  bad  habits,  than  from  any  bad  character.  He 
was  pardoned  out  just  before  the  expiration  of  his  time  (thirty 
days)  on  the  petition  of  citizens  of  Waukesha.  , 

August  Schultz — sentenced  to  fine  of  $30  and  costs,  and 
confined  in  Dane  County  Jail,  in  default  of  payment,  for  lar- 
ceny. After  being  confined  four  weeks,  he  was  discharged  on 
payment  of  the  costs,  on  the  petition  of  the  complaining  wit- 
ness, the  Police  Justice  and  District  Attorney,  being  poor^and 
unable  to  pay  the  fine. 

James  E.  Thurston — sentenced  to  the  State  Prison  for  two 
years,  from  October  1858,  in  Grant  County,  for  manslaughter 
in  the  3d  degree.  The  petition  in  thi«  case,  signed  by  Judge 
Cothren,  before  whem  the  case  was  tried,  Hon.  Chas.  Dunn, 
Judge  S.  0.  Paine,  General  Cobb,  and  others,  set  forth  the 
facts  clearly,  as  a  case  of  justifiable  homicide.  The  man,  in 
their  judgment  and  mine,  ought  not  to  have  been  convicted. 

Jerbmiah  SrBARDON — Sentenced  to  a  fine  of  $5  and  costs, 
for  assault,  in  the  Watertown  Police  Court,  and  confined  in 
jail  in  default  of  payment.  He  was  pardoned  at  the  request  of 
the  Police  Justice,  on  payment  of  the  fine  and  costs,  after 
about  two  weeks  confinement. 

Walter  A.  Blake — was  convicted  in  May,  1855,  in  Mil- 
waukee County,  of  breaking  into  a  dwelling-house  with  intent 
to  steal  and  kill^  and  sentenced  to  the  State  Prison  for  10  years. 
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After  having  been  in4)ri8on  for  more  than  four  years,  circum- 
stances having  come  to  light  tending  strongly  to  show  that 
Blake  was  entirely  innocent  of  the  alleged  crime,  he  was  dis- 
charged, on  the  petition  of  the  Judge,  District  Attorney,  Sher- 
iff, and  other  officers  of  Milwaukee  County,  familiar  with  the 
facts  in  the  case. 

Thomas  Costigan — was  fined  $1  and  costs,  for  an  assault 
and  battery,  in  the  Watertown  Police  jDourt.  On  payment 
of  the  costs,  he  was  discharged,  after  10  days  con^nement, 
at  the  request  of  the  Police  Justice. 

Patrick  McGrael — was  sentenced,  in  same  Court,  to  pay 
a  small  fine  for  assault,  and    discharged-  (being  unable    to 

Say  the  fine)  after  ten  days  in  jail,  at  the  request  of  the 
ustice. 

William  H.  Kempton — was  sentenced  in  NoTcmber,  1868, 
in  Brown  County,  to  12  years  in  State  Prison,  for  arson. 
The  papers  in  this  case  were  quite  voluminous,  and  personal 
representations  were  made  by  respectable  citizens.  It  ap- 
peared that  the  prisoner  was  convicted  on  the  testimony  of  an 
alleged  accomplice,  and  of  a  witness  by  the  name  of  Hobbs. 
It  was  represented  by  several  parties  that  the  prisoner  could 
not  have  been  convicted  without  the  evidence  of  Hobbs.  Eight 
of  the  jurors  petitioned  for  the  pardon,  on  account  of  doubts 
arising  in  Iheir  minds  of  the  justice  of  the  conviction.  Twen- 
ty-seven citizens  of  Green  Lake  County,  where  both  Kempton 
and  Hobbs  resided,  certified  to  the  bad  character  of  Hobbs  for 
veracity.  An  affidavit  was  presented  of  a  declaration  by 
Hobbs  that  either  he  or  Kempton  must  go  to  prison.  An 
affidavit  also,  of  the  keeper  of  the  jail,  during  Kempton*s  con- 
finement, of  a  conversation  overheard  between  Kempton  and 
a  witness  (who  was  an  alleged  accomplice)  wherein  the  wit- 
ness acknowledged  that  he  was  paid  $100  for  his  evidence. 
Also  affidavits  snowing  that  Kempton's  wife  and  friends  were 
denied  access  to  him  during  his  confinement;  one  of  these 
affidavits  being  made  by  the  jail  keeper.  ' 

Also — a  letter  from  Hon.  James  H.  Howe,  District  Attor- 
ney, expressed' the  opinion  that  the  prisoner  ought  not  to  have 
been  convicted  upon  the  testimony.  The  State  Prison  Com- 
missioner expressed  a  firm  conviction  of  his  innocence.  Four 
{)hysicians,  including  the  Prison  physician,  expressed  the  be- 
ief  that  the  prisoner  could  not  live,  and  that  his  disease  was 
simply  the.  result  of  the  anguish  of  an  innocent  man.  On  a 
full  consideration  of  these  and  the  other  circumstances  urged, 
I  issued  a  pardon  in  the  case. 

Michael  McGreal.— This  case  was  precisely  the  same  as 
that  of  Patrick  McGrael,  mentioned  above.     He  was  fined  the 
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same  daj,  in  the  same  court,  one  dollar  and  costs,  and  dis- 
charged after  three  weeks'  confinement  in  jail. 

Joseph  Caslbr — was  pardoned  three  days  before  his  time 
e^ired,  on  the  recommendation  of  Jndge  Larabee  and  Honw 
M.  W.  Seely,  who  was  prosecuting  attorney  at.  the  time. 

Charles  Hooker — was  sentenced  in  the  Municipal  Court 
of  Milwaukee  to  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  and  costs,  for  cutting 
down  trees.  Bein^  unable  to  pay  the  fine,  he  was  committed 
to  jail.  On  petition  of  the  Judge  and  the  complaining  wit* 
ness,  he  was  discharged,  after  twenty  days'  confinement. 

Olb  Thoresen — plead  guilty  of  larceny,  in  Iowa  County, 
and  sentenced  to  one  and  a  half  years  in  State  Prison,  was 
pardoned  one  day  before  his  term  expired,  to  restore  his  civil 
rights,  having  shown  himself  to  deserve  it. 

John  Mires — was  arrested  in  Januarv,  1859,  for  larceny, 
and  committed  to  jail  to  await  trial.  After  being  confined 
nearly  eight  months,  he  was  tried  and  convicted,  and  sentenced 
to  jail  for  three  months.  He  was  pardoned  on  the  representa- 
tions of  the  Circuit  Judge,  the  County  Judge  of  Dunn  county, 
and  other  citizens,  on  the  ground  of  sufficient  punishment. 

Jacob  Behm — upload  guilty,  in  Dane  County  Circuit  Court, 
on  two  indictments  for  larceny,  and  was  sentenced  to  one  year 
of  imprisonment  on  each,  in  the  State  Prison.  He  had  served 
one  of  the  terms,  and  six  months  of  the  other,  when,  an  appli- 
cation being  made  by  many  citizens  for  his  discharge,  cordially 
concurred  in  by  Judge  Collins,  who  tried  the  case,  I  issued  a 
pardon. 

Samuel  McPhbrson,  (colored,) — was  convicted  in  Milwau- 
kee county,  in  May,  1855,  at  the  same  time  as  Walter  Blake^ 
above  named,  and  sentenced  to  five  years  to  the  State  Prison. 
He  had  always  acknowledged  his  guilt,  and  had  behaved  himself 
in  a  most  exemplary  manner  while  in  prison,  being  represented 
by  the  officers  as  one  of  the  most  faithful  and  useful  of  the 
convicts  in  all  the  duties  assigned  him.  He  was  pardoned  after 
the  expiration  of  four  and  half  years  of  his  term,  as  well  de- 
serving of  a  discharge. 

James  H.  Woolsey — was  convicted  of  larceny  in  Dane 
count;^,  in  April,  1857,  and  sent  to  State  Prison  for  three  years. 
.  Appbcation  was  made  for  his  pardon  and  strongly  urged  in  the 
summer  of  1858,  but  the  case  presented,  did  not  at  that  time, 
seem  to  warrant  his  discharge.  On  a  renewed  application  by 
the  wife  of  the  prisoner,  who  brought  petitions  numerously 
signed,  with  requests  and  representations  by  the  Circuit  Judge, . 
and  others  from  the  county  of  his  residence,  I  issued  the  par* 
don,  after  about  two  years  and  nine  months  of  his  imprison- 
ment. 
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Thomas  Rtan — ^was  convicted  of  arson  in  Milwaukee,  in 
July,  1857,  and  sentenced  to  Stale  Prison  for  seven  years. 
He  was  convicted  on  circumstantial  evidence  alone,  and  had 
from  the  first  maintained  his  innocence.  His  conduct  in  prison 
had  been  exemplary,  so  much  so,  that  the  late  State  Prison 
Commissioner,  being  about  to  remove  from  the  State,  wished 
to  take  Ryan  and  keep  him  in  his  employ,  regarding  him  as 
unjustly  convicted.  The  Circuit  Judge  and  Mayor  of  Milwau^ 
kee  joining  in  the  application,  I  issued  the  pardon. 


BILLS  PASSED. 

On  motion  of  Sen.  Sweat,  the  rules  were  suspended,  and  the 
following  bills  read  a  third  time  and  passed: 

No.  1,  S.,  a  bill  for  an  act  to' legalize  the  official  acts  of  Ed- 
ward O'Hare,  as  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  the  county  of  Dane; 

No..2^  S.,  a  bill  for  an  act  to  legalize  the  official  acts  of 
Samuel  Lattemore,  as  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  the  county  of 
Dane;

The  undersigned,  Nelson  McNeal,  represents  and  shows,  that 
on  the  2d  day  of  September,  1857,  he  entered  into  a  contract 
inth  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  for  building  the  Wisconsin  State 
Hospital  for  the  Insane  :  If  our  petitioner  further  represents,, 
that  on  the  2lBt  day  of  September,  1857,  he  commenced  work 
upon  said  Hospital  buildings,  and  proceeded  with  the  same, 
f  with  all'due  diligence,  until  Juno,  lb58,  during  all  which  time 
he  was  compelled  to  receive  from  the  Commissioners  acting  on 
the  part  of  the  State,  their  scrip,  instead  of  money  ;  that  said 
scrip,  so  paid  to  him,  amounted  to  about  913,000,  on  which  he 
suffered  a  loss  of  more  than $1,800;  that  about  the  1st  of  June,. 
1858,  at  which  time  money  applicable  to  the  purposes  of  build- 
ing the  Hospital  was  first  received  into  the  State  treasury,  the 
said  Commissioners,  instead  of  paying  to  your  petitioner  such 
sums  as  from  time  became  due  him  for  work  and  materials  done 
and  furnished,  in  and  about  said  work,  insisted  upon  receiving 
the  money  from  the  State  treasury,  and  disbursing  the  same  in 
their  own  way,  and  under  various  pretenses  retained  from  him 
the  mouey  so  drawn  from  the  State  treasury,  and  when  your 

{petitioner  had  became  greatly  embarrassed  and  perplexed,  and 
earing  that  he  might  suffer  still  greater  loss  by  refusing  to 
yield  to  the  demand  of  the  Commissioners,  he  finally,  after 
earnest  protestation,  reluctantly  submitted  that  they  should 
draw  the  money  upon  his  order  from  the  treasury,  which  they 
did,  and  paid  the  same  out  to  men  employed  on  the  work,  and 
for  materials,  assuming  to  act  as  the  agents  and  disbursing 
clerks  of  your  petitioher. 

Your  petitioner  represents  and  states  that  he  submitted  to 
this  course  at  the  same  time  protesting  against  it,  as  improper 
and  unjust,  that  his  business  transactions  were  thus  virtually 
taken  out  of  his  own  hands  and  control,  and  he  found  himself 
in  the  humiliating  condition  of  an  employee  or  hireling  of  said 
Commissioners,  and  at  the  same  time  ne  was  made  liable  for  all 
the  bills  of  purchase,  and  expenses  of  said  work,  while  the 
means  of  meeting  such  liabilities  were  withheld  from  him;  that 
this  humiliating  and  anomalous  condition  soon  became  known 
to  all  with  whom  he  did  business,  and  his  affairs  became  con- 
stantly more  entangled  and  he  less  able  to  extricate  himself 
from  the  power  of  said  Commissioners. 
^  Your  petitioner  represents  and  states  that  the  said  commis- 
sioners aid  thus  virtually  deprive  him  of  all  control  of  his  own 
business,  and  by  various  acts  on  their  part  assume  the  manage* 
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ment  and  control  of  all  his  business  as  contractor  ;  and  that 
this  course  was  pursued  towards  him  until  some  time  in  the 
month  of  May,  1859,  when  the  commissioners  insisted  that 
Your  petitioner  should  abandon  even  the  nominal  oontol  of  his 
business  and'  formally  resign  the  work  into  tiieir  hands.  Your 
petitioner  did  most  strenuously  obiect  to  this  course,  and  ii^ 
sisted  that  he  would  and  could  finish  and  complete  the  said  hos- 

?ital  as  he  had  contracted  to  do,  and  within  the  time  allowed, — 
)he  commissioners  insisted  that  they  would  not  pay  or  advance 
more  money  to  your  petitioner ;  and  when  he  insisted  that  he 
would  fulfiU  his  contract,  and  save  himself  and  sureties  from  all^ 
liability  to  the  State,  as  an  inducement  to  your,  petitioner  to 
«urrenaer  the  work  into  their  hands,  they  assured  your  petitioner 
if  he  would  comply  with  their  request,  they  would  make  a  full 
and  fair  representation  of  all  the  facts  to  the  Legislature,  aad 
^d  him  in  obtaining  a  fair  compensation  from  the  State.  They 
admitted  to  your  petitioner  that  they  knew  that  he  had  put  in 
a  very  large  amount  in  money  and  material,  and  labored  dili- 
gently upon  said  work,  and  nad  suffered  great  detriment  and 
K»8,  all  of  which  had  gone  to  the  benefit  of  the  State — that  if 
he  would  give  up  the  work,  they  oould  and  would  render  him 
important  aid  in  obtaining  compensation  from  the  State. 

Greatly  embarassed  by  the  course  which  the  oommissioneirs 
had  taken,  and  partly  induced  by  their  fair  promises,  your  pe- 
titioner was  induced  to  send  to  the  commissioners  the  let- 
ter of  the  31st  of  May,  1859,  found  in  their  report,  page  29. 
The  construction  placed  upon  this  letter  by  the  commissioners, 
your  petitioner  protests  against,  and  insists  that  the  commifl- 
sioners  wrongfully  deprived  him  of  his  contract  instead  of  pay- 
ing him  such  sums  of  money  as  they  ought  to  have  done. 

Under  these  circumstances,  your  petitioner  was  greatly 
surprised  to  learn  that  the  Commissioners,  in  their  report  to  the 
Governor  and  Legislature,  are  not  only  entirely  oblivious  of  all 
their  promises  to  your  petitioner,  but  represent  that  he  volun- 
tarily abandoned  ike  work,  and  that  tne  State  has  a  just 
claim  against  him  and  his  sureties  for  ^22,516  18.  This  may 
be  all  very  well  for  the  Commissioners,  but  bad  for  your  peti- 
tioner, and  he  humbly  submits  that  if  the  saime  man  acts  in  the 
double  capacity  of  commissioner  and  contractor,  they  ought 
at  least,  under  the  circumstances,  to  have  given,  ostensibly,  a 
little  more  consideration  to  the  man  who  for  a  considerable 
time  occupied,  nominally,  the  place  of  contractor. 

Your  petitioner  submits  that  he  has  not  been  fairly  treated 
by  the  Commissioners  representing  and  acting  for  th^  State  of 
Wisconsin ;  that  he  has  been  jreatly  prejudiced  and  suffered 
heavy  losses  thereby ;  that  the  drawings  furnished  by  the  Com* 
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misBioners  were  defective  and  unskillful ;  that  by  and  under 
tbeir  direction,  important  changes  were  made  in  the  building, 
both  in  the  materili.1  and  construction,  not  conten^plated  in  the 
contract,  and  which  have  caused  a  very  large  extra  outlay  of 
money  by  your  petitioner,  and  for  which  he  has  receivea  no 
compensation. 

Your  petitiofier  further  represents  and  states  that  he  has  ex- 
pended, in  and  about  the  prosecution  of  hi?  work  onsaid  Hoft- 
Eital,  of  his  own  private  pit)peri^,  over  and  above  ail  that  he 
as  received  from  the  said  Commissioners,  or  which  they  haye 
/hired  on  his  account,. tbe  mm  of  sixteen  thousand  dollars,  or 
ibeireaboutfl,  and  about  two  years  of  faithful  and  diligent  laoor 
and  earnest  care  and  attention  on  his  part. 

Your  petitioner  submits  that  inasmucfh  as  he  has  been  de- 
prived of  the  means  of  performing  his  contract  by  those  acting 
for  the  Stato^  and  inasmuch  as  he  has  expended  a  very  large 
part  of  the  earnings  of  his  whole  life,  and  two  years  of  his  time 
fdr  th  e  benefit  of  the  State,  that  as  a  citizen,  he  haq  a  right  to 
appeal  to  the  power  representing  the  majesty  and  sovereignty 
01  the  State,  to  protect  him  from  the  wrong  and  save  hitii  Som 
the  threatened  ruin.  And  this  he  does  with  full  confid^no^ 
that  the  State  will  do  him  justice  wh^  the  facts  in  the  case 
are  fully  understood. 

He  therefore  asks  that  the  matter  may  be  referred  to  a  suit- 
able committee  with  power  and  directions  to  fully  investigate 
the  whole  matter,  and  where  your  petitioner  may  be  heard  and 
permitted  to  make  proof  of  such  mcts  as  shall  be  deemed  ,im-  . 
portant,  the  better  to  enable  such  committee  tp  inform  the  Le- 
gffilature  in  t(he  premisea.  And  that  youc  Honorable  body  w!^ 
grant  to  your  petitioner  such  compensation  and  relief  >  u^  the 
premises  as  shall  be  just  and  right.

To  the  EonorahUy  the  Legislature: 

The  circumstances  under  which  we  presume  to  address  jou, 
furnish  the  only  apology  we  have  to  offer  for  the  liberty  thus 
i;aken. 

We  are,  and  have  been  for  many  months,  working  and  fur- 
Bishing  stock  and  materials  for  the  State  under  the  contract  of 
James  Soss,  to  do  the  public  printing.  That  contract  was 
entered  into  with  a  full  knowledge  of  tne  mutual  obligations 
which  it  imposes.  That  contract,  like  agreements  between  in- 
dividuals, contains  certain  covenants  which  neither  party  is  at 
liberty  to  break,  with  impunity.  It  imposes  on  the  public 
contractor  the  obligation  under  severe  fines,  penalties  and  the 
pressure  of  a  heavy  bond  to  do  all  the  printing  and  binding, 
and  to  furnish  all  the  paper,  (fcc,  in  a  neat  ana  workmanlike 
style,  and  within  a  reasonable  time ;  while  by  the  express  terms 
of  the  contract  as.  declared  in  section  20  of  the  Printing  Law, 
the  State  is  bound  to  adjust  the  accounts  for  work  as  fast  as 
delivered,  and  when  so  adjusted,  it  is  expressly  stipulated  that 
the  Treasurer  shall  pay,  &c. 

*'  Such  in  brief  are  part  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the 
contract — the  State  on  the  one  hand  receiving  its  ''considera- 
tion" in  the  work  done,  and  the  Printer  his  "consideration"  in 
the  stipulated  amount  time  and  manner  of  payment. 

The  State  has  a  risht  to  expect  promptness  and  good  work, 
and  the  printer  that  his  pay  would  be  forthcoming  in  the  man- 
ner and  at  such  times  as  the  terms  of  the  contract  stipulated. 
Any  deviation  from  these  mutual  obligations  would,  as  oetween 
two  or  more  individuals,  under  the  laws  that  emanate  from  our 
legislative  department,  be  adjudged  in  any  court  in  this  State, 
as  a  violation  of  the  contract. 

The  work  under  this  contract  has  been  faithfully  executed  in 
a  manner  that  has  left  no  possible  cause  for  complaint — the 
printer  often  using  better  paper  than  he  was  required  to  by  his 
specimens  on  file,  and  which  by  section  6,  of  said  act,  are  de- 
clared to  be  the  "  standard  criterion  "  for  all  the  work,  (kc. — 
In  short,  the  printer  has  spared  no  pains  to  furnish  the  State 
with  better  material  and  neater  typography  than  has  ever  heea 
furnished  before,  and  "by  heavy  outlays  he  has  purchased  a  large 
number  of  power  presses,  and  vast  quantities  of  types,  so  that 
tho  work  should  not  only  be  well  done,  but  done  in  season^  and 
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irithoTit  hindrance  os  annoyance  to  the  State  or  any  of  its  depart- 
ments. All  this  has  been  done,  and  without  a'  word  of  com- 
plaint from  any  quarter,  but  with  many  flattering  compliments 
from  those  best  qftialified  to  judge  of  the  excellent  execution  of 
the  work  in  every  particular ;  nor  have  we  slighted  any  of  the 
vast  amount  of  work  we  have  done  for  nothing — our  determi- 
nation having  been  to  do  all  work  well — even  better  than  we 
were  bound  to,  whether  it  paid  or  not.  On  this  score  we 
may  challenge  the  most  rigid  scrutiny  and  criticism.  Up  to 
last  October,  the  obligations  of  the  contract  were  faithfully  ful- 
filled on  both  sides,  with  the  exception  of  sundry  items  on 
blanks,  which  the  late  Secretary  of  State  refused  to  allow,  as 
claimed,  without,  however,  denying  the  justice  of  the  claim,  but 
on  account  of  a  certain  clause  in  the  contract,  which  was  the 
bone  of  contention  last  winter,  and  when  the  contract  was  exe- 
cuted. But  since  last  October,  we  have  received  little  or  noth- 
ing from  the  State,  although  some  $38,000  have  been  audited 
and  now  remains  unpaid. 

We  have  neither  the  time  nor  the  inclination  now,  to  inflict 
on  the  Legislature  a  legal  argument  on  the  rights  involved  in 
this  amount,  nor  will  we  here  make  allusions  that  are  in  the 
least  personal  to  any  one.  We  will,  however,  within  a  few 
days,  present  to  your  honorable  bodies,  all  the  facts  necessary 
to  a  clear  understanding  of  the  rights  involved. 

Our  main  object  now  is,  to  acquaint  the  Honorable  the  Leg- 
islature,of  the  fact,  that  while  we  know  of  no  dereliction  upon  our 
part,  the  failure  to  receive  the  amount  that  has  been  adjusted 
m  our  favor,  by  the  constitutional  oflScer  alluded  to  in  the 
contract,  has  most  sensibly  affected  our  rights,  and  jeopardized 
not  only  our  own  credit,  but  the  credit  of  the  large  number  of 
friends  who  have  loaned  us  the  necessary  means  to  go  on  with 
the  work.  We  have  drawn  orders  on  the  Treasury  for 
over  $25,000,  besides  some  9^0,000  that  now  stands  against 
us  in  notes  of  hand,  many  of  which  have  been  forced  to  protest. 
After  having  loaned  all  we  could  from  banks,  we  have  had  to 
loan  from  individuals  at  enormous  rates  of  interest ;  yet  under 
such  circumstances  that  every  principle  of  manly  honor  would 
forbid  us  taking  any  advantage  of  the  usury  law.  In  fact,  so 
great  is  the  amount  in  which  we  are  involved,  expressly  for 
work  and  materials  furnished  the  State,  that  the  interest  which 
we  are  compelled  to  pay,  amounts  to  the  rate  of  near  thirteen 
dollars  per  day,  Sundays  included.  For  the  past  four  months 
our  large  corps  of  hands  have  only  received  such  sums  as  have 
been  taken  at  our  counter,  in  the  regular  course  of  our  busi- 
ness.    This,  although  famishing  a  good  remuneration,  has  not 
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been  sufficient  to  meet  the  simplest  wants  of  our  many  laborerSy 
some  of  whom  have  large  families  to  support.  ^ 

We  know  that  outside  clamour,  for  yindictive,  or  perhaps^  in 
some  instances,  for  political  reasons^  ha3  raised  a  cry  that  the 
Printer  was  making  too  much  out  of  his  contract ;  yet  we  will 
not  add  the  insult  to  the  Honorable  the  Legislature  to  suppose 
that  this  clamor  can,  or  will,  have  any  effect  on  them  in  aeter- 
mining  rights  ns  between  the  great  State  of  Wisconsin  and  one 
of  her  most  humble  and  unpretending  citizens ;  but  that 
you  will,  as  speedily  as  possible,  instruct  your  Printing  Com- 
mittee, under  section  23  of  said  act,  to  inquire  into  the  facts 
whereof  we  speak,  and  if  we  are  correct,  may  we  not  presume, 
in  view  of  the  extreme  hardship  under  which  fortuitous  circum- 
stances have  placed  us,  that  you  will  immediately  appropriate 
us  some  $30,000,  which  will  so  far  relieve  us,  that  we  can  go  on 
with  renewed  credit,  and  finish  up  the  balance  of  the  work, 
and  wait  until  such  time  as  a  more  prolonged  Legislative,  or 
Judicial  action,  may  further  determine  our  rights. 

Our  paper  maker  writes  us,  that  for  want  of  the  large  sum 
due  him  for  paper,  and  the  pressure  of  sundry  heavy  notes  that 
have  fallen  protested  on  his  hands,  that  the  conduct  of  his 
business  is  seriously  threatened,  and  that  if  we  do  not  imme- 
diately relieve  him  his  damage  will  be  greater  than  the  amount 
due  him  can  repair. 

Now,  we  do  not  believe  it  is  for  the  interest  of  the  State,  or 
the  wish  of  her  representatives,  that  individual  rights  should 
thuS:  be  sacrificed  while  the  State  reaps  the  benefit  of  the  labor 
and  capital  furnished. 

We  do  not  come  to  you  in  the  attitude  of  mendicants  suppli- 
cating charity.  We  ask  no  concessions  that  are  not  honorable 
and  just.  We  address  you  as  honorable  men,  whose  feelings, 
sympathies  and  general  rights  are  not  unlike  our  own.  We 
address  you  not  in  the  attitude  of  fear,  with  plaintive  appeals 
for  mercy,  but  in  the  attitude  of  men  addressing  men,  and  with 
more  than  an  empty  hope  that  a  manly  address  will  meet  with  a 
manly  nsponse. 

We  ask  this  appropriation  now,  in  all  confidence  that  it  will 
be  granted. 

Itst.  Because  we  think  we  can  show  such  facts  to  any  com- 
mittee with  which  you  may  intrust  this  matter,  as  will  convince 
you  that  the  request  ought  to  be  granted. 

2d.  Because  it  ia  near  $10,000  less  than  has  already  been 
fixed  and  adjusted  in  our  favor. 

8d.  Because  we  have  waited  patiently  for  some  time  before 
applying  to  the  Legislature,  in  hopes  the  Supreme  Court  would 
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reader  a  decision  on  the  small  amount  involved  in  the  manda- 
mvLB  case  before  them,  believing  that  such  decision  must  be  in 
accordance  with  the  same  principle  involved  in  their  decision 
in  tiie  case  of  Proudfit  vs.  The  Treasurer,  and  that  we  should 
be  able  thereby  to  draw  what  had  been  adjusted  in  our  favor, 
without  further  litigation  ;  but  the  adjournment  of  the  court 
last  week  for  a  considerable  time  without  rendering  a  decision, 
leaves  us  no  alternative  but  to  press  our  necessities  upon  the 
immediate  attention  of  the  Legislature. 

4th.  Because  "necessity  knows  no  law," — our  necessities 
are  preying  on  our  credit  and  the  credit  of  those  who  have  fur- 
nished us  with  paper,  materials,  and  labor,  and  many  are  so 
deeply  involved  that  we  should  not  only  be  doing  ourselves  and 
them,  but  the  State  great  injustice  by  delaying  this  matter  a 
single  hour.  We  here  quote  from  a  message  of  His  Excellency 
of  last  winter^  as  follows  :  "  Every  contractor  for  the  Public 
Printing,  and  every  other  contractor  with  the  State  ought  to 
receive  and  the  State  ought  to  pay  a  fair  and  reasonable  com- 
pensation for  services  performed  and  materials  furnished  for  its 
benefit.  *  *  *  It  is  beneath  the  dignity  of  this  ^reat 
State  to  profit  by  the  misfortunes  or  misadventures  of  individ- 
uals. *  *  *  I  am  extremely  solicitous  that  every  man  who 
performs  services  for  the  State  and  furnishes  of  his  substance 
for  its  benefit  should  be  fairly  compensated,  and  all  equitable 
as  well  as  legal  claims  fairly  satisfied,"  (fcc. 

Now,  in  connection  with  these  just  sentiments,  we  take  the 
liberty  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  answer  to  the  mandamus 
case,  now  in  court,  where  it  is  admitted  that  the  work  was  or- 
dered, that  the  State  had  the  benefit  of  it,  and  that  the  account 
was  audited  strictly  in  apcordance  wi.th  the  terms  of  th^  con- 
tract. This  statement  we  regard  as  ample,  without  further 
argument.  The  appropriation  may  be  made  on  account  gene- 
rally, and  the  Public  rrinter,  de  facto y  will  stipulate,  in  any. 
manner  the  Legislature  may  suggest,  that  the  sum  shall  apply 
on  the  audited  or  unaudited  accounts,  until  further  action  can  be 
had ;  and,  as  no  one  will  pretend  the  sum  asked  will  exceed 
the  amount  due,  in  any  event,  we  are  confident  that  our  request 
will  not  be  deemed  unreasonable. 

And  may  we  presume  to  ask  the  courtesy  of  having  these, 
our  reasons,  printed ;  so  that  the  members  of  both  Houses 
may  see,  read,  and  judge  for  themselves.

No.  55,  S.,  memorial  of  William  Blunt: 

To  the  Legislative  Asiembly  of  ike  State  of  Wisconsin : 

The  memorial  of 'the  undersigned,  William  Blunt,  a  citizen 
of  the  town  of  Clarno,  in  the  county  of  Green  and  State  of 
Wisconsin,  respectfully  represents,  that  your  memorialist  has 
resided  in  the  said  town  and  county  for  the  last  twenty-four 
years;  that  his  occupation  has  been  for  the  main  part  of  the 
time — in  fact,  all  the  time  — that  of  a  farmer;  that  your  memo- 
rialist has  been,  during  all  that  'time,  a  freeholder,  residing  on 
the  farm  owned  and  cultivated  by  his  own  hands  and  that  of 
his  family;  that  your  memorialist  has  never  voted  in  any  other 
State  during  that  time,  nor  interfered  with  the  politics  or  in- 
ternal policy  6f  any  other  State  in  the  Union. 

Your  memorialist  further  represents,  that  on  the  17th  day  of 
May  last,  he  left  Green  county  aforesaid  with  a  view  of  seek- 
ing a  location  in  Texas,  and  if  one  should  be  found,  of  remov- 
ing thereto  the  present  season;  that  he  went  in  company  with 
an  uncle,  Hezekiah  Blunt,  who  was  movine  with  his  family  and 
effects  to  that  State,  and  your  memorialist  being  desirous  of 
assisting  said  uncle,  who  was  about  73  years  of  age,  in  getting 
comfortably  located  in  his  new  home.  He  settled  in  Ellis 
county,  Texas.  On  arriving  in  Grayson  county,  Texas,  your 
memorialist  was  taken  sick  with  fever,  that  while  there,  and  in 
an  unsuitable  state  of  health  to  travel  much,  he' mob  Mr. 
Francis  Emerson,  a  citizens  of  Green  county,  Wisconsin,  who 
was  carrying  on  a  hardware  store  and  the  tanning  business  in 
Dallas,  Dallas  county,  Texas,  some  eighty  miles  distant;  that 
at  his  solicitation,  your  memorialist  went  to  Dallas,  where  he 
arrived  about  the  24th  of  July.  That  he  remained  there 
about  a  month,  endeavoring  to  recruit  his  health.  On  the  7th 
of  August,  your  memorialist  went  to  a  religious  meeting,  held 
•at  a  place  about  four  miles  from  Dallas,  by  a  Rev.  Mr.  Royal. 
Touf  memorialist  here  would  say,  that  he  has  been  for  about 
twenty-nine  years,  a  professor  of  religion,  and  for  the  same 
time  a  licensed  minister  of  the  Christian  church  (commonly  de- 
nominated Campbellites),  and  that  for  nearly  the  whole  of  that 
time  he  has  been  in  the  habit  of  preaching  on  the  Sabbath  day. 
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While  at  the  meeting  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Royal,  near  Dallas,  he 
met  with  an  old  acquaintance,  Rev.  S.  McKinney,  who  having 
introduced  him  to  the  people,  ho  was  pursuaded  to  preach  on 
the  following  Saturday  evening  and  Sunday  at  Mr.  Walker's 
house,  some  five  miles  from  Dallas. 

On  the  Sabbath,  while  at  Walker's,  he  was  requested  by  the 
church  to  preach  at  a  Mr.  Brannom's,  and  the  next  Sabbath,  to 
fill  an  appointment  made  by  Mr.  McKinney,  at  Mrs.  Runyon*s 
house,  aoout  three  miles  from  Georgetown,  and  was  also  re- 
quested to  fill  an  appointment  of  McKinney's  at  Frenchtown, 
but  learning  that  there  was  a  feeling  existing  at  Dallas,  against 
Mr.  McKinney,  because  of  an  allegation,  believed  to  be  entire- 
ly untrue,  that  he,  McKinney,  had  preached  abolition  senti- 
ments, he  withdrew  his  appointment.  The  state  of  health  of 
your  jmemorialist  was  such  that  he  became  unsatisfied  with  the 
country,  and  resolved  to  return  home,  together  with  Mr.  McK., 
who  resided  in  Iowa.  We  then  engaged  a  man  residing  near 
Dallas,  to  take  us,  on  the  28d  of  August,  two  hundred  miles, 
•to  a  village  in  the  Indian  territory,  called  Boggy  Depot,  on  the 
route  home.  Our  carrier  was  detained  until  Thursday  morning 
the  25th.  On  the  24th,  there  was  a  public  meeting  called  in  Dal- 
las, to  adopt  some  measures  to  send  us  out  of  ^e  country,  as 
your  memorialist  was  afterwards  informed  by  a  committee  who 
arrived  on  the  25th,  at  Mr.  Smith's,  6  miles  from  Dallas,  where 
we  were  staying,  preparatory  to  starting.  This  committee  ar- 
rived about  half  an  hour  before  we  expected  to  start  for  home. 
On  Tuesday  evening,  the  23d,  your  memorialist  learned  from 
his  son  Charles,  and  for  the  first  time,  that  there  was  a  preju- 
dice against  McKinney,  and  consequently,  ^.gainst  him,  on  ac- 
count of  his  associating  with  McK.  The  evening  of  the  24th, 
McKinney  received  a  Tetter  from  a  friend,  while  your  memori- 
alist was  present,  which  stated  that  the  people  had  concluded 
that  if  he,  McK.,  did  not  leave  in  a  few  days,  a  committee 
would  take  charge  of  him,  and  his  friends  would  next  see  him 
^^  dangling  from  a  post  oak  limb."  McK.  had  just  concluded 
the  reading  of  this  letter  over  on  the  morninff  ot  the  26th, 
when  he  saw  four  men  riding  up  to  the  house.  Apprehending 
personal  violence  from  the  appearance  of  the  men,  he  seized  a 
rifle  and  walked  out  of  the  house,  and  demanded  ^'gentlemen, 
what  do  you  want  of  me." 

A  Mr.  Hoard,  who  was  one  of  the  party,  leaped  from  his 
horse,  levelled  his  revolver  across  the  gate  at  McK.,  and  ex- 
claiming, '*  yes,"  fired.  McK.  discharged  his  rifle  at  Hoard, 
who  again  snapped  his  pistol  at  him.  It  failing  to  go  off,  he 
mounted  his  horse  and  immediately  rode  off  towards  Dallas, 
neither  party  being  harmed  by  the  encounter.     The  remaining 
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three  who  were  a  committee  appointed  b;  the  meeting,  then  in- 
formed us  that  if  we  did  not  leave  by  Saturday,  they  would  help 
UB  away.  Your  memorialist  told  them  we  had  made  arrangements 
to  leave,  and  were  momentarially  expecting  the  man  who  was  to 
carr^  us  away,  and  who  did  arrive  in  half  an  hour.  Your  me- 
morialist asked  the  committee  if  there  would  be  any  danger  in 
his  going  to  Dallas  to  get  his  clothes  ;  they  replied,  that  there 
would  be  none.  His  son  Charles  went  with  the  committee  to 
Dallas  to  get  his  things,  it. being  arranged  that  he  should  meet 
us  on  our  way,  three  miles  west  of  Dallas.  He  did  meet  us 
there,  and  tojd  us  that  he  feared  trouble,  for  Hoard  was  in  Dal- 
las trying  to  get  up  a  mob  to  follow  us.  We  had  proceeded 
about  four  miles,*  when  we  were  overtaken  by  a  mob  of  nine 
well  mounted  men,  armed  with  double  barrelled  guns..  When 
first  discovered,  they  were  within  twenty  paces^  the  foremost 
ones  having  their  guns  cocked  and  presented  at  us.  On  seeing 
the  mob,  the  women,  Mrs.  MeK.  and  the  wife  of  our  carrier 
screamed,  frightening  our  team,  which  broke  into  a  run,  the 
mob  yelling  at  the  same  lime  "  stop,  or  we'll  shoot  you.'' 

The  team  was  stopped  as  soon  as  possible,  and  your  memo- 
ralist  got  off  as  soon  as  his  enfeebled  condition  would  permit, 
and  as  he  dismounted  cocked  his  gun.  This  manouvre  made 
the  horse  of  the  foremost  one  turn  aside,  throwing  up  the  riders 
gun,  whereupon  he  drew  a  bead  upon  him,  exclaiming,  '^  If  you 
are  a  mob,  say  so  ?  I  can  kill  you  in  spite  of  all  around  you." 
They  said,  "  don't  shoot,  we've  a  warrant  for  McKinney  and 
hare  nothing  to  do  with  you."  Your  memoralist  told  them  if 
they  had  a  warrant,  to  take  their  guns  down  from  their  faces 
and  serve  it.  Two  then  rode  up  to  the  wagon,  jerked  McKin- 
ney's  gun  from  him,  and  said  they  had  no  warrant — that  the 
sheriff  had  the  warrant,  and  was  comiiig  another  road.  They 
siud  the  team  must  go  to  Dallas,  and  they  wanted  your  memo* 
raiist  for  a  witness. 

On  arriving  at  Dallas,  we  found  a  Inrge  crowd  assembled  in 
the  street,  and  the  sheriff  in  the  midst  of  it.  Pointing  him 
out,  your  memorialist  told  McKinney  to  drive  to  him,  and  let 
him  serve  his  warrant.  He  did  so ;  enquiring  if  he  was  sheriff 
of  Dallas  county.  He  replied  that  he  was.  McKinney  said 
he  understood  he  had  a  warrant  for  him.  He  enquired  McKin* 
ney's  name,  and  said  he  had.  McKinney  then  told  him  to  read 
the  warrant.  The  sheriff  replied,  all  the  people  there  knew 
him.  to  be  sheriff,  and  there  was  no  need  of  his  reading  the 
Warrant.  McKinney  said,  if  he  had  offended  the  laws,  he 
wanted  a  trial  immediately.  The  sheriff  said,  the  justice  who 
issued  the  warrant  was  out  of  town,  and  ho  would  have  to  go  to 
jail  until  his  return.    At  this  time,  a  man  jerked  your  memori- 
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«Jist*s  gun  from  him ;  and,  noticing  the  careless  manner  in 
which  he  handled  it,  he  was  told  to  be  more  carefnl,  for  the 
gun  was  loaded.  Whereupon,  with  an  oath,  he  said  he  would 
take  care  of  me,  and  he*  and  three  or  four  others,  made  a  rush 
to  the  wagon  to  help  him.  £  then  called  out  to  the  sheriff  that 
the  men  appeared  intent  on  committing  violence  on  me,  and 
that  I,  as  an  American  citizen,  threw  myself  into  his  hands  for 
protection  against  the  mob. .  He  told  me  there  was  only  one 
place  where  ne  could  protect  me,  and  that  was  in  jail,  to  which 
place  he  took  me,  and  took  from  me  my  shot-poucn,  containing 
what  little  money  I  had  ;  stating  that  it  was  his  business  to 
.see  that  I  had  no  concealed  arms. 

About  three  or  four  o'clock  the  following  morning,  .the  jail 
^as  opened  without  violence  and  we  were  tied  and  taken  one 
-mile  and  a  quarter  from  town  by  eight  men.  Our  coats  were 
'then  taken  off  and  we  received  each  eighty  lashes.  1  was  so 
weak  before  this  that  I  could  walk  but  a  few  rods  without  rest- 
ing, and  had  to  be  lifted  into  the  wagon  after  it  was  all  over. 
We  were  then  told  that  we  must  leave  and  never  be  seen  in  the 
country  again.  I  said  I  wanted  to  make  some  effort  to  get  back 
what  little  property  I  had  there,  especially  my  money,  which 
was  at  that  time  only  about  $16  00,  and  which  were  in  my  shot 
pouch  which  had  been  taken  from  me.  They  insisted  that  I 
must  leave  forthwith,  and  if  ever  I  was  seen  there  again  I  would 
be  riddled  with  balls,  at  tha  same  time  striking  me  in  the  breast 
with  the  muzzles  of  their  pistols,  inquiring  if  I  understood 
what  that  meant.  These  last  blows  injured  me  more  than  the 
scourging.  Finally  they  stated  that  they  would  send  my  things 
to  Sherman.  They,  however,  failed  entirely  to  send  them.  I 
afterwards  went  back  by  a  by-way  to  within  eight  miles  of 
Dallas,  and  sent  by  a  messenger  ana  recovered  my  gun,  but  the 
money  was  never  obtained.  Including  the  stay  at  Sherman, 
and  the  time  of  seeking  for  my  things,  I  was  detained  in  the 
country  until  the  Thursday  following  the  transactions  above, 
narrated,  when  I  left  the  White  Rock  settlement,  above  Dal- 
las about  eight  miles,  direct  for  my  home  in  Wisconsin. 

Your  memorialist  asserts  that  the  above  is  a  plain  unvarnish- 
ed statement  of  the  truth  concerning  the  transactions  therein 
set  forth,  that  from  the  treatment  received  at  the  hands  of  the 
mob,  his  health  and  happihess  is  pennanently  injured,  and  that 
he  has  been  unable  to  prosecute  his  labors  and  duties  as  he 
had  uniformly  done  before.  That  he  feels  well  satisfied, 
in  fact  absolutely  certain,  that  his  personal  safety,  and 
indeed,  his  life  would  be  endangered  by  his  return  to  Texas  to 
seek  redress  in  ttie  courts  of  that  State. 

That  he  is  well  satisfied  from  all  the  information  he  can  obtain 
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that,  instead  of  obtaining  any  redress  for  the  gross  and  inhu- 
man outrages  upon  his  person,  he  would,  instead,  receive  still 
^eater  injuries.  He  is  taught  to  believe  that  an  American 
citizen  should  be  protected  wherever  he  may  go  within  the 
States,  unless  he  violates  the  laws  of  one  of  those  States. 
This  he  claims,  and  asseverates  he  has  never  done  by  word  or. 
act.  He  never  violated  the  laws  of  Texas,  or  condemned  them, 
while  he  staid  within  her  limits,  nor  does  he  believe  that  her 
laws,  if  properly  administered,  would  justify  the  outrage 
heaped  upon  your  memorialist  during  his  stay  within  her  limits. 

Your  memorialist  feels  called  upon,  from  the  peculiar  cireuA-

sations, with  his  neighbors  at  all  times,  down  to  and  including 
the  last  State  election  in  this  State. 

"Sour  memorialist  has  never  believed  it  to  be  his  duty  to 
preach  againgt  slavery,  and  consequently  he  has  carefully  ab- 
stained, and  did,  while  in  Texas,  carefully  abstain  from  so  do- 
ing ;  and  he  claims  that  there  should  not  be  a  prejudice  ap;ainst 
him  in  the  minds  of  any  citizens  of  Texas,  or  any  where  else, 
on  that  point. 

Your  memorialist,  in  view  of  all  the  history  and  statements 
contained  in  this  memorial,  asks  of  the  Legislature  of  Wiscon- 
sin to  take  such  action  as  will  enable  him,  one  of  her  loyal  cit- 
izens, to  seek  for  and  obtain  redress  from  those  citizens  of 
Texas  who  committed  the  outrages  above  spoken  of ;  or,  that 
the  State  of  Texas  may  be  induced,  in  her  sovereign  capacity, 
to  make  that  reparation  for  the  unjustifiable  acts  of  her  citi- 
zens, as  justice  and  humanity  may  dictate.  And  as  in  duty 
bound,  your  memorialist  will  ever  pray,  &c.

Bank  of  Mowtello, — It  appears  by  the  protest  of  Henry 
Mulberger,  Notary  Public,  and  the  affidavit  of  R.  S.  Little, 
both  sm)mitted  herewith  by  abstract  copy,  that  the  Bank  of 
Montello  keeps  no  office  at  Princeton,  as  required  by  law,  for 
the  redemption  of  its  circulating  notes.  The  securities  (public 
stocks)  of  this  bank  are  now  advertised  to  be  sold  by  the  Comp- 
troller to  pay  its  circulating  notes,  a  package  of  them  having 
been  protested  and  no(  redeemed  as  rcquirea  bylaw.

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Frontier  Bank, .  Citizens  Bank^  Meehanics  Bank^t-^lt 
ckariy  app«ar8  by  their  reports  hereirith  submitted  by  oopy,

siness of  discount  and  deposit  is  carried  on.

These  subscriptions  have  been  paid  almost  wholly 
by  conveyances  of  land  to  the  trustees,  and  by  a  community  of 
labor  they  have  erected  a  very  commodious  building,  and  the 
school  is  now  in  successful  operation,  and  in  its  prosperity  the 
inhabitants  have  a  deep  and  common  interest.  The  ordinary 
revenue  is  insufficient  to  pay  the  current  expenses  of  the  ineti*- 
tution,  and,  of  course,  there  are  no  means  of  converting  their 
real  estate  endowment  into  personal  property,  that  it  might  be 
within  the  reach  of  the  exemption  for  institutions  of  learning. 
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It  is  thus  evident  that  they  have  no  means  with  which  to  pa; 
the  taxes  upon  their  endowment,  and  without  relief  these  Ian* 
must  be  forfeited,  and  the  institution  itself  must  be  closed. 
As  your  committee  are  informed  that  the  inhabitants  of  the 
counties  in  which  they  are  situate  are  willing  to  take  these  taxes 
upon  themselves,  and  relieve  the  institution,  it  is  recommended 
that  this  bill  pass.

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR- 

ExKcuTivB  Office, 
Madison,  Feb.  10, 1860. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Senate : 

1  am  in  receipt  of  resolution  No.  37,  S.,  asking  information 
whether  I  have  authorized  any  person  to  seize  any  timber  cut 
upon  any  "swamp  or  overflowed  lands  belonging  to  this  State,** 
and  if  so,  whether  any  contract  has  been  made  with  such  per- 
son, and  what  amount  has  been  paid  to  such  person  for  such 
services. 

In  the  winter  of  1858, 1  employed  Noble  A.  Spooner  to  pro- 
ceed to  the  northern  part  of  the  fitate  to  examine  as  to  any 
trespasses  committed  upon  **  swamp  and  overflowed  lands  "  and 
*^'scnool  lands,"  and  gave  him  authority  to  seize  any  timber 
cut  upon  such  lands  belonging  to  the  State.  He  was  absent 
several  weeks,  returned,  made  his  report,  and  I  paid  him  for 
his  services  and  expenses  the  sum  of  $80,  out  of  the  contingent 
fund.  He  performed  no  further  service,  and  has  no  further 
claim.  This  fact  was  reported  to  the  Legislature  one  year 
ago  as  one  of  the  items  in  the  expenditure  of  the  contingent 
fund. 

A  year  ago  last  spring,  I  authorized  Charles  H.  Cox  to  seize 
wood  and  railroad  ties  on  islands  in  the  Wisconsin  river,  be- 
longing to  the  State.  He  made  a  seizure  of  a  large  quantity  of 
each.  I  am  informed  that  some  of  the  ties  and  much  of  the 
wood  have  been  carried  off  by  high  water,  and  are  lo8t.  He 
has  presented  no  charge  against  the  State,  and  has  been  paid 
nothing. 

Francis  W,  Newland  was  authorized  by  letter  from  me  un- 
der th«  provisions  of  chap.  29,  of  the  R.eYised  Statutes,  to  seize 
timli»er,  &c.,  upon  these  public  lands  belonging  to  the  State. 
So  far  as  I  am  informed,  he  has  mada  no.  seizures.  Having 
done  nothing,  he  is  entitled  to  nothing  as  compensation  for  it« 
No  contract  was  made  wit^  these  men  as  to  wht^t  compensation 
they  were  to  receive.     They  were  entitled  to  a  fair  compensa- 
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tion  for  services  actually  performed  in  the  line  of  the  law.     If 
they  do  nothing  they  get  nothing. 

During  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature  the  commis- 
sioners of  school  and  university  lands  appointed  Charles  R.  * 
Tyler  to  examine  lands  in  Oconto,  Brown,  Door  and  Manito- 
woc counties. 

Paul  D.  Hay  ward  to  examine  lands  in  the  several  counties 
north  of  Columbia  county  bordering  on  the  Wisconsin  river. 

S.  W.  Smith  for  the  several  counties  bordering  on  the  Wolf 
river  lying  north  of  Winnebago  county.  They  were  appointed 
to  examine  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  trespasses 
Were  being  committed,  and  if  so,  to  obtain  and  furnish  the 
District  Attorneys  of  the  several  counties  with  sufficient  proof 
to  enable  them  to  prosecute  such  trespassers.  They  received 
their  instructions  from  the  commissioners  and  their  compensa* 
tion  was  fixed  by  them. 

After  the  appointment  of  these  agents  by  the  commissioners, 
I  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  a  letter  of  au- 
thority, of  which  the  following  is  a  copy  :

Hon.  L.  P.  Harvey,  Secretary  of  State: 

I  have  this  day  authorized  the  employment  of  the  following 
named  persons  for  the  counties  named  herein,  to  perform  the 
duties  described  in  sec.  9,  of  chap.  29,  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
under  the  instructions  of  the  commissioners  of  school  and  uni- 
versity lands,  to-wit : 

Charles  R.  Tyler,  for  the  counties  of  Oconto,  Door,  Ke- 
waunee, Manitowoc  and  Brown.  ^^ 

Sewall  W.  Smith,  for  the  counties  of  Shawano,  Outaga- 
mie and  Waupaca^ 

Paul  D.  Hay  ward,  for  the  counties  of  Adams,  Juneau^ 
Portage,  Marathon  and  Wood.

These  were  all  acting  under  specific  instructions  from  the 
commissioners. 

I  submit  herewith  a  copy  of  communication  from  the  Com- 
missioners of  School  and  Universitv  Lands,  which  will  give 
more  full  information  upon  the  subjects  enijuired  of.  I  also 
transmit  two  bills,  drawn  by  the  Attorney  General,  provi- 
ding more  efficient  means  for  the  protection  of  our  public 
lands  from  trespassers,  which  I  commend  to  the  careful  con- 
sideration of  the  legislature. 

The  small   sums   paid  to   agents,  or  persons  employed  to 
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stop  these  wholesale  trespasses,  are  trifles,  compared  with  tho 
gveat  losses  constantly  occurring  for  want  of  necessary  means 
of  protecting  these  lands.

Office  op  Commissioners  of  S.  and  U.  Lands, 
Mai^ison,  Fbb'y  10, 1860. 

To  His  Excellency y  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin: 

Very  soon  after  the  present  Commissioners  entered  upon  the 
discharge  of  their  duties  as  such,  they  received  communica- 
tions from  the  different  portions  of  the  State,  calling  their  at- 
tention to  the  trespasses  being  committed  upon  school,  univer- 
sity and  swamp  lands  of  the  State. 

Letters  were  received  from  the  district  attorneys  of  Oconto 
and  Shawanaw  counties,  upon  this  subject,  copies  of  which  are 
hereto  annexed. 

Section  71,  of  chapter  28,  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  gives 
the  general  care  and  supervision  of  all  lands  belonging  to  the 
State,  to  this  department. 

Section  6,  of  chapter  29,  Revised  Statutes,  makes  it  the 
duty  of  the  district  attorney  to  prosecute  trespassers  upon  the 
swamp  lands  of  the  State. 

Section  9,  of  the  same  chapter,  authorizes  the  Governor  to 
cause  to  be  seized  and  sold  at  public  auction,  all  timber,  &c., 
cut  from  swamp  and  overflowed  lands  of  the  State. 

The  commissioners  felt  called  upon,  in  view  of  the  well  known 
fact  that  the  principal  value  of  these  lands  in  the  northern  and 
north-eastern  portions  of  the  State,  consisted  in  the  timber 
with  which  they  were  covered,  to  exercise  their  care  and  super- 
vision, by  the  appointment  of  clerks,  who  should  visit  the  lo- 
calities named,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  tres- 
passes were  being  committea.  and  if  so,  to  obtain  and  furnish 
the  district  attorneys  of  the  several  counties,  with  sufficient 
proof  to  enable  them  to  prosecute  such  trespassers.  Your  Ex- 
cellency has  also  empowered  the  same  clerks  to  seize  and  sell 
any  timber,  &c.,  under  provision  of  said  section  9. 
^  As  it  was  thought  desirable  to  act  promptly,  the  Commis- 
sioners did  not  await  further  action  of  the  legislature,  but  des- 
patched those  clerks  at  once,  as  hereinafter  named.  For  the 
same  reason,  and  in  order  that  several  localities  might  be  visit- 
ed and  examined  at  the  same  time,  the  clerks  were  authorized 
to  employ  other  persons,  for  a  limited  time,  and  fora  limited 
compensation. 

The  Commissioners  appointed  Charles  R.  Tyler  to  examine 
lands  in  Oconto,  Brown,  Door  and  Manitowoc  counties. 
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Paul  D.  Hajrward  for  Uie  aeveral  counties  north  of  Columbia 
county,  bordering  on  the  Wisconsin  river. 

S.  W .  Smith  for  the  several  counties  bordering  on  the  Wolf 
river,  lying  north  of  Winnebago  county. 

A  copy  of  the  order  appointing  these  clerks,  with  a  letter  of 
instructions,  is  hereto  annexed. 

You  will  observe  that  the  clerks  are  appointed  onlv  until  fur- 
ther order,  and  at  a  salary  of  $800  per  annum,  for  the  time  ac- 
tually employed.  The  commisaioners  have  every  reason  to  be 
satisfied  with  the  services  of  Mr.  Tyler  and  Mr.  Hayward. 
They  are  proceeding  with  great  prudence  and  energy,  in  the 
discharge  of  their  duties,  and  important  and  valuable  results 
have  already  followed  their  action. 

With  Mr.  Smith,  the  result  thus  far  has  not  been  satisfac- 
tory. He  seems  to  have  misunderstood  his  instructiona.  In« 
stead  of  acting  as  a  detective,  he  has  proceeded  at  an  ex- 
pense utterly  disproportionate  to  any  service  he  could  render^ 
as  though  he  was  to  iake  possession  of  a  hostile  country.  As 
soon  as  information  reached  the  commissioners  of  hi^  trt^nsap- 
tions,  they  were  at  once  repudiated  by  th^m,  in  a  letter  trans- 
mitted to  him  on  the  2d  of  February  instant. 

Neither  the  department  nor  the  State  are  liable  for  such  ex- 
penses, as  have  been  incurred  by  Mr.  Smith  for  an  outfit,  and 
they  will  not  be  paid.  Such  additional  instructions  have  been 
sent  him  a?  will,  it  is  hoped,  render  his  services  of  value  to  the 
State.  If  they  shall  not,  he  will  be^  promptly  recalled.  Some 
additional  legislation  would  seem  to  be  necessary  in  the  matter. 

The  Commissioners  submit,  herewith,  two  bills,  which  they 
respectfully  ask  may  be  transmitted  to  the  legislature,  with 
sucn  recommendations  as  your  Excellency  may  think  they 
merit.

Hon.  James  H.  Howe  : — The  practice  of  cutting  timber 
upon  the  State  lands  prevails  in  this  county  extensively.  This 
custom  has  prevailed  so  long  that  the  memory  of  man  runneth 
not  to  the  contrary.  The  present  season  they  are  making  an 
awful  descent  upon  the  tall  timber,  upon  both  the  school  and 
swamp  lands.     The  lands  upon  which  these  trespasses  are  be- 
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ing  committed  have  been  sold,  I  think,  and  subsequently  for- 
feited. 

It  would  be  little  use,  in  most  cases,  to  prosecute  for  dama- 
ges, as  the  parties  are  generally  irresponsible,  pecuniarily.  If 
an  agent  is  sent  here  to  watch  these  lands,  it  is  quite  necessary 
that  he  have  power  to  appoint  sub-agents,  as  the  county  pre- 
sents a  larger  field  than  one  man  could  well  superintend.

State,  for  each  person  employed..  That  should  he  find  any  per- 
son or  persons  catting  or  removing  timber  therefrom,  or  in  any 
manner  trespassing  upon  said  lands,  he  report  the  same  in  writ- 
inXf  with  all  necessary  facts  and  circumstances,  to  this  board, 
and  also  to  the  District  Attorney  for  the  counties  in  which 
such  trespasses  are  being,  or  have  been  committed.  It  is  also 
made  a  part  of  his  duty  to  ascertain  and  report  the  names  of  all 
witnesses  by  which  such  trespassing  can  be  proved. 

It  is  further  ordered  that  the  compensation  of  said ,  be 
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at  the  rate  of  eight  hundi'ed  dollars  per  annum,  and  necessarj 
travelling  expenses^  for  the  time  he  shall  be  employed  by  the 
commissioners.

No.  6y,  S.,  memorial  of  J.  Jackson  Brown  and  others,  in 
relation  to  the  Kilbourn  City  dam  charter. 

Memorial  to  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Wiseonstn  .* 

Your  raemorlalislj^  citizens  of  Kilbourn  City  and  vicinity, 
having  learned  that  efforts  are  being  made  to  induce  your  Hon- 
orable body  to  repeal  the  charter  under  which  the  dam  at  this 
place  has  been  constructed,  respectfully  represent  : 

That  the  said  dam  has  been  constructed  at  great  expense;  that 
the  slide,  as  first  built,  was  very  costly,  and  before  trial  was  gen- 
erally believed  to  be  the  best  slide  on  the  river,  and  that  it  would 
{)a88  lumber  in  entire  safety.  On  trial  of  the  chute,  however, 
ast  spring,  it  was  found  to  be  defective,  and  consid/»rable  lum- 
ber was  injured  in  passing  over  it.  As  the  Wisconsin  River 
Hydraulic  Company,  whicn  owned  the  dam,  could  not  at  that 
time  raise  the  means  for  the  purpose,  appeals  were  made  to  the 
people  to  assist,  so  as  to  fix  the  slide,  tbat  lumber  might  pass 
without  injury;  and  they  did  make  every  exertion  in  tneir 
power,  but  on  account  of  high  water  and  other  obstacles,  no 
permanent  alteration  could  be  then  made.  In  the  summer, 
when  the  water  was  low,  the  people  again  came  forward,  and  by 
the  help  of  some  of  the  lumbermen,  whom  the  company  had 
employed,  shortened  the  chute,  cut  down  the  breast,  and  made 
other  alterations^  according  to  a  plan  agreed  upon  between 
them  and  th^  lumbermen.  Alter  this,  we  fully  believe,  the 
slide  Would  have  ^un  well,  had  it  not  been  for  the  fact  that  the 
crib  work,  which  had  be^n  uocovcred  in  shortening,  was  left  in 
such  a  rough  state  tbat  logs,  timber,  roots,  &c.,  in  passing 
through  were  caught  thereon,  which,  together  with  the  oak  logs 
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which  were  suffered  to  sink  below  in  the  repair  of  the  shutOi 
had  the  effect  to  seriously  damage  the  raits  in  passing  through. 

But  there  has  been  no  way,  since  these  facts  were  ascertain- 
ed, that  these  defects  could  be  remedied.  Thus  the  matter  now 
stands.  But  the  company,  we  now  learn,  have  made  arrahge- 
ments  for  raising  an  amount  of  money  which  they  believe  will 
be  sufficient  to  fix  the  slide,  so  chao  lumber  will  hereafter  pass 
in  safety;  and  we  understand  that  the  work  of  fixing  is  to  be 
immediately  commenced,  so  that  it  may  be  completed  before 
the  water  shall  rise. 

Tour  memorialists,  while  they  are  aware  that  the  dam  and 
slide  musthe  so  fixed  or  removed,  so  as  to  allow  lumber  to  pass 
in  Safety,  respectfully  remonstrate  against  a  repeal  of  the  cnar- 
ter,  for  the  following  reasons,  viz: 

1st.  We  are  convinced  that  the  slide  can  be  repaired,  and 
perhaps,  a  place  also  made  for  running  in  the  centre  of  the  dam 
for  a  very  small  part  of  the  expense  which  will  be  necessary  to 
remove,  even  enough  of  the  dam  to  let  rafts  pass  through 
safely.  In  fact  we  fear,  that  if  the  attempt  at  removal  shall 
be  made,  there  can  only  enough  be  done  to  make  it  impractica- 
ble for  rafts  to  pass  at  all  next  spring  without  destruction. 

2d.  It  has  been  proved  beyond  a  doubt,  that  the  dam  by 
slacking  water  in  the  Dells,  has  made  thaRormerly  dangerous 
part  of  the  Wisconsin  river,  nearly  as  safe  as  any  other  part. 

3d.  If  the  dam  and  chute  shall  be  fixed  that  lumber  can  pass 
in  safety,  we  do  not  doubt  that  the  maintenance  of  a  large  wa- 
ter power  here,  and  the  creation  of  extensive  manufacturing  es- 
tablishments, will  materially  benefit  the  lumbering  interests, 
and  incidentally  the  interests  of  the  State, 
'  4th.  M(^st  of  us  have  expended  all  we  had  for  property  in 
Kilbourn  City,  or  farms  in  the  vicinitv,  at  high  prices,  wi'th  the 
expectation  that  the  water  power  would  make  our  property  vaU 
uable,  and  many  of  us  have  since  given  all  we  possibly  could 
in  money  or  labor,  to  endeavor  to  save  the  lumbermen  from, 
harm,  and  now  if  the  wat(*r  power  shall  be  deptroyed^  what  lit- 
tle we  had  supposed  we  had  accumulated  for  the  future  support 
of  our  families,  must  be  swept  from  us  entirely^  pt  rendered 
almost  worthless.  ,    .      ..  .  ' 

.  5th.  We  known  that  it  is  the  genQral,  if  not  'tlie  .univefsal^ 
opinioia,  thi\i  the  dam  anddlide  caq  be  fixed  at  not  a  v^ry  great 
expense,  so  as  to  be  at  least  as  sate  as  any  other  darai  aijacnute 
on  the  rive|-,  while  it  is  our  opinion  tliat  it  is  iiBp'racticable 
with'the  exnenditure  of  ?lO,000,,or.'ev'eh|$20^()60;J'to  pjea^' out' 
the  dam  only  to  low  water. rii'ark.        *'   '  .  .        ^  '.''       *'    .,       .  . 

For  these*  anjl  other  minor  reasons  which  m^ight* be  tnaintaih-' 
ed,  we  tirge  that  the  charter  should  not  be^  rejpeared.'  Ibut'  that' 
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ihe  dam  and  slide  should  at  once  be  altered,  that  there'^shall 
hereafter  be  no  harm  done  to  lumber,  believing  that  thereby 
the  interests  of  our  town  and  the  farming  regions  about,  and 
the  lumber  interests  themselves  will  be  best  promoted — and 
your  memorialists  will  evernray.

Your  memorialists,  members  of  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Wisconsin  State  Agricultural  Society,  feeling  that  they 
are  in  an  important  sense  the  guardians  of  the  agricultural 
interests  of  the  State,  and  that  as  such  it  is  their  impera- 
tive duty  to  do  all  in  their  power  for  the  promotion  of  those 
interests,  most  respectfully  represent: 

That  no  community  or'State  can  attain  to  the  highest  success 
in  the  pursuit  of  agriculture  whose  system  practically  ignores 
the  raising  of  stock  as  an  important  branch  thereof. 

They  further  represent  that  for  Wisconsin,  whose  lands  and 
climate  are  so  admirably  adapted  thereto,  there  is  no  branch  of 
husbandry  t\at,  with  proper  care  and  adequate  protection,  can 
be  more  economically  engaged  in  than  the  raisins  of  sheep ; 
pince  they  not  only  help  directly  to  keep  up  the  fertility  of  tne 
soil,  but  likewise  furnish  a  staple  of  commerce  which  is  easy 
of  tranportation  to  the  remote  markets  of  the  country,  and 
whose  demand  is  sure  and  price  remunerative. 
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They  fiirther  represent,  that  notwithstanding  all  these  natural 
advantages,  the  number  of  sheep  now  raised  in  the  State,  and 
the  number  of  pounds  weight  of  wool  produced,  are  rather  a 
Just  reproach  than  a  credit  to  oilr  agriculture. 

Tbej  also  represent,  that,  in  their  opinion,  the  little  atten- 
tion paid  to  this  important  branch  of  farming  is  not  attributa- 
ble to  the  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  farmers  of  the 
State,  or  to  a  slight  appreciation  of  the  importance  of  a  mixed 
husbandry,  but  rather  to  the  serious  discouragement  consequent 
upon  oft  repeated  depredations  on  their  flocks  by  the  multitude 
of  vicious  and  worthless  dogs  which  infest  almost  every  neigh- 
borhood of  the  dtate. 

They  further  represent,  that  as  members  of  the  board  of  ag- 
riculture, they  have  been  earnestly  appealed  to  by  a  large  num- 
ber of  the  most  intelligent  farmers  of  ev^ry  portion  of  the  coun- 
try, for  their  influence  on  behalf  of  some  efficient. measure  for 
the  restraining  of  dogs. 

Believing,  therefore,  that  some  judicious  legislation  on  the 
8abiect  is  imperatively  demanded  by  the  interests  of  the  State, 
and  that  the  system  of  registration  and  taxation  which  has 
been  adopted  with  so  great  miccess  in  other  States,  is  well  cal- 
culated to  secure  the  desired  objects  without  infrin-ing  upon 
the  rights  of  any  citizen,  we,  your  memorialists  do  most  earn- 
estly pray  that  the  main  provisions  of  bill  No.  85,  S.,  intro- 
duced by  Senator  Taylor,  may  become  a  law  of  the  State.

To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  : 

An  act,  entitled  ^^an  act  to  amend  section  (27)  twenty-seven, 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-two,  (32)  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  entitled  *  of  issues,  and  mode  q(  trial  and  judgment 
in  civiL  actions;'  "  has  been  presented  for  my  approval. 

Section  2,  of  the  act  reads: 
.  *'  This  act  shall  take from-  and  after  its  passage." 

It  is  very  easy  to  guess  what  word  ought  to  supply  the  omis- 
sion in  that  section,  though  it  is  not  certain  in  law,  what  was  m- 
tended.« 

While  it  may  not  be  a  serious  defect,  I  desire  to  call  atten- 
tion to  it,  lest  by  some  carelessness  or  omission  in  the  draft  or 
enrollment  of  bills,  mischief  may  be  done. 

There  is  an  objection  of  a  gen9ral  character,  against  the 
whole  intent  of  ttus  act.

The  statute  defines  i,  juHgrnent  to  be  ^^the  final  determina- 
tion of  the  rights  of  the  parties  in  the  action,"  and  it  means 
'  that  everthing  has  been  done,  when  a  Judgment  is  pronounced 
and  entered,  that  ought  to  be  done  before  it  is  so  pronounced 
and  entered.  It  implies  that  a  court  has  passed  upon  the 
rightsof  the  parties  in  interest.  A  judgment  in  law,  is  the 
sentence,  or  doom,  or  conclusion,  pronounced  or  enacted  in 
any  cause,  criminal  or  civil,  by  the  judge  or  court  by  which 
it  is  tried.  It  is  a  determination  or  decision  of  a  judge 
or  court.  It  may  bo  rendered  on  demurrer,  on  a  verdict,  on  a 
confession,  ordeKult,  or  on  a  non-suit;  but  in  all  cases  it  im- 
plies a  decision  or  determination  of  a  judge  or  court  before  the 
rights  of  the  parties  are  fixed.  When  we  say  a  judgment  has 
been  entered  by  a  clerk  of  a  court,  it  is  a  legal  fiction. 

In  my  opinion  no  act  of  a  clerk  of  a  court,  by  assessment  of 
damages,  taking  an  account,  or  by  mere  record  entries,  ought  to 
harden  inco  u  final  determination  of  the  rights  of  the  parties  to 
the  action,  until  a  term  of  court  had  passed,  so  that  the  law 
could  at  least  presume  that  the  judgment  upon  whirh  an  execu- 
tion might  issue,  was  the  judgement  of  the  court  or  judge,  and 
not  the  judgment  merely  of  a  clerk.  I  look  upon  the  law  as  it 
DOW  stands  in  the  portions  of  the  statute  proposed  to  be  amend- 
ed, as  wise  and  salutory.  I  think  the  proposed  change  might 
be  made  productive  of  great  mischief  and  oppression. 

For  the  foregoing  reasons  and  ohjections,  I  am  constrained 
to  return  this  bill  to  the  Senate,  wUere  it  originated,  without 
my  approval.

Canal  Company  : 

To   the  Honorable  Senate  and  Assembly  of  the  Legislature 
of  Wisconsin : 

Your  memorialists,  the  Milwaukee  and  Rock  River  Canal 
Company,  would  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  your  honora- 
ble bodies  to  a  subject  in  which  the  interests  of  your  memorial- 
ists, and  the  honor  and  g6od  faith  of  the  State  are  materially 
concerned. 

By  an  act  of  Congress,  approved  June  18th,  1838,  a  grant  of 
land  was  made  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  the  Milwaukee  and 
Rock  River  Canal,  by  the  terms  of  which,  the  then  Territory  of 
Wisconsin  was  made  a  trustee  to  sell  the  lands  and  apply  the 
monejs  therefrom  to  "the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  to  no  other." 

Your  honorable  bodies  will  perceive  by  an  examination  of 
the  acts  of  the  Legislature  which  followed,  that  the  principal 
portion  of  the  moneys  thus  held  in  trust,  has  been  diverted  to 
other  objects  of  perhaps  general  benefit  to  the  State,  but  of 
great  injury  and  loss  to  your  memoralists,  who  were  induced  to 
invest  their  means,  to  a  great  extent,  in  the  construction  of 
said  canal,  not  deeming  it  possible  that  the  Territory  would 
violate  its  trust,  or  that  the  State  government  which  succeeded 
it,  would  endeavor  to  evade  any  liability  incurred  for  its  benefit. 

Your  memorialists  therefore  pray  that  your  honorable  bodies 
will  take  such  action  on  the  subject,  as  will  tend  to  liquidate 
the  claim  for  monies  advanced  in  the  construction  of  said  canal, 
should  such  claim,  upon  investigation,  prove  valid,  by  the  laws 
creatine  this  corporation,  and  the  law  of  Congress  designed  to 
aid  in  the  construction  of  said  work. 

For  a  more  full  and  complete  statement  of  the  merits  of  this 
claim,  your  memorialists  would  refer  to  the  report  of  the  select

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

The  committe  on  Finance,  to  whom  was  referred  a  resolution 
of  the  Senate,  adopted  nn  the  14th  inst.,  instructing  the  said 
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committee  to  inquire  into  and  report  without  delay,  the  effect 
upon  the  finances  and  revenues  of  the  State,  of  the  passage  of 
the  several  bills  now  pending  in  the  Legislature,  to  permit  sun- 
dry banks  to  reduce  their  capital  stock, 

Have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  instruct  me  to 
report: 

There  are  bills  introduced  at  the  present'  session  to  reduce 
tho  capital  stock  of  twenty  banks,  which  have  been  referred  to 
the  committee  on  that  subject  in  this  House,  proposing,  in  the 
aggregate,  a  reduction  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  twenty  banks 
aforesaid,  in  the  sum  of  5818,000.  The  tax  upon  the  banking 
capital,  as  provided  by  law,  being  1  1-2  per  cent ;  the  amount 
abstracted  from  the  bank  tax  ef  the  State,  would  in  the  event 
of  the  passage  of  the  bills  already  introduced,  be  $12,270. 
The  total  amount  of  banking  capital  in  the  organized  banks  of 
the  State,  as  will  be  seen  oy  the  annual  report  of  the  Bank 
Comptroller,  is  57,620,000,  the  total  bank  tax  being  5114,300- 
50;  that  the  amount  of  money  lost  to  the  treasury  from  that 
source  alone,  already  proposed,  is  nearly  one-ninth  of  the 
amount  derived  from  the  whole  banking  capital  heretofore. 
Whilst  the  Legislature  is  in  duty  bound  to  tax  all  the  property 
of  the  State  equally,  and  to  do  no  injustice  to  any  portion  of 
her  citizens,  nor  to  exempt  Any  class  of  property  at  the  ex- 
pense of  another,  it  becomes  her  duty  to  scrutinize  well  the 
effect  of  that  species  of  Legislation  sought  by  the  passage  of 
these  bills,  before  final  action  thereon. 

It  will  be  observed  that  for  several  years  after  the  banking 
law  went  into  operation  in  this  State,  the  number  of  banks 
multiplied  very  fast,  and  that  the  capital  stock  in  that  business 

S roved  so  profitable  that  in  scarcely  an  instance  was  it  deemed 
esirable  on  their  part  to  reduce  their  original  capital  stocky 
until  since  the  reverses  in  financial  matters  the  last  two  or  three 
Tears.  During  all  that  time  the  banks  reaped  an  abundant 
narvest,  of  course,  from  their  dealings  with  the  other  business 
classes,  and  the  producers  of  the  State.  This,  it  is  not  denied 
was  all  fair  and  legitimate,  and  your  committee  finds  no  fault 
with  them  on  account  of  that  success.  It  is  nevertheless  be- 
lieved, that  one  cause  at  least  of  that  success,  is  that  from  the 
terms  of  the  banking  law,  the  capital  engaged  in  that  business 
has  been  subject  to  less  taxes  for  the  support  of  the  government 
than  other  species  of  property  chargeable  with  taxes.  Most  of 
tho  banks  are  located  in  cities  and  villages  where  all  other  spe- 
cies of  property  is  chargeable  with  taxes  to  the  amount  of  three, 
and  frequenty  five  per  cent,  for  the  support  of  state,  county, 
town,  city,  and  school  government,  (fcc,  whilst  the  bank- 
ing associations  are  subject  to  only  1 1-2  per  cent,  tax,  paya- 
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ble  to  the  State  treasury,  and  that,  in  lieu  of  all  other  taxes 
whatsoever. 

The  Legislature,  two  years  ago,  submitted  an  act  to  the  peo- 
ple for  their  ratification,  granting  to  the  Legislature  the  right, 
if  they  deemed  proper,  to  permit  the  different  banking  associ- 
ations to  reduce  their  capital  stock  upon  certain  conditions. — 
This  act  was  ratified,  and  consequently  applications  are  made 
for  that  purpose.  That  act  wisely  left  in  the  breast  of  the 
Legislature  a  discretion  to  grant  such  permission  or  to  refuse 
it,  as  they  should  deem  for  the  best  interests  of  the  State,  and 
the  citizens,  and  as  should  accord  with  equity.  The  only  ob- 
]ect  the  banks  can  have  in  reducing  their  capital  stock,  it  is  be- 
ieved,  is  to  reduce  the  amount  of  tax  they  are  subjected,  to 
pay.  That  reduction  would  be  just  and  proper  if  the  property 
or  the  wealth  of  the  corporation  was  truly  represented  by  the 
amount  of  its  capital  stock.  Most  kinds  of  real  and  personal 
property  is  yisible  and  readily  found,  and  valued  by  the  asses- 
sor, and  subjected  to  a  tax  that  cannot  be  avoided  oy  any  pre- 
text or  disguise.  But  some  kinds  of  property  is  of  that  mixed 
nature,  that  no  rule  of  assessment  and  valuation  has  been  found 
which  reaches  the  true  value.  Of  this  nature  may  be  mention- 
ed credits,  notes,  bonds  and  other  evidences  of  debt.  The  Leg- 
islature has  as  yet  been  unable  to  find  the  true  rule  of  action, 
for  the  assessment  and  yaluation  of  this  kind  of  property,  but 
notwithstanding  this  uncertainty,  it  has  undertaken  to  tax  all 
the  available  credits  in  possession  of  its  citizens.  Almost  the 
entire  property  of  these  banking  associations,  excepting  the 
securities  pledged  for  the  redemption  of  their  bills,  consists  of 
this  class  of  property,  and  yet  by  the  terms  of  the  banking  law, 
the  bills  discounted,  notes,  bills  of  exchange,  currency,  gold, 
silver,  bonds,  mortgages  and  all  other  evidences  of  debt,  are 
exempt  frOm  taxation,  except  the  1 1-2  per  cent,  tax  chargeable 
upon  the  capital  stock.  Tne  amount  of  registered  bills  in  cir- 
culation is  no  evidence  of  the  amount  of  Business  done  by  a 
banking  association.  A  bank  may  be  as  wealthy,  and  haye  as 
many  resources,  doing  business  with  a  capital  stock  of  $50,000 
as  one  doing  business  with  a  capital  stock  of  $100,000.  Con- 
sequently, tnere  is  no  evidence  from  that  fact,  that  their  tax 
should  be  reduced,  by  a  reduction  of  their  capital. 

If  the  several  bills  that  are  pending  already  should  pass, 
the  result  is  that  over  $12,000  will  be  sayed  to  the  banks,  and 
have  to  be  assessed  and  raised  by  tax  for  the  support  of  the 
State  Government  from  other  property,  and  chiefly  Irom  the  real 
estate  of  the  farmers  and  producers  of  the  State,  whose  pro- 
perty is  visible^  and  cannot  be  hidden  from  the  eye  of  the  as- 
sessor, and  which  is  subject  to  no  exemption  from  taxation  at 
any  time  and  under  any  pretext  whatever. 
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It  is  deemed  that  on  the  score  of  public  policy  alone,  the 
capital  stock  of  many  of  the  b^nks  should  not  be  reduced  at 
this  time.  Upon  examination  of  the  Bank  GomptroIlers*s  last 
report,  it  will  be  found  that  some  of  the  banks  of  the  State, 
doing  business  in  the  more  northern  cpunties,  and  which  b?nk8 
have  the  heaviest  capital,  are  non-residents  of  the  State* ;  these 
banks  have  been  doing  business  for  several  years,  most  of  the 
time  a  profitable  business  of  course,  and  have,  no  doubt,  accu- 
mulatea  wealth  in  the  operations  of  the  said  banks.  Now  the 
the  question  is  a  serious  one,  whether  it  is  the  true  policy  of  the 
State  to  permit  the  withdrawal  of  the  capital  stock,  and  conse- 

?[uently  a  remission  of  the  taxes,  at  a  time  in  our  financial  af- 
iaira,  when  taxation  becomes  the  most  burdensome.  If  we 
grant  to  non-residents  the  privilege  of  profiting  out  of  our  cit- 
izens, we  should,  when  the  balance  of  interest  is  reversed,  hold 
them  to  the  responsibility  of  the  position  they  have  voluntari- 
ly, taken. 

It  is  not  believed  that  the  wealth  or  resources  of  the  banking 
associations  applying  for  permission  to  reduce  their  capital 
stock,  is  any  less  now  than  a  year  ago,  nor  th9,t  any  taxes  will 
be  realized  from  their  effects  on  account  of  any  change  in  the 
nature  of  those  resources;  but  that  if  the  favor  is  granted,  the 
tax  which  has  heretofore  been  deemed  to  be  just,  will  be  entire- 
ly lost,  and  recourse  will  have  to  be  had  to  other  property,  as 
above  indicated.  And  for  these  reason  we  are  constrained  to 
submit  that  it  is  unwise  and  unjust  to  the  other  tax-payers  of  ' 
the  State  to  permit  the  banking  associations  of  the  State  to 
reduce  their  capital  stock,  unless  some  more  stringent  provis- 
ions are  inserted  m  the  General  Banking  Law  of  the  State, 
requiring  the  banks  to  make  a  complete  inventory  of-  all  effects 
in  their  possession  which  would,  if  in  other  hands,  be  subject 
to  taxation,  and  subjecting  those  effects  to  the  same  rules  of 
assessment  and  taxation  as  the  property  of  all  other  persons  is 
subjected  to. 

ft  will  be  noticed  that  some  of  these  banking  associations, 
seeking  the  favor  of  having  their  capital  stock  reduced,  to 
avoid  paying  taxes  upon  the  whole  of  their  capital,  as  hereto- 
fore, are  Aoing  business  in  violation  of  the  banking  law,  neg- 
lecting or  refusing  to  comply  with  the  good  and  wholesome 
provisions  thereof,  to  protect  the  holders  of  their  bills,  &c.  ; 
this  will  be  readily  seen  from  the  communication  of  the  Bank 
Comptroller,  made  to  this  body  on  the  10th  inst.,  and  found  on 
page  185,  of  our  journal.

Dbar  Sib  : — The  propositions  we  have  submitted  to  your 
committee,  and  others,  relative  to  an  amicable  settlement  of 
the  printing  controversy,  have  been  subject  to  such  different 
renditions  and  interpretations,  and  retailed  in  so  many  different 
ways,  by  various  persons,  all  of  which  versions  vary  so  mate- 
rially, that  in  order  to  show  the  Legislature  exactly  what  we 
do  propose,  and  to  place  the  proposition  and  attendant  facts  in 
such  a  shape,  as  to  admit  of  out  one  interpretation — and  that 
all  may  understand  what  it  is,  we  yield  to  the  solicitation  of 
several  members,  and  herewith  present  ie  you^  with  the  request 
that  you  will  communicate  the  same  to  the  Legislature,  the 
^  roposition  on  which  we  are  willing  to  settle  the  whole  matter

As  the  most  fabulous  statements  have  been  indulged  in  re- 
specting sums  claimed  under  our  construction  of  the  contract^ 
as  well  as  the  actual  cost  of  doing  the  whole  work,  we  will,  be- 
fore stating  our  proposition,  submit  a  few  facta — all  the  facts — 
respecting  the  wnole  amount  paid  and  claimed,  as  well  as  the 
cost  to  us,  as  near  as  may  be,  of  the  entire  work  for  the  year 
1859,  for  which  we  have  exhibited  tabular  statements  to  your 
committee.

And  we  con- 
aider  it  unnecessary  to  offer  in  this  connection  any  argument  to 
sustain  our  claim  to  the  construction  (that  having  been  given 
to  your  committee,  both  verbally  and  in  writing,  by  able  coun* 
selj—our  only  object  being  in  this,  to  show  the  whole  extent  of 
the  claim  for  printing,  bknks,  blank  books,  paper,  materials, 
advertising  ana  bindingi  for  the  year  185a.  See  tubular 
statement  below  :

We  have  given  year  committee  the  speeific  items  in  tabular 

form,  taken  from  the  offieial  records  of  the^tate,  showing  what 

has  been  paid  for  all  the  items  that  are  now  under  the  present 

contract,  during  the  exietence  of  the  late  contract,  add  ^e 

herewith  give  the  footings  of  those  tables  for  a  comparisouwith 

the  above  :

Not  one  of  the  items  a|abraced  in  the  first  sum  at  the  head 
of  the  above  table,  require  to  be  printed  in  1860,  and  hence 
that  snm  will  be  excluded  from  the  expense  under  our  proposi- 
tion for  this  year— while  undejr  our  proposition,  the  advertis- 
ing of  the  forfeited  lists  cannot  exceed  9^,000  for  1860,  so  that 
in  estimating ''the  work  for  i860,  we  have  to  deduct  $38,707  89, 
40 
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which,  if  all  other  thiBgs  be  equal ,  will  make  the  expense  for 
the  two  years  within  (1 60,000,  allowing  considerable  for  mar- 
gin ;  and  over  $272,643  42  less,  than  for  the  same  work  and 
material  the  two  years  previous. 

The  actual  cost  to  us,  as  near  as  it  can  be  ascertained,  as 
per  the  vouchers  exhibited  to  your  cofnmittee,  has  been,  in 
round  numbers  ?80,000,  leaving  us  to  fall  back  for  deficit  for 
1859,  and  profits  on  the  whole,  on  the  profits  of  the  work  thrown 
up  by  the  late  contractors,  belonging  to  the  previous  contract. 
Thus,  any  one  can  see  at  a  glance,  that  we  shall  not  re- 
ceive, if  our  proposition  be  accepted,  anything  above  the  act- 
ual cost,  to  sufficiently  compensate  any  man  for  the  personal 
services  we  have  rendered  in  the  matter,  and  which  are  not  in- 
cluded in  the  sum  as  cost  above,  and  the  capital  necessarily  in- 
vested, but  we  would  prefer  to  settle  the  whole  controversy  on 
a  certainty^  which  is  worth  more  to  us  now  than  a  dozen  un- 
certainties, and  besides  we  should  be  little,  if  any,  better  off, 
even  though  in  the  end  we  should  win  the  whole  under  our  con- 
struction, as  the  excess  would  be  exhausted  in  counsel  fees  and 
heavy  advances  we  should  be  compelled  to  promise  in  order  to 
negociate  a  sum  sufficient  to  euable  us  to  go  on  with  the  vork, 
and  at  the  same  time  prosecute  the  controversy  to  a  finality. 
Thus,  while  an  eventual  success  would  leave  us  little,  if  any 
better  off,  the  State  would  be  compelled  to  pay  some  $275,000 
more  than  under  our  proposition,  which  we  now  prdceed  to 
state  in  outline,  as  follows  : 

1st.  Instead  of  counting  the  pamphlet  work  in  the  third 
class  at  $6  per  quire,  under  the  contract,  put*  the  same  in  the 
first  class  at  78  cents  per  quire.  • 

2nd.  Count  all  blanks  according  to  the  order  made — ^if  ten  to 
the  sheet,  twenty-four  of  those  sheets  to  count  a  quire. 

8d.  To  adjust  the  advertising  for  1859,  of  the  forfeited 
school,  swamp  and  university  lands,  at  $10,000  in  full,  instead 
of  946,000,  which  it  actually  counts  under  the  contract,  and 
hereafter  to  receive  the  price  fixed  for  other  papers  for  the  same 
advertising. 

4th.  To  count  all  jobs  not  provided  for  in  the  contract,  if  any, 
on  the  quantum  meruit  scale. 

6th.  We  to  draw  from  the  treasury  only  $5,000  between  this 
time  and  the  1st  of  February  next,  provided  the  State  will  al- 
low us  seven  per  cent,  interest  on  aHFother  sums  from  the  time 
th^  are  audited  till  paid. 

6th.  All  paper  in  the  first  class  not  required  by  the  bid,  and 
specimens  as  nook  paper  to  be  counted  at  the  price  set  oppo- 
site the  other  kind  of  paper  in  the  first  class,  cap  size. 
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Tib.  The  whole  to  he  embodied  in  a  hill  and  clearlj  de- 
fined, and  the  assent  of  the  assignee  giiren  thereto. 

8th.  AH  blanks  ordered  half  bound,  or  boand  in  any  style 
unknown  to  the  contract,  to  he  allowed  as  blanks  per  qiiire,  of 
the  size  furnished. 

Now,  we  wish  it  distinctly  understood  that  we  do  not  ask 
the  Legislatnre  to  do  anything  in  the  premises, — we  do  not  ask 
any  construction  from  any  source,  other  than  the  law  points 
out.  We  do  not  come  in  the  attitude  of  asking,  or  begging, 
anything— but  as  free  and  independent  citizens,  we  have  a 
right  to  demand  all  we  may  legally  claim.  Therefore,  our  only 
reason  for  submitting  the  above  proposition,  is  to  acquaint  thb 
Legislatnre  of  what  we  are  willing  to  do  under  such  contingen-  . 
cies  of  ^ettleiient  as  we  have  suggested.  In  other  words,  onr 
proposition  is  for  the  information  as  well  as  consideration  of 
the  Legislature  and  the  peonle.  We  desire  to  show,  that  wm^h 
is  true,  that  we  never  intenaed  to  take  any  undue  advantage  of 
the  State.  The  bid  was  made  upon  the  understanding  which 
the  bidder  had  at  the  time,  of  the  law  and  the  facts.  He  knew 
that  the  blanks  and  blank  books  in  the  third  class  would  not 
pay  him  first  cost  by  thousands  ;  and  he  intended  really  that 
the  item  of  paper,  in  the  first  class,  would,  with  such  driblets 
as  might  be  here  and  there  picked  up  on  the  advertising  and 
blanks,  pay  for  all  the  State  work.  The  construction  sought 
to  be  put  upon  the  contract,  by  those  opposed  to  us,  would  not 
allow  over  ?3,000  for  the  entire  work  ;  while  the  construction 
put  uj)on  it  by  the  best  legal  talent  of  the  State,  under  the 
proposition  above,  would  not,  in  any  event,  pay  such  a  sum, 
over  and  above  first  cost,  as  any  gentleman  would  be  willing  to 
take  for  the  labor,  risk  and  deterioration  of  material  necessarily 
used. 

.  So  far  as  the  pamphlet  work,  in  the  third  class,  is  concerned, 
the  bidder  of  course,  and  the  commissioners,  could,  at  the  time, 
know  positively  but  little  about  it.  .  The  bid  was  made  so  as 
cover  it  all,  whatever  it  might  be,  and  it  does  cov^r  it,  and  of 
course  the  rates  are  very  high — the  amount  of  work  has  been 
BO  great  in  that  class,  that  the  aggregate  is  very  large,  as  will 
be  seen  by  the  table  above ;  but  lar^e  as  it  is,  and  positive  as 
are  the  terms  of  the  contract,  we  wish  it  distinctly  understood 
that  it  is  not,  and  never  has  been,  our  intention  to  take  undue 
advantage  of  it.  It  is  a  matter  over  which  we  have  had  no 
control — only  to  do  the  work,  as  required  by  law  ;  and  it  is  for 
the  purpose  of  showing  our  disposition  in  the  matter  that  the 
above  proposition  is  made..  The  Legislature  has  it  all  its  own 
'wav,  so  far  as  the  accepting  of  this  proposition  is  concerned, 
and  can  do  as  its  wisdom  may  suggest.     We  are  asking  no- 
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Uung  in  the  waj  of  comf  romitinjj — we  are  only  soggesiing 
that  which  will  not  injure  us,  and  will  no  doubt  be  of  great  ad* 
vantage  to  the  State.  Of  this,  however,  the  Legislature  must 
be  the  judge,  and  take  whatever  responsibility  it  may  think 
proper. 

Our  claim  is  either  right  or  wrong,  and  the  most  we  can,  or 
do  asky  is,  in  case  our  proposition  is  unnoticed,  to  be  allowed 
the  same  proud  privilege  that  every  other  citizen  enjoys  under 
the  laws  of  his. country — to  have  our  rights  determined  by  that 
law  which  all  good  citizens  are  bound  to  respect  and  obey.  If 
fortuitous  circumstances  drive  us  to  the  courts  for  redress — 
with  the  additional  load  of  counsel  fees,  and  heavy  bonus  for 
the  necessary  funds  to  carry  us  through,  then,  ann  then  only, 
shall  we  feel  justified  in  claiming  and  receiving  all  that  an  aa- 
judicated  construction  of  our  contract  will  allow — be  that  much., 
Ixj;^  or  nothing.  If  we  reflly  have  been  foolish  enough  to  ea- 
gage  in  a  contract  that  by  its  ^'  plain  i^nd  literal*'  terms  will 
yield  us  nothing,  when  adjudicated  by  our  laws — then  let  us 
take  the  consequences.  If  the  advice  of  the  best  lawyers  in  the 
State,  given  before  and  after  the  consummation  of  the  contract, 
is  really  of  no  account,  and  it  turns  out  we  have,  afte^all,  no 
le^al  claim,  then  let  us  be  the  sufferers — we  shall  bear  the  re- 
sult, be  it  what  it  may,  without  a  murmur.  We  are  quite  cer- 
tain we  shall  never  go  from  the  portals  of  the  court  to  the  Leg- 
islature, with  '^  a  bill  for  relief,"  &.c.  So  that  if  the  Legisla- 
ture, after  a  full  investigation  of  the  law  and  the  facts,  shall 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  our  claim  has  no  foundation  in  law, 
then,  we  say,  dismiss  the  whole  subject — send  us  to  the  proper 
tribunal,  and  if  we  fail  there,,  we  never  shall  ask  an  appropria- 
tion of  either  sympathy  or  money. 

If,  as  those  who  oppose  our  claim  say,  we  have  no  legal  olaim 
beyond  their  construction,  they  could  have  nothing  to  lose  by 
allowing  us  to  try  our  claim  by  the  rules  of  law.  in  the  courts; 
but  their  efforts  to  prevent  us  from  resorting  to  such  a  tribunal 
does  not  go  far  to  sustain  the  basis  of  their  construction.  Let 
oon^e  what  will,  it  cannot  hereafter  be  said  that  we  have  been 
wanting  in  a  fair  disposition  to  do  the  ^^  fair  thing." 

All  we  ask  is  fairness  and  honor,  nor  do  we  believe  the  Leg- 
islO'ture  will  refuae  the  one  or  ignore  the  other.

law  has  been  departed  from — and  any  such  facts  relating  to 
said  institution  or  its  management,  as  may  be  important  to  the 
L^islature ;" 

Have  had  the  subject  under  consideration,  and  respectfully 
submit  the  following  report : 

Your  committee  trust  that  it  will  not  be  expected  of  them,, 
to  enter  minutely  into  the  vast  amount  of  labor  which  has  been 
mapped  out  by  said  resolution,  as  the  various  and  important 
topics  therein  embraced,  would  lead  to  an  amount  of  investiga- 
tion and  research,  which  could  not  be  performed  by  a  co^lmtt- 
tee  of  this  body  while  in  the  daily  exercise  of  their  appropriate 
duties  as  members  of  the  Senate.  But  believing  that  the  ob* 
ject  sought  to  be  obtained  by  the  passage  of  the  resolution  was  to 
obtain  such  general  information  in  reference  to  the  Hospital  for 
the  Insane,  as  might  tend  to  aid  the  Legislature  in  its  action 
upon  that  subject,  we  have  endeavored  in  such  manner,  and  to 
such  extent,  as  our  time  has  permitted,  to  respond  to  the  requi- 
sition which  has  been  made  upon  us. 
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In  performing  this  datj,  we  hare  taken  facts  as  we  found 
them  in  the  published  reports  which  have  been  laid  before  us, 
aided  by  such  other  facts  as  have  come  within  the  range  of  our 
observation  ;  and  without  stopping  to  inquire  as  te  who  may 
be  affected  by  such  a  course,  we  present  the  result  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Senate.  As  to  what  amount  of  money  has 
been  expended  .on  the  said  institution,  we  find,  by  the  General 
Laws  of  1857,  that  835,000  was  then  appropriated  for  that 
purpose ;  and  by  the  General  Laws  of  1858,  the  sum  of 
$18,000  was  appropriated  for  the  same  purpose ;  and  by  the 
General  Laws  of  1859,  that  the  further  sum  of  $55,210  was 
appropriated  for  the  same  purpose  ;  making  an  aggregate  here- 
tofore appropriated  for  building,  machinery,  &c.,  of  ^108,210, 
exclusive  of  the  sum  of  $8,000,  appropriated  at  the  last  ses- 
sion, for  fencing  and  improving  grounds,  and  purchase  of  fur- 
niture and  materials  for  turnishing  the  building. 

The  commissioners  state  in  their  report  for  1859,  that  the 
amount  required  to  complete  the  building  now  in  procesa  of 
construction,  and  to  meet  the  liabilities  already  incurred  upon 
such  building  and  fixtures,  will  be  9^0,889  80,  making,  an 
aggregate  cost  of  the  building  and  appurtenances,  now  in  process 
otoonstruction,  of  $149,049  80.  And  as  the  trustees  inform 
us,  in  their  report  for  1869,  that  the  additional  and  further  sum 
of  fl210,000  will  be  required  for  *Hhe  entire  completion  of  Xkt 
plan  which  has  been  commenced,"  it  will  be  seen  that  the  cost 
of  what  is  termed  the  ^^entire  plan  which  has  been  eommenood'^ 
will  be  $859,049  80,  aecordins  to  the  estimate  of  the  trustees^ 
as  set  forth  in  said  report.  We  cannot  regard  such  a  proposed 
outlay  as  anticipated  by  the  Legislature  or  the  people  of  the 
State  ;  and  it  took  your  committee,  as  it  no  doubt  did  other 
Senators,  greatly  by  surprise,  when  they  thus  learned  thlt  the 
present  building  was  looking  to  an  expenditure  of  such  a  mag- 
nitude, as  necessary  to  complete  its  ^^  plan."  And  having  pre- 
viously looked  into  the  commissioners'  reports  for  years  1857 
and  1^8,  we  were  equally  surprised  on  Iearning>the  interest* 
ing  fact,  that  when  this  huge  and  magnificent  pile  of  buildincs 
shall  have  been  all  completed,  at  an  expenditure  so  ienormsus^ 
large,  we  shall  then  have  provided,  accommodation  for  only  two 
hundred  and  ^fty  patients  ;  while  the  impressions  derived  fpom 
the  report  of  1858,  were  still  fresh  in  our  memories,  that  an 
expenditure  of  but  little  more  than  one-third  that  sum,  was  to 
furnish  acconnnodation  for  the  reception  and  treatmenc  of  iw<>' 
hundred  patients;  A^d  Wh^n  it  is  considered  that  the  aaiou«t' 
said  to  be  neoesary  to  complete  suoh  ^^  entire  plah  whkh  has 
been  eommeno«d,"  is  bnt  a  mere  estimate,  whioh  our  experi- 
ence proves  will  be  likely  to  fall  far  below  the  amount  wliioh 
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will  be  actually  required,  it  would  seem  that  we  should  stop 
and  ponder,  as  to  whither  we  are  tending  ;  and  that  we  shoula 
propound  to  ourselves  the  important  inquiry,  whether  the  ben- 
efits resulting  to  the  insane  from  such  exhorbitant  outlays  may 
be-  sufficient  to  warrant  the  Legislature  in  authorizing  or  per- 
mitting such  outlays  to  be  made  with  a  view  to  carrying  for- 
ward that  gigantic  scheme,  indicated  in  the  report  of  the  trus^ 
tees  above  alluded  to. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  "whole  plan,"  as  it  was  termed  m 
the  report  of  1868,  consisted  of  a  "central  building,  with  two- 
wings  on  each  side,"  and  as  such  whole  plan  was  to  cost,  whcn^ 
completed,  including  the  necessary  out-buildings,  and  all  ma- 
chinery and  apparatus,  necessary  to  put  it  in  running  order, 
the  sum  of  9^29,859,  it  would  seem  that  great  contusion  must 
have  existed  in  reference  to  the  real  plan  of  such  institution  ; 
for  from  one  source  of  authority,  we  learn  that  the  real  plan, 
was  set  forth  in  the  report  above  alluded  to  ;  while  from  an- 
other source  of  apparent  authority,  we  learn  that  such  wouldf 
be  but  a  "portion  of  an  extended  plan,"  and  it  would  seem  t6r 
us,  that  the  large  mansion  called  the  "central  building,"  must 
have  been  provided  with  reference  to  the  "  extended  plan,"  to 
which  it  appears  to  be  large  enough  to  bear  its  full  proportion. 
Ab  to  "  how  the  money  has  been  expended,"  we  tate  pleasure 
in  saying  that  we  have  met  with  nothing  which  indicates  that 
any  portion  has  been  corruptly  or  dishonestly  used  ;  but  while 
we  cheerfully  make  this  statement,  we  feel  that  many  of  the 
outlays  have  been  too  extravagant  in  their  character,  to  corres- 
pond with  that  economy  designed  by  the  Legislature,  or  de- 
manded by  the  ability  of  the  people  to  pay.  We  regret,  not 
only  for  the  sake  of  the  tax  payers  of  the  State,  but  for  the 
sake  of  the  commissioners  themselves,  that  condition  of  things 
which  leads  us  to  such  a  conclusion. 

Economy,  strict  and  rigid  as  is  consistent  with  durability, 
should  "be  the  governing  principle  in  constructing  all  our  institu- 
tions; and  yet  we  are  sorry  to  say,  that  it  is  the  principle  which 
too  frequently  seems  to  have  been  kept  out  of  view.  But  let 
the  past  suffice  in  this  respect,  is  the  best  recommendation  we 
have  to  make. 

It  appears  that  a  contract  was  entered  into  with  Nelson  Mc- 
Ncal,  in  1857,  to^ complete  the  building  now  in  process  of  con- 
struction, for  the  sum  of  973,500;  and  that  the  lurther  sum  of 
95,019  '-^4,  has  been  allowed  to  said  contractor  for  extra  work, 
making  an  aggregate  of  what  he  should  have  received  on  the 
completion  of  his  contract,  ot  978,5.9  S4;  and  it  further  ap- 
pears that  after  having  received  the  sum  of  $75,401  08,  he 
abandoned  said  contract,  leaving  such  an  amount  of  work  yet 
41 
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to  be  done,  as  to  cost  the  State  §22,515  18  more  than  such 
work  would  have  cost,  had  it  been  performed  according  to  the 
terms  of  the  contract. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  contractor  was  enabled  to  get  so 
large  an  amount  bejond  what  he  was  entitled  to  receive,  in  pro- 
portion to  the  work  performed  ;  yet  the  commissioners  claim 
that  thej  acted  wisely  in  permitting  him  thus  to  draw  upon  the 
per  centage  which  was  to  be  retained  in  their  hands  ;  and  we 
shall  not  undertake  to  say  whether  the  course  that  they  pur- 
sued in  that  respect,  was  discreet  or  indiscreet. 

It  is  unfortunate,  that  matters  should  have  got  into  such  a 
condition,  as  to  permit  the  contractor  to  get  so  large  a  sum  of 
money,  while  the  State  got  no  equivalent ;  but  as  the  commis- 
sioners claim,  that  they  were  greatly  annoyed  by  said  contract- 
or during  the  whole  progress  of  his  work,  we  should  not  be 
censorious  in  reference  to  the  course  which  they  felt  it  their 
duty  to  pursue,  without  a  full  knowledge  and  appreciation  of 
attendant  circumstances.  As  to  whether  the  plan  adopted  was 
"  in  accordance  with  the  organic  act,"  will  best  appear,  by  ex- 
amining said  act,  in  conjunction  with  the  several  published  re- 
ports ;  aided  in  our  concludion,  by  an  examination  of  the  build- 
ing itself.  It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  said  act,  which  may 
be  found  on  page  74,  of  the  General  Laws  of  1857,  that  after 
making  certain  general  provisions  for  the  erection  of  a  hospit- 
al for  tne  insane,  an  attempt  is  made  to  restrict  and  hedge  in 
the  expenditure,  with  Vhat  was  no  doubt  deemed  an  impassible 
barrier  against  extravagance  and  excessive  outlay,  by  adopting 
certain  stringent  provisions,  deemed  a  prudential  guarantee 
against  the  improvidence  or  indiscretion  of  those  to  whom  the 
construction  of  said  hospital  was  to  be  committed.  The  then 
existing  circumstances  seemed  to  point  to  such  restraints  as 
eminently  proper;  and  it  would  have  been  well  for  the  State, 
and  fortunate  to  the  insane,  had  those  restraints  been  product- 
ive of  their  intended  results.  The  provisions  of  section  six  of 
the  act  referred  to,  are  incorporated  in  the  following  words  : 
'*  The  aggregate  cost  of  said  institution,  with  the  location,  shall 
not  exceed  when  completed,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars  ;  and  in  determining  the  plan  to  be  adopted,  the  com- 
missioners shall  in  no  event  provide  for  a  greater  expenditure 
than  the  above  mentioned  sum  ;  and  all  contracts  that  shall  in- 
volve a  greater  expenditure  than  the  above  mentioned  sum, 
shall  be  null  and  void." 

Your  committee  have  not  been  able  to  find  any  authority  for 
departing  from  the  rule  indicated  by  the  above  provisions  of 
law  ;  nor  have  they  heard  any  valid  pretext,  for  any  such  de- 
parture in  reference  to  the  plan  on  which  the  preserit  building 
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seems  to  have  been  commenced.  -  It  appears  to  us  from  the 
language  of  the  above  section,  as  well  as  from  the  spirit  of  the 
entire  act,  taken  in  connection  with  the  peculiar  circumstances 
preceding  and  attending  its  passage,  that  we  could  not  well 
come  to  any  other  conclusion,  than  that  the  Legislature 
in  authorizing  the  construction  of  the  proposed  asylum, 
designed  to  erect  a  properly  proportioned  and  complete 
institution,  and  that  said  building  should  be  construG);ed 
of  such  magnitude  as  to  permit  the  whole  plan  to  be  comple* 
ted  for  the  sum  named  in  the  organic  act,  so  as  to  make  it  a 
hospital  for  the  insane — properly  and  within  itself,  adapted  to 
the  special  object  for  which  it  was  to  be  constructed.  And  w* 
cannot  conceive  that  it  would  be  a  compliance  with  the  intent 
of  said  act  to  erect  a  building  at  a  cost  of  one  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars,  while  such  building  was  arranged  upon  such  a 
plan  as  to  be  comparatively  useless  until  further  buildings 
should  be  erected  to  adapt  it  to  the  purpose  for  which  its  con- 
struction had  been  authorized.  But  when  the  act  declared 
that  the  "  plan  '*  should,  in  no  event,  provide  for  a  greater  ex- 
penditure than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  the  common 
sense  meaning  of  such  a  provision  would  seem  to  be,  that  such 
apian  should  be  adopted  as  would  properly  proportion  the 
apartments  between  officers  and  patients,  and  thnt  when 
such  entire  plan  was  completed,  it  would  cost  no  more  than  the 
sum  namet)  in  the  organic  act.  If  any  other  construction  is 
to  be  ^iven  to  that  language  of  the  said  act,  it  might  as  well  be' 
conceded  at  once  that  the  provision  meant  just  no«"hin<j  at  all. 
But  the  reason  and  propriety  of  the  case  leads  unerringly  to 
this  conclusion:  that  when  the  Legislature  authorized  tne  erec- 
tion of  a  hospital  for  the  insane,  they  designed  ppccially  to 
provide  for  those  afflicted  with  that  most  disastrous  and  direful 
of  human  maladies,  whereby  the  noblest  of  created  beings  is 
deprived  of  those  Godlike  attributes  which  alone  elvate  him 
above  the  beast  which  roams  the  forest,  or  render!  him  less 
loathsome  to  behold,  or  less  an  object  of  dread  to  those  around 
him  than  the  reptile  coiled  in  the  path  of  the  horrified  traveler. 
They^iaw  their  brethren  deprivea  of  the  heaven-born  faculties 
of  reason;  they  saw  them  brutalized  by  the  demoniac  passions 
of  insanity,  and  it  was  to  relieve  and  avert  the  miseries  ot  that 
ill-fated  class  that  the  sympathizing  representatives  of  a  hu- 
mane and  sympathizing  people  sought  with  the  scanty  means  of 
an  embarrassed  constituency,  to  provide  a  place  of  refuge  from 
the  disturbing  elements  around,  wherein  the  wandering  intel- 
lect might  be  induced  to  return  to  its  deserted  throne,  and  bjr 
the  soothing  and  remedial  influences  of  the  place,  the  uttri* 
butes  of  manhood  mi^t  again  be  conferred  upon  that  poor^ 
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shattered  remnant  of  humanity  found  in  the  docile  or  terrible 
maniac. 

Such  must  have  been  the  object  for  which  the  initiative  was 
taken,  and  when  an  expenditure  was  authorized  for  a  purpose  so 
noble,  so  meritorious,  and  so  worthy  of  a  kind-hearted  ana  gene- 
rous people;  it  could  not  have  been  intended  to  exhaust  their 
means  in  erecting  spacious  apartments  for  ministering  to  the 
pride  and  comfort  of  the  sane,  while  the  comparatively  small 
space  allotted  to  that  miserable  class,  whose  wretchedness  they 
professed  a  desire  to  alleviate,8hould  seem  to  indicate  that  their 
wants  and  afflictions  had  been  deemed  but  a  matter  of  second- 
ary and  minor  importance.  We  cannot,  and  will  not  believe, 
that  while  attention  was  being  directed  to  the  horrid  wail  of 
suffering  humanity,  under  pretext  of  responding  to  the  piteous 
appeal  for  relief,  the  legislature  designed  to  erect  a  mansion 
four  stories  in  height,  covering  sixty-six  by  one  hundred  and 
twenty-four  feet  of  foundation  surface — and  devoted  mainly  to 
the  use  and  comfort  of  officers  and  employees;  while  but  a  com- 
parative handful  of  that  unfortunate  class  for  whom  such  build- 
ing should  have  been  erected,  would  be  permitted  to  enjoy  the 
benefits  of  that  expenditure,  which  they  authorized  to  be  made. 

We  cannot  admit  that  the  legislature  entertained  any  such 
insane  and  extravagant  notions,  as  to  invest  the  principal  por- 
tion of  its  authorized  expenditure,  in  a  building  devoted  to  such 
comparatively  useless  purposes.  And  while  we  assume  honesty 
of  intention,  on  the  part  of  those  having  charge  of  the  con- 
struction of  the  said  hospital,  we  can  come  to  no  other  conclu- 
sion— than  that  the  spirit  of  the  organic  act  must  have  been 
greatly  misconceived,  in  the  plan  of  tne  building  which  is  now 
m  process  of  construction:  or  that  they  could  have  had  no  ad- 
equate idea  of  the  proportion  of  room  which  should  have  been 
devoted  respectively  to  officers  and  patients. 

And  when  the  organic  act  declared,  that  no  plan  should  be 
adopted  which  involved  a  greater  expenditure  than  the  sum 
therein  named,  it  was  evidently  designed  to  guard  against  the 
repetition  of  such  an  eyil,  as  that  from  which  the  State  had  but 
judt  escaped — permitting  an  expenditure  to  bo  made  in  such  a 
manner,  as  to  lead  to  lar^  additional  expenditures,  to  render 
the  original  structure  available,  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  had 
been  erected. 

^  But  we  would  remark,  in  this  connection,  that  the  commis- 
sioners claim  it  to  have  been  their  tntefitioVy  to  construct  a 
complete  and  properly  proportioned  asylum,  for  the  sum  limit- 
ed in  the  organic  act;  and  that  they  at  all  times  insisted  on  hav* 
in^  the  structure  so  proportioned  and  arranged^  that  the  central 
building  and  two  wings  on  each  side,  should  constitute  the 
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wbole  plan  for  suck  institution,  when  fully  completed  in  all  its 
parts.  And  while  the  "extended  plan/'  spokerf  ot  by  the  trus- 
tees, we  understand  by  the  superintendent  and  architect,  means 
six  wings  on  each  side,  we  apprehend  that  those  acquainted 
with  the  character  and  wants  of  such  institutions,  will  admit 
that  the  room  for  patients  will  have  to  be  widely  "extended" 
by  additional  buildings,  before  it  will  properly  correspond  with 
that  large  space  which  has  been  provided  for  officers  and  other 
purposes  which  are  at  present  useless. 

It  has  been  said,  that  no  legitimate  plan  could  have  been 
adopted  whose  completion  would  not  have  involved  a  larger 
sum  than  that  named  in  the  organic  act;  but  if  this  argument 
amounts  to  anything — if  it  was  apparent  at  the  commencement 
that  no  proper  plan  could  be  adopted  and  completed  for  the 
amount  prescribed,  then  there  was  no  legitimate  authority  to 
commence  the  work,  till  further  legislative  action  should  be  had 
upon  the  subject. 

For  it  will  scarcely  be  contended  that  the  sum  authorized 
was  designed  to  be  expended  in  the  erection  of  a  mere  begin^ 
ning  of  a  large  and  splendid  edifice,  ultimately  and  necessarily 
costing  three  or  four  times  the  sum  named  in  the  said  act, 
while  it  must  be  apparent  to  the  most  careless  and  superficial 
observer,  that  if  such  sum  were  so  expended  as  to  provide  first 
for  a  large  household  of  officers  and  otner  employees,  the  insane 
could  not  be  as  extensively  provided  for  as  if  the  proportions 
indicated  that  the  first  expenditure  was  to  be  the  last  expendi- 
ture in  the  way  of  building;  and  to  prevent  the  occurrence  of 
«  mistake  which  would  be  so  unfortunate,  it  is  declared  that 
^'all  contracts  which  involve  a  greater  expenditure  "  than  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars  are  not  only  prohibited,  but  shall  be 
"null  and  void."  We  should  infer  tha  the  word  twroZv«,  as 
used  in  this  connection,  intended  to  imply  that  the  structure  to 
be  erected  with  the  sum  proposed,  «hould  be  so  proportioned 
between  officers  and  patients  as  to  constitute  a  complete  hospi- 
tal for  the  insane — moderate  in  size,  but  perfect  in  arrangment. 

And  though  at  least  some  of  the  commissioners  claim  that  they 
took  such  a  view  of  the  intention  of  said  act,  they  must  have 
been  greatly  mistaken  in  carrying  such  intention  into  execution; 
-and  it  may  be  seen  that  their  mistake,  however  honestly  made, 
has  tended  to  lead  the  Legislature  into  a  similar  mistake,  and 
bas  thereby  been  disastrous  in  its  consequences. 

For  while  their  reports,  from  year  to  year,  indicated  a  condi- 
iion  of  things  which  they  seemed  to  suppose  did  actuallv  exist, 
the  Legislature,  imbibing  the  impressions  authorized  oy  said 
reports,  permitted  such  expenditures  to  be  made  as  could  not 
have  been  approved,  and  would  not  have  been  tolerated,  had 
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they  not  been  misled  by  the  impressions  derived  from  the  re- 
ports before  than.  We  cannot  induce  ourselves  to  believe  that 
the  Legislature  of  185/,  or  at  any  succeeding  session,  would 
have  authorized  the  erection  of  an  insane  hospital,  on  any  plan 
whatever,  with  an  understanding  that  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars  might  be  expended  in  such  a  manner  as  would  require 
them  to  levy  a  contribution  upon  the  people  of  several  hundred 
thousand  more,  to  render  the  first  expenditure  available  for 
the  purposes  for  which  the  same  had  been  authorized.  And 
we  cannot  conceive,  that  those  restrictions  in  the  organic  act, 
were  designed  for  any  other  purpose,  than  to  prevent  the  inflic- 
tion of  just  such  an  evil  upon  the  tax-paying  people  of  the 
State.  And  it  was  doubtless  the  hopes  and  anticipations  de- 
rived from  the  reports  of  1857  and  1858  that  the  Legislature 
were  induced  to  make  appropriations  to  carry  forward  the  work 
of  construction,  while  it  may  well  be  doubted,  whether  a  single 
dollar  would  have  been  appropriated,  had  the  facts,  set  forth  in 
the  report  of  1859,  been  set  forth  in  the  reports  before  them, 
at  the  time  such  appropriations  were  made. 

And  it  seems  to  us  tnat  the  reader  of  the  several  reports  will 
be  led  to  the  conclusion  that  the  '^  whole  plan,"  spoken  of  in 
the  report  of  1858,jnust  have  indicated  quite  a  different  struc- 
ture from  that  which  is  termed  '^  part  of  an  extended  plan,"  in 
the  report  of  the  trustees  for  1859.  For  while  the  former  was 
to  cost  the  State,  when  all  completed  and  ready  for  the  recep- 
tion of  inmates,  $129,850,  and  was  to  a£ford  capacity  for  the 
reception  and  treatment  of  one  hundred  males  and  one  hundred 
females,  the  ''  extended  plan  "  spoken  of  in  the  last  named 
report,  is  to  cost  the  State  $359,049  80,  and  is  to  afford  accom- 
modation for  but  fifty  additional  patients  ! 

And  your  committee  would  suggest,  that  the  ^'central  "or 
main  building,  now  being  erected,  seems  to  be  abundantly  large 
to  meet  the  official  wants  of  this  ''extended  plan,"  when  the 
additional  buildings  for  patients  shall  have  been  completed  to 
the  utmost  limit  of  proposed  extension.  It  would  seem  that  the 
commissioners  could  not  have  had  any  proper  conception  as  to 
how  the  space  should  be  proportioned  between  officers  and 
patients,  for  a  large  disproportion  would  still  exist  in  favor  of 
the  officers,  even  if  the  two  wings  on  each  side  had  been 
constructed,  and  such  disproportion  will  exist  to  so  great  a 
decree,  that  it  cannot  be  fully  and  properly  removed  short  of 
building  to  an  extent  which  we  trust  will  not  be  tolerated. — 
Whether  it  necessarily  follows  that  matters  pertaining  to  an 
insane  hospital  must,  like  the  unfortunate  beings  for  whom  it  is 

Srovided,  be  enshrouded  in  mystery,  we  will  not  undertake  to 
etermine,  but  wo  apprehend  that  members  of  the  Legislature 
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will  feci  that  thej  have  hitherto  been  under  what  now  appears 
to  be  an  impenetrable  cloud,  in  reference  to  the  real  condition 
of  yonder  institution  of  insanity. 

The  Legislature  was  informed  by  the  report  which  was  laid 
before  it  at  its  last  session,  that  when  the  sum  of  $97,000  hJR 
been  expended  on  the  building  then  in  process  of  construction, 
including  the  necessary  apparatus,  machinery  and  fixtures,  it 
would  be  ready  for  the  reception  of  one  hundred  patients,  and 
that  after  an  aggregate  expenditure  had  been  made  of  ?129,850, 
accommodation  would  be  provided  for  the  reception  and  treat- 
ment of  two  hundred  patients,  and  in  consequence  of  those 
cheering  anticipations,  the  funds  said  to  be  suflScient  to  com- 
plete the  present  structure,  and  put  in  the  necessary  apparatus 
and  machinery,  w(jre  permitted  to  be  drawn  from  the  taxes  of 
the  people. 

But  we  submit  to  those  who  were  members  of  the  last  Legis- 
lature, whether  the  liberal  appropriations  of  that  year  could 
have  met  with  legislative  sanction,  had  it  not  been  for  the  am- 
ple provisions  for  the  comfort  and  welfare  of  the  insane,  which 
the  report  before  us  indicated  would  be  made  by  granting  the 
amount  required. 

The  commissioners  disclaim  any  intention  to  mislead  the 
legislature,  in  the  reports  which  have  been  heretofore  laid  be- 
fore that  body;  and  while  we  accept  the  disclaimer,  in  so  far  as 
intention  is  concerned,  the  whole  matter  seems  to  have  been 
managed  so  loosely,  and  under  so  great  an  amount  of  miscon- 
ception, that  the  reports  of  the  commissioners  fot  1857  and 
1858,  seem  irreconcilably  at  variance  with  the  report  of  the 
trustees  for  1859,  in  many  of  their  most  important  particulars. 
It  would  seem  that  two  forces  must  have  been  at  work  in  oppo- 
site directions;  and  whether  the  commissioners  were  aware  of 
it  or  not,  they  appear  to  have  been  drifted  in  such  a  course, 
that  their  reports  had  only  set  forth  the  then  apparent  plan; 
while  it  was  left  to  the  report  of  1869  to  set  forth  the  real  plan, 
on  which  the  present  building  was  being  constructed;  while  the 
legislature  was  thereby  left  in  almost  total  darkness  as  to  the 
actual  results  which  were  to  flow  from  the  appropriations  which 
they  were  required  to  make.  The  trustees  inform  us  in  the 
report  above  alluded  to.  that  provision  has .  been  made  for 
••kitchens,  store  rooms,  visiting  rooms  for  friends  of  patients, 
dining  rooms  for  patients,  officers  and  domestics,  the  offices  ne- 
cessary for  the  different  departments  of  the  establishment,  the 
rooms  necessary  for  the  accommodation  of  officers,  and  a  large 
chapel,"  and  after  having  convinced  us  that  the  large  and  splen- 
did edifice  whose  dimensions  have  already  been  given,  was  dis- 
posed of,  to  a  great  extent,  for  purposes  which,  as  yet,  must  be 
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nearly  useless,  they  impart  the  consoling  intelligence — "that  if 
the  present  building  should  be  occupied  in  the  precise  manner, 
and  for  the  exact  purposes  designed  in  theplan^  it  would  afford  . 
aicommodation  for  thirty-two  patients!"  And  while  the  heart 
sickens  at  such  small  results  having  flown  from  such  vast  expen- 
diture, wo  turn  to  the  report  of  the  commissioners  for  1858,  and 
find  that  the  same  buildins  seems  to  have  been  designed  to  ac- 
commodate''about  one  hundred  patients,"  without  any  indication 
that  thev  would  have  to  be  provided  for  by  "temporary"  or  "ob- 
jectionable" arrangements.  The  trustees  inform  us  m  their  re- 
port for  1859,  that  "it  is  possible"  to  make  a  "temporary  ar- 
rangement '  for  twenty-eight  additional  patients;  which  arrange- 
ment they  say,  however,  will  be  "open  to  many  objections;"  all 
of  which  we  readily  concede,  owing  to  the  plan  on  which  the 
building  has  been  constructed,  or  rather  the  order  of  its  ar- 
rangement. We  understand  the  superintendent  to  say,  that 
no  change  can  be  made  in  said  building,  which  will  admit  more 
than  sixty -four  patients  ;  and  though  it  might  seem  like  pre- 
sumption in  us,  to  differ  in  opinion  with  one  having  so  much 
experience,  and  possessed  of  such  a  fund  of  special l:nowledge 
in  matters  pertaining  to  institutions  of  this  description  ;  but 
we  feel  ourselves  almost  constrained  to  suggest,  that  a  building 
of  such  magnitude  ousht  to  have  providca  for  a  greater  num- 
ber of  patients,  than  that  designated  by  the  Superintendent. 

And  here  an  important  practical  question  presents  itself 
squarely  before  us  :  shall  we  subiect  the  treasury  to  a  propor- 
tional expenditure  so  fearfully  large,  as  must  be  required  to 
run  the  concern  in  its  present  form,  while  so  small  a  number  of 
patients  can  be  admitted  for  treatment  ?  ^Whatever  may  be 
our  determination  of  this  question,  we  believe  that  we  utter 
the  sentiments  of  an  embarrassed  constituency,  when  we  ex- 
press it  as  our  conviction,  that  the  day  which  is  to  dawn  upon 
the  completion  of  that  "extended  plan,"  which  has  been  re- 
ferred to,  must  be  a  period  of  time  so  very  remote,  as  to  rank 
among  the  epochs  of  the  far  distant  future.  Firmly  impressed 
with  this  conviction,  and  believing  that  no  additional  buildings 
will  ever  be  authorized,  of  such  magnitude  as  will  require  so 
much  of  the  present  building  as  has  been  provided  for  other 
purposes  than  the  accommodation  of  the  insane,  to  be  retained 
for  purposes  so  nearly  useless ;  we  suggest  the  propriety  of 
adapting  the  largest  possible  portion  of  the  present  building  to 
the  immediate  use  of  patients — some  portions  temporarily,  and 
others  permanently. 

The  question  may  naturally  be  asked,  why  has  not  the  Leg- 
islature interposed  heretofore,  to  arrest  the  progress  of  that 
magnificent  structurQ^  which  now  seems  to  be  shadowed  forth 
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in  such  ultimate  grandeur  ?  But  an  answer  to  such  inquiry 
m&y  be  readily  found  in  the  fact,  that  the  reports  on  which  ap- 
propriations have  been  hitherto  made,  presented  what  purport- 
ed to  be  a  finished  institution,  widely  different  as  to  its  cost 
and  capacity  for  patients,  from  that  presented  in  the  report  of 
1859.  No  one  would  be  led  to  suppose,  by  reading  the  reports 
of  1857  and  1858,  that  any  such  designs  existed  m  reference 
to  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  as  the  magnitude  and  arrange- 
ment of  the  central  building  of  such  institution  would  seem  to 
indicate.  But  having  seen  the  direction  in  whick  we  are  drift- 
ing, and  obtained  a  glimpse  of  the  large  ultimate  outlay  to 
which  we  are  tending,  it  would  seem  prudent  to  stop  and 
take  our  bearings  anew  ;  and  that  we  should  endeavor  to  come 
to  some  definite  conclusion,  as  to  what  sort  of  a  building  we 
are  really  constructing,  and  what  shall  bo  our  course  in  refer- 
ence to  said  institution. 

And  we  would  here  remark,  that  it  seems  to  have  been  too 
much  the  case  in  reference  to  most  of  the  public  institutions  of 
the  State,  that  they  have  been  permitted  to  run  along,  without 
sufficient  attention  or  restraint,  during  the  process  of  construc- 
tion, and  even  of  after  management  ;  the  Legislature  holding  • 
itself  in  readiness  to  honor  whatever  drafts  may  be  made  upon 
the  public  treasury,  by  footing  all  bills  which  may  result  from 
the  whim,  caprice,  or  extravagance,  of  those  having  the  mat- 
ter in  charge,  without  making  the  proper  inquiry  as  to  how 
the  money  appropriated  was  being  expended. 

In  consequence  of  such  unwarrantable  course  from  time  to 
time,  we  find  the  State  involved  in  expenditures  never  intended 
by  the  Legislature,  by  erecting  costly  and  magnificent  struc- 
tures, while  the  original  design  had  been  widely  different,  on 
the  score  of  economy  and  outlay. 

Such  has  been  more  or  less  the  tolerated  practice,  in  the 
years  of  the  past,  and  however  objectionable  may  have  been 
the  course  pursued  in  reference  to'  the  Hospital  for  the  In- 
sane, it  by  no  means  forms  a  new  page  in  our  history  as  to 
public  expenditure. 

But  the  peculiar  nature  of  institutions  of  that  description,  i$ 
such  as  to  more  speedily  point  to  blunders  in  their  construc- 
tion, and  to  make  such  blunders  more  prominently  apparant 
than  would  be  the  case  in  reference  to  almost  any  other  pub-  ' 
lie  institution.  But  it  seems  to  us,  that  such  loose  and  dan- 
gerous practice  has  long  enough  prevailed,  and  that  the 
time  has  arrived,  when  the  Legislature  should  look  into  these 
matters  with  more  scrutinizing  care,  as  the  proper  custodian 
of  the  people's  treasury. 

And  we  doubt  not,  that  had  the  same  attention  been  direc- 
42 
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ted  to  some  of  oar  other  institutions,  as  is  being  directed 
to  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  it  would  be  found  that  wide 
differences  have  existed  between  estimates  and  actual  cost,  and 
between  estimated  and  real  capacity  in  proportion  to  the  ex- 
penditure, as  well  in  reference  to  those  institutions,  as  to 
the,  one  ur»der  consideration.  We  do  not  offer  these  remarks 
in  justification  of  any  one  connected  with  the  Hospital  for 
the  Insane,  but  to  call  attention  to  the  improper  manner  in 
which  such  matters  have  too  often  been  conducted,  and  to 
express  the  hope  that  the  time  w^hen  such  a  course  can  be  toler- 
ated has  passed  away  to  return  no  more. 

It  has  too  often  been  the  practice  of  by-gone  years  to  com- 
mence the  construction  of  a  public  institution  by  closely  limit- 
ing the  expenditure  in  the  organic  act — commence  a  building 
with  unpretending  dimensions,  and  special  regard  to  economy 
in  outlays,  then  turn  it  over  to  those  into  whose  hands  it  was  to 
be  committed,  and  let  it  dlide  into  whatever  channel  of  extrav- 
agance or  folly  they  might  choose  to  direct  it. 

It  has  been  by  this  unwise  and  injudicious  practice — the  Leg- 
islature providing  for  one  kind  of  a  building,  while  their  agents 
wero  really  constructing  another— that  we  have  never  been 
•able  to  know  to  what  amount  of  expenditure  the  State  was  be- 
coming subjected,  after  having  authorized  and  commenced  the 
erection  of  a  public  structure.  But  we  trust  that  the  dearly 
bought  experience  of  the  errors  of  the  past,  may  be  sufficient 
to  put  us  on  our  guard  for  the  future,  and  that  henceforth  the 
Legislature  will  keep  a  vigilant  eye  upon  the  construction  and 
management  of  all  the  public  institutions  of  the  State,  so  that 
errors  may  be  early  detected  and  promptly  corrected,  and  that 
extravagant  or  injudicious  outlays  may  be  arrested  in  time  to 
save  the  public  treasury  from  improper  depletion,  and  the  peo- 
ple from  the  necessity  of  providing  for  useless  expenditures. 

But  in  reference  to  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  we  cannot 
believe  that  the  Legislature  have  ever  entertained  an  idea,  that 
by  any  act  of  theirs,  they  were  endorsing  such  an  ultimate  ex- 
penditure as  is  implied  by  the  central  building  which  has  been 
erected,  neither  cam  we  beliove  that  they  intended  to  justify 
any  such  expenditure,  as  has  been  made  for  heating  apparatus 
and  other  fixtures  connected  with  said  institution,  by  any  loose- 
ness of  phraseology  contained  in  the  act  appropriating  money 
for  such  a  purpose.  We  regard  both  building  and  fixtures  as 
far  as  they  have  gone,  as  quite  inconsistent  with  the  principle 
of  economy  in  expenditure,  and  corresponding  utility  in  re- 
sults ;  for  it  appears  to  us,  that  large  sums  have  been  expended 
in  such  a  manner,  that  the  State  cannot  receive  adequate 
returning  benefits,  in  durability  or  usefulness,     "We  woula  not 
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indicate  that  such  money  has  been  dishonestly  ar.  fraudulently 
used  ;  but  we  do  feel,  that  while  the  people  were  groaning  un- 
der heavy  burdens  of  taxation,  and  struggling  with  pecuniary 
embarassments  on  every  hand,  all  useless  expenditure  shoulu 
have  been  dispensed  with  ;  and  that  the  large  and  unanticnpated 
debt  which  has  been  contracted,  should  not  have  been  created. 
The  sum  of  $23,500  which  was  asked  for  and  said  to  be  suffi- 
cient for  *^  outbuildings,  machinery  and  apparatus  for  heating, 
cooking,  ventilating,  &c.,"  was  granted  by  the  Legislature,  but 
to  our  utter  astonishment,  we  find  that  the  sum  claimed  to  be 
adequate  one  year  ago  has  been  but  little  more  than  half  suf- 
ficient to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  fixtures  alluded  to.  Not 
only  is  the  expense  in  getting  up  this  apparatus  being  enor- 
mously large,  but  it  will  be  attended  with  so  heavy  and  such 
continued  expenditure,  to  keep  that  vast  machinery  in  op* 
eration,  that  it  may  well  be  doubted,  whether  the  compara- 
tively small  benefits  to  be  derived  from  its  working,  in 
consequence  of  the  small  number  of  patients  provided  for,  will 
justify  any  attempt  to  open  the  institution  for  the  reception  of 
patients,  till  it  can  be  adapted  to  a  greater  number  than  are 
now  admissible.  The  running  expense  must  be  necessarily 
large,  while  the  benefits  to  be  derived  will  be  comparatively 
small  ;  the  question,  therefore,  which  seems  to  demand  the  at- 
tention of  the  Legislature  is — by  what  means  can  provision  be 
made  for  the  greatest  number  of  insane  persons,  without  further 
additions  in  the  way  of  building? 

Shall  the  present  building  be  permitted  to  remain,  as  "  part 
of  an  extended  plan  " — as  the  mere  beginning  of  a  magnificent 
edifice,  of  which  the  principal  portion  for  patients  is  yet  to  be 
built  ?  or  shall  a  portion  of  the  present  structure  be  diverted 
from  its  original  purpose,  and  converted  to  the  greatest  possi- 
ble benefit  to  the  suffering  lunatics  of  the  State?  are  questions 
of  ^ave  practical  importance,  which  it  becomes  the  duty  of 
the  Legislature  early  to  determine. 

But  believing  that  a  large  portion  of  that  space  which  has 
been  devoted  to  other  purposes,  should  have  been  prepared  fox 
the  use  of  insane  patients,  we  recommend  that  such  action  be 
taken  as  will  best  secure  that  desirable  end,  and.,  thereby  pro- 
duce the  greatest  amount  of  practical  good  to  the  suffering 
lunatics  of  the  State. 

With  this  view  we  reb.ommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
joint  resolutions.

The  committee  on  State  Affairs  to  whom  was  referred  the 
memorial  of  Nelson  McNeal,  relative  to  the  Hospital  for  the 
Insane,  respectfully  submit  this  report. 

Your  committee  considered  that  the  memorialist  alleged  sub- 
stantially : 

1st.  That  the  commissioners  wrongfullv  compelled  him  to 
receive  their  scrip  instead  of  money,  ana  upon  this  he  was 
obliged  to  suffer  a  discount  of  over  thirteen  hundred  dollars. 

2d.  That  they  would  not  allow  him  to  draw  the  money  from 
the  treasury,  but  under  various  pretences  wrongfully  retained 
control  over  it. 

8d.  That  he  prosecuted  his  contract  "with  all  due  diligence," 
but  the  commissioners  willfully  embarrassed  his  operations, 
withheld  payments,  and  compelled  him  to  resign  his  contract, 
when  he  was  able  and  willing  to  complete  it,  and  the  letter  of 
resignation  was  extorted  from  him. 

4th.  That  commissioners  ^'  assumed  to  act  as  agents  and 
disbursing  clerks  of  the  memorialist,"  and  by  wrongfully  in- 
termeddling with  his  affairs,  prevented  him  from  prosecuting 
his  work,  and  compelled  him  to  abandon  his  contract,  to  his 
great  damage. 

5th.  That  the  commissioners  directed  great  and  important 
changes  in  the  work  and  materials,  seriously  to  the  damage  of 
the  memorialist,  and  that  the  drawings  were  imperfect  ana  de- 
fective. 

6th.  That  he  expended  much  time  and  labor,  and  about  six- 
teen thousand  dollars  more  than  he  received  ;  and  that  the 
commissioners  unjustly  represent  that  the  State  has  a  claim 
against  him  and  his  sureties  for  overpayments. 

We  ha.ve  given  a  careful  heariDQg.to  all  the  evidence  which 
Mn  McNeal  desired  .to  submit ;  and  in  view  of  the  charges 
nmde,  were  muph  surprised  to  find,  bi9  o^u  statements  falling  . 
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80  far  short  of  sustidniog  them,  and  the  facts  leading  to  differ- 
ent conclusions. 

It  is  undoubtedly  true  that  the  commissioners  drew  their 
drafts  upon  the  treasury  in  favor  of  the  memorialist  as  con- 
tractor, as  required  by  the  contract  and  the  law.  They  bad 
no  possession  of  the  funds,  and  could  pay  no  money  to  hiixi. — 
The  drafts  were  sometimes  made  when  there  was  no  money  in 
the  treasury  to  meet  the^i,  and  he  was  obliged  to  sell  them  at  a 
discount.  His  account  rendered  to  the  committee,  shows  a 
discount  suffered  amoantii^  to  $1,685.  But  we  know  of  no 
peculiar  circumstance  in  this  case  that  would  justify  the  Legis- 
lature in  taking  the  first  stept  towards  inaugurating  an  expensive 
and  dangerous  practice,  by  making  compensation  for  the  dis- 
count suffered.  It  would  open  the  door  to  endless  frauds  and 
collusion.  Thorc  is  no  reason  why  all  holders  of  State  script 
should  not  be  indemnified  for  losses,  if  any  are  to  be  ;  and  it 
would  not  be  difficult  to  find  a  case  with  at  least  equal  equities. 
The  end  could  not  be  foreseen  from  the  beginning  of  such  a 
system. 

As  early  as  the  spring  following  the  commenoemont  of  the 
work,  laborers  and  mechanics  under  the  employ  of  Mr.  Me- 
Neal,  and  material  men  from  whom  he  purchased,  complained 
to  the  commissioners  that  he  did  not  apply  the  money  received 
upon  estimates  in  payment  of  their  claims,  and  refused  to  labor 
or  funish  materials  unless  they  would  become  responsible  for 
the  amounts.  In  several  instance  notices  were  given,  to  enable 
parties  to  avail  themselves  ef  the  lien  which  tney  claimed  ex- 
tended by  the  statute.  The  commissioners  declined  to  become 
responsible,  unless  the  could  direct  the  application  of  funds  in 
payment  of  amounts  guarantied  by  them.  Mr.  McNeal  acqui- 
esced in  this,  and  the  business  was  thus  conducted  up  to  the 
time  be  abandoned  the  work  ;  and  until  the  commissioners  re- 
fused to  make  further  advances,  it  seemi  to  have  been  satisfac- 
tory— at  least,  no  complaint  was  made  to  the  Legislature. — 
The  commissioners  expended  the  appropriation  much  faster 
than  ho  earned  it,  and  made  payments  faster  than  the  estimates 
called  for,  not  even  withholding  the  twenty  per  cent  reserva- 
tion. We  could  not  say  that  this  course  was  just  to  the  State, 
and  believe  here  was  one  of  their  most  grievous  errors  ;  but  it 
is  difficult  to  construe  it  into  an  act  of  injustice  to  the  contractor. 
If  they  had  complied  only  with  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  con- 
tract, and  paid  only  so  fast  as  the  estimates  required,  Mr.  McNeal 
would  sooner  have  abandoned  the  work  or  procured  assistance 
to  carry  it  to  completion.  The  report  of  the  commissioners  and 
the  admission  of  the  memorialist,  ^ves  the  sum  of  payments  to 
contractor  at  $71,999  12,  and  it  appears  by  the  books  of  the 
45 
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Secretary  of  State,  that  the  amounts  allowed  him  exceed  that 
sum  by  )^3,461  96.  At  the  time  of  relinquishing  the  contract 
the  work  remaining  to  be  done,  accoiding  to  estimates,  amount- 
ed to  ?26,0oo  O'S. 

Thus  with  a  contract  calling  for  f 73,500  upoaits  entire  exe- 
cution, he  aukno  it  ledges  the  receipt  of  ?71, 999  12,  with  less 
than  two  thiids  of  the  work  performed,  and  as  appears  by  the 
secretary's  books  he  has  received  (1,961  08  above  the  whole 
contract  price. 

It  is  difficult  to  conclude  that  the  Y«)rk  was  prosecuted  "with 
all  due  dilligence,"  as  it  was  behind  time  from  the  first;  and 
this  fact  undoubtedly  contributed  to  its  expensiveness  and  to 
his  own  loss.  That  he  could  not  proceed  further  without  ad- 
ditional allowances,  alrea.ly  grossly  improper,  and  that  he  had 
under-estimated  the  expensiveness  of  some  portions  of  the 
work,  qpnvinced  Mr.  McNeal,  as  he  says,  that  the  further  he 
went  the  greater  his  loss,  and  induced  him  to  abandon  liis  con- 
tract;, and  appeal  to  the  jjenerosity  of  the  Legislature  for  re- 
lief. The  memorialist  adduced  no  evidence  tending  to  show 
improper  conduct  on  the  part  of  the  commissioners,  to  compel 
him  to  resign  his  contract. 

We  procured  from  Mr.  McNeal  an  itemized  statement  of  his 
claim  lor  extras,  on  account  of  changes  in  work  or  'materials. 
This  we  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  competent  architect,  with  a 
copy  of  the  contract,  with  directions  to  compare  this  account 
with  the  contract  and  the  work  actually  performed.  There- 
suit  ot  his  examination  was  that  6nly  two  small  items  were 
sustained,  except  such  as  had  been  made  for  his  express  con- 
venience or  benefit,  or  occasioned  by  his  mistakes,  aside  from 
those  for  which  he  had  received  compensation.  These  were 
for  laying  floor  in  attic  of  main  building,  and  an  extra  truss 
above  the  chappel,  the  value  of  which  he  estimate  not  to  ex- 
ceed §150.  To  guard  against  such  claims  the  contract  had 
wisely  provided  that  no  allowance  would  be  given  for  extras  or 
charges,  unless  stipulated  in  writing. 

The  drawings  were  identical  with  those  upon  which  the  bids 
were  made,  and  sufficiently  accurate  for  the  use  of  the  mechan- 
ics. AVhatever  fault  may  lie  at  the  door  of  the  architect  for 
the  Asylum,  we  have  not^  we  were  nuablc  to  discover  any  seri- 
ous injury  resulting  to  the  contractor. 

The  stone  used  in  th  erection  of  the  walls  correspond  with 
the  specimen  exhibited  to  bidders  and  the  contractor,  at  the 
time  of  the  letting.  But  it  seems  that  the  great  misfortune 
ot  the  contractor  arose  from  an  erroneous  estimate  of  the  facil- 
ity of  working  it.  In  this  he  was  doubtless  deceived  to  his 
injury,  but  without  the  fault  of  any  one.  Nothing  more  seemg 
to  have  been  required  of  him  than  was  in  the  bond. 
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It  is  probably  true  that  Mr.  XIcNeal  has  lost  money  in  hia 
contract,  but  not  to  cxcQcd  one-third  the  amount  claimed  by 
him.  Tbe  precise  amount  of  his  advances  does  not  appear 
from  h»8  vouchds.  The  evidrnce  jefcrred  to  by  him  to  sus- 
tain this  part  of  his  mcmorin',  and  as  the  basis  of  a  claim  for 
relief  by  the  ^tate,  informed  \is  oiUv  of  an  expenditure  of 
about  live  thousand  dollars;  and  wt  if^xM  to  discover  any  rea- 
son why,  with  reasaable  prudence,  there  should  have  been  any 
loss.  The  bid  next  to  his  for  the  contract,  was  only  about 
twelve  thousand  dollars  higher;  and  having  already  received 
some  twenty  thousand  dollars  move  than  he  was  entitled  to,  and 
his  failure  oausin;^  great  expense  to  the  State,  and  delay  in  a 
much  needed  work  of  charity,  we  have  looked  in  vain  for  con- 
siderations that  can  justify  his  applica^tion.  If  he  had  prose- 
cuted the  work  **  with  all  due  diligence,"  prudently  and  dis- 
creetly io  a  completion,  and  had  shown  a  loss  arising  from  un- 
foreseen circu>nstances,  against  which  ordinary  business  fore- 
sight would  not  have  guarded,  he  mi^ht,  with  a  greater  propri- 
ety, have  made  this  application.  We  do  not  think  this  is  his 
case. 

We  know  of  no  considerations  of  equityj  much  less  of  public 
policy  and  official  accountability,  that  will  justify  an  allowance 
to  a  contractor  above  the  stipulated  price,  under  any  ordinary 
circumstances;  and  it  is  easy  to  see  the  most  disastrous  con- 
sequences following  in  the  train  of  such  a  precedent.  It  can 
never  be  known  by  the  Legislature  how  mucn  has  been  actually 
expended;  and  the  demand  for  "  equitable  relief  will  only  he 
bounded  by  the  rapacity  of  the  claimant,  which  past  observa- 
tion has  shown  to  be  limited  only  by  the  influence  at  command 
to  move  the  sympathies  or  deceive  the  judgment  of  the  Legis- 
lature. The  time  has  already  come  when  both  the  managers 
and  contractors  for  our  public  institutions  set  at  defiance  every 
restriction  upon  extravagance,  and  laugh  at  fancied  checks 
upon  speculation.  However  prudent  the  calculations  with 
which  the  work  is  embarked  upon,  the  public  have  no  power  of 
estimating  its  expense.  "  Improvements,"  *'  extra  work"  and 
"materials"  follow  the  dictate  of  every  caprice  or  fancy,  and 
appropriations  are  so  expended  as  to  render  additional  ones 
imperative  to  make  them  available.  Debts  are  contracted 
wholly  unauthorized,  and  a  seeming  tiecessity  is  imposed  upon 
the  Legislature  to  provide  for  the  payment.  If  to  the  other 
abuses,  which  have  been  so  long  follo\ted  as  to  be  reduced  to  a 
science,  we  inaugurate  or  encourage  the  system  of  depending 
upon  extra  compensation,  we  can  see  the  end  of  all  fair  compe- 
tition in  bidding  for  public  work;  the  artful  and  skillful  mana- 
ger, or  the  untiring  "bore"  need  only  to  secure  a  contract  at

any  price,  and  depend  upon  his  address  to  make  good  any  loss, 
real  or  fictitious;  while  bona  fide  bidders,  without  any  Buch 
contingent  in  view,  could  never  hope  to  succeed.  Whether 
such  possibilities  entered  into  the  calculations  of  Mr.  McNeal, 
it  is  certainly  no  novelty  in  our  financial  history. 

We  have  no  recommendations  to  submit.  We  have  only  to 
say  that  we  do  not  find  the  allegations  of  the  memorialist  bub- 
tained,  either  by  his  own  statements  or  the  evidence  adduced 
by  him.

To  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin : 

The  commissioners  for  building  the  "Wisconsin  State  Hos- 
pital for  the  Insane,"  respectfully  represent  that  there  are  Cur- 
rent such  misapprehensions  in  regard  to  the  plans  of  the  Hos- 
Eital  buildings,  and  the  action  of  the  commissioners,  as  are 
kely  to  impair  the  usefulness  of  this  institution,  and  that  in 
the  opinion  of  the  commissioners,  the  recent  report  of  the  com- 
mittee on  Charitable  and  Religious  Institutions  is  calculated 
to  add  to  the  misunderstanding  of  this  subject. 

We  therefore  wish  to  make  a  plain  statement  of  facts  in  re- 
gard to  the  matter  in  question;  but  t^  take,  up  no  time  in  vin- 
dicating ourselves  from  the  vague  charges  of  extravagance  and 
folly,  which  we  are  quite  willing  to  leave  to  be  settled  without 
our  help. 

On  examining  the  law  under  which  we  received  our  appoint- 
ments, (chap.  64;  sec.  6,  General  Laws  of  1857,)  we  found 
that  the  expenditure  for  the  Hospital  buildings  was  limited  to 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  ($100,000,)  dollars;  that  we 
were  required  to  examine  any  plans  that  might  be  in  the  state 
offices,  or  that  might  be  submitted  to  us,  and  to  select  there- 
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from,  or  cause  to  be  prepared  a  complete  set  of  plans  and  draw- 
ings for  said  hospital.  One  of  the  commissioners  was  author- 
ized to  visit  the  Michigan  State  Asylum,  the  New  York  State 
Asylum  at  Utica,  and  the  Northampton  Asylum,  Mass.,  in 
order  to  obtain  information  in  relation  to  the  most  appruved 
modern  improvements  which  are  being  introduced  into  similar 
institutions.  We  also  found  that  the  highest  authority  in  rela- 
tion to  the  construction  of  hospitals  for  the  insane  was  to  be 
found  in  a  series  of  propositions  on  that  subject,  issued  by  the 
Association  of  Medical  Superintendents  of  American  Hospi- 
tals, and  that  in  essential  accordance  with  these  propositions 
the  hospitals  referred  to  above  had  been  planned  and  construc- 
ted. 

It  was  the  evident  intention  of  the  law,  that  we  should  be 
guided  by  these  plans  ;  and  we  should  have  been  justly  con- 
demned, had  we  rejected  all  authority,  and  all  experience,  and 
attempted  to  get  up  some  new  and  untried  plan  of  our  own. 

We  therefore  examined  with  care  the  plans  referred  to,  with 
many  others,  and  directed  a  plan  to  be  prepared  which  should 
be  so  modified  that  its  cost  would  come  within  the  limits  fixed 
by  law;  and  at  the  same  time  afford  accommodations  for  as  large 
a  number  of  patients  as  possible,  and  embrace  the  modern  im- 
provements found  in  the  institutions  above  mentioned. 

This  plan,  prepared  bv  S.  V.  Shipman,  architect,  consisted 
of  a  central  building  with  two  wings  on  each  side,  which  after 
being  submitted  to  professional  gentlemen,  familiar  with  the 
whole  matter  of  hospital  construction,  was  adopted  by  the  com-  - 
missioners  as  their  plan,  and  is  the  only  plan  proposed  to  be 
built  by  them  ;  and  the  only  one  referred  to  in  each  of  their 
reports. 

It  is  true  the  plan  was  so  arranged  as  to  admit  of  addition 
being  made  to  it,  readily  'and  economically,  from  time  to  time 
as  the  necessities  of  the  insane  might  require,  and  the  resources 
of  the  State  admit. 

Believing  that  the  building  could  be  erected  on  this  plan  at  a 
cost  within  the  §100,000,  proposals  were  received  as  required 
by  law,  and  one  bid  proposed  to  erect  the  entire  plan  for  $98,- 
900.  But  the  commissioners  fearing  that  the  incidental  expen- 
ses would  carry  the  amount  beyond  the  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars  authorized  by  law,  and  wishing  to  show  that  they  had 
no  desigB  to  dra^  the  State  into  a  large  expenditure,  declined 
to  accept  this  bid  ;  but  made  a  contract  for  the  erection  of  the 
central  building  and  wings  on  one  side,  entertaining  no  doubt 
but  the  Legislature  would  at  the  next  session,  authorize  the 
erection  of  the  wings  on  the  west  side,  and  so  complete  the 
plan  by  the  commissioner^. 
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We  reported  to  the  Legislature  accordingly;  and  without 
objection  or  opposition  from  any  source,  that  we  have  ever 
heard  of;  after  the  matter  had  been  fully  submitted  to,  and 
passed  the  scruiiny  of  the  several  committees  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, appropriations  have  been  made  from  year  to  year,  and 
new  duties  imposed — new  powers  conferred  upon  the  Commis- 
sioners, and  they  led  to  believe  that  their  action  did  meet  with 
the  hearty,  as  well  as  the  tacit  approval  of  the  Legislature  and 
the  people  at  large.  ^ 

By  the  failure  of  the  contractor,  and  the  payment  for  some 
extra  work,  as  detailed  in  our  reports,  the  present  building, 
contracted  for  at  $73,500,  has  cost  about  $101,000,  exclusive 
of  the  pay  and  expenses  of  the  Commissioners.  This  we  could 
not  foresee. 

The  main  objections  urged  against  the  plan  adopted,  are  that 
ttie  central  building  is  too  large,  and  that  a  wrong  method  of 
heating  has  been  adopted. 

We  wish  to  explain  somewhat  particularly  upon  these  points. 
The  chief  misapprehension  seems  to  be  in  regard  to  the  uses  and 
design  of  the  central  building. 

The  committee  speak  of  a  '^mansion,  four  stories  in  height — 
devoted  mainly  to  the  use  and  comfort  of  the  officeis  and  em-*" 
ployees.'*  This  is  a  great  mistake.  Considerably  more  than 
one-half  of  the  space  in  this  part  is  necessarily  occupied  and 
used  immediately  and  directly  by  the  patients  ;  and  as  the  en- 
tire wings  are  given  up  wholly  to  patients,  it  necessarily  follows 
that  the  domestics  and  employees  must  be  accommodated  in 
this  buiUing. 

To  the  use  of  the  officers,  including  the  superintendent  and 
family,  the  assistant  physician,  steward  and  matron — just  six 
rooms  are  devoted  in  our  plan ;  and  we  are  confident  that  a 
careful  examination  will  show  that  proportionably  less  room  is 
given  to  officers,  and  more  to  patients,  m  the  central  part,  than 
in  that  of  any  similar  institution  in  the  country. 

It  is  also  true  that  this  central  building  is  of  smaller  dimen- 
sions than  that  of  any  other  public  hospital  which  has  been 
built  in  this  country,  within  the  last  ten  years,  or  the  plans  of 
any  which  we  have  had  an  opportunity  of  examining. 

To  show  that  the  plan  may  not  be  so  preposterous  as  is  sup- 
posed, we  would  refer  to  the  plan  of  the  Western  Pennsvlvania 
Hospital  for  the  Insane,  now  in  course  of  construction,  dv  that 
state,  at  Pittsburg.  This  state  has  already  four  large  iiospi- 
tals,  and  the  whole  subject  of  hospital  building  has  received 
great  attention,  and  is  perhaps  as  well  understood  there  as  any 
where  else. 

The  plan  of  that  at  Pittsburg,  is  nearly  identical  with  ouri, 
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consisting  of  a  central  building  and  two  wings  on  each  side, 
but  this  central  part  is  materially  larger  than  ours. 

There  are  alsg  two  hospitals  m  successful  operation  in  the 
state  of  Ohio, — one  at  Dayton,  the  other  at  K^ewburg,  near 
Cleveland, — both  constructed  on  the  same  plan  as  ours^  with  a 
central  building  and  two  wings  on.  each  side;  but  in  each  of 
these  cases,  the  central  building  is  larger  than  in  our  plan. 

In  regard  to  the  heating  and  ventilating  apparatus,  (fee.  By 
the  law  of  1859,  (chapter  193,  General  Laws)  the  commission- 
ers were  "authc/rized  and  required  to  make  a  contract  with 
some  competent  and  responsible  parties,  on  the  best  terms 
practicable,  for  the  construction  and  fitting  up  of  engine  house, 
engine,  heating,  cooking,  and  ventilating  apparatus,  and  for 
plumbing  the  main  building  and  wings,  and  all  other  work  ne- 
cessary ior  putting  said  hospital  in  order  for  the  introduction 
of  furniture,  and  the  reception  of  patients." 

That  we  might  be  enabled  to  carry  out  th«  requirements  of 
this  law,  we  availed  ourselves  of  the  services  of  several  gentle- 
men who  were  both  theoretically  arid  practically  familiar  with 
the  subject  of  heating  and  ventilation,  (kc,  and  obtained  what 
additional  information  we  could,  as  to  the  plans  proposed  for 
this  locality,  and  those  in  use  in  similar  institutions.  We  also 
carefully  examined  the  propositions  of  the  association  of  med- 
ical superintendents,  above  mentioned,  which  had  reference  to 
this  subject.     They  were  as  follows  : 

"  Proposition  8d.  Means  should  be  provided  to  raise  ten 
thousand  gallons  of  water  daily  to  reservoirs  that  will  supply 
the  highest  part  of  the  building." 

"  Proposition  17.  The  light  should  be  gas,  on  account  of  its 
convenience,  cleanliness,  safety  and  economy." 

''Proposition  18.  The  apartment  for  washing  clothes,  (fee, 
should  be  detached  from  the  hospital  building  " 

*'  Proposition  20.  All  hospitals  should  be  warmed  by  passing 
an  abundance  of  pure  fresh  air  from  the  external  atmosphere 
over  pipes  or  plates  containing  steam  under  a  low  pressure,  or 
hot  water,  the  temperature  of  which  at  the  boiler  does  nut  ex- 
ceed 212  degrees  F.  and  placed  in  the  basement  or  cellar  of 
the  building  to  be  heated." 

"  PropositiQn  21.  A  complete  system  of  forced  ventilation, 
in  connection  with  the  heating,  is  indispensable  to  give  purity 
to  the  air  oi  a  hospital  for  the  insane ;  and  no  expense  that  is 
required  to  effect  this  object  thoroughly,  can  be  deemed  either 
misplaced  or  injudicious." 

"  Proposition  22.  The  boilers  for  generating  steam  for  warm- 
ing should  hh  in  a  detached  structure,  connected  with  which 
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may  be  the  engine  for  pumping  waicr,  driving  the  washisg  ap- 
paratus, and  other  uiachinery." 

In  stiict  conibraiity  with  thces  propositions  and  with  the  re- 
quirements of  the  law,  we  made  a  f  end  act  with  Messrs.  Mor- 
ris, Tatkcr  &  Co.,  for  ihis  work,  Mhich  is  now  nearlj  finished. 

It  will  be  noLiccd  iuat  tLis  work  formtd  no  part  of  the  build- 
ings Oti^irially  contrattcd  for,  bui  was  done  under  the  specific 
requirements  of  a  rtcontact ;  and  "though  the  cost  is  very  con- 
siderable, it  can  hardly  be  doubted  that  the  apparatus  will  be 
found  efficient  and  indispensable. 

It  is  vain  to  attempt,  in  a  brief  statement  of  this  kind,  to 
describe  or  explain  all  the  requirements  of  such  an  institution 
as  a  modem  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  and  we  must  limit  our- 
selves to  a  few  brief  observations  and  assertions. 

1st.  The  treatment  of  the  Insane,  and  the  building  of  Hos- 
pitals for  them,  haa  become  a  profession,  and  it  is  just  as  ab- 
surd to  suppose  that  any  given  person  can,  in  a  few  hours,  mas- 
ter tlie  subject,  as  to  suppose  that  he  could,  in  the  same  period 
.  of  time,  bccoi.ie  a  skillful  lawyer  or  physician. 

2d.  The  commissioners  have  given  a  considerable  portion  of 
their  time,  for  t':e  last  three  years,  to  the  consideration  of  this 
subject,  and  although  they  may  not  be  able  to  write  eloquently 
about  the  insane,  they  insist  that  they  do  feel  ajieep  interest 
in  their  welfare,  and  have  tried  to  show  it  by  their  efforts  to 
provide  a  suitable  Hospital  for  their  ti'eatment  and  cure. 

3d.  The  commissioners  insist  that  instead  of  violating  the 
"organic  law,"  they  took  all  reasonable  precautions  to  abide 
strictly  by  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  law  ;  and  while  the  cost 
of  the  building  has,  for  the  reasons  before  given,  been  consid- 
erably greater  than  was  or  could  have  been  expected,  the  money 
has  been  faithfully  and  judiciously  expended,  and  the  State 
has  received  a  full  equivalent  for  the  same. 

4th.  That  if  the  plan  adopted  by  the  commissioners,  and 
now  partially  erected,  is  not  a  proper  and  judicious  one,  it  is 
the  fault  of  those  who  have  the  management  of  the  Insane 
Hospitals  of  this  whole  country,  who  unitedly  agree  that  this 
plan  is  the  only  proper  one  to  be  adopted. 

5th.  It  must  be  considered  that  a  Hospital  for  the  Insane  is 
neither  a  poor-house  or  a  prison;  but  a  place  where  all  the  re- 
quirements are  to  be  found  for  the  successful  treatment  and 
cure  of  insanity  ;  and  where,,  under  such  treatment,  a  very 
large  proportion  do  actually  recover,  and  are  restored  to  health 
and  to  society;  and  although  these  institutions  arc  expensive, 
they  are  far  cheaper  than  to  have  hundreds  of  our  citizens 
wholly  lost  to  themselves,  and  a  charge  to  the  State  for  want 
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of  the  efficient  means  of  treatment.  That  bj  far  the  most  ex- 
pensive portion  of  the  plan  adopted  by  the  commissioners  is 
now  completed;  and  that  an  additional  expenditure  of  $40,000, 
at  the  outside,  will  build  the  west  wing,  and  thus  complete  the 
plan  adopted  by  the  commissioners,  nearly  doubling  the  prel^ent 
capacity  of  the  institution,  and  giving  accommodation  for  the 
treatment  of  at  least  one  hundred  and  fifty  paticuts. 

In  coQclusion,  we  beg  leave  to  suggest  tli^t  the  Hospital  is 
now  just  about  ready  for  the  reception  of  patients;  that  with- 
in  one  month  the  work  now  in  progress  will  be  finished,  and 
that  before  the  present  plan  is  condemned,  it  should  be  exam- 
ined by  competent  and  disinterested  parties,  who  are  so  emi- 
nent in  this  special  department  as  to  make  their  decision  con* 
elusive;  and  that  in  the  consideration  of  so  important  a  matter, 
all  prejudice  should  be  laid  aside,  and  all  personal  and  political 
considerations  disregarded.

The  memorial  of  the  undersigned,  John  B.  Vliet  and  Wm. 
Vliet,  respectfully  sheweth: 

That  your  memorialists  have  received  information  that  appli- 
cation has  been  made  to,  and  certain  measures  are  pending  be- 
fore your  honorable  body,  having  for  their  object,  the  repeal  of 
the  charter  of  the  Wisconsin  Iti^xr  Hydraulic  Company,  the 
removal  of  its  dam,  and  the. destruction  of  its  works. 

Your  memorialists  would  respectfully  remonstrate  against 
any  such  action  on  the  part  of  your  honorable  body,  or  any  act 
whereby  the  rights,  franchises,  and  privileges  of  the  company 
may  be  affected  or  their  property  destroyed;  and  while  protest- 
ing that  the  vested  rights  of  your  memorialists  cannot  be  affect- 
ed by  Legislative  acts,  beg,  respectfully,  to  submit  the  follow- 
ing reasons  why  such  action  should  not  be  had  by  the  Legisla- 
ture: 

The  undersigned  memorialist,  John  B.  Vliet,  formerly,  and 
from  the  organization  of  said  company,  until  the  20th  day  of 
April,  1858,  acted  as  president  and  general  agent  of  said  com- 
pany, and  as  such  president  and  general  agent,  he  made  sundry 
purchases  and  investments,  for  the  benefit  of  said  company,  in 
carrying  out  the  purposes  of  their  incorporation,  for  which  he 
gave  his  own  individual  obligations;  the  balance  of  which  obli- 
gations amounted,  on  the  20th  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1858,  to 
518,209  54  and  interest,  as  aforesaid,  and  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment of  the  various  sums  named  in  said  bond,  as  above  reci- 
ted, said  company  gave  your  memorialists  a  mortgage  on  their 
dam  erected  or  to  be  erected,  and  on  the  grounds  suited  to  the 
purpose  of  mills  and  machinery  connected  with  said  dam,  on 
each  side  of  the  Wisconsin  river. 

That  on  the  9th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1859,  your  memorial- 
ist, John  B.  Vliet,  assigned  to  your  memorialist,  William 
Vliet,  an  interest  in  said  bond  and  mortgage. 

Now  your  memorialist  first  named,  at  the  time  of  taking  this 
security,  considered  it  ample  for  the  security  of  said  obliga- 
tions on  the  part  of  said  company,  and  presumes  it  will  still  be 
if  they  are  not  deprived  of  their  rights  and  property. 

The  company  have  hitherto  utterly  neglected,  or  been  una- 
ble, to  pay  the  obligations  above  named,  either  that  due  in 
money  to  your  memorialists,  or  that  due  to  other  parties  hold- 
ing the  obligation  of  your  memorialist  John  B.  Vliet,  and 
damage  has  already  accrued  under  the  indemiuty  clause. of  said 
bond  to  the  amount  of  about  910,6u0;  and  your  memorialists 
have  good  reason  to  believe  that  no  part  of  the  payments 
named  in  said  bond  will  be  made  by  said  company,  but  that 
oollection  of  the  same  will  have  to  be  made  by  process  of  law. 
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Now  your  memorialists  would  respectfully  represent  that 
the  action  proposed  to  be  taken  by  your  honorable  body 
would  not  only  take  away  from  said  company  the  abil- 
ity to  pay  said  obligations,  but  would  utterly  destroy  the 
value  of  the  property  by  which  said  obligations  are  secured, 
and  any  action  of  your  honorable  body  interfering  with  the 
rights  of  property  and  franchises  of  said  company,  would  be  a 
great  damage  to  your  'memorialists;  and  although  your  memo- 
'  rialists  are  aware  that  private  property  cannot  be  taken  for 
public  uses  without  just  compensation,  nor  vested  rights  inter- 
fered with  by  legislative  act,  yet  they  feel  anxious  that  no  such 
action  should  be  taken  by  the  Legislature  as  to  give  rise  to 
those  perplexing  questions  which  such  a  state  of  things  would 
create. 

From  information  which  they  have  received,  they  are  satis- 
fied that  the  company  have  made  arrangements  by  which  the 
slide  at  the  dam  will  be  immediately  repaired  and  improved  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  afford  no  cause  of  complaint  whatever  on 
the  part  of  the  public;  and  in  addition,  that  the  con^pany, 
in  a  short' time,  will  be  able  to  effect  the  public  objects  of 
their  incorporation,  namely:  the  improvement  (jf  the  navi- 
gation of  the  Wisconsin  river,  and  the  cultivation  of  industrial 
interests  by  the  application  of  the  water  to  manufacturing 
purposes,  all  which  objects  would  be  defeated  by  an  act  of 
your  honorable  body,  repealing  the  act  of  corporation  and  des- 
troying the  work  already  accomplished  by  the  company. 

Your  memorialists  would  ask  it  to  be  borno  in  mind,  that 
financial  matters  have,  for  the  last  two  years,  been  in  a  state  of 
great  derangement,  and  capitalists  have  been  unwilling  to  in- 
vest their  money  in  any  enterprise  in  the  west,  however  cer- 
tain the  results  might  be,  and  this  company,  like  all  others, 
have  suffered  from  the  total  destruction  of  financial  confidence. 

This  state  of  thing,  however,  your  memorialits  are  certain, 
is  not  to  be  continued  long,  and  the  time  will  come,  and  as  they 
verily  believe,  soon,  that  the  persons  who  are  now  seeking  to 
destroy  this  corporation  and  its  works,  will  regret  that  they 
ever  made  any  such  movement. 

Your  memorialists  therefore  pray  your  honorable  body  to  re- 
ject all  applications  of  the  character  indicated,  which  may  have 
been  made  to  you  at  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature.

Have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  have  instructed 
me  to  make  the  following  report : 

Laws  regulating  the  use  of  money  have  prevailed  sinc«  the 
earliest  formation  of  governments.  Their  necessity  and  jus- 
tice, to  protect  the  poor  and  necessitous  from  becoming  too  easy 
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a  prey  to  the  biting  avarice  of  capitalists,  as  also  to  prevent 
the  wrong  and  injury  inflicted  upon. the  people  by  ruinous  rates 
of  interest,  have  been  advocated  by  the  wisest  statesmen  of  all 
enlightened  nations.  Experience  convinced  them  of  the  fact, 
that  unlimited  interest  leads  to  unlimited  oppression,  and  that 
the  extortion  of  the  creditor,  and  the  resistance  of  the  debtor, 
were  constantly  agitating  and  disturbing  the  public  peace. 
Many  distinguished  statesmen  contended  that  money  had  no 
intrinsic  value  beyond  its  own  specific  representation,  that  a 
dollar  should  represent  a  dollar,  and  no  more. 

Commerce  and  trade,  its  fluctuations  and  hazards,  however, 
soon  established  the  policy  of  all  enlightened  nations  to  regu- 
late and  restrain  the  rates  of  interest  by.  law.  And  the  only 
question  then  was  to  fix  a  price  for  the  use  of  money. 

Can  this  be  done  ?  Is  there  any  established  rule  to  guide 
legislative  judgment  in  this  respect  ? 

Your  committee  think  there  is,  and  believe  that  the  rate  of 
interest  which  nearest  corresponds  to  the  profits  of  invested 
capital,  should  be  the  general  guide  and  rule. 

Any  law  which  regulates  the  interest  of  money  above  the 
clear  average  profits  of  labor,  whether  it^be  merchandizing, 
farming  or  manufacturing,  produces  evil  results  to  society,  by 
depreciating  the  income  of  all  industrial  departments,  and  over- 
rewarding  capital. 

For  the  same  reason  a  law,  which  fixes  interest  below  the 
profits  of  labor,  tends  to  the  too  great  encouragement  of  labor, 
and  the  discouragement  of  capital. 

l^he  effect  of  this  is  to  sever  the  natural  and  intimate  rela- 
tions of  labor  and  capital.  The  greatest  good  of  society  is 
attained  when  these  combine  together,  and  when  the  rewards  of 
each  are  the  most  nearly  equal.  Labor  makes  but  poor  pro- 
gress without  the  aid  of  money,  and  yet  money  will  not  be  trust- 
ed to  the  hand  of  toil,  unless  the  profits  are  equal  to  its  use  in 
any  other  manner.  On  the  other  hand,  money  cannot  do  the 
good  it  is  designed  to  accomplish,  unless  it  is  combined  with 
the  industry  of  the  country.  By  our  observation  and  experi- 
ence your  committee  believe  that  the  profits  of  invested  capital 
in  farming,  in  which  the  largest  capital  of  the  people  of  this 
State  is  invested,  does  not  exceed  six  per  centum  per  annum  of 
clear  average  profits,  while  perhaps  the  profits  of  labor  invest- 
ed in  mercantile,  manufacturing,  mining  or  other  industrial  pur- 
suits, will  average  seven  per  centum.  Now,  no  proposition  can 
be  more  true  than  that  community  can  pay  no  greater  rate  of 
interest  for  the  capital  invested  in  their  pursuits,  than  the  nett 
profits  of  their  labor,  and  that  if  they  do,  it  must  sooner  or 
later  lead  to  inevitable  ruin. 
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Jherc  are  undoubted  isolated  instances  where  enorinous  rates 
of  interest  have  been  paid,  and  where  both  the  borrower  and 
lender  have  been  profited. 

Your  committee  believe  that  sudden  and  extreme  reforms  are 
unwise;  that  we  must  neither  stretch  or  amputate,  in  order  to 
make  our  institutions  *'fit  "  exactly  to  any  theory.  It  is  bet- 
ter to  follow  the  course  and  order  of  Providence,  and  suffer  our 
general  system  of  laws,  like  our  habits,  to  accommodate  itself 
slowly  to  our  necessities,  and  to  vary  only  with  the  gradual  and 
almost  imperceptible  progress  of  time  and  experience.  Our 
Banking  law  now  allows  banks  to  do  business  at  the  rate  of  10 
per  centum  of  interest,  and  your  committe  is  of  opinion  that 
said  law  cannot  be  changed  without  a  vote  of  the  people;  as  it 
is  a  constitutional  amendment,  voted  upon  by  the  people  of  this 
State.in  November,  A.  D»  1858,  as  per  an  act  passed  by  the 
Legislature,  and  approved  15th  May,  1858,  which  repeals  the 
clause  which  only  allowed  banks  7  per  centum  of  interest  after 
1st  January,  1860. 

Therefore  your  committee  recommend  only  a  small  change  of 
our  interest  law  at  present.  Many  of  our  best  political  econo- 
mists believe  that  money,  like  other  marketable  commodities, 
should  be  left  free  from  legislation  ;  that  the  law  of  supply  and 
demand  will  best  regulate  it.  The  error  they  commit  consists 
in  assuming  that  "  money  "  is  "  property."  Money  is  not 
property — it  is  the  creature  of  law.  Law  makes  it  the  adjuster 
of  the  value  of  property,  as  well  as  the  means  of  facilitating 
the  exchange  of  property. 

The  law  comes  between  you  and  your  neighbor,  and  forces 
you  to  discharge  his  claims  in  money. 

The  law  levies  taxes  on  you,  for  the  support  of  Government, 
and  compels  you  to  pay  the  same  with  money. 

Not  so  with  property.  You  cannot  use  it  to  satisfy  the  de- 
mands of  either  the  tax-gatherer  or  your  creditor.  You  may 
have  to  sacrifice  property  to  get  money,  as  the  law  compels 
you  to  have  that  species  of  property — the  only  property  to 
which  the  law  gives  that  power. 

Not  so  with  property  generally — if  one  specios  is  high,  you 
are  not  obliged  to  have  it — you  may  use  another  species  that 
may  answer  you  for  similar  purposes.  For  instance:  Should 
flour  be  too  high,  you  might  use  meal — coffee,  you  can  use  wheat 
— horses,  you  might  use  oxen  — and  so  on  with  any  species  of 
property.  You  can  use  the  one  which  would  be  the  easiest 
acquired  by  you. 

Place  both  upon  the  same  footing,  and  the  free  trade  policy 
may  be  correct.  Then  wheat  would  be  a  lawful  tender,  and 
the  tax-gatherer  and  creditor  could  not  convert  your  horse  into 
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money  under  the  hammer,  as  a  means  of  cancelling  their  de- 
mand, the  horse  itself  being  the  legal  means  of  discharging 
such  claims. 

Money  possesses  no  mysterious  power  over  other  products, 
but  it  has  a  legal  power  and  valuation.  The  fact  is  plainly 
demonstrated  by  the  great  increase  of  gold  and  silver,  which, 
if  it  was  like  other  products,  would  have  necessarily  decreased 
in  value. 

Our  State  being  an  inland  State,  must  of  necessity  have  a 
producing  community.  Our  wealth  consists  of  the  manifold 
products  of  the  soil,  the  manufacturing  of  lumber  from  our  ex- 
tensive forests,  and  the  different  mineral  ores  of  our  mines, 
while  commerce  is  but  a  small  item  of  our  resources. 

Our  prosperity  therefore  requires  a  policy,  which  will  confine 
as  mucn  as  possible  the  circulating  medium  or  money  to  the  le- 
gitimate purposes  of  its  creation.  Tlie  contest  is  one  of  capi- 
tal against  labor. 

We  therefore,  for  the  reasons  set  forth,  and  various  reasons 
not  mentioned,  report  back

Report  of  the  joint  standing  committee  on  printing,  relating 
to  the  contract  wiih  the  State  Printer,  and  the  conflicting  con- 
struction placed  on  said  contract: 

The  State  Printer  has  been  before  your  committee,  by  able 
council,  and  explained  and  enforced  by  very  ingenious  and 
plausible  arguments,  his  construction  of  the  contract.  On 
behalf  of  the  State,  the  Attorney  General,  the  State  Treasu- 
rer, and  the  Secretary  of  State,  have  been  before  your  com- 
mittee, and  placing  a  very  different  construction  upon  the  con- 
tract, have  enforced  their  views  with  arguments  equally  plaus- 
ible. 

^  The  difference  between  the  State  Printer  and  the  Commis- 
siohers  relates  to  the  c6n%truetion  of  the  contract,  and  arises 
upon  three  points,  two  of  which  are  very  material. 

The  State  Printer  claims  that  all  paper  used  for  pamphlets 
belonging  in  the  first  class,  should  come  under  the  head  of  '^ex- 
tra  incidental  work,"  and  be  reckoned  at  "cap  size,"  and  paid 
for  at  seventy-three  cents  per  quire.  Both  the  Printer  and  the 
Commissioners  agree  that  the  reports  of  the  State  officers  are 
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work  in  the  first  class.  But  the  Commissioners  contend  that 
the  paper  for  these,  and  all  other  pamphlets  in  the  first  class, 
should  be  considered  as  paper  for  "book  work/'  and  paid  for  at 
one-thousandth  of  a  cent  per  quire. 

In  support  of  his  views,  tBe  Printer  claims  that  when  he 
contracted  to  furnish  "  paper  for  use  in  book  work*'  at  one- 
thousandth  of  a  cent  per  quire,  he  obligated  himself  to  fur- 
nish only  paper  for  actual  use  in  book  work— paper  actually 
used  in  bound  volumes;  and  that  such  is  the  plain  and  obvi- 
ous meaning  of  his  contract;  that  he  is  under  no  obligation 
to  furnish  paper  at  that  price  for  any  other  than  actual  book 
work,  or  bound  volumes. 

.  He  also  claims  that  there  is  a  clear  and  distinct  difference 
between  paper  for  use  in  book  work,  and  paper  for  use  in  pamph- 
let work;  that  there  is  such  a  dissimilarity  between  book  and 
pamphlet  paper;  that  a  contract  to  furnish  the  first  will  not 
and  cannot  cover  a  contract  to  furnish  the  last. 

He  claims  also  that  the  paper  for  pamphlets  in  this  class 
comes  under  the  head  of  paper  for  extra  incidental  jobs;  and 
that  it  is  placed  there  by  the  fact  that  he  has  specimens  of  sim- 
ilar pamphlets  on  file  in  the  first  class,  and  labeled  "specimens 
of  paper  for  extra  incidental  jobs  in  the  first  class." 

By  inquiry  of  printers  and  book-binders,  your  committee 
find  that  by  bo«k  paper  is  generally  understood  a  better  article 
than  print  paper,  or  such  as  is  generally  used  in  pamphlets  or 
newspapers;  but  that  book  and  print  paper  are  frequently  used 
either  for  bdoks  or  pamphlets,  and  so  commonly^  that  paper- 
makers  could  not  tell,  if  an  order  were  made  upon  them  for 
book  paper,  what  kind  or  quality  was  meant;  nor  could  they  tell 
anything  about  the  quality  or  kind  of  paper  desired  on  receiv- 
ingan  order  for  print  paper. 

Does  the  contract  to  furnish  paper  for  use  in  book  work,  re- 
quire the  printer  to  furnish  paper  for  use  in  pamphlet  work  ? 
1  our  committee  is  of  the  opinion,  though  we  are  not  without 
some  doubt,  that  there  is  not  such  a  difference  between  book 
and  print  paper,  as  to  release  him. 

Under  his  contract  to  furnish  paper  for  book  work,  is  paper 
for  pamphlets  included  ;  The  law  specification,  and  bid  are 
as  follows  :  * 

Law — "  The  price  of  paper  per  quire  (18x24  inches) /or  tMe 
in  book  worJc.*^ 

Specification — "The  price  per  quire  for  book  work." 

Bid  or  contract — For  paper  per  quire  for  book  work,  one 
thousandth  of  a  cent. 

By  the  law  and  the  terms  of  the  contract,  the  law  and  the 
specifications  are  made  a  part  of  the  contract.     When,  there- 
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re,  the  language  of  the  law  is  "paper /or  me  in  book  workj*^ 
would  seem  clear  that  no  paper  could  be  included  except  such 
actually  enter  into  books.  Nor  does  it  matter  whether  such 
iper  would  be  tuitable  for  pamphlets  or  other  work.  He  only 
iitracts  to  furnish  paper  for  use  in— paper  actually  used 
^  book  work.  When,  therefore,  he  contracts  to  furnish  paper 
r  use  in  a  given  kind  of  work,  that  contract  cannot  bina  him 
furnish  paper  to  be  used  in  another  kind  of  work  because  it 
ij  be  fit  or  suitable  for  such  other  work. 
The  important  question  that  arises  here  is,:  Is  a  pamplet  a 
ok  ?  Is  pamphlet  work,  book  work?  Is  the  word  book  a 
Dcral  term,  embracing  pamphlets  ?  Upon  this  point  your 
mmittee  finds  a  wide  diference  of  opinion;  so  wide  that  we 
ink  it  very  uncertain  how  it  would  be  determined  in  a  suit  at 
w. 

But  the  specimens  of  pamphlets  of  proper  print  paper  are 
ed  in  the  first  class,  and  labeled,  "  specimens  of  paper  for 
[tra  incidental  jobs  in  the  first  class."  Does  this  fact,  as 
e  State  Printer  claims,  fix  all  paper  of  a  similar  kind  used 
e  first  class,  as  "paper  for  extra  incidental  jobs.  We  are 
»rly  of  the  opinion  that  it  does  not.  Extra  incidental  jobs 
the  first  class  can  embrace  only  such  jobs  as  are  not  ordina- 
ly  required  by  the  two  houses  while  in  session  ;  such  as  are 
dered  by  resolution  or  otherwise  ;  as  copies  of  reports  of 
immittees,  resolutions,  &c.,  for  the  printing  of  which,  no  pro- 
Bion  is  made,  either  by  law  or  standing  rule.  For  such  jobs 
e  printer  would  be  required  to  furnish  paper  similar  to  that 
his  filed  specimens,  and  at  seventy-three  cents  per  quire  as 
r  his  contract.  It  seems  to  us  a  very  forced  construction 
at  would  give  to  the  specimens  the  eflfect  of  carrying  into  the 
MB  of  extra  incidental  jobs,  paper' proper  for  incidental  jobs. 
But  it  has  been  urged  that  the  specifications  place  all  the 
per  of  the  first  class  in  three  items,  to- wit :  "  Paper  for  book 
>rk,  paper  for  bills,  and  paper  for  extra  incidental  jobs  ;" 
d  that  because  the  paper  for  pan.ph]ets  is  not  embraced  in  the 
st  two  items,  it  must  come  in  the  third.  We  are  not  con- 
need  that  this  reasoning  is  sound.  It  does  not  follow  that 
«anise  a  given  animal  is  neither  a  horse  nor  an  ox,  it  is  there- 
re  a  do^.  If  the  paper  for  pamphlets  is  not  embraced  in  the 
Ivertised  specifications,  your  committee  conclude  that  the 
kate  has  not  contracted  for  such  paper,  and  that  if  the  State 
rinter  has  furnished  such  paper,  ne  has  done  so  outside  of  his 
»ntract,  and  would  be  entitled  to  his  pay  for  it  on  the  quan 
m  meruit  scale.  And  we  are  strong!  v  inclined  to  the-opin" 
n  that  such  is  the  state  of  the  case  with  respect  to  this  part' 
the  present  contract. 
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The  State  Printer  claims  that  the  pamphlet  work  he  has  done 
in  the  third  class,  amounts  to  5110,482.  By  referring  to  the 
existing  printing  contract,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  commission- 
ers did  not  advertise  for  any  pamphlet  printing  in  the  third 
class.  They  only  advertised  for  blanks  and  blank  books.  The 
law  places  *'  the  printing  of  all  the  State  departments,  includ- 
ing blanks  and  blank  books,"  in  tlie  liiird  class.  The  language 
of  the  law  seems  clearly  to  contemplate  that  there  is  other 
printing  besides  blanks  and  blank  books  in  the  third  class.  Be- 
sides there  is  special  statuatory  provision  referring  the  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Instruction  to  have  the  school  law  printed, 
with  suitable  accompanying  forms  and  instrtictions.  This  is 
clearly  an  important  item  of  printing  of  one  of  the  departments. 
As  the  law  places  this  and  other  similar  kinds  of  printing  in 
the  third  class,  it  seems  unfortunate  that  the  commissioners 
failed  to  provide  for  it  by  suitable  specifications. 

The  State  Printer  has  on  file,  pairphlets  in  third  class  la- 
beled, "  specimens  of  medium  blanks  in  third  class."  He  in- 
sits  that  all  pamphlet  work  done  in  the  third  class,  is  by  such 
specimen  and  label,  under  the  contract  to  be  counted  as  medi- 
um blanks,  at  six  dollars  per  quire,  which  is  the  contract  price 
for  medium  blanks.  It  is  by  this  estimate  that  he  gets  the 
amount  above  named  for  pamphlet  work  in  the  third  class — 
fll0,482. 

But  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  all  work  done  in  the  third 
class,  except  for  blanks  and  blank  books,  is  outside  of  the  con- 
tract, and  that  the  contract  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  deter- 
mining the  price  at  which  it  should  be  paid. 

The  attorney  for  the  State  Printer  urged  with  much  plausi- 
bility, that  the  specimens  filed  and  labeled  as  they  are,  take 
the  place,  or  answer  instead  of  specifiddtions,  where  work  is  re- 
quired by  the  law  to  be  done,  for  which  the  commissioners  did 
not  specify.  The  argument  is,  that  the  law  is  a  part  of  the 
contract — that  the  law  requires  all  the  printing  for  the  State 
and  all  its  departments,  to  be  let  in  one  contract — that  the  prin- 
ter was  required  under  the  law  to  do  all  the  printing,  and  that 
where  the  commiRsioners  failed  to  make  the  necessary  specifi- 
cations, he  was  compelled  to  bid  for  it  by  a  labeled  specimen  ; 
that  under  those  circumstances,  if  he  so  bid,  and  the  commis- 
sioners accepted  it,  the  State  is  bound. 

There  cmu  probably  be  no  doubt  that  it  would  be  compe- 
tent for  private  individuals,  or  agents  for  general  purposes,  to 
contrnct  in  this  way.  But  the  commissioners  acted  under  a  law 
by  which  both  they  and  the  bidders  were  bound.  'J'hey  were 
agent^»,  therefore,  for  a  special  purpose,  and  the  precise  man- 
ner of  discharging  the  duties  of  the  agency  must  be  determined 
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f  tbe  law  QTidor  which  they  acted*  Did  the  law  authorize 
lem  to  receive^  or  the  bidders  to  make  huh  hj  specimens  f 
f  e  can  find  no  such  authoritj  ;  and  coiicluJe,  therefore,  that 
>r  the  want  of  it,  M  bids  by  specimens  arc  void  ab  initio. 

Of  coarse  this  concloBion  ia  based  on  the  supposition  that 
lie  law  in  regard  to  the  specifications  is  mandatory  ;  that  the 
iw  requires  the  contract  to  be  let  by  specificatiuns.  ' 

The  provision  in  regard  to  specifications  is  as  follows:     . 

Sec.  4.  **  Said  specifications  shall  embrace  the  style  of 
ich  class  of  work,  the  manner  of  arranginci;  the  same,  provid- 
ig  against  unnecessary  'leading'  or  *break  lines/  **  *  * 
Jso,  ''said  specifications  shall  be  drawn  up  in  plain  terms, 
ad  shall  clearly  set  forth  all  the  facts  and  directions,  which 
re  to  govern  the  State  Printer  in  the  performance  of  his 
uties.'* 

These  are  the  only  mandatory  provisions  in  regard  to  the 
pecifications.  Some  contend  that  they  only  refer  to  the  style 
nd  manner  of  doing  the  work,  an<l  are  to  be  regarded  asdirec- 
ions  in  this  respect;  that  they  do  not  refer  at  all  to  the  man- 
or of  Cf}ntraelifn/  for  the  different  kinds  of  work;  and  that,  in 
lis  respect,  the  commissi ooera  were  left  free  to  contract  and 
le  printers  to  bid  by  specimens.  Your  committee  are  by  no 
leans  cfrtain  that  on  this  point,  there  is  not  ri>om  for  doubt. 
Ind,  while  we  incline  to  the  opinion  before  expressed — that 
liere  was  no  competent  way  of  letting  the  contract,  except  by 
pecifications  under  tbe  laWj  we  are  not  without  fear  that  the 
rinter*8  construction  of  the  lav?  is  correct,  and  that  he  can  le- 
ally  hold  the  state  to  pay  for  pamphlets  belonging  to  the  third 
laes*  as  medium  blanks,  at  the  rate  of  six  dollars  per  quire. 

Your  comoiittee,  therefore,  find  themselvei  in  doubt,  as  to 
whether  there  is  any  existing  contract  to  furnish  paper  for 
amphlets  in  the  first  class.     And,  if  there  is  sutdi  a  contract —

?nt,  or  seventy- three  cents  per  qnire* 

Wo  are  of  the  opinion  that  thfre  is  no  existing'  contract  to 
0  any  painph!et  printing  in  the  third  class;  but  it  there  is, 
ach  work  must  bo  done  ai  medium  blanks,  at  six  dollars  per 
uire.  .  • 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  a  bill  was  passed  by 

large  niajority  of  both  houses,  to  construe  tli  ■  printing  con- 
ract,  which  w:is  d'^feated  by  the  Executnc  vetfj.  Subsequent- 
7,  a  joint  resolution  of  const*"ucti<in,  embracing  the  provisions 
i  the  above  bill,  passed  by  a  decisive  majoritv. 

The  objection  tsiken  to  tlie  bill  by  the  Governor,  was  that  it 
Ilowed  blanks  to  be  counted  by  the  quire  of  blanks  and  not  by 
be  quire  of  paper* 
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The  State  Printer  renews  his  offer  to  compromise  on  the 

feneral  basis  of  last  year's  bill.     He  proposes  to  modify  it, 
owever,  by  counting  blanks  by  the  quire  of  paper,  thus  avoid- 
ing the  objections  that  defeated  the  measure  one  year  ago. 

Whether,  under  all  the  circumstances,  such  a  compromise 
flhould  be  effected,  is  a  question  on  which  we  will  not  undertake 
to  advise. 

In  looking  over  the  bill  introduced  by  the  majority  of  the 
committee,  we  find  no  provision  for  requiring  the  Governor's 
Message  and  Accompanying  Documents  to  be  bound  in  proper 
form  and  paid  for  in  the  second  class,  where  thev  evidently  be- 
long.

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MESSAGE  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR. 


Madison,  Wis.,  March  7, 1860. 
Vo  thi  Honorable  the  Legislature : 

On  two  occasions  in  my  message  I  have  called  the  attention 
f  the  Legislature  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  militia  laws  of  tho 
State.  The  law  declares  that  "  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
iK)Yemor,  and  of  all  the  subordinate  officers  of  the  State,  to 
laintain  and  defend  its  sovereignty  and  jusisdiction." 

The  Constitution  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Governor  to  ^^take 
ire  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed." 

The  Governor  is  made,  by  the  Constitution,  *'oommander-in- 
hief  of  the  military  and  naval  powers  of  the  State." 

Section  4,  of  chapter  31,  of  the  Revised  Statutes  reads — 
The  Governor  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the  militia  of 
Ilia  State,  except  when  called  into  the  service  of  the  United 
ItateSy*'  <kc. 

Either  the  constitution  of  the  State  is  wrong,  or  the  statute 
9  wrong.  They  materially  disagree.  While  the  constitution 
lakes  the  Governor  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  militia,  the 
le^slature  must  direct  how  the  militia  is  to  be  used,  and  fur- 
iflh  the  means  for  support  while  in  service.  Underlthe  militia 
kWB  of  this  State,  the  power  of  the  Executive  over  the  militia 
9  confined  mostly  to  making  and  unmaking  military  offioens 
nd  organizations,  and  to  suppressing  riots.  The  entire  mili- 
iry  or^nization  is  wholly  inefficient,  and  the  authority  of  the 
Executive  wholly  inadequate  to  meet  any  contingency  where 
le  rights,  or  jurisdiction,  or  sovereignty  of  the  State  are  im- 
osed  upon  by  usurpation  or  aggression  from  without,  or  where 
ley  are  likely  to  suffer  from  insurrection  or  rebellion  from 
itnin.  Expenses  incurred  in  the  use  of  a  military  force  must 
e  paid  as  they  are  incurred.  I  shall  undertake  to  do,  in  all 
tses,  and  without  regard  to  consequences,  whatever  the  Le- 
islature  may  or  shall  constitutionally  authorize  or  require,  to 
le  full  extent  of  the  power  conferred  and  means  furnished  for 
le  performance  of  public  duties. 

I  deem  it  my  duty  to  again  call  the  attention  of  the  Legisla- 
ire  to  this  subject,  because  of  the  radical  defects  in  our  Mi- 
tia  Laws.

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

The  joint  standing  committee  on  Printing  have  had  under 
consideration 

No.  9,  S., 

And  have  instructed  me  to  report  that  said  bill  provides  for 
reducing  the  rates  for  publishing  th«  list  of  returned  lands, 
from,  twenty-five  cents,  to  fifteen  cents:  and  the  lists  on  which  the 
time  of  redemption  will  expire,  from  thirty  to  twenty  cents. 
It  has  once  passed  the  Senate.  The  vote  by  which  it  passed, 
was  reconsidered,  and  the  bill  then  recommitted  to  the  commit- 
tee on  Printing. 

The  present  rates  were  fixed  by  a  law  passed  at  the  last 
session  of  the  Legislature.  The  matter  was  at  that  time  fully 
discussed,  and  the  reasons  which  influenced  a  majority,  seem 
to  your  committee  conclusive  now. 

it  appears  from  the  remonstrances  against  the  proposed 
change  which  have  been  referred  to  us,  from  a  majority  of  the 

Erinters  and  publishers  of  the  State,  that  about  a  year  and  a 
alf  ago,  they  held  a  State  Convention  ;  that  they  carefully 
deliberated  upon  this  matter  ;  and  after  so  doing,  concluded 
that  the  rates  of  the  present  law  would,  under  all  the  circmm- 
Btances,  be  fair  and  just.  This  convention  embraced  as  hon- 
orable men  as  the  State  can  boast ;  men  who  are  quite  as  ready 
to  work  for  a  fair  compensation  as  any  other  class  ;  men  of 
whom  it  is  but  strict  justice  to  say,  that  they  have  done  at  least 
as  much  to  develop  the  resources  of  Wisconsin  as  any  others. 
Your  committee  believe,  and  think  all  observing  men  will  con* 
cur  with  them,  that  generally  their  reward  has  been  very  meagre; 
and  that  they  did  not  at  their  convention  intend  to,  nor  did 
they  in  fact,  agree  upon  a  list  of  prices  that  is  exorbitant.  So 
far  as  we  can  learn  none  dissented.  The  fact  that  the  highly 
honorable  men  who  were  members  of  that  convention,  agreed 
to  these  rates,  seems  to  your  committee  to  raise  a  strong  pre- 
sumption that  they  are  not  too  high,  and  should,  therefore,  not 
be  disturbed.  They  must  know  best  the  expences,  the  respon- 
sibilities and  the  hazards  incurred  in  the  publishing  business. 
Certainly  then  it  would  seem  that  their  estimates  should  be 
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a  as  correct  until  a  reason  for  discrediting  them  be  clearly 
anmistaekably  shown. 

Your  committee  know 
when,  nor  whej-e,  nor  by  whom.  No  complaint  has  reach- 
IS,  except  from  the  board  of  supervisors  qf  Rock  oottnty. 
[  that  does  not  set  out  a  single  fact  as  a  reason  for  the 
ige  they  ask. 

II  the  presumptions  therefore  seem  strongly  in  favor  of  let- 
the  law  remain  unchanged. 

be  attention  of  your  committee  has  been  called  to  the  rates 
red  in  other  states  for  the  spme  work;  and  they  find  that 
)  pays  thirty  cetits  for  each  description,  Michigan  pays 
y  cents  for  each  description,  and  we  are  informed  that  the 
9  allowed  by  law  in  Iowa,  is  about  the  same,  and  in  Illinois 
more.  We  are  unable  to  see  any  reason  why  the  rates  for 
same  kind  of  work  should  be  lower  in  Wisconsin  than  in 
ir  Western  States,  unless  it  be  that  our  printers  and  pub- 
ers  are  less  capable,  honest  and  honorable  than  their  broth- 
of  the  sister  States;  a  supposition  which  the  friends  of  the 
posed  change  would  of  course  indignantly  repel. 

III  concede  the  vast  importailce  of  th6  local  newspapers, — 
►d  policy  requires,  therefore,  that  they  be  sustained  by  eve- 
air  and  legitimate  means.  This  becomes  the  more  neces^ 
J  for  the  reason  that  our  population  is  generally  sparce,  and 
local  business  on  which  the  county  papers  have  to  rely, 
essary  small.     But  they  are  nevertheless  just  as  much  need- 

Of  course  they  must  charge  proportionally  higher  rates, 
therefore,  we  can  so  legislate,  without  wronging  any  one, 
0  throw  into  their  hands  a  liberal  advertizing  patronage,  it 
lid  seem  that  we  can  in  no  other  way,  so  well  subserve  the 
b  interests  of  the  State.  Who  then  is  to  be  injured  by  let- 
5  the  law  remain  unchanged  ? 

i\\  the  additional  charges  upon  returned  lands  are  to  the  tax 
er  in  the  nature  of  a  penalty.  The  twenty-five  per  cent. . 
rest  charged  upon  tax  certificates  is  purely  of  this  nature, 
h  a  rate  of  interest  in  itself  considered,  would  be  outrage- 
jr  usurious.  How  is  it  to  be  justified  ?  Only  by  regard- 
it  as  a  penalty.  The  fees  of  the  treasurer  and  of  the  clerk 
the  board,  as  well  as  the  twenty-five  per  cent,  interest,  and 
charges  for  advertising,  are  all  penalty;  and  an  onerous  one 
ihe  unlucky  man  who  has  finally  to  pay  the  aggregate 
3imt.  But  all  States  find  it  necessary  to  impose  a  penalty 
m  the  rich  and  poor,  citizen  or  non-resident,  who  fails  at  a 
scribed  time,  to  pay  his  tax.  This  of  course  should  not  be 
rbitant. 
Lnd  do  the  clerk's  fees,  treasurer's  fees,  printer's  fees,  uid 
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twenty-five  per  cent,  interest,  make  too  large  a  sum  ?  If  so, 
obviously  a  reduction  should  be  made.  Grant  that  they  do, 
and  it  by  no  means  follows  that  the  printer's  fees  should  be 
out  down. 

Probably  none  desire  any  reduction  in  the  fees  of  the  couoty 
officers,  and  yet,  but  a  moment's  thought  is  needed  to  see  that, 
in  proportion  to  the  work  actually  done,  their  fees  are  higher 
than  tne  pinter's.  If  the  amount  done  is  to  determine  the 
matter,  it  would  seem  very  inconsistent  for  the  Legislature  to 
strike  down  one  and  leave  the  other  untouched. 

But  still,  assuming  that  a  reduction  must  be  made,  on  which 
shall  it  be — the  interest,  or  the  price  of  advertising  ?  As  be- 
fore remarked,  good  policy  should  govern  in  answering  this 
question. 

What  good  results  from  the  twenty -five  per  cent,  interest  ? 
One,  and  only  one.  It  induces  men  to  pay  their  taxes.  All 
the  other  results  are  evil,  and  only  evil.  It  enables  a  set  of 
leeches  to  fatten  upon  those  who  hold  tax  certificates,  and  must, 
as  generally  the  case,  realize  upon  them.  These  men  fatten 
unon  their  twenty-five  per  cent,  and  are  protected  by  our  laws, 
wnen  according  to  our  general  policy,  they  should  be  regarded 
as  extortioners,  and  be  compelled  to  lose  both  principal  and  in- 
terest. It  helps  them,  in  a  legal  way,  to  ^^  grind  tne  face  of 
the  poor." 

If,  therefore,  the  penalty,  as  a  whole,  is  too  high,  in  what 
better  way  can  we  discourage  this  sharking  than  by  reducing 
the  rate  of  interest  ?  The  Legislature,  last  year,  passed  a  very 
stringent  usury  law,  and  were  urged  to  cut  down  the  rate  of 
interest  still  lower.  How  obvious^  would  a  law  reducing  the 
rates  of  interest  on  tax  certificates,  harmonize  with  such  legis- 
lation. 

But  what  would  be  the  practical  effect  should  the  bill  under 
consideration  be  come  a  law  ?  The  twenty-five  per  centers, 
who  subsist  upon  the  life-blood  of  other,  are  all  allowed  to  go 
on  undisturbed,  and  practically  encouraged  ;  while  the  publish- 
ers of  newspapers  are  cut  down,  some  embarrassed,  some  im- 
poverished, some  ruined.  It  is  not  at  all  presumeablc  that  the 
friends  of  this  bill  intend  bjhj  thing  of  .this  kind;  but  the  prac- 
tical effect  must  be  to  help  on  the  extortioners,  and  to  break 
down  the  publishers,  should  it  become  a  law.  This,  it  seems 
to  your  committee,  would  be  a  wretcted  policy,  which  we  can- 
not too  strongly  urge  the  Legislature  to  avoid. 

It  has  been  insisted  that  in  order  to  decide  upon  this 
matter  correctly,  we  must  determine  the  cost  and  worth  of  the 
work  done.  This  seems  to  your  committee  an  incorrect  view 
if  it  is  understood  that  the  publishers  should  be  allowed  only 
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enough  to  pay  actual  expenses,  and  seven  or  ten  per  cent, 
profits  on  the  money  invested  in  those  particular  joBs. 

The  physician  who  settles  in  a^  given  locality,  must  regulate 
his  charges,  to  a  considerable  extent,  in  view  of  the  business  it 
will  afford,  the  cost  of  living,  (fcc,  so  that  after  paying  all  ex- 
penses a  reasonable  profit  will  be  realised. 

Most  of  our  county  oflEicers  are  paid  by  fees.  These  are  de- 
signed to  be  regulated  so  as  to  pay  them  such  a  compensation 
as  will  command  the  services  ^of  trustworthy  and  capable  men. 
They  are  fixed  by  ascertaining,  as  near  as  may  be,  what  the 
amount  of  business  will  be  in  the  counties  generally,  avoiding 
those  in  which  it  will  be  very  large  on  the  one  hand  and  very 
small  on  the  other. 

The  local  newspaper  should  stand  on  the  same  footing.  It  is 
quite  as  necessary  as  the  jphysician,  and  almost  as  indespensi- 
ble  in  all  organized  counties,  as  county  oflSces  and  officers. — 
In  regulating  the  fees  for  advertising,  therefore,  the  Legislature 
should  consider  what  rates  will  be  required  in  a  large  majority 
of  the  counties  to  pay  the  publishers  well,  and  thereby  give  to 
all  the  counties,  fully  organized,  ably  conducted  newspapers. — 
The  d§image  to  the  State  of  sickly,  half-starved,  poorly  con- 
ducted papers,  would  be  worse  than  the  general  prevalence  of 
quack  doctors,  or  incompetent  county  officers. 

If  this  view  is  correct,  the  fees  now  fixed  by  law  should  not 
be  changed*  unless  they  more  than  make  up,  with  other  patron- 
age, a  sufficient  amount  to  well  sustain  the  local  press.  Tour 
committee  are  well  satisfied  that  in  most  of  the  counties  of  the 
State,  with  the  present  rates,  the  business  of  publishing  news- 
papers will  be  no  better  than  other  kinds  of  business,  equally 
hazardous,  responsible,  expensive,  and  requiring  an  investment 
of  the  same  amount  of  capital ;  and  that  if  they  are  lowered^ 
the  result  will  be  that  our  county  press  will  generally  go  into 
the  hands  of  incompetent  men,  a  perhaps  worse  than  useless 
literature  be  foisted  upon  the  people,  and  the  State  greatly  suf- 
fer. 

Your  committee  again  report  that,  in  their  opinion,  it  is  em- 
inently proper  so  to  legislate  as  to  foster  such  institutions  as 
most  benefit  the  State,  always  being  careful,  of  course,  net  to^ 
sacrifice  private  rights.  None  deny  the  right  to  impose  penal- 
ties for  the  non-payment  of  taxes  ;  who,  then,  can  with  greater 
propriety,  receive  the  benefit  of  those  penalties  than  the  print- 
er ?  He  is  needed  in  every  county.  No  county  can  get  along 
"respectably  without  him.  The  county  newspaper  is  a  home  in- 
stitution. It  is  a  medium  of  communication  between  neigh- 
bors— a  sort  of  familiar  voice  by  which  they  speak  to  each 
other,  and  communicate  among  themselves  a  knowledge  of  their 
66 
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home  interests.  They  learn  from  it  whom  they  shall  emt.^ 
to  doctor  them  when  they  aVe  sick;  what  lawyer  will  most  like- 
ly succeed  in  getting  them  into  and  keeping  them  out  of  limbo; 
who  has  got  married,  and  who  has  died;  where  they  can  get  the 
most  for  their  produce,  and  where  they  can  buy  the  cheapest 
goods;  and,  not  of  the  least  importance,  who  will  make  for 
them  the  best  officers.  When  such  is  its  mission,  what  more 
just  and  wise  than  to  foster  it  by  every  legitimate  means  ?  — 
And  what  more  legitimate  than  to  allow  it  io  share  bountifully 
in  the  penalties  imposed  for  thcTion-payment  of  taxes  ?  The 
land  he  advertises  has  generally  been  much  enhanced  in  value 
by  his  labors.  It  has  been  an  especial  part  of  his  mission  to 
proclaim  the  local  advantages  of  his  county,  and  by  so  doing 
add  vastly  to  the  value  of  the  unoccupied  lands,  which  are  al- 
most universally  the  only  lands  returned.  There  would  seem 
to  be  the  greatest  propriety  and  Justice  in  compelling  the  own- 
era  of  such  lands  to  pay  liberally  in  this  way,  and  thereby  ren- 
der some  compensation  for  the  benefit  they  have  received. 

For  these,  among  other  reasons,  I  am  instructed  to  report  the 
bill  back,  and  recommend  that  it  be  indefinitely  postponed.

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The  joint  committee  on  Printing,  to  whom  tho  subject  inat- 
ter,of  public  printing  was  referred,  respectfully  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

That  a  great  share  of  the  time  of  your  committee  for  some 
five  weeks,  has  been  devoted  to  a  thorough  examination  of  this 
subject.  They  have  heard  arguments  by  two  of  the  commis- 
sioners,  by  the  contractor  and  his  counsel — both  orally  and  in 
writing — have  received  depositions  as  to  facts  ;  examined  the 
law,  the  specifications,  the  contract,  the  bid,  and  the  specimens 
for  themselves,  and  the  conclusion  of  the  whole  matter»is,  that 
the  only  questions  involved  in  the  dispute,  are  questions  of  law 
and  not  of  facty  or  any  point  requiring  the  skill  of  a  printer  to 
determine. 

The  first  question  to  be  settled  is,  are  the  specimens  an  im- 
portant part  of  the  countract?  By  section  5  of  the  printing 
act,  a  majority  of  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion,  that  the 
specimens  are  an  essential  portion  of  the  contract,  inasmuch  as 
the  law  declares  they  are  to  be  the  '^standard  criterion  for  do- 
ing all  work,  and  the  guide  for  auditing  all  accounts  under  the 
contract."    * 

The  point  in  issue  in  the  first  class  is:  under  which  item  of 
paper  in  said  class,  are  the  reports,  and  paper  for  incidental 
work  to  be  audited  and  paid  for*  There  are  two^  and  ojily  two^ 
items  of  paper  mentioned  in  that  class.  The  first  is  for  book 
paper,  clearly  defined  by  the  law  and  specifications,  in  size, 
weight,  and  quality.  The  second  is  for  '*bill  paper,  cap  size, 
and  such  other  incidental  jobs  as  may  be  required.'*  It  is  ad- 
mitted and  proven  by  sundry  aflSdavits,  as  well  as  by  the  qual- 
ity of  the  paper  in  tlie  specimens  themselves,  that  the  paper  in 
said  specimens  is  not  book  paper.  The  contractor  contends 
that  the  State  could  not  require  of  him  to  use  book  paper  for 
such  work  as  is  indicated  by  the  specimens  in  the  first  class, 
and  your  committee  are  not  aware  that  it  has  been  contended 
he  could  be  compelled  to  furnish  that  quality  of  paper  under 
his  bid.  And  the  question  then  arises,  can  the  State  insist  on 
the  right  to  pay  for  the  paper  used,  of  a  quality  like  the  speci- 
mens under  the  price  bid  opposite  the  item  of  book  paper  ? 
The  majority  of  yotir  committee  are  clearly  of  the  opinion  that 
such  a  construction  would  be  unjtist,  and  would  not  stand  the 
test  of  judicial  scrutiny. 

The  next  question  is,  what  size  of  paper  is  required,  other 
than  for  bill  paper  in  the  second  item  of  paper,  in  the  first 
class  ?  There  is  a  size  mentioned  in  that  connection,  and  only 
one  size,  and  that  is  cap  size,  or  a  size  capable  of  admitting 
eight  pages  of  matter.  As  the  law  and  the  specifications  un- 
dertake to  fix  a  size,  it  is  fair  to  presume,  aside  from  the  gram- 
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atical  construction  of  the  sentence,  that  the  size  was  intended 
to  be  fixed  for  all  the  paper  to  be  furnished  under  that  item, 
and  that  is  either  cap  size,  or  no  size  is  fixed,  and  the  con- 
tractor is  as  much  at  liberty  to  insist  on  a  smaller  size,  as  the 
State  is  on  a  larger  size.  The  majority  of  your  committee, 
then,  are  of  the  opinion,  that  the  size  of  paper  in  the  second 
item  in  the  first  class,  is  fixed  at  cap  size  by  the  terms  of 
the  contract,  and  this  disposes  of  all  the  controverted  points 
in  that  class — as  no  controversy  has  arisen,  as  to  what  work 
belongs*  in  that  class  ;  both  parties  also  agree  that  the  spe- 
cimens, all  through,  are  standards  of  the  quality  of  the 
work  and  materials. 

As  the  contractor  claims  nothing  for  all  the  work  done  in  the 
second  class,  no  controversy  has  arisen  in  reference  to  any 
construction  in  that  class,  and  your  committee  have  nothing  to 
offer,  except  on  controverted  points. 

The  next  question  presented,  is  whether  the  blanki  in  the 
3d  class,  are  to  be^  counted  strictly  as  "  blanks  per  quire,"  or 
whether  the  paper  and  size  of  paper,  on  which  th^are  printed 
is  to  be  the  standard  of  count.  This  is  purely  a  question  of 
law,  and  is  to  be  determined  by  the  phraseology  of  the  law  and 
the  contract,  A  plausible  reason  might  be  presented  on  both 
sides;  and  many  ingenious  arguments  have  been  presented.  It 
is  a  new  (question,  and  perhaps  could  only  be  settled  by  actual 
adjudication — a  majority  of  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion 
the  claim  set  up  by  the  contractor  is  not  without  foundation, 
but  they  refrain  from  giving  an  unqualified  opinion,  for  the 
reason  tney  do  not  wish  to  settle  points  where  reasonable  doubts 
are  involved.  They  are  informed,  however,  by  the  contractor, 
that  the  bills  have  oeen  mostly  audited  as  contended  for  by  the 
commissioners,  but  that  the  whole  difference  for  the  year  1859, 
amounts  to  only  about  $1,000. 

As  regards  the  charge  for  advertizing,  the  subject  has  not 
been  alluded  to  by  other  than  the  contractor  and  his  counsel, 
in  any  discussion  before  us.  A  majority  of  your  committee 
consiaer  the  matter  settled  so  far  as  tne  amount  audited  goes, 
bv  the  late  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court.  The  contractor 
claims,  by  the  legal  interpret^ion  of  his  contract,  and  by  sec- 
tions 57,  58  and  63,  of  chapter  133,  Revised  Statutes,  that  he 
is  entitled  to  charge  a  full  lolio  for  each  description  of  land  ad- 
vertised ;  but  this  would  depend  upon  the  fact  whether  a  court 
"would  determine  each  tract  of  land  advertised,  a  separate  ad- 
vertisement. If  such  should  be  the  determined  fact  and  law, 
then  under  section  19,  of  the  printing  law,  the  contractor  would 
be  entitled  to  charge  full  legal  rates  for  each  folio,  and  count 
each  tract  as  a  folio.     This  would  give  the  contractor  over 
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1136,000  more  than  he  would  realize,  on  this  item  alone,  under 
his  proposition.  As  this  is  a  point  involving  nice  distinctions 
of  law,  your  committee  do  not  feel  justified  in  even  giving  an 
opinion,  but  will  state  that  the  facts  and  the  law  on  this  point  go 
far  in  determining  their  action  in  the  recommendation  herewith 
submitted. 

The  only  remaining  point  of  difference  that  has  come  to  the 
notice  of  your  committee,  is  in  reference  to  the  claim  of  the 
contractor  to  charge  for  pamphlet  work  in  the  8d  class,  at  the 
price  bid  for  medium  blanks  in  the  3d  class.  The  only  legal 
argument  presented  against  this  claim,  is  that  such  work  was 
not  embraced  in  the  bid.  A  majority  of  your  committee  en- 
tertain no  doubt  that  such  work  is  embraced  in  the  contract,  and 
without  going  into  a  legal  disquisition  on  the  subject,  would  re- 
fer to  the  written  opinion  of  Mr.  Abbott,  and  claim  for  it  such 
weight  as  it  may  deserve. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  would  state,  that  as  there  is 
a  difference  of  some  $125,000,  for  the  work  for  1859,  between 
the  construction  put  upon  the  contract  by  the  assignee  and  his 
counsel,  and  the  proposition  submitted  by  him  to  the  Senate  on 
the  —  inst.,  and  in  view  of  all  the  facts,  the  law  and  the  con- 
tract, as  it  appears  to  your. committee,  from  the  patient  inves^ 
tigation  they  have  given  to  the  subject ;  without  attempting  to 
judicially  determine  the  points  in  controversey,  (which  they 
could  not,  if  they  would,)  a  majority  of  your  committee  feel  as 
though  they  could  not  properly  discharge  their  duty  without 
presenting  some  plan  of  settlement  of  this  ever  vexed  question. 
Your  committee  can  see  no  just  ground  to  censure,  either  the 
commissioners  or  the  contractor — that  no  blame  is  justly 
chargeable  to  either,  but  they  verily  believe  that  the  source  of 
all  these  iritating  printing  controversies,  is  the  system  itself, 
under  which  the  contract  was  let,  and  which  is  no  doubt  wrong, 
and  the  cause  of  all  the  mischief.  Your  committee  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  law  under  which  the  printing  contract  was  let, 
ought  to  be  so  amended  as  to  establish  maximum  prices  for  ex- 
ecuting the  public  printing  and  furnishing  materials  for  the 
same,  and  award  the  contract  to  the  bidder  who  offers  to  deduct 
the  greatest  discount  ^ro  rata  from  such  established  list  of 
prices. 

Without  going  furtheninto  the  details  of  the  matters  above 
alluded  to,  the  majority  of  your*  committee  refer  the  Senate 
and  Assembly  to  the  facts  and  arguments  herewith  submitted, 
and  recommend  the  passage  of  the  bill

It  is  conceded  by  all  parties,  that  the  blanks,  for  which 
the  Legislature  is  asked  to  pay,  were  ordered  without  authority 
of  law.  Mr.  Jones,  ii^ho  was  then  Secretary  of  State,  and 
ma^e  the  order,  so  states  before  your  committee.  He  justifies 
himself  on  the  ground  that  the  time  was  so  short  between  the 
passage  of  the  law  making  the  use  of  such  blanks  necessary,  and 
that  at  which  they  would  be  needed,  that  it  would  be  nearly  im- 
possible for  the  clerks  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  several 
counties  to  furnish  them  in  the  manner  the  law  contemplated. 
Mr.  Jones  also  states,  and  this  is  conceded  by  Mr.  Calkins,  who 
was  then  the  State  Printer,  that  he  stated  that  the  law  did  not 
authorize  him  to  make  any  such  order,  and  that  if  he  (the 
Printer)  did  the  work,  he  must  do  it  as  .cheap  as  it  could  be 
done  in  the  several  counties. 

This,  then,  was  a  job  ordered  without  the  authority  of  law, 
of  which  the  Printer  had  notice;  and  he  virtually  agreed  that 
the  transaction  should  stand  outside  of  his  contract,  by  stipula- 
ting that  he  would  do  the  work  as  cheaply  as  it  could  be  done 
in  the  counties. 

It  is  true  that  the  Printer  stated,  after  the  nature  of  the 
transaction  was  fully  explained  to  him,  that  he  would  not  do 
the  work,  unless  the  Secretary  of  State  would  order  it  done; 
and  he  claims  that  this  binds  the  State  and  puts  him  in  the  po- 
sition he  would  occupy  had  he  never  been  placed  on  his  guard 
— had  the  want  of  authority  on  the  part  of  the  Secretary  of 
State  to  contract  for  the  work,  never  been  brought  to  his  no- 
tice. 

But  this  seems  to  your  committee  preposterous.  '  It  is  a  mat- 
ter of  the  most  common  notoriety,  that  an  agent  can niever  bind 
his  principal  when  he  exceeds  his  authority;  and  that  all  must 
know  the  extent  of  that  authority  or  do  businefls  with  him  at 
their  peril,  should  he  overstep  his  limits.  But  when  an  agent 
says:  "  I  want  a  given  job  ot  work  done,  but  I  have  no  author- 
ity to  contract  for  it,'*  and  is  answered — **  I  will  do  the  work, 
but  only  on  c6ndition  that  yon  do  contract  for  it  as  agent;" 
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nothing  peed  be  said  to  show  the  absurdity  of  attempting  to 
hold  the  principal  bound  by  such  an  engagement. 

And,  in  such  a  transaction,  can  an  equitable  claim  arise? 
When  an  agreement  is  entered  into  with  an  agent  to  do  that 
which  all  know  he  is  totally  without  authority  to  contract  for, 
strong  presumption  is,  that  they  are  making  an  effort  to  wrong 
the  principal, 'and  should  therefore  be  treated  as  wrong-doers. 
It  is  a  familiar  maxim  that  '*  they  who  ask  equity  must  do 
equity.*' 

We  are  told  by  Mr.  Jones  that  he  made  this  order  for  the 
accommodation  of  counties  that  could  not  well  supply  them- 
selves otherwise.  That  he  had  a  perfect  right,  on  his  own  in- 
dividtial  responaibility^  to  make  or  purchase  'blanks,  and  sell 
them  to  counties  or  individuals,  certainly  none  will  deny. — 
That  the  several  counties  had  a  right  to  purchase  them  of  him, 
is  equally  clear.  And  it  seems  evident  to  your  committee  that 
it  can  be  no  other  than  an  individual  transaction  with  which  the 
State  has  has  nothing  to  do,  and  ought  not  to  interfere.  If  the 
account  of  it  has  gone  upon  the  books  in  the  Secretary's  office, 
it  makes  no  difference.  It  has  no  legal  right  there  any  more 
than  would  an  account  with  the  Secretary's  grocery-man  have, 
and  can  no  more  bind  the  State. 

Why  does  hot  Mr.  Jones  go  to  the  counties  that  have  taken 
and  used  these  blanks,  for  his  pay?  Simply  because  it  would 
be  attended  with  trouble  and  expense.  But  your  committee 
does  not  understand  it  to  be  the  duty  of  the  Legislature  to  as- 
sume individual  debts,  because  they  may  not  be  good,  or  be- 
cause it  may  be  inconvenient  and  expensive  to  collect  them. 

But  it  is  claimed  that  the  counties  receiving  and  using  the 
blanks  were  notified  that  they  would  be  charged  to  them  by  the 
State,  and  that  the  pay  for  them  would  become  a  debt  in  favor 
of  the  State,  and  against  the  respective  counties.  The  evident 
answer  to  this  is,  that,  as  the  whole  transaction  was  without  the 
authority  of  la;7,  the  Secretary  had  no  right  nor  power  to  bind 
the  State  by  any  such  transaction.  This  notice  to  the  counties 
is  therefore  absolutely  void.  He  has  not,  because  he  could  not^ 
without  authority  of  law,  created  a  debt  in  favor  of  the  State, 
and  against  the  counties. 

In  short,  this  seems  to  your  committee  to  be  purely  an  indi- 
vidual transaction  between  Mr.  Jones  and  the  printers  who  fur- 
nished the  blanks,  and  the  counties  receiving  and  using  them/ 
in  which  the  State  has  no  concern,  and  with  which  it  ought 
not  to  interfere.

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Report  of  Joint  Committee  on  State  Prison. 

As  instructed,  your  Committee  visited  the  State  Prison  at 
WaupuD,  and  gave  to  its  general  management,  condition  and 
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needs  such  degree  of  attention  as  their  Umited  time  permitted; 
and  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 

An  examination  of  the  Commissioner's  books  and  vouchers 
convinced  your  committee  of  the  correctness  of  detailed  expen- 
ditures, as  set  forth  in  the  Commissioner's  last  report.  The 
books  .were  well  kept,  and  in  the  main  the  expenditures  seem  to 
have  been  judiciously  applied  to  the  furtherance  of  the  objects 
contemplated  in  the  appropriations  of  last  year.  It  is  a  sub- 
ject of  congratulation  that  so  much  of  the  wall,  for  enclosing 
the  prison  grounds,  is  completed ;  and  the  propriety  of  push- 
ing forward  the  work  to  its  earliest  practicable  completion  can- 
n'^t  be  doubted;  as,  when  finished,  the  prison  force  may  be 
materially  lessened. 

The  want  of  ^hop-room  strongly  suggests  the  importance  of 
erecting  an ^ ample  stone  shop,  during  the  present  year,  if  suf- 
ficient convict  force  can  be  reasonably  spared,  from  other  occu- 
pations, for  such  purpose.  It  is  believed  by  your  committee 
that  no  further  work  should  be  done,  at  present,  with  a  view  to 
the  future  building  of  the  north  wing  of  the  prison.  There 
seems  no  pressing  need  for  such  wing,  and  the  opinion  of  the 
committee  is  unqualified,  that  true  economy  for  the  State  will 
imperat'vely  require  the  locating  of  our  main  prison  at  a  more 
eligible  point  than  Waupun. 

Good  policy  dictates  suth  expenditures  only  at  that  point, 
as  may  be  required  to  render  the  prison  as  safe,  unexpensive 
and  remunerative  as  its  increased  prison  capacity  will  admit; 
with  the  view  of  ultimately  providing  a  more  suitable  location 
for  the  future  prison  wants  of  the  State.  We  are,  therefore, 
of  the  opinion  that  the  construction  of  the  prison  sewer  should 
not  be  entered  upon. 

It  is  deemed  a  matter  of  doubt  whether  as  much  team-hire  as 
IS  shown  in  the  Commissioner's  last  Report,  is  absolutely  neces- 
sary to  meet  the  prison  wants  in  that  respect;  and  it  is  therefore 
recommended  that  the  State  Prison  Commissioner  be  directed 
to  purchase  one  good  two-horse  team,  harness  and  wagon  for  the 
State,  to  be  used  for  prison  work  exclusively;  with  the  further  re- 
commendation that  such  other  or  additional  team-hire  as  may 
in  the  judgment  of  the  commissioner,  be  necessary,  the  com- 
missioner shall  obtain  by  contract — giving  the  service  to  the 
lowest  bidder  :  Provided^  That  not  more  than  two  dollars  and 
fifty  cents  per  day,  shall  be  allowed  for  the  hire  of  a  team  of 
horses,  with  driver  ;  nor  more  than  one  dollar  per  day  for  the 
hire  of  an  ox  team. 

It  is  thought  appropriate,  if  not  absolutely  necessary,  that 
the  employees  of  the  prison,  board  at  the  prison  ;  and  it  is 
therefore  advised  that  the  commissioner  use  his  best  discretion 
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as  to  whether  any  of  such  emplojees  be  permitted   to  board 
elsewhere. 

The  policy  of  charging  a  gate  fee^  of  twenty-five  cents  to 
each  visitor — at  the  discretion  of  the  commissioner — is  deemed 
sound  ;  and  it  is  recommended  that  in  consideration  of  such 
admissions,  imposing  aiditionnl  !ub  >r  and  responsibility  upom 
the  commissioner,  he  be  permitted  to  appropriate  the  fee,  in  * 
compensation  for  the  extra  service. 

Not  unfrequently,  convicts  hare  small  sums  of  money,  or 
other  valuables,  when  receive  at  the  prison,  which  they  may  de- 
sire to  bestow  upon  their  families  or  friends.  This  cannot  now 
be  done  without  a  permit  from  the  judge  of  Dodge  county.  No 
good  reason  has  been  beared  whv  this  condition  should  obtain, 
and  your  committee  believe  the  discretion  of  the  commissioner 
would  meet  this  case  as  well,  and  more  directly — requiring  the 
receipt  of  the  recipient,  as  the  commissioner's  voucher. 

As — (see  Commissioner's  last  report)— something  more  than 
twelve  hundred  dollars  will  be  due  from  the  General  Govern- 
ment, for  keeping  United  States  prisoners,  for  the  year  1860, 
it  is  thought  advisable  that  such  legislative  action  be  had  as 
will  enable  the  Commissioner  to  command  the  use  of  such  mo- 
ney, as  soon  as  paid  to  the  State;  either  by  his  recti ving  it 
directly,  or  by  his  drawing  it  from  the  Treasury,  upon  the  aud- 
iting of  his  order  by  the  Secretary  qf  State. 

In  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  the  law  should  be  so 
amended  as  to  leave  the  solitary  confinement  of  prisoners, 
mainly  to  tne  discretion  of  the  Commissioner  and  his  deputy. 
It  can  subserve  no  good  purpose,  other  than  as  a  correction  of  , 
bad  conduct  in  the  prisoner;  and  therefore  such  contluct  should 
indicate  the  measure  of  it,  as  it  affords  the  necessity. 

In  this  connection  it  seems  appropriate  to  direct  y«>ur  atten- 
tion to  the  recommendiitiou  of  Commissioner  McGraw,  regard- 
ing the  good  conduct  'S  prisoners  making  a  reduction  of  their 
term  of  sentence.  It  is  believed  that  the  practical  adoption  of 
such  a  measure  woul<l  prove  most  salutary,  as  thereby  a  pow- 
erful motive  would  be  aiforded  to  the  convicts,  continually 
stimulating  to  good  conduct. 

The  attention  of  the  Legislature  is  again  called  to  the  fact, 
that  the  south  line  of  the  prison  ground  is  but  a  few  fiet  from 
the  south  end  of  the  prison  wing.  In  the  judgment  ol  your 
committee,  the  State  Prison  commissioners  should  bu  clothed 
with  the  discretion  of  exchanging  grounds  owned  by  the  State, 
north  of  the  prison,  for  an  equivalent  portion  of  landatlj  »ining 
the  south  line  of  the  prison  grounds,  or  to  purchase  a  sufficient 
portion  of  land  to  obviate  the  difficulty  herein  sug^^estcfl.

kept  in  vi&w  in  making  appropriations  for  the  present  year. — 
From  the  fullest  investigation  of  the  needs  of  the  prison,  which 
your  committee  have  been  able  to  make^  it  is  thought  that  a& 
appropriation  of  $30,000  will  be  necessary  to  pay  indebtedness 
and  meet  the  various  expenses  of  the  prison  for  the  current 
year,  exclusive  of  the  money  paid  by,  and.  to  be  due  from  the 
general  government  for  the  year  1860.  To  meet  the  various 
recommendations  of  this  report,  bills  are  herewith  introduced 
and  their  passage  recommended.

Section  27,  of  chapter  133,  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  pro- 
vides in  substance  that  when  prosecutiins  for  violating  any  law 
of  this  State  shall  fail,  or  the  defendant  shall  escape,  or  be  un- 
able to  pay  the  fees,  the  fees  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  county 
treasury. 

Under  this  provision,  the  uniform  practice  has  Ween  for  each 
county  to  pjiy  all  fees  and  costs  of  prosecution,  for  offences 
committed  within  its  own  limits  ;  the  propriety  and  legality  of 
which  seems  never  to  h«ive  been  qifestioned  until  now. 

Section  79,  of  the  same  chapter,  provides  "that  the  clerk  of 
any  court  at  which  any  witness  shall  have  attended  on  behalf 
of  the  State,  in  a  civil  or  criminal  action,  shall  give  to  such 
witness  a  certificate  of  travel  and  attendance,  which  shall  enti- 
tle him  to  receive  the  amount  from  the  State  Treasury.'^  Both 
of  these  >fiections  when  construed  separately,  appear  to  cover 
the  case  under  consideration;  one  providing  for  payment  of 
costs  in  criminal  cases  out  of  the  county  treasury,  and  the  oth- 
er out  of  the  State  treasury.  But  when  construed  in  connec- 
tion with  other  sections  of  the  Statutes,  it  is  evident  that  said 
flection  79,  was  not  intended  to  apply  to  ordinary  criminal  pros- 
ecutions, but  only  to  cases  in  which  the  State  had  some  interest 
other  than  the  mere  punishment  of  the  offender. 

Section  80,  of  said  chapter  188,  provides  that  said  section 
79,  shftll  extend  to  all  actions  and  informations  brought  in  the 
name  of  the  Attorney  General,  or  any  other  person,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  State. 

Section  3,  of  chapter  178,  provides  that  when  the  venue  is 
changed  to  any  other  county,  in  a  criminal  case,  the  costs  ac- 
cruing, <fcc.,  shall  be  paid  by  the  county  where  the  oflfence  iras 
committed. 

It  is  strange  that  the  Leghdsture  should  have  attempted  to 
express  its  intentions  in  language  so  inconsistent  and  contra- 
dictory, and  which  has  recently  lead  to  mnch  confusion  and 
misconstruction,  even  by  some  of  the  circuit  Judges;  to  avoid 
which,  in  the  future,  your  committee  have  instructed  me  to  re- 
port the  accompanying  bill  and  recommend  its  passage.

In  the  year  185 — ,  the  Legislature  extended  to  the 
Society  its  aid,  and  provided  by  permanent  appropriations  for 
its  sustenance,  without  any  conditions  except  the  inhibition 
contained  in  section  3,  chapter  81,  of  the  Revised  Statutes, 
i?hich  provides  in  substance,  that  the  Society  shall  not  sell  or 
alienate  its  effects  without  the  consent  of  the  Legislature. 
The  amount  of  the^appropriations  to  said  Society  will  be 

Eartly  seen  in  the  communication  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  in 
is  conamunications  to  the  Senate  on  the  24th  of  January  last 
and  to  the  Assembly  on  the  12th  inst.  That  communication 
shows  the  expenditures  for  said  Society,  from  the  State  Treas- 
ury, to  be  $12,613  64,  up  to  Jan.  last.  In  addition  thereto, 
there  is  to  be  audited,  the  printing  of  the  Transactions  for  the 
past  year,  and  the  salaries  and  appropriations  for  the  year  1860, 
a  part  of  which  is  due.  We  cannot,  under  the  unbettled  con- 
structions of  the  contract  for  printing,  even  estimate  the  amount 
that  may  cost,  but  it  is  rumored,  and  not  without  some  founda- 
tion, that  the  printing  may  exceed  the  appropriations  above  al- 
together. By  a  construction,  which,  it  is  supposed,  has  been 
adopted,  the  Report  and  "Transactions"  of  the  Society  has 
been  treated  as  a  document  within  the  meaning  of  sections  19 
and  20,  of  chapter  6,  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  and  the  laws 
amendatory  thereto,  ,  which  require  that  the  annual  reports  of 
all  officers  of  the  State,  required  by  law  to  make  annual  re- 
ports, shall  be  printed  by  the  contractor  for  the  public  print- 
ing, and  seven  thousand  copies  furnished  for  the  use  of  the 
State.  Section  4,  of  chapter  81,  R.  S.,  also  provides  for 
printing  2,000  extra  copies  of  the  same.  The  result  of  this 
construction,  whether  so  intended  by  the  Legislature  or  not,  is, 
that  9,000  copies  of  the  work  is  publishea  at.  the  expense  of 
the  State. 

The  Legislature  may  have  been  excusable  in  more  prosper- 
ous times  for  its  great  liberality  in  making  these  appropriations, 
but  your  committee  deem  it  unwise  at  this  time  to  continue 
them  to  the  same  extent,  and  the  committee  are  of  opinion  that 
some  of  the  appropriations  should  be  entirely  suspended;  es- 
pecially that  by  which  the  State  pays  the  expenses  for  the 
printing  of  the  Report  and  Transactions  of  the  Society. 

It  may  not  be  inappropriate  to  say,  that  in  the  opinion  of 
your  committee,  the  objects  of  the  Society  are  of  a  worthy 
character,  and  that  it  has  been  productive  of  much  good  in  the 
accomplishment  of  the  ends  fur  which  it  was  created.  But 
thit  the  Society  has  been  fully  remunerated  for  its  services 
rendered  in  gathering  and  preserving  its  various  collections,  is 
not  susceptible  of  a  doubt.

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and  faithfully  expending  the  rerenueg  of  the  State  if  it  made

Sir: — In  response  to  the  resolution  of  the  Senate,  passed  on 
the  16th,  inst.,  asking  information  as  to  the  amount  of  State 
tax  remaining  unpaid,  &c.^  I  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  you 
the  accompanying  statement. 

The  first  column  shows  the  amount  due,  to  the  State  by  the 
several  counties  respectively,  on  the  last  day  of  December, 
1857;  the  second  column  shows  the  amount  due  on  the  last  day 
of  December,  1858;  and  the  third  c'olumn  shows  the  amount 
due  on  the  last  day  of  December,  1859.  The  fourth  column 
shows  the  amount  of  the  State  tax  of  1859;  the  fifth,  the  amount 
received  from  the  several  counties  since  the  first  day  of  Janu- 
j  ary,  1860,  and  the  sixth,  the  balance  due  on  this  20th  day  of 

March,  1860.  The  seventh  column  shows  the  amount  to  which 
the  different  counties  are  entitled  to  credit  for  returned  taxes 
on  State  lands,  as  provided  by  section  1,  of  chapter  24,  of  tiie 
General  Laws  of  1859. 

But  a  very  small  proportion  of  these  taxes  have  been  col- 
lected, and  consequently  no  exchange  of  receipts  can  be  made 
with  the  county  treasurer  any  further  than  there  is  money  in 
the  treasury  from  some  source,  to  represent  the  amount  re- 
ceipted for. 

In  addition  to  the  amounts  set  forth  in  the  seventh  column, 
to  which  the  different  counties  named  are  entitled  to  credit  un-

On  the  5th  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1888,  an  act  was  passed 
by  the  Territorial  Legislature  incorporating  said  company,  and 
authorizing  it  to  construct  and  maintain  a  Canal  or  Slack 
Water  Navigation  from  the  town  of  Milwaukee  to  Rock  river, 
and  conferring  upon  it  certain  other  rights  and  privileges, 
among  which  was  the  right  to  apply  to  Congress  for  such  an 
appropriation  in  money  or  lands,  to  aid  in  the  construction  of 
said  canal  as  Congress  might  see  proper  to  grant.

the  amount  for  which  said  lands  should  be  sold,  and  not  less 
than  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  acre,  and  the  State  of  Wis 
consin  held  reBponsible  th^refor»  Section  two  of  the  same  act 
provides,  among  other  things,  that  when  the  route  of  the  canal 
shall  be  located  and  established,  agreeably  to  the  act  of  the 
Territorial  Legislature  incorporating  said  company,  the  Gotn- 
miaioner  of  the  General  Lana  Office  shall,  under  the  direction 
of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  ascertain  the  particular 
lands  granted,  &c.  , 

Section  5,  of  said  act  of  Congress,  provides  that  the  lands 
thereby  granted  ekall  vest  in^the  Stati^  of  Wisconsin,  when  ad- 
mitted into  the  Union,  to  be  disposed  of  under  such  regulations 
as  the  legislature  thereof  shall  pr<>vide;i  $nd  that  tbe- proceeds 
afaall  be  applied  to  the  constrnction  of  ^aid  oanal,  &c.         *  * 

The  State  to  be  entitled  to  hold  as  many  shares  of  the  stocb 
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of  said  company  as  shall  be  equivalent  to  the  aggregate  of  all 
the  sums  of  money  arising  from  the  sales  of  saioTands  and  ap- 
plied to  the  construction  of  said  canal. 

Section  10,  of  an  act  of  Congress  entitled  "  an  act  for  the 
admission  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin  into  the  Union,"  provides 
that  the  liabilities  incurred  by  the  territorial  government  of 
of  Wisconsin,  under  the  act  granting  said  lands  to  aid  in  the 
construction  of  said  canal,  shall  be  paid  and  discharged  by  the 
State  of  Wisconsin.  From  these  various  provisions,  and  other 
facts  submitted  to  our  consideration,  your  committee  think  the 
following  propositions  established: 

1st.  That  by  said  act  of  Congress,  passed  on  the  18th  day 
of  June,  1838,  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin  was  constituted  a 
trustee  to  sell  and  dispose  of  said  lands  and  apply  the  prooeeds 
thereof    in  aid  of  the  construction  of  said  canal ; 

2nd.  That  said  grant  of  land  was  made  expressly  to  aid  in 
the  construction  of  said  canal,  and  its  use  restricted  by  the 
act  of  Congress  to  that  purpose  "  and  none  othei*.'' 

3d.  That  said  Company,  after  said  grant  was  made,  proceed- 
ed to  locate  the  line  of  said  canal,  and  commenced  the  construc- 
tion of  the  same  in  pursuance  of  powers  conferred  by  the  sev- 
eral enactments  aforesaid,  and,  as  your  committee  have  reason 
to  believe,  in  good  faith,     t 

4th.  That  said  Company  expended  a  considerable  amount  of 
its  own  funds  in  the  payment  of  work  done  on  the  canal,  but 
what  amount  vour  committee  are  not  informed. 

¥ 

5th.  That  the  Territorial  Legislature  undertook  the  office 
of  trustee  by  passing  an  act  on  the  26th  day  of  February  1839, 
entitled  *'an  act  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  the  Milwaukee 
and  Rock  River  Canal;"  and  by  several  subsequent  enactments 
of  succeeding  sessions,  and  continued  in  the  execution  of  sajd 
T^us^•e  untill  the  17th  day  of  February  1842,  at  which  time  it 
passed  a  series  of  resolutions  declaring  ali'connection  between 
the  Territory  and  Canal  Company  to  be  dissolved,  without  .as- 
signing any  reason  therefor;  that  the  trust  had  been  imposed 
upon  the  Territory  by  Congress,  that  it  would  no  longer  per- 
form the  duties  of  trustee,  &c. ;  and  at  the  same  session  passed 
laws  repealing  the  former  laws  providing  for  aiding  the  Com- 
pany by  an  application  of  the  land  or  land  fund; 

6th.  That  the  Canal  Company  repeatedly  offered  to  surren- 
dei  all  control  of  the  Canal  into  the  hands  of  the  Territory, 
and  withdraw  entirely  from  it,  upon  being  refunded  the  amount 
which  it  had  expended,  which  at  the  time  was  a  small  sum. — 
That  in  consequence  of  the  refusal  of  the  Territory  to  sell  the 
land  and  apply  the  proceeds,  the  Company  was  subjected  to 
87 
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much  inconvenience,  difficulty,  and  damage  in  prosecuting  the 
work  without  the  promised  aid; 

7th.  That  on  the  24th  day  of  February,  1845,  the  Legisla- 
ture passetd  a  law  for  the  sale  of  said  land  without  making  pro- 
vision for  applying  the  proceeds  to  the  purposes  intended  by 
the  act  of  Congress  ;  but  on  the  contrary,  in  violation  of  said 
act,  and  of  the  trust  thereby  created,  the  Legislature  subse- 
quently passed  a  resolution,  to  wit,  on  the  3d,  day  of  February 
1846,  directing  the  money  received  from  the  sale  of  the  land  to 
be  paid  into  the  Territorial  treasury,  and  that  the  same  be 
paid  out  as  other  Territorial  funds,  for  the  public  expenditures, 
pledging  the  faith  of  the  Territory  and  of  the  State  of  Wis- 
consin to  refund  the  same  to  the  canal  fund,  when  required 
for  the  purposes  of  the  trust. 

8th.  That  one  of  tha  purposes  of  the  trust  was  to  pay  the 
stockholders  of  the  caual  company  the  amount  paid  out  by  them 

Eaid  out  in  the  constructiop  and  maintenance  of  the  canal  in 
eu  of  the  stock  of  the  company. 

9th.  That  said  company  has  repeatedly  requested  the  Leg- 
islature of  the  Territory  and  the  State  to  liquidate  their  claims, 
but  that  up  to  this  time  this  request  has  not  been  complied 
with. 

10th.  That  said  company  has  ij^ade  its  appeal  to  CongresB 
for  the  protection  of  its  rights,  claiming  that  good  faith  on  the 
part  of  the  general  government  requires  that  Congress  should 
see  that  its  engagements  be  fulfilled. 

For  these,  and  various  other  reasons,  which  might  be  stated, 
your  committee  are  ot  the  opinion  that  there  is  honestly  and 
justly  due  some  amount  of  money  to  said  company,  for  expen- 
ditures made  in  payment  of  work  done  on  the  canal ;  and  that 
a  fair  and  honorable  settlement  ought  to  be  made  between  said 
company,  the  general  government  and  the  State,  upon  princi- 
ples of  justice  and; equity;  and  that  said  company  ought  to  be 
paid  whatever  amount  shall  be  found  its  just  due.  Your  com- 
mittee, however,  does  not  feel  that  it  properly  devolves  on  them 
to  recommend  what  specific  action  should  be  adopted  for  that 
purpose,  but  rather  that  it  is  the  peculiar  province  of  the 
joint  committee  on  claims  to  devise  the  proper  mode  of  arriv- 
ing at  the  result.

JResolved,  by  the  Assembly ^  the  Senate  concurring^  That  thfe 
standing  committee  on  Education,  School  and  tJhiversitjr 
Lands,  of  the  House,  and  the  standing  committee  on  Education, 
School  and  University  Lands,  of  the  Senate,  be,  and  act  as  a 
joint  committee  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  matter  of 
the  State  University,  anathat  such  joint  committee  be  instruct- 
ed to  inquire  into  the  condition  of  the  State  University,  its 
prospects  of  usefulness  for  the  citizens  of  the  State,  the  state 
of  its  finance,  its  resources,  amount  and  character  of  its  indebt- 
edness, and  report  such  other  information  as  may  be  of  interest 
to  the  members  of  this  Legislature,  and  also  what  further  leg- 
islation (if  any)  in  their  opinion  may  be  necessary  in  relation  to 
said  institution. 

The  fund  of  the  University  on  the  30th  September,  1859, 
was  $303,923  60,  which  bears  an  income  of  seven  per  cent., 
from  which^  however,  not  exceeding  $20,000  can  be  estimated 
annually,  and  an  estimated  income  of  $1,500  from  tuition.  *

The  floating  indebtedness  accrued  in  the  main  b;  the  failure 
to  receiye  a  loan  authorized  by  act  of  1857,  and  the  erection  of 
91  . 
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a  hall  seems  to  hare  been  undertaken  upon  the  expectation  of 
receiving  this  amount. 

The  Board  of  Regents  estimate  the  incidental  expenses  in- 
cluding interest  on  indebtedness  at  $10,612  70,  making  total 
annual  expenses  of  $21,102  70. 

To  meet  this,  there  is  the  estimated  annual  income  of  $21,- 
500. 

These  expenses  your  committee  think  might  be  materially 
reduced.  It  would  seem  that  there  was  a  greater  instructional 
force  than  is  demanded  by  the  number  of  pupils  in  attendance. 
The  duties  should  be  increased,  and  the  number  diminished. 
We  are  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  Board  of  Regents 
have  already  taken  action  in  the  proper  direction. 

It  is  idle  to  say  that  this  Institution  has  met  public  expec- 
tation. Friends  and  foes  have  contributed  to  this  result.  The 
former  have  not  always  been  discreet — the  latter  not  always 
honorable.  The  prosperity  of  the  University  a$  an  institution 
of  learning  has  not  sdways  been  the  ruling  motive  of  either ; 
local  and  personal  considerations  have  entered  into  the  calcu- 
lations of  both.  There  has  been  too  few  zealous  in  its  support, 
seeking  its  highest  capacity  for  usefulness.  But  notwithstand- 
ing this,  there  is  enough  of  it  to  be  made  the  pride  and  glory 
of  ihe  State.  It  can  lead  the  educational  interests  of  our 
people  to  a  high  and  noble  development.  Let  the  idea  be 
discarded,  that  because  it  has  a  meagre  endowment  it  must  be 
self-sustaining,  and  has  no  need  of  that  individual  sympathy 
and  interest  which  must  rally  around  other  institutions. 

There  have  been  mistakes  in  the  past,  but  there  are  abundant 
grounds  for  hope  in  the  fatjure.  With  the  accession  of  Chan- 
cellor Barnard,  a  new  era  seems  to  have  dawned  upon  its  pros- 
pects.  His  views  and  policy  are  eminently  practical,  and  such 
as,  if  sastained  by  the  Legislature  and  public  opinion,  must 
adapt  it  more  to  the  interests  and  feelings  of  the  people,  instead 
of  being  alien  to  them.  He  has  removed  the  universal  and 
well  founded  objection — ^that  it  was  a  local  high  school  sup- 
ported by  the  State — by  removing  the  students  and  studies 
which  constitute  the  preparatory  Department  into  the  public 
High  Bchool  of  Madison.  Such  a  connection  might  have  been 
justifiable  when  no  other  students  demanded  its  resources;  but 
it  should  not  exist  in  the  fuinire.  With  this  modification,  and 
the  high,  moral  tone  which  pervades  the  instruction  and  the 
discipline,  and  the  proper  impulse  given  by  his  exertion  in  the 
normal  department,  and  with  his  devotion  and  experience  com- 
ing into  contact  with  the  masses  of  the  people,  we  can  say  that 
it  ip  the  duty  and  the  interest  of  the  Regents  and  the  Legisla- 
ture, to  sustain  him  by  every  legitimate  encouragement. 
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About  $85,000  have  been  expended  in  the  erection  of  build- 
ings. We  cannot  eav  that  these  expenditures  were  wise  or 
proper.  They  were  far  in  advance  of  its  educational  demands, 
and  the  income  (fas  seriously  encumbered,  and  its  efficiency 
impaired,  by  the  heavy  interest  paid.  But  we  find  no  special 
extravagance  in  the  buildings  themselves  ;  the  Hall  particular- 
ly, was  economically  if  not  wisely  built.  And  the  institution 
is  now  admirably  adapted  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  public. 
Indeed,  with  the  exceedingly  able  corps  of  instructors,  and  the 
facilities  for  instruction,  me  economy  of  attendance,  and  beau- 
ty of  location,  we  have  no  hesitation  in  saying,  that  with  true 
friends  to  rally  around  it,  it  must  take  a  front  rank  among 
such  institutions. 

The  Regents,  in  their  memorial,  ask  that  the  commissioners 
may  be  authorized  to  issue  University  bonds  to  the  amount  of 
J30,000,  bearing  seven  per  cent,  interest,  redeemable  out  of 
their  annual  income,  to  take  up  their.floating  debt,  and  to  fit 
up  the  Hall  for  occupancy  ;  and  to  apply  the  remainder,  if  any, 
to  an  outstanding  loan.  As  the  debts  now  exist,  and  are 
drawing  a  higher  rate  of  interest,  we  can  see  no  serious  objec- 
tion to  this  course,  and  we  herewith  report  a  bill  for  that  pur- 
pose, prohibiting  the  sale  of  such  bonds,  however,  at  less  than 
par. 

The  Regents  also  ask  an  extension  of  the  time  for  the  setting 
apart  of  a  sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of  a  loan  to  the  com- 
mon school  fund,  made  in  1850,  as  the  same  interest  is  paid  as 
by  other  borrowers,  and  the  security  is  undoubted,  and  as  the 
Legislature  has  extended  the  time  for  payments  of  principal  and 
interest  due  from  the  purchasers  of  their  lands,  we  can  see  no 
objection  to  this  course;  and  we  also  report  a  bill  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

Whatever  defects  may  be  found  in  its  history,  we  have  no 
hesitation  in  saying  that  ^^its  prospects  of  usefulness  for  the 
citizens  of  the  State,"  are  most  encouraging,  if  proper  sympa- 
thy is  extended  to  the  policy  of  Chancellor  Barnard,  and  the 
needed  legislation  is  granted.  We  only  wonder  that  its  past 
has  not  been  more  successful;  and  find  the  solution  only  in  its 
isolation,  from  the  great  mass  of  the  people,  and  the  universal 
conviction  that  as  the  State  is  its  patron,  no  other  is  needed. 

We  cannot  repress  the  conviction  that  its  present  system  of 
connection  with  the  State  is  unfortunate  for  both,  and  the  de- 
cree of  divorce  would  be  attended  with  the  happiest  results. — 
It  needs  no  extended  observation  to  see  that  State  Institutions 
fall  far  behind  those  managed  and  controlled  by  the  citizens,  in 
every  element  of  prosperity  (ind  usefulness  ;  and  the  reason  is 
there  is  more  individualism,  more  personal  interest,  watchful- 
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ness  and  responsibility  attached  to  the  latter.  We  can  find 
nothing  in  the  grant  or  in  the  constitution  of  the  State  requir« 
ing  the  perpetuity  of  this  union;  it  is  only  necessary  that  the^ 
fiind  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  lands,  shall  be  applied  to  the 
support  of  "a  University  at  or  near  the  seat  of  government;" 
Would  it  not  be  competent  for  the  State  to  create  an  education- 
al corporation  in  which  should  vest  this  fund,  and  the  manage- 
ment and  control  of  the  University  limited  to  the  purposes  of 
the  grant,  upon  raising  by  stock  subscription  or  scholarships,  a 
sum  equal  thereto,  or  upon  other  proper  conditions  ?  Or  if  ad- 
visable, the  State  might  retain  a  representation  in  its  board; 
but  by  some  such  means  it  seems  to  us  a  new  vitality  might  bo 
given  to  it.  We  propose  no  legislation  in  this  direction,  but 
wish  to  call  attention  to  it. 

The  committer;  would  most  earnestly  recommend  to  the  Eoard 
of  Regents  the  creation  of  prize  scholarships,  which  would  en- 
title the  industrious  and  Successful  student  to  tree  tuition.  The 
increasing  usefulness,  by  bringing  free  instruction  of  so  high  a 
grade  within  the  reach  of  the  humblest,  and  at  the  same  time 
furnishing  a  noble  stimulous  for  exertion,  the  reward  and  ben- 
efits of  which  would  have  no  humiliation  of  charity  attending 
it,  extending  the  sympathizing  hand  to  the  student  struggling 
with  adversity,  and  with  a  stout  heart  winning  his  way  to  an 
honorable  position,  will  more  than  compensate  the  trifle  receiv- 
ed from  them.  The  noblest  example  of  manhood  upon  which 
the  eye  of  the  legislator  can  rest,  is  he  who  rolls  back,  with  a 
resolute  will,  every  obstacle,  and,  with  his  strong  hand,  carves 
every  nich  upon  which  his  foot  may  rest.  Let  us  extend  the 
sympathy  and  aid  within  our  power.

The  Memorial  of  the  undersigned.  Regents  of  the  State  Uni- 
versity, would  respectfully  represent: 
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That  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  entitled  "an  act  proyiding 
for  the  erection  of  the  main  edifice  of  the  State  University,** 
approved  Feb.  28th,  1857,  the  commissioners  of  School  and 
University  lands,  were  authorized  to  loan  to  your  memorialistg, 
from  the  principal  of  the  University  Fund,  the  sum  of  forty 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  by  them  used  in  the  erection  of  the  cen- 
tral building,  or  Hall  of  said  institution.  That  in  pursuance 
of  said  loan,  and  by  authority  of  law,  they  procured  plans  and 
proceeded  to  let  out  a  contract  for  the  erection  of  said  building, 
relying  upon  receipts  from  said  appropriation  to  meet  the  obU- 
gations  so  incurred  by  contract.  That  with  great  effort,  and 
after  much  diflSculty  and  embarrassment,  they  have  finally  com- 
pleted said  building,  but  having  received  less  than  one  fifth  of 
the  loan  so  authorized,  it  has  left  on  their  hands  a  large  floating 
debt  to  be  provided  for,  in  consequence  of  the  non-receipt  of 
said  appropriation.  That  owing  to  the  financial  pressure,  and 
a  desire  not  to  be  instrumental  in  forcing  the  collections  of 
loans  due  them  on  Mortgage  securities,  your  memorialists  have 
deemed  it  more  prudent  and  safe  to  apply  to  you  honorable  body 
for  authority  to  issue,  through  the  Commissioners  of  the  School 
and  University  lands,  bonds  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  sev- 
en per  cent,  per  annum,  to  be  sold  at  par  value,  payable  twenty 
years  after  date,  in  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars,  to  pay 
up  the  present  indebtedness,  and  enable  them  to  furnish  said 
building  and  fit  it  for  the  use  of  the  several  departments,  as 
contemplated  by  your  memorialists  and  the  Legislature;  and 
to  create  and  set  part  a  sinking  fund  at  the  same  time,  for  the 
ultimate  payment  and  liquidation  of  said  loan.  For  more  fuU 
and  complete  information,  reference  is  respectfully  made  to  the 
Accompanying  resolutions,  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Regents  at 
their  last  meeting,  and  to  the  statement  hereto  attached.  And 
your  memorialists  would  pray,  &c.  &c.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  of 
Wisconsin,  held  on  the  21st  and  2Sd  days  of  February,  i860, 
the  following  resolutions,  introduced  by  Regent  Dewey,  were 
unanimously  adopted: 

Beaolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee,  in  the  name  of  the 
Board  of  Regents,  is  hereby  requested  and  instructed  to  memo- 
rialize the  Legislature  of  this  State  at  its  present  session,  to 
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continue  tg  the  University  the  loan  of  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars  made  in  1850,  for  the  period  of  ten  years  longer;  Pro- 
videdy  That  the  Board  of  Regents  be  directed  by  the  same  act 
of  the  Legislature,  continuing  the  said  loan,  to  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $2,500  of  its  annual  income  to  extinguish  its  present 
debt,  in  addition  to  the  present  and  yearly  current  interest  on 
the  said  debt. 

Mesolvedy  That  for  the  purpose  of  funding  the  floating  debt 
of  the  University,  and  taking  up  the  loan  of  five  thousand  dol- 
lars to  J.  D.  Ledyard,  the  executive  committee  is  hereby  in- 
structed to  memorialize  the  Legislature  in  the  name  of  the 
Board  of  Regents,  to  authorize  and  direct  the  Commissioners 
of  School  ana  University  Lands  to  issue  bonds  to  the  amount 
of  thirty  thousand  dollars  ($30,000),  redeemable  out  of  the  in- 
come 01  the  University  fund  within  twenty  years,  at  seven  per 
cent,  interest,  payable  semi-annually  by  the  State  Treasurer,  at 
the  State  Treasurer's  office,  or  in  New  York,  and  to  set  apart 
a  sinking  fund  out  of  said  income,  to  redeem  the  principal  of 
said  bonds;  the  said  bonds  to  be  sold  at  not  less  than  their  par 
value;  or  that  the  Legislature  afford  some  other  relief  for  the 
the  funding  of  said  floating  debt,  and  that  said  committee  also 
set  forth  in  said  memorial,  the  approximate  amount  of  its  per- 
manent debt,  its  annual  income,  annual  interest,  and  annual 
current  expenses.

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especially  when  the  Legislature  had  made  ample  appropriations 
to  meet  all  demands  for  building  its  public  buildings,  and  more 
especially  in  this  case,  for  the  reason  that  Mr.  McNeal  has  re- 
ceiyed  a  large  amount  of  money  from  the  State,  more  than  he . 
was  entitled  to  under  his  contract,  as  the  report  of  the  com- 
missioners show,  and  it  is  fair  to  presume  that  his  pay  was 
ahead  of  his  work  under  his  contract. 

Experience  has  clearly  demonstrated*  the  fact,  that  demands 
against  the  State,  lose  nothing  by  delay,  but  too  frequently  im- 
prove by  age,  until  they  gain  strength  enough  to  secure  their 
payment,  if  the  claims  have  merit,  and  sometimes  without. 

Your  committee  have  unanimously  directed  me  to  report  said 
bill  to  the  Senate  with  a  recommenaation  that  it  be  indefinitely 
postponed.

Minority  report  of  the  committee  on  Militia,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  communication  of  the  Governor,  asking  for  a  change 
in  the  militia  laws,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 

The  Governor  seems  to  have  forgotten  that  Wisconsin  is  a 
State  of  the  Union,  or  else  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  of 
the  United  States. 

Section  8,  of  article  1,  of  the  Federal  Constitution,  provides 
that  Congress  shall  have  power  "  to  provide  for  calling 
forth  the  militia  to  execute  the  laws  of  the  Union,  suppress  in- 
surrections and  to  repel  invasions  ;  to  provide  for  organizing, 
arming  and  disciplining  the  militia,  and  for  governing  such  part 
of  them  as  may  be  employed  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  reserving  to  the  States  respectively,  the  appointment 
of  the  officers,  and  the  authority  of  training  the  militia  accord- 
ing to  the  discipline  prescribed  by  Congress." 

Section  2,  of  article  2,  of  the  same  constitution,  provides 
that  "  the  President  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the  army 
and  navy  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  militia  of  the  sev- 
eral States,  when  called  into  actual  service  of  the  United 
States." 

In  pursuance  of  these  powers  and  duties.  Congress  has, 
from  time  to  time,  passed  acts  organizing  the  militia,  beginning 
with  the  acts  of  1792  and  1795,  both  approved  and  signed  by 
Washington. 

The  latter  act  provides,  that  in  cas§  of  invasion,  or  threat- 
ened invasion  of  the  United  States,  and  on  certain  re- 
quisition, in  case  of  an  insurrection  against  a  State  govern- 
ment, the  President  shall  have  power,  m  his  discretion  to  call 
out  the  militia  of  the  States. 

The  act  proceeds  to  provide  that  "  whenever  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  shall  be  opposed,  or  the  execution  thereof  ob- 
structed in  any  State,  by  combinations  too  powerful  to  be  sup- 
pressed by  the  ordinary  course  of  judicial  proceedings,  or  by 
the  powers  vested  in  the  marshals  by  this  act,  it  shall  be  fawful 
for  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  call  forth  the  militia 
of  such  State,  or  of  any  other  State  or  States,  as  may  be  ne- 
cessary to  suppress  such  combinations,  and  to  cause  the  laws 
to  be  duly  executed,  <fec. 

^^  The  militia  employed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States, 
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shall  be  subjecfc  to  the  same  rules  and  articles  of  war  as  the 
troops  of  the  United  States." 

If  any  doubt  conld  exist  of  the  plain  constitutionality  of  the 
act,  it  was  decided  to  be  constitutional  by  the  supreme  court  of 
the  United  States,  in  the  case  of  ^^  Menther  vs.  Mott,"  12 
Wheaton's  reports,  19. 

So  that  we  find,  that  in  case  of  the  militia  being  called  out 
by  the  United  States,  theif  are  hound  to  ohey^  and  are,  to  all 
intents  and  purposes,  United  States  troops  for  the  time  being, 
and  the  President  is  their  commander-in-chief. 

The  framers  of  the  chapter  31,  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  of 
which  the  Governor  complains,  were  more  conversant  with  the 
relations  of  the  militia  of  the  United  States,  or  had  more  re- 
gard for  them,  than  the  Governor,  when  they  provided  that  the 
Governor  should  not  be  commander-in-chief  of  the  militia  of 
this  State,  when  called  into  the  service  of  the  United  States.  ^ 

Nearly  all  of  the  militia  of  this  State,  if  not  all,  who  are 
actually  armed,  are  armed  with  the  arms  of  the  United  States, 
furnished  by  the  United  States,  to  this  State  as  a  trustee,  to 
arm  the  militia,  under  the^acts  of  Congress,  of  1808  and  1816. 

The  trouble  in  the  Governor's  mind,  seems  to  be  the  alleged 
opinion  of  the  captain  of  a  uniform  company  of  the  militia, 
that  it  would  not  be  his  duty  to  turn  the  arms  of  the  United 
States,  held  by  his  company,  against  the  authorities  of  the 
United  States,  to  oppose  the  execution  of  the  laws  of  the 
United  States. 

This  was,  substantially,  a  refusal  to  be  guilts/  of  treason 
against  the  United  States.  A  refusal  of  the  officer  to  violate 
his  oath  to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States. 
And  the  act  of  the  Governor,  in  cashiering  the  officer  for  such 
a  declaration,  and  disbanding  his  company,  who  had  no  part  in 
his  declaration,  does  not  inspire  such  a  confidence  in  his  civil 
or  military  judgment,  as  'would  warrant  a  violation  of  the  con- 
stitution of  the  United  States,  to  make  him  the  superior  offi- 
cer of  the  President  of  the  United  States. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  that  no  change  be 
made  in  the  existing  militia  laws  of  this  State.

It  will  be  seen  that  when  the  sum  last  above  mentioned  shall  have 
been  deducted  from  the  total  estiimated  liabilities,  the  balance 
left  to  be  provided  for  in  some  other  way,  will  be $  124,290  00 

So  that  according  to  the  foregoing  estimates,  the  above  men- 
tioned sum  of  $124,290,  will  be  required  to  be  raised  bj  State 
tax,  to  meet  the  demands  likely  to  be  made  upon  the  general 
fund  for  the  fiscal  jear  ending  in  1861. 
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And  your  committee  hare  little  doubt  but  that  ium,  togeth* 
er  with  other  legitimate  resources,  might  be  BuiBoient  to  sap- 
port  the  government  and  meet  all-  proper  demands  against  it,. 
for  the  current  year  ;  but  to  provide  for  any  unforeseen  con- 
tingencies which  may  arise,  we  deem  it  best  to  recommend  that 
a  State  tax  be  raised  in  1860,  of  $150,000,  to  meet  the  de- 
mands upon  the  general  fund  for  the  year  1861. 

It  will  be  readily  perceived,  that  the  treasury  would  bavo^ 
been  able  to  meet  all  proper  demands  likely  to  be  made  upon  it 
'  with  a  much  less  amount  of  tax  than  that  aoove  designated,  had 
it  not  been  for  that  large  amount  of  unauthorised  indebtedness 
contracted  by  public  institutions,  forming  an  aggregate  beyond 
their  appropriations,  of  some  $^0,000,  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
present  revenues  and  next  year's  tax  ;  the  larger  proportion  of 
which  may  be  paid  the  present  year,  while  the  residue  is  pro- 
vided for  by  the  tax  herein  recommended. 

And  had  it  not  been  for  the  transactions  above  alluded  to, 
unanticipated,  because  unauthorized,  the  true  principle  of 
"  pay  as  we  go,"  would  have  been  carried  out  to  niB  letter,  in 
our  financial  arrangement  ;  and  even  with  that  large  and  unex- 
pected amount  of  such  indebtedness  to  contend  with,  that  por- 
tion not  provided  for  in  next  yearns  tax,  will  be  paid  from  the 
present  revenues,  when  the  proper  warrants  shall  be  present- 
ed at  the  treasury. 

And  though  it  was  said  by  some,  that  the  tax  raised  last  year 
would  be  insuflScient  to  carry  on  the  government,  and  meet  the 
public  expenditures;  but  your  committee  believed  then,  and  are 
more  fully  convinced  now,  that  to  have  raised  more  would  have 
burthened  the  people  with  taxation  without  necessity.  The  rev- 
enues of  the  present  year  promise  to  be  ample  for  all  appropri-  . 
ate  purposes;  and  we  have  good  reason  to  believe,  that  the  funds 
now  in  and  yet  to  come  into  the  treasury,  will  be  suflScient  to  de- 
fray the  current  expenses  of  the  government,  and  pay  the  larger 
portion  of  that  indebtedness  contracted  by  public  institutions. 
It  will  be  seen  by  an  examination  of  all  the  facts,  that  it  be- 
comes clearly  obvious,  that  had  all  our  public  institutions  kept 
within  the  appropriations  authorized  by  the  legislature,  and  the 
agents  of  such  institutions  discharged  their  public  trusts  as  they 
should  have  done,  quite  a  large  surplus  would  have  been  found 
in  tho  treasury  at  the  end  of  the  present  fiscal  year. 

And  as  evidence  that  such  would  have  been  the  case,  w&  . 
need  but  refer  to  the  &ct  that  last  year's  estimates  for  liabili- 
ties against  the  State,  were,  in  many  instance,  largely  above  tfad 
sums  which  have  been  required  to  meet  such  liabilities  ;  and 
in  some  cases  the  margin  in  favor  of  the  treasury  has  proven 
to  be  a  very  broad  one.     And  while  such  has  been  the  ease,  to 
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a  large  amount,  in  reference  to  the  estimated  liabilities,  the  es- 
timated resources  have  proven  to  be  considerably  greater  than 
was  set  forth  in  that  report.  In  viev  of  all  these  facts,  and  the 
probable  continued  ability  of  the  treasury  to  meet  promptly  all 
proper  demands  which  may  be  presented  against  it,  we  take 
pleasure  in  saying  that  we  haye  no  cause  to  be  ashaired  of  the 
.financial  condition  of  the  State.  And  we  sincerely  hope,  and 
'Confidently  trust,  that  with  proper  economy  on  the  part  of  the 
Legislature  and  those  administering  the  government,  excessive 
taxation  need  not  again  be  required  to  meet  the  legitimate  de* 
jnands  upon  the  treasury. 

Your  committee  have  prepared,  and  herewith  report  a  bill, 
and  recommend  its  passage,  for  levying  the  tax  recommended 
in  this  report.

The  majority  of  the  committee  on  Militia,  to  whom-was  re- 
ferred the  communication  of.  the  Governor  upon  the  subject  of 
the  militia  laws  of  this  State,  beg  leave  to  report, 

That  they  find,  upon  examination,  the  present  laws  to  be  de- 
fective for  the  complete  and  efficient  organization  of  the  militia, 
for  any  practical  purpose.  That  between  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  the  State,  there  is  a  marked  andmaterial  discrepancy 
in  the  powers  conferred  upon  the  Governor  as  Commander  in- 
chief.  Your  committee  also  find  the  authority  of  the  Executive 
wholly  inadequate  to  meet  '*any  contingency  where  the  rights 
of  jurisdiction  and  sovereignty  of  the  State  are  imposed  upon 
bv  usurpation  or  aggression  from  without,  or  where  they  are 
likely  to  suflFer  from  insurrection  or  rebellion  from  within." 
Your  committee  also  find,  that  there  is  no  provision  for  expense 
that  must  necessarily  be  incurred  from  day  to  day,  and  constant- 
ly, in  case  the  militia  is  called  into  active  service.  If  it  is  desir- 
i^Ie  to  have  a  military  organization  in  this  State,  at  all,  to  aid 
in  case  of  necessity  in  the  execution  of  the  laws,  to  protect  the 
rights  and  jurisdiction  and  sovereignty  of  the  State  from 
^usurpation  or  aggression,"  or  from  insurrection  or  rebiellipn, 
that  organization  should  be  of  such  a  character  as  to  answer 
fully  its  objects.  In  view  of  these  considerations,  your  com-  - 
mittee  submit  a  bill  amending  chapter  87,  of  the  General  Laws 
of  1858,  upon  the  organization  of  the  militia,  &c.,  designating 
who  shall,  and  who  shall  not  be  exempt  from  the  perfornaance 
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of  military  daty,  with  a  recommendation  that  it  be  referred  to 
the  Judiciary  Committee,  to  be  perfected  in  sach  manner  as  to 
remedy  the  defects  suggested  by  the  Governor  in  his  special 
message  of  March  7, 1860^ 

Your  committee  cannot  refrain  from  protesting  against  the 
improper,  and  apparently,  disrespectful  manner  in  which  this 
subject  has  been  treated  by  the  minority  of  the  committee,  in 
his  report  of  March  23d.  The  Governor  sent  to  the  Legisla- 
ture, a  message  upon  the  subject  of  what  he  supposed  to  be 
serious  defects  in  the  militia  laws  of  the  State.  The  message 
treated  upon  a  proper  subject  of  legislation,  and  was  couched  m 
respectful -language.  The  committee  have  no  controversy  with 
the  laws  of  Congress  upon  the  subject  of  military  organizations. 
The  Governor  suggested  nothing  that  could  conflict  with  the 
laws  of  Congress  on  the  subject.  The  most  ingenious  can  find 
to  proposition  in  the  message,  either  direct  or  presumptive,  in- 
dicating a  disposition  to  resist  the  laws  of  the  Unitea  States, 
or  do  any  act  not  authorized  by  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the 
United  States,  or  of  this  State. 

Your  committee  submit  that  it  is  not  unconstitutional,  or  in 
conflict  with  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  that  it  is  the  ^^  duty 
of  the  Governor,  and  of  all  the  subordinate  oflScers  of  the  State, 
to  maintain  and  defend  its  sovereignty  and  jurisdiction,'*  or  to 
"  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed."  The  Consti- 
ution  and  laws  of  the  State  now  require  this. 

Your  committee  further  submit,  that  it  is  neither  unconsti- 
tutional, or  contrary  to  any  law  of  the  United  States,  to  make 
the  military  organization  efficient  and  adequate  ^' to  meet  any 
contingency,  where  the  rights,  or  jurisdiction,  or  sovereignty  of 
the  State  are  imposed  upon  by  usurpation  or  aggression  from 
without,  or  where  they  are  likely  to  suffer  from  insurrection  or 
rebellion  from  within.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  State  Govern- 
ment to  provide  for  such  contingencies,  and,  in  case  the  State 
has  not  sufficient  power,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment to  come  to  its  aid. 

Your  committee  further  submit,  that  it  is  notunconstitutionaly 
or  contrary  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  for  the  Legislature 
to  provide  for  the  payment  of  any  expenses  necessarily  and 
constitutionally  incurred,  or  for  the  Governor  to  "  undertake  to 
do  in  all  cases,  and  without  regard  to  consequences,  whatever 
the  Legislature  may,  or  shall  constitutionally  authorise  or 
require,  to  the  full  extent  of  the  power  conferred,  and  means 
furnished  for  the  performance  of  public  duties.'' 

Yet,  these  things,  and  these  alone,  constitutional,  patriotic, 
and  necessary,  in  all  good  governments,  are  what  the  attention 
of  the  Legislature  has  been  called  to  by  the  Executive.     He 
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would  have  been  false  to  his  duty,  if,  seeing  the  defects,  and 
appreciating  his  obligations,  he  bad  failed  to  call  the  attention 
of  the  Legislature  to  them.  The  Governor  has  made  no  com- 
plaints, as  the  report  of  the  minority  of  the  committee  suggests^ 
but  simply  calls  tne  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  a  discrepancy 
between  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  this  State  as  to  the  pow- 
ers of  the  Commander-in-chief.  He  did  not  even  intimate 
which  he  thought  to  be  wrong,  the  Constitution  or  the  State. 
Every  man  who  can  read,  can  see  the  discrepancy  at  once. 

The  Governor,  in  his  message  exhibits  no  mental  trouble,  as 
stated  in  the  minority  report,  about  the  alleged  opinion  of  a 
captain  of  a  uniform  'company  of  the  militia,  that  it  would  not 
be  his  duty  to  turn  the  arms  of  the  United  States,  held  by  his 
company,  against  the  authorities  of  the  United  States,  to  op- 
pose the  execution  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States.  Your 
committee  understand  that  all  orders  to  the  militia  of  this  State, 
from  the  President  of  the  United  States  are  to  be  trans- 
mitted through  the  Executive  of  this  State  ;  and  from  the  mes- 
sage sent  to  the  Legislature,  your  committee  has  no  right 
to  presume -a  conflict  between  the  •Federal  and  State  au- 
thorities. The  Governor  has  power  to  disband  military  com- 
panies whenever,  in  his  opinion,  the  interests  of  the  militia  of 
the  State  require  such  action.  With  that  we  have  nothing  to 
do.  Within  the  last  year  several  companies  have  been  disband- 
ed. No  company  has  been  disbanded  because  an  officer  re- 
fused to  be  "guilty  of  treason  aginst  the  United  States,"  or 
"  to  violate  his  oath  to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States.'' 

Why  such  a  report  should  have  been  made  upon, a  respectful 
message,  dragging  in  matters  in  no  manner  submitted  to  the 
consideration  of  this  committee,  the  majority  of  your  com- 
mittee aro  at  a  loss  to  determine,  upon  any  ground  that  can 
command  the  confidence  of  the  Senate.  The  majority  of  your 
committee  do  not  propose  to  air  their  patrotism  by  imputing 
improper  motives  or  improper  actions,  or  in  the  use  of  disre- 
spectful language  to  an  independent  department  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  this  State,  particularly  upon  matters  not  submitted  to 
their  examination,  and  with  which  they  have  no  business  to  in- 
terfere. The  matter  of  the  message  was  properly  submitted 
to  the  consideration  of  the  Legislature,  The  manner  and  the 
languai^e  of  the  message  were  proper  and  respectful,  and  they 
are  entitled  to  be  respectfully  treated,  and,  we  trust,  will  be, 
by  every  fair-minded  and  honorable  member  of  this  body.

Your  committee  take  occasion  to  say  that  we  have  seen  no 
cause  for  abandoning  said  bill  No.  11,  but  that  the  more  we 
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have  examined  the  subject,  the  more  firmly  we  are  convinced 
that  the  said  bill  is  well  adapted  to  the  correction  of  the  errors 
and  defects  of  the  present  law;  and  that  while  its  passage  will 
materially  simplify  and  cheapen  the  law  in  its  operation,  it  can 
scarcely  fail  to  give  satisfaction  to  all  classes  of  honest  tax-* 
payers. 

We  have  no  doubt  but  the  principle  of  the  present  system  of 
assessment  receives  the  approval  of  a  large  majority  of  tho 
people  of  the  State;  distributing,  as  it  does,  taxation  fairly 
and  properly  upon  every  species  of  property;  and  we  believe 
that  all  that  is  expected  we  should  do  with  that  law,  is  to  so 
amend  it  as  to  correctly  carry  out  that  principle. 

That  object  is  sougnt  to  be  accomplished  by  the  bill  which 
passed  the  Senate  in  January  last,  but  which  has  not  been  acted 
upon  in  the  Assembly  till  within  the  last  few  days,  when  it  was 
stricken  out  and  a  new  bill  inserted  in  its  place,  falling,  as  we 
consider,  far  short  of  accomplishing  the  ooject  sought  by  the 
original  bill.  The  Senate  bill  will  not  only  correct  the  errors 
and  defects  which  have  one  way  and  another  crept  into  the  as- 
sessment law,  thereby  making  it  plain,  harmonious,  and  a 
united  whole  ,  but  will  relieve  real  estate  from  that  unjust  pro- 
portion of  taxes  which  it  has  hitherto  been  compelled  to  bear. 

But  while  we  look  for  such  results  to  flow  from  the  passage 
of  Senate  bill  No.  11,  we  should  as  confidently  look  upon  the 

Passage  of  the  Assembly  amendment  as  a  great  public  disaster, 
'hat  bill  is  in   some   respects    inconsistent  with  itself,  and 
would  tend  to  confuse  the  whole  subject  of  assessment. 

The  imperfections  and  errors  contained  in  the  amendment, 
are  so  difi'uscd  throughout  the  bill,  that  it  would  require  ex- 
tensive amendments  to  make  it  a  fit  subject  to  find  a  place  upon 
the  statute  book. 

The  provisions  of  section  8,  in  relation  to  exemptions,  we 
are  convinced  would  be  very  unsatisfactory  to  the  people  of 
tiie  State;  as  it  dispenses  with  those  special  exemptions,  which 
are  designed  to  save  families  from  the  annoyance  of  estimating  - 
the  value  of  clothing,  kitchen  furniture,  beds  and  bedding,  fuel, 
books,  (fee.  This  bill  taxes  all  credits,  without  any  deduction 
for  indebtedness;  thereby  operating  oppressively  upon  many, 
and  ruinously  upon  that  class  of  persons  engaged  in  the  manu- 
facture of  machinery,  most  of  which  has  necessarily  to  be  sold 
on  credit;  while  the  persons  thus  engaged,  have  generally  large 
amounts  of  debts  against  them,  which  common  justice  would 
seem  to  indicate  should  be  offset  against  the  credits  above  alld- 
ded  to. 

The  bill  proposes  to  reinstate  the  old  State  Board  of  Equali- 
zation; ana  then  requires  them  to  equalize  the  taxes  among  the 
108 
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eoanties,  without  having  any  other  guide  than  the  aBsessment 
in  the  towns  and  cities,  rendering  it  morally  certain  that  justice 
*eannot  be  done  to  the  seueral  portions  of  the  State,  as  by -gone 
.years  most  amply  demonstrate. 

But  we  shall  not  stop  to  set  forth  all  the  objectionable*  fea« 
tares  to  the  amendment  made  by  tKe  Assembly,  as  we  think 
that  on  a  cursory  examination  of  the  bill,  it  will  be  seen  to  bear 
on  its  face  its  own  condemnation.  ^ 

We  therefore  report  back  the  bill  to  the  Senate,  and  unani- 
mously recommend,  that  the  Senate  refuse  to  concur  with  the 
Assembly  amendment.

Have  considered  the  same  and  respectfully  report: 

The  Statutes  very  properly  prohibit  the  marriage  of  persons 
nearer  of  kin  than  first  cousins ;  of  insane  persons,  and  of  idi- 
ots, for  the  obvious  reason  that  such  unions  being  in  violation 
of  well  known  laws  of  nature,  their  issue  would,  of  necessity 
increase  the  sum  of  human  misery,  by  perpetuating  the  mental 
and  physical  infirmities  of  the  parents.  But  the  objects  of 
statutory  law  are  exhausted  before  they  reach  the  subject  of 
esthetics.  This  is  tho  ^*  higher  law"  which  cannot  be  reached 
by  bar,  bench  or  Senate,  which  cannot  be  controlled  by  statu- 
tory shackles  or  conventional  inhibitions.  The  old  lady  who 
kissed  her  cow,  might,  by  many  a  younger  lady,  be  supposed 
to  have  misdirected  her  osculatory  attentions,  but  the  law  could 
not  with  any  propriety,  interpose  its  iron  arm  between  the  mat- 
ron and  her  cornute  friend.  The  attempt  of  Peter  the  Great 
to  deprive  his  hirsute  subjects  of  their  beards,  had  R^ell  nigh 
cost  the  Czar  his  head,  and  the  redoubtable  Peter  Stuyvesant 
never  succeeded  in  depriving  old  Kildermeister  of  his  queue. 

In  marital  arrangements,  tastes  are  as  various  as  in  other 
matters  of  animal  life.  The  New  Zealand  maiden  finds  her 
tattoed  lover  charming  for  those  marks  which  are  hideous  to 
others,  and  the  Hottentot  Venus  is  deemed  beautiful  in  the  ra- 
tio of  her  ebony  darkness. 

In  the  choice  of  colors,  tastes  are  as  various  as  the  hues  of 
the  rainbow.  Yellow  hair,  auburn  tresses,  lint  white  locks, 
and  raven  curls  have  each  been  apotheosized  by  poets,  and  ren- 
dered beautiful  by  painters.  The  rich  complexion  of  the  dark- 
eyed  brunette,  and  the  fair  skin  of  the  blonde,  are  alike  sub- 
jects of  adoration,  while  every  shade  of  color  in  which  the  hu- 
man eye  has  been  dyed  from  the  azure  blue  to  the  coal  black,  is 
the  subject  of  admiration. 

The  amendment  proposed  by  this  bill  prohibits  the  marriage 
of  persons  of  different  color,  without  defining  the  application 
of  the  term,  whether  to  skii^,  hair,  eyes,  or  other  parts  of  the 
person.  It  must  be  evident  that  such  an  inhibition  might  be 
so  construed  as  to  reach  nearly  every  case  of  marriage,  since 
such  contracts  are  seldom  made  between  persons  uniformly  alike 
in  respect  to  color. 

In  view  of  these  consideiPations  your  committee  are  of  opin- 
ion that  the  biU  ought  not  to  pass,  and  recommend  its  indefinite 
postponement.

Adopted  March  1st,  1860,  and  the  President  appointed  Sen- 
ators Worthington,  Rodolf  and  Stewart  said  committee; 

Report,  that  the  means  of  information  upon  the  subject  of 
enquiry  in  the  resolution,  within  the  power  of  the  committee 
are  so  limited,  that  their  report  must  of  necessity  be  brief,  and 
in  some  respects  inconclusive. 

The  two  contracts  referred  to  in  the  resolution,  are  so  un- 
like that  comparisons  or  parallel  between  them  are  difficult, 
and  not  calculated  to  show  with  any  precision  the  relative  cost 
or  expensiveness  of  the  two  plans.  The  Proudfit  contract  is 
more  full  as  to  items,  than  the  McNeil  contract,  while  the  lat- 
ter is  more  full  as  to  the  quantity  and  amount  of  work  requir- 
ed by  the  specifications,  and  gives  the  prices  of  items  as  a  basis 
for  the  cash  advances  to  be  made  to  the  contractor. 

Your  committee  had  no  means  of  ascertaining  what  would 
have  been  the  difference  of  cost  between  the  two  contracts,  as 
such  information  could  only  be  obtained  by  the  emplovment  of 
architects  and  builders  at  a  considerable  expense  to  the  State, 
and  the  committee  were  invested  with  no  authority  to  employ 
such  aid. 

The  nearest  approximation  to  the  information  called  for  by 
the  resolution,  is  in  the  subjoined  list  of  items  and  prices  un- 
der the  two  contracts.  The  essential  difference  between  the  two 
contracts  consists  in  the  fact  that  the  Proudfit  contract  stipu- 
lated in  part  the  prices  in  items  and  the  quantity  of  work  re- 
quired, leaving  the  agsregate  cost  of  the  building  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  sum  total  of  the  work  at  the  prices  named,  while 
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the  McNeal  conduct  undertakes  the  whole  work  for  the  Btiin 
of  ¥73,500,  in  full,  the  prioes  in  items  being  affixed  as  a  basis 
for  the  payment  from  time  to  time  of  the  contractor. 

The  two  columns  below  embrace  all  tne  items  to  be  found  in 
the  contra<?tB  to  which  prices  are  attached.  The  first  column 
shows  the  prices  under  the  Proudfit  contract,  and  the  second 
the  prices  of  the  same  items,  which  were  made  the  basis  of 
payment  under  the  McNeal  contract.

Its  friends  claim  for  it 
vitality  enough  to  prevent  the  General  Government  from  pav- 
ing the  five  per  centum  due  this  State.  The  friends  of  tne 
Canal  Company  say,  through  their  representative  before  the 
committee,  that  this  unsettled  claim  can  oe  adjusted  bv  arbitra* 
tion,  and  that  they  will  be  satisfied  with  the  award  of  arbitra- 
tors! which  is  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  $108,000,  but  a  less 
sum  will  be  accepted  if  so  awarded.  It  is  said  that  the  five 
per  centum  due  this  State  is  over  $400,000,  and  that  it  can  be 
obtained  at  any  time  after  such  settlement. '  If  the  State  can 
obtain  $400,000  of  its  legal  and  just  dues,  which  cannot  be  ob- 
tained without  settling  a  claim  i;i  which  one  of  the  parties  may 
deem  to  be  unjust^  is  a  matter  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Senate,  and  worthy  its  attention.

izing and  administering  a  system  of  public  schools  so  as  to  se- 
cure as  widely,  uniformly  and  cheaply  as  practicable  over  a 
I^rge  territory,  with  the  varying  conditions  of  population, 
wealth  and  occupation,  of  different  towns,  cities  and  districts, 
to  all  of  the  children  and  youth  of  the  State,  tho  best  opportu- 
nities of  education,  which  good  teachers  and  good  books  can 
impart — and  also  in  view  of  the  discussions  now  in  progress  at 
teachers'  institutes  and  other  educational  meetings  in  different 
parts  of  the  State,  by  which  the  differences  of  opinion  will  be 
reconciled,  and  the  leading  features  of  an  efficient  system,  will

mit the  draft  of  a  revised  school  code  at  the  close  of  another 
year — should  such  be  the  pleasure  of  the  Legislature.

Have  made  such  examinations,  in  accordance  with  the  in- 
structions of  the  resolution,  as  time  and  circumstances  would 
permit,  and  submit  the  following  report: 

The  swamp  land  survey  has  been  prosecuted  during  the  years 
1858  and  1869,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  81,  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  of  1857,  and  chapter  47  of  the  General  Laws  of 
1859.  By  the  provisions  of  the  first  mentioned  act,  the  Gov- 
ernor was  authorized  to  cause  to  be  surveyed  the  islands  in  the 
Wisconsin  and  Mississippi  nvers,  and  the  unsurveyed  lands  ad- 
jacent to  said  rivers,  belonging  to  this  State,  granted  by  act  of 
Congress  approved  28th  September,  1850.  Under  this  act  the 
Governor  engaged  J.  B.  Whitelaw,  J.  S.  Van  Vechten,  and 
Wm.  Brisbane,  to  make  these  surveys*  Mr.  Brisbane  was  en- 
gaged in  the  survey,  comparatively,  a  short  time  in  1858*  Mjc« 
Van  Vechten  was  engaged  in  the  work  from  March,  1858,  till 
his  death,  which  occurred  in  the  summer  of  1859.  Mr.  White- 
law  has  been  engaged  since  February,  1858.  The  following  are 
copies  of  agreements  between  the  Governor  and  Messrs,  White- 
law,  and  Van  Vechten: 

State  of  Wisconsin,  Exbcittive  Office, 

Madison,  February  16, 1858. 

Hon.  D.  W.  Jones,  Secretary  of  State: 

Sir:-- John  B.  Whitelaw  has  been  employed  to  survey  the 
Islands  in  the  Mississippi  river  within  the  jurisdiction  of  Uiis 
State,  and  the  Islands  in  the  Wisconsin  river  except  directly 
north  of  Iowa  county,  the  surveys  to  be  conducted  according 
to  the  rules  adopted  by  the  General  Goverment.  The  surveyor 
to  receive  five  dollars  per  day,  and  all  necessary  expenses. 
Payments  to  be  made  as  fast  as  portions  of  the  survey  are  com* 
pletedy  on  presentation  to  the  Secretary  of  State  of  a  certifi- 
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cate  from  the  Surveyor  General  of  the  acceptance  of  such  snr- 
vey. 

The  said  Whitelaw  is  also  to  examine,  ascertain  and  report 

SarticularlT  the  quantity  and  description  of  swamp  and  over- 
owed  land  contiguous  to  said  rivers,  and  their  tributaries,  in 
this  State.

Hon.  D.  W.  Jones,  Secretary  of  State: 

Sir  : — Jacob  Van  Vechten  has  been  employed  from  and 
since  the  first  day  of  March  last,  to  survey  the  Islands  in  the 
Wisconsin  River,  north  of  the  east  line  of  Iowa  county,  on  the 
river  above  that  line,  and  also  to  survey  swamp  and  overflowed 
lands  on  and  near  said  river  and  its  tributaries;  the  surveys  to 
be  conducted  according  to  the  rules  adopted  by  the  General 
Government;  the  surveyor  to  receive  five  dollars  per  day,  and 
all  necessary  expenses;  payments  to.  be  made  as  fast  as  surveys 
are  completed  and  the  proper  vouchers  and  certificats  present- 
ed. And  for  survey  of  Islands,  upon  presentation  of  cer- 
tertificate  from  the  Surveyor  General  of  the  acceptance  of  the 
survey  of  such  Islands.

It  will  appear  from  an  inspection  of  the  above,  that  no  spe- 
cific authonty  was  conferred  on  Messrs.  Whitelaw  and  Van 
Vechten  to  employ  other  surveyors  at  five  dollars  per  day  and 
all  necessary  expenses.  In  the  testimony  of  Whitelaw,  here- 
with submitted,  it  will  be  observed  that  he  claims  that  he  had 
the  right  to  employ  other  surveyors,  at  discretion,  on  the  same 
terms  that  he  had  engaged  to  do  the  work.  Your  committee 
may  be  wrong  in  their  conclusions,  but  they  submit  the  papers 
as  they  find  them,  leaving  each  to  judge  for  himself  whether 
the  exercise  of  such  prerogatives  was  properly  exercised  or  not. 
Again,  it  will  be  noticed  by  the  language  of  the  articles  of 
agreement,  that  the  surveyors  were  to  examine,  ascertain,  &c., 
the  description  of  the  swamp  and  overflowed  lands  contiguous 
to  the  Wisconsin  and  Mississippi  rivers  and  their  tributaries 
in  this  State,  but  the  surveys  have  been  prosecuted  beyond  the 
tributaries  of  these  rivers,  as  in  the  counties  of  Dodge,  Fond 
da  Lac,  Winnebago,  Sheboygan,  and  others. 

The  expense  of  these  surveys  duriag  the  year  1859,  is  927,- 

210  42,  as  will  be  seen  by  appendix  herewith  submitted  marked 

(A.)    Your  committee  have  eicamined,  under  oath,  several  per- 

-  80CIS  who  were  employed  in  the  survey  last  year,  and  fi&d  that 
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the  principal  suryoTors  receipted  for  five  dollara  per  day  for 
service,  and  one  dollar  per  day  for  board  and  other  expenses. — 
The  testimony  of  Mr.  Whitelaw,  herewith  sabmitted,  marked 
(B.,)  is  that  he  made  an  agreement  with  the  surveyors  which 
he  employed,  that  he  should  retain  one  dollar  per  day  of  their 
wages.  In  the  case  of  Mr.  Brown,  who  finished  the  survey  in 
Sauk  counter,  the  receipt  is  for  five  dollars  per  day,  when  he 
actually  received  only  two,  and  Mr.  Rudd  who  receipted  for 
two  dollars  per  day,  when  he  actually  received  four.  In  the 
case  of  Mr.  Cronk,  whose  affidavit  is  herewith  submitted,  and 
who  was  first  employed  by  Mr.  Van  Ycchten,  we  find  that  he 
received  two  dollars  per  day,  when  the  receipt  is  for  five.  In 
regard  to  board  and  expenses,  the  several  affidavits  to  be  found 
in  the  appendix  of  this  report,  show  that  the  surveyors  gener- 
ally kept  items  paid  for  board  and  other  expenses  for  the  party 
under  their  control  respectively,  but  your  committee  find  none 
of  the  itemized  accounts  among  the  papers  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  Secretary  of  State.  In  most  cases  there  is  a  charge  of 
one  dollar  per  day  for  board.  Whitelaw  states  that  these  ex- 
penses fre(^entlpr  exceeded  one  dollar  per  day. 

In  the  appendix  to  this  report  will  be  found  all  the  testimony 
taken  by  your  committee,  and  also  a  statement  of  each  item  of 
the  expense  which  goes  to  make  up  the  affsregate  cost  ($27,- 
210  46,^  of  the  survey  for  1859.  It  would  require  the  labor 
of  montns  for  the  committee  to  complete  this  examination  as 
reauired  by  the  terms  of  the  resolution.  They  therefore  ask 
to  he  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  this  subject*

John  6.  VVhitelaw  behig  dnlj  sworn,  Bays,  that  he  has  been 
engaged  in  the  swamp  land  surrey  daring  the  past  year,  under 
an  engagement  with  Governor  Randall,  entered  into  about  two 
years  sinoe.  These  articles  of  agreement  between  myself  and 
the  Governor  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State; 
I  was  to  have  five  dollars  per  day  and  all  necessary  expenses; 
I  was  authorized  to  empl^  other  surveyors,  and  I  was  to  re- 
ceive the  same  for  them;  1  have  employed  quite  %  number  of 
different  surveyors  and  paid  them  four  dollars  per  day  and  all 
necessary  expenses  ;  the  expenses  of  these  surveyors  for  boards 
travel,  <fec.,  were  furnished  to  me  in  itemized  accounts,  and 
these  accounts  I  paid;  I  have  made  a  uniform  charge  of  one 
dollar  per  day,  per  each  man;  in  some  instances  these  expenses 
amounted  to  considerable  more  than- one  dollar  per  day,  and  in 
some  instances  they  were  less  than  that  sum;  .the  average  for 
the  season  has  been  more  than  one  dollar  per  day;  the  accounts 
which  I  have  rendered  to  the  State  are  just  and  true;  I  shall 
have  to  give  bonds  to  the  Surveyor  General  of  the  United 
States  for  this  district,  for  the  correctness  of  this  survey,  as  I 
have  to  report  to  him,  and  I  have  retained  one  dollar  on  each 
surveyor  to  indemnify  me  for  this  responsibility;  I  have  ad- 
vance money  to  all  these  surveyors  to  meet  their  running  ex- 
penses, and  in  many  instances  to  pav their  wages,  before!  re- 
ceived the  same  from  the  State;  I  shall  have  to  give  bonds  for 
the  correctness  of  the  survey  in  each  county  surveyed  when  I 
make  my  returns  to  the  Surveyor  General;  I  have  never  re- 
tained anything  from  the  wages  of  any  persons  employed  by 
me  except  surveyors;  I  have  never  retained  more  than  one  dol- 
lar per  aay  from  the  wages  of  any  surveyor;  I  did  not  employ 
E.  0.  Rudd  and  L.  S.  Van  Vliet;  they  received  their  appoint- 
ment from  the  Governor,  but  were  to  work  under  my  superin- 
tendence; these  appointments  are  also  on  file  in  the  Secretary's 
office.

Rudd,  being  duly  sworn,  says,  I  reside  in  Reeds- 
burgh,  in  Sauk  county  ;  have  been  engaged  in  the  swamp  land 
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survey  aboat  two  mouths  duxiag  the  year  1859 ;  was  employed  in 
the  field  work  and  also  in  the  office.  AH  the  field  labor  which 
1  performed  was  in  the  county  of  Sauk  ;  cannot  say  how  many 
towns  I  was  engaged  in ;  found  most  of  the  swamp  and  over- 
flowed lands  in  the  southern  part  of  the  county,  or  south  of 
the  bluffs  ;  I  was  employed  by  John  B.  Whitelaw  to  finish  up 
the  survey  in  the  county.  A  surveyor  by  the  name  of  Ran- 
dall had  previously  been  engaged  in  surveying  in  the  county. 
I  engaged  S.  J.  Brown  as  a  surveyor  by  order  of  J.  B.  White- 
law,  i  told  Brown, when  I  engaged  him  tnat  Whitelaw  said  it  was 
customaiy  for  him  (Whitelaw)  to  retain  one  dollar  per  ,day  from 
the  wages  of  the  principal  surveyors  having  charge  of  a  party. 
I  was  assistant  surveyor  when  in  the  field,  and  received  K)r  my 
services  four  dollars  per  day  while  Brown  was  with  me  ;  when 
Brown  was  not  with  me  I  received  only  two  dollars  per  day. 
When  I  was  engaged  by  Whitelaw,  he  agreed  that  I  should  be 
allowed  one  dollar  per  day  for  the  purpose  of  paying  my  board 
and  other  expenses.  I  received  the  one  dollar  per  day,  accord- 
ing to  agreement.  When  I  was  engaged  in  the  office,  I  recived 
three  dollars  per  day  for  my  services.  I  was  in  the  field  about 
thirty*  eight  days.  I  was  authorized  to  engage  a.surveyor  by 
Whitelaw,  and  I  engaged  S.  J.  Brown.  Brown  is  a  practical 
surveyor.  *

Rensler  Gronk,  being  duly  sworn,  says,  I  have  been  engaged, 
in  the  swamp  land  survey  during  most  of  the  time  for  the  past 
year  ;  am  a  practical  surveyor ;  have  been  engaged  in  survey- 
ing most  of  the  time  for  the  past  seven  or  eight  years  ;  have 
been  engaged  in  field  work  nearly  all  the  time  during  my  con- 
nection with  the  survey.  My  labor  has  been  in  Marquette  and 
Green  Lake  counties.  J.  S.  Van  Vechten  first  employed  me 
in  the  survey.  After  his  death  I  was  employed  by  J.  B.  White- 
law.  I  never  made  any  positive  engagement  with  Van  Vechten 
as  regards  how  much  I  should  receive  per  day.  When  I  com- 
menced work  in  the  survey,  Van  Vechten  advanced  to  me  $188. 
After  Mr.  Van  Vechten's  death,  a  Mr.  Sherman,  whom  I  sup- 
pose to  be  a  friend  of  Van  Vechten,  settled  with  me,  and  gave 
me  an  order  on  J.  B.  Whitelaw  for  the  balance  due  me,  at  two 
dollars  per  day  for  my  services.  I  kept  an  accurate  account  of 
all  my  expenses,  and  the  expenses  of  my  party,  which  account

was  allowed  me  on  settlement  with  Sherman.  I  cannot  tell, 
now,  eo^otly  what  these  expenses  amounted  to,  per  day,  for 
each  man,  but  I  am  certain  they  were  less  than  one  dollar  per 
day.  I  cannot  now  tell  whether  the  board  and  expenses  of 
each  man  in  m^  party  was  more  or  less  than  seventy-fiye  cents 
per  day.  I  think  it  was  more  than  iifby  cents  and  less  than 
one  dollar  per  day.  Under  my  employment  by  Whitelaw,  I 
received  only  four  dollars  per  day.  I  kept  the  account  of  act- 
ual expenses  since  engagea  by  Whitelaw,  and  these  actual  ex- 
Eenses  have  been  allowed  me.  These  expenses,  including  board, 
ave  been  less  than  one  dollar  per  day,  for  each  man  ;  these 
expenses  were  but  very  little  less  than  one  dollar  per  day.  I 
have  been  engaged  a  considerable  portion  of  the  time  during 
this  winter,  in  the  survey  ;  have  labored  where  there  was  no 
snow  on  the  ground,  and  when  the  weather  would  permit. 
When  there  was  snow  so  as  to  prevent  labor  in  the  field ,  and 
when  the  weather  would  not  permit,  I  lost  my  time  and  the 
board  of  myself  and  men,  in  accordance  with  the  agreement 
between  myself  and  Whitelaw.

Edgar  Sears  being  duly  sworn  says,  I  have  been  engaged  in 
the  swamp  land  survey  during  the  year  1859;  have  been  en- 
gaged in  Columbia,  Adams,  Waushara,  Sheboygan  and  Mani- 
towoc counties;  was  first  encaged  by  Mr.  Van  Vechten,  and 
after  his  death  by  Mr.  J.  B.  Whitelaw;  am  a  surveyor  by  pro- 
fession; have  surveyed  for  the  general  government  for  six  or 
seven  years.     While  I  was  at  work  for  Mr.  Van  Vechten  I  re- 
ceived five  dollars  per  day  and  all  necessary  expenses,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  agreement  entered  into  with  him;  while  I 
was  at  work  for  Mr.  Whitelaw,  Ireceived  only  four  dollars  per 
day  for  my  labor;  there  was  no  agreement  between  myself  and 
Van  Vechten,  or  between  myself  and  Whitelaw,  by  which  I 
was  to  receive  one  dollar  per  day  for  board;  I  kept  an  account 
of  my  expenses,  including  board;  I  kept  an  account  of  the  ex- 
penses of  my  party;  my  party  was  made  up  of  myself  and  two 
other  men — chainmen;  wnile  at  work  for  Mr.  van  Vechten, 
my  expenses  amounted  to  little  less  than  one  dollar  per  day,  each, 
for  myself  and  men;  I  rendered  an  exact  account  to  him.

W.  Robinson  being  duly  sworn  says,  I  have  been  en- 
gaged in  the  swamp  land  survey  during  the  past  year;  have 
surveyed  in  Dunn  ai^d  Chippewa  counties;  I  was  employed  by 
J.  B.  Whitelaw;  I  was  to  receive  four  dollars  per  day  and  aU 
necessary  expenses;  I  kept  an  accurate  account  of  cost  of  pro- 
visions and  other  expenses,  and  such  accounts  were  allowea  me 
on  final  settlement;  I  bought  provisions  for  myself  and  party 
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• 
and  hired  teams  and  packers  to  take  the  proyisions  to  accessi- 
ble points;  my  party  consisted  of  myself  and  from  three  to 
four  other  men;  I  employed  all  men  who  were  at  work  under 
me,  and  paid  them  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day  for  their 
labor;  the  board  of  my  men  never  exceeded  five  shilling  per 
day  for  each  man;  my  own  board  did  not  exceed  six  shillings 
per  day;  it  was  a  little  more  than  the  board  of  the  men  in  con-

SECRETARY  OF  STATE. 

In  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  exaimnatioitf 
have  been  mostly  confined  to  the  securities  of  the  sereral  Trust 
Fands,  and  the  various  audited  accounts. 

The  loan  papers  were  mostly  found  in  good   order.    A  liit 
of  the  loans,  hereunto  annexed,  is  marked  (A.)  and  the  seTenl 
defects  found  to  exist  are  noted.     In  those  cases  where  your 
committee  have  noted  as  ^'  no  record  of  title  from  the  United 
States,"  there  was  no  record  found  in  the  connties  where  the 
land  lies.     It  is  presumed  that  the  records  were  correct  in  the 
knd  office  where  the  land  was  entered.     Other  marginal  Dotes 
need  no  explanation.     The  record  of  loans   show  that  oertain 
parties  have  much  larger  loans  from  the  school  and  other  funds 
than  is  now  allowed  by  law.     In  these  cases,  the  parties  have 
purchased  fotfeited  mortgaged  lands  of  the   Stat^  and  hence 
they  hare  the  appearance  of  havLog  obtained  duplicate  loans 
far  beyond  the  amount  authorized  to  be  loaned  to  any  one  per- 
son.    The  attention  .of  your  committee  hae  been  repeatedly 
called  to  examine  lean  papers  alleged  to  have  been  foiged,  or 
fraudulently  made ;  but .  tne  vast  amount  of  labor  required  to 
be  done  in  making  these  investigations,  daring  the  session  of 
the  Legislature,  makes  it  quite  impossible  to  prosecute  the  ex- 
amination of  particular  cases,  unless  all  the  proof  requisite  to 
elucidate  the  whole  subject  under  consideration,  can  be  readilr 
obtained.     More  careful  vigilcwoe  than  has  yet  been  exerdsea 
in  the  disposition  of  these  trust  funds,  is  needed  to  prevent 
their  being  dissipated,  and  eventually  entirely  lost,    ui  a  fef 
cases  of  loans/hp  notes  or  mortgages  were  found.     It  is  presum- 
ed they  are  yet  in  the  offices  of  registers  of  deeds  to  be  recordei

Have  been  forfeited  to  the  State  during  the  past  year.  This 
amount  of  the  principal  forfeited,  together  with  the  amount  for- 
feited on  mortgaged  lands,  $56,S74  24,  makes  a  total  aggre- 
gate of  principal  forfeited  of  J444,755  00.  Thus  the  income 
of  these  several  funds,  in  1859,  was  reduced  more  than  |31,- 
000. 

PUBLIC   PRINTING. 

Since  examining  the  accounts  of  the  Public  Printer,  we  find 
as  appears  from  the  vouchers  on  file  in  the  oflSce  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  that  there  was  audited  during  the  year  1859,  for 
doing  the  public  printing  and  advertising  of  all  kinds,  the  total 
sum  of  ?76,938  96,  of  this  amount  $20,850  43  is  for  advertis- 
ing in  the  "  Wisconsin  Patriot,'*  leaving  $66,088  50,  as  the 
amount  auditi^d  for  work  alleged  to  have  been  done  under  the 
existing  contract  for  doing  the  public  printing. 

KecoUccting  that  the  commissioners  of  printing  in  awarding 
the  contract  to  the  present  contractor,  had  Sgured  that  his  con- 
tract, ior  a  year's  work  on  the  ^'  official  basis,"  would  amount 
to  but  $6,471  59,  and  well  aware  that  there  has  been  no  such 
increase  of  work  over  the  estimate  contained  in  said  basis,  as 
the  great  excess  of  charge  would  require,  your  committee 
felt  it  to  be  its  duty  to  examine  particularly  into  the  causes 
which  have  led  to  this  startling  result.  These  causes  they 
have  ascertained  to  bt;,  as  they  bolieve,  simply  a  neglect  or  vi- 
olation of  duty  on  the^part  of  the  auditing  officers,  in  auditing 
as  correct  accounts,  in  violation  of  the  contract.  A  charge  of 
this  mamitude  is  made  only,  after  a  most  thorough  examina- 
tion. Your  committee  is  at  a  loss  to  imagine  how  two  opinions 
could  permanently  have  obtained,  as  to  the  interpretation  of 
the  leading  features  of  that  contract.  They  can  find  no  ground 
for  a  difference  of  .opinion,  when  carefully  examined  in  all  its 
parts. 

If  your  committee  are  mistaken  in  the  construction  which 
thev  put  upon  the  contract  to  do  the  public  printing,  then  in 
violation  of  the  constitution  and  the  law,  this  contract  was  let 
to  the  highest,  instead  of  the  lowest  bidder. 
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The  work  done  by  the  contractor^  for  the  State  Printing 
proper,  by  which  we  mean,  all  work  exchisiye  of  advertising 
ana  extra  copies  of  the  "Wisconsin  Patriot,"  for  which  the 
sam  of  $56,088  60  has  been  audited  to  him,  embraces  no  more 
than  the  full  amount  of  work  naturally  belonging  to  a  year's 
service.  Yet  that  sum  exceeds  by  twenty-six  thousand  four 
hundred  and  fifty-nine  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  the  hzffhest  bid, 
that  of  Messenger  &  Co.  as  shown  on  page  746  of  the  Senate 
Journal  of  1865 — of  the  seven  competing  bids  before  the  com- 
missioners at  the  time  this  contract  was  awarded  to  the  present 
contractor ;  it  being  in  fact  nearly  one  hundred  per  cent,  higher 
than  the  highest  bid  before  the  commissioners.  This  fact  wnich 
cannot  possibly  be  denied  or  disputed,  with  success,  is  conclu- 
sive that  there  has  been  gross  neglect  or  violation  of  duty 
Bomewhere.  Your  committee  have  been  unable  to  find  any 
evidence  of  neglect  or  violation  of  duty  on  the  part  of  the  com- 
missioners in  awarding  the  contract,  but  on  the  contrary,  find 
abundant  evidence  to  show  that  they,  not  only  at  the  time  of 
the  letting  of  the  contract,  but  subsequently,  and  to  this  date, 
understand  it  substantially  as  does  your  ^committee,  after  a 
careful  examination  of  the  law  and  the  contract.  We  are 
therefore  forced  to  relieve  the  commissioners  of  any  imputar 
tion  of  a  design  or  intention  to  make  a  contract  at  variance 
with  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  law.  The  chief  cause  of  the 
wide  difference  of  opinion  between  the  contractor  and  your 
committee  is  found  mainly  in  the  fact,  that  the  contractor  seeks 
to  have  work  accounted  for,  and  has  had  it  so  audited  under 
the  following  heads,  which  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  law 
and  the  contract: 

Ist.  Displacing,  unwarrantably,  some  of  the  items  in  a  class, 
in  which  there  is  no  dispute  about  the  class  to  which  they  be- 
long. 

2d.  Counting  half  sheets,  or  less  than  half  sheets,  as  whole 
ones,  and  quires  of  blanks  as  quires  of  sheets,  in  the  Uiird 
class  in  blank  work  for  the  several  departmisnts.  This  has  been 
the  rule.     There  are  only  a  few  exceptions. 

8d.  Calling  as  "  extra  incidental '  work  the  most  natural 
and  unavoidable,  and  every  year  required,  and  ot  a  character 
which  fixed  its  position  in  the  class  to  which  it  belonged,  so  as 
to  preclude  it  from  being  legitimately  "  extra  incidental." 

4th.  Allowing  specific  items  in  another  clasB  than  thai  fixed 
by  the  law  and  the  contract. 

6th.  In  printing  at  highest  contract  prices,  comparatively 
large  amounts  ordered  bv  the  Secretary  of  State,  Bank  Oomp- 
troller,  and  Superintenaent  of  Public  Instruction,  wholly  un- 
authorized by  law. 
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6th.  An  exorbitant  charge  and  allowanoe  for  advertising  in 
the  **  Wisconsin  Patriot"  a  class  of  notices,  both  in  the  Daily 
and  Weekly^  where  the  law  only  contemplated  a  weekly  publi- 
cation, and  in  thq  same  connection  receiving  an  allowance  for 
advertising  forfeited  school,  university  and  swamp  lands,  of 
$1  60  a  description,  in  excess  of  what  your  committee  deem 
either  just  or  legal. 

There  is  no  ambiguity,  that  we  can  discover,  in  the  law  or 
the  contract,  that  will  justify  the  action  of  the  auditing  offi- 
cers in  so  far  acceding  to  the  claims  of  the  contractor,  as  to 
andit  accounts  in  the  manner  set  forth"  above,  changing  as  it 
does  the  whole  end  and'  aim  of  the  Commissioners  in  awarding 
the  contract,  viz:  to  guard  the  interests  of  the  State,  by  letting 
the  printing  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder.  Everything  is  clear- 
ly and  distinctly  set  forth,  and  could  not  be  well  or  easily  mis- 
understood, and,  as  your  Committee  will  show,  was  not  misun- 
derstood, either  by  the  Commissioners  or  the  contractor,  but 
on  the  contrary  Iwe  have  the  proof  that  both  understood  it 
substantially  alike,  when  the  contract  was  perfected,  and  also 
at  a  subsequent  period,  and  as  your  Committee  understand  it 
now.  The  Commissioners  of  Printing  advertised  extensively 
for  bids  for  the  work.  They  set  forth  the  specifications  and 
carefully  prepared  an  estimate  of  the  probable  amount  of  work 
required  to  be  done.  The  kinds  of  work  belonging  to  the  sev- 
eral classes  was  distinctly  stated,  and  the  kind  of  work  that 
belonged  under  the  separate  heads  or  items  of  each  class  was 
also  clear,  as  well  from  common  and  universal  understanding,  as 
from  the  official  basis  or  estimate  of  work  required. 

The  First  Class  was  stated  to  be  "comprising  all  printingin- 
cident  to  the  business  of  the  two  houses  while  in  session.'*  The  ' 
official  basis  of  work  required  in  this  cl$iss  shows,  that  this 
class  embraced  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  several  State  De- 
partments, and  State  Institutions,  required  by  law  to  be  made 
to  the  Governor;  the  bills  of  the  two  Houses,  and  the  daily 
slips  of  the  two  Houses.  The  same  basis,  too,  shows  clearly, 
that  in  paper  for  book  work,  was  included  the  paper  for  the 
Annual  Reports,  and  the  daily  slips;  and  in  paper  for  bill 
work,  and  extra  incidental  jobs,  was  included  paper  for  the  ob- 
jects mentioned.  To  make  this  plain  to  the  most  obtuse, 
whether  professional  printers  or  not,  ^our  Committee  •  roceed 
to  explain: — The  basis  calls  for  the  printing  of  80,000  pamph- 
lets in  the  First  Class.  It  also  calls  for  printing  incident  to  the 
business  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  Legislature,  while  in  session. 
Whatever  else  this  business  may  embrace,  there  can  be  no  ra- 
tional doubt  in  relation  to  its  providing  the  paper  for  these 
panrphlets,  and  the  daily  slips.     For  these  items,  6,750  quires

of  book  paper  were  provided.  For  the  bills  of  the  two  Hoases, 
■and  for  sucn  ^^extra  incidental"  jobs  as  unforeseen  exigencies 
might  require,  2,000  quires  were  provided. 

Sut  the  account  of  the  Public  Printer,  for  work  in  the  first 
class,  embraces  scarcely  a  charge  for  paper  under  the  head  of 
book-paper,  which  he  is  obliged  bj  the  contract  to  furnish  at 
the  rate  of  14000th  of  a  cent  per  quire;  nor  does  it  intimate 
any  as  used,  save  a  few  quires  for  printing  the  Legislative 
Manual,  sollinall  in  amount  as  scarcely  merits  being  noticed  as 
an  exception  ;  while  the  amount  of  paper  for  bills  and  extra 
incidental  jobs,  for  which  it  was  estimated  2,000  quires  would 
be  ample,  and  for  which  75  cents  is  allowed  by  the  contract,  is 
swellea  to  the  enormous  amount  of  more  than  52,000  quires  ; 
the  contractor  assuming,  and  the  auditing  officer  allowing,  the 
pamphlet  work  as  extra  incidental ;  and  charging  for  the  paper 
used  in  said  work,  and  for  the  press-work  on  the  same,  as 
though  it  was  cap  size;  when  your  committee  know  that  light 
book-paper,  or  ordinary  print  paper,  double-medium  size,  was 
actuaUy  used  in  doing  the  work. 

In  further  confirmation  of  the  fact  that  the  contractor  did  not 
disagree  with  the  commissioners  when  the  contract  was  made, 
we  call  attention  to  the  "Protest"  of  the  contractor  and  as- 
signee, to  be  found  in  Senate  journal  for  1859,  commencing  on 
page  151,  made  when  the  contract  was  entered  into,  as  follows: 

**  5.  Because,  under  the  most  favorable  construction  which 
the  written  law,  the  law  of  the  craft,  and  the  specifications 
place  upon  the  matter,  I  could  no  more  than  obtain  pay  enough 
to  cover  costs ;  and  if  lam  held  to  the  construction  a  majority 
of  the  commissioners  have  ^no  doubt)  mistakenly  placed  upon 
the  items  of  work  in  the  third  class,  I  could  not  save  my  out- 
lays by  thousands  of  dollars." 

H»-re,  it  will  be  seen,  the  contractor  claimed  a  peculiar  con- 
struction of  items  in  the  third  class,  to  enable  nim  to  cover 
<sosts  on  his  contract  as  a  whole.  Without  this  favorable  view 
of  his  third  class  work  he  could  not  "save  his  outlays  by  thou- 
sands of  dollars;"  showing  beyond  a  doubt  that  at  that  time 
he  had  not  concluded  to  attempt  the  dvelopement  of  the  mine 
of  wealth,  in  the  work  in  the  first  class,  (however  much  pencil 
marks  on  the  inside  of  the  covers  of  some  of  the  pamphlets 
mav  now  reveal  the  preparation  he  made  for  giving  plausibility 
to  his  present  claims,^  or  he  would  not  have  been  so  tenacious 
and  solicitaous  to  eke  out,  by  construction,  a  few  hundreds 
from  the  third  class  printing,  "  to  cover  costs,"  when  all  the 
excess  in  that  class  for  a  year's  work,  and  embracing  the  jobs 
thrown  in  by  favorites,  foots  but  $4,937  .74  above  the  contract 
price,  while  the  item  of  pamphlet  work  alone,  as  allowed  by  the 
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auditing  officers,  takes,  if  paid,  from  the  treasury  more  than 
$83,000  above  contract  pnce.  Is  it  probable  that,  with  the 
idea  of  charging  for  the  pamphlets  as  incidental  work,  clearly 
defined  in  his  own  views,  and  with  a  purpose  unshaken  in  re- 
gard to  demanding  it,  he  was  yet  besieging  the  Legislature  to 
construe  his  contract  so  as  to  '^  save  costs  7 

Again,  it  will  be  seen,  by  the  testimony  of  the  State  Treas- 
urer, Mr.  Hastings,  and  Mr.  Watson,  the  Private  Secretary  of 
the  Governor,  hereunto  annexed,  marked  B,  that  both  Ross, 
the  contractor,  and  Carpenter,  the  assignee,  refused,  while  this 
contract  was  pending  and  unperfected,  to  take  the  annual  Re- 
ports of  the  State  aepartments  to  print,  because,  their  con- 
tract not  being  perfected,  they  were  not  obliged  to  take  them, 
and  it  could  not  be  expected  that  they  would  take  work  which 
paid  them  nothing,  wnile  they  did  not  refuse  to  take  work 
which,  by  the  terms  of  the  contract,  paid  them  a  profit.  The 
contractor  refused  the  work,  and  it  was  engaged  to  be  done  by 
Atwood  &  Rublee,  and  paid  for  outside  of  this  contract.  By 
this  testimony  it  is  clear  that,  at  that  timey  the  contractor  and 
assignee  did  not  differ  with  the  commissioners  on  the  interpre- 
tation of  this  portion  of  the  contract.  The  commissioners  fig- 
ured that  it  paid  the  contractor  for  nothing  but  the  press- 
work  ;  the  contractor  and  assignee  said  the  same  in  relusing 
the  work,  and  thus  when  the  contract  was  entered  into,  there 
was  a  perfect  understanding  and  agreement  between  the  com- 
missioners, the  contractor  and  the  assignee. 

There  is  abundant  evidence,  too,  that  this  opinion  contin- 
ued on  the  part  of  the  contractor  for  some  time  after  the  con- 
tract was  entered  into.  For  instance,  on  the  9th  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1859,  between  two  and  three  months  after  the  contract 
was  perfected,  the  contractor  sent  a  communication  to  the 
Senate,  [see  page  240,  Senate  journal,]  in  which  he  stated  that 
by  the  most  liberal  construction  that  could  be  given  to  his  con- 
tract, his  recei[)ts  for  the  work  of  the  session  could  not  exceed 
^13,000;  yet  his  account  as  rendered,  and  finally  audited,  for 
the  work  of  the  session,  is  more  than  $30,000. 

On  the  10th  of  March,  appears  on  page  668,  Senate  Journal, 
the  first  evidence  of  the  discovery,  or  rather  disclosure,  of  this 
new  construction  of  the  contract,  on  which  day  appears  another 
communication  from  the  contractor,  hinting  this  construction 
as  a  compromise,  not  claiming  it  as  a  legal  right,  as  he  would 
have  done  if  it  really  existed.  This  construction  was  subse- 
quently embraced  in  an  act  which  passed  the  Legislature,  and 
was  vetoed  by  the  Governor,  on  the  ground  that  it  interfered 
with  and  changed  the  contract.  Up  to  this  time,  with  the 
exception  of  blanks,  there  does  not  appear  to  have  been  any 
126 
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difference  of  opinion  between  the  commissioners  and  the  con- 
tractor.    What  has  transpired  since,  your  committee  wonld 
ask,  to  exalt  the  attempt  at  compromise,  vetoed  by  the  Goyer- 
nor,  so  that  it  now  becomes  a  part  of  the  law  and  the  contract  ? 
Tour  committee  can  find  nothing  but  the  passage  of  a  joint 
resolution  by  the  Senate,  which  was  not  concurred  in  bj  the 
Assembly,  as  an  examination  of  the  Assembly  Jonmal  will 
show,  and  which  was  not  heeded  by  the  auditing  officers,  as  a 
reference  to  the  endorsements  on  the  back  of  the  audited  ac- 
counts will  show.     The  auditing  officers,  with  a  fuU  knowledge 
of  the  law  and  the  contract,  and  knowing  that  the  atteiipt  at  a 
compromise  had  failed,  leaving  the  contract  as   it   originally 
stood,  save  the  modification  authorized  by  the   report  of  the 
Judiciary  committee  of  the  Senate,  [see  page  555,  Senate 
Journal  of  1859,]  audited  this  work,  as  set  forth  in  the  follow- 
ing tables,  on  precisely  the  same  construction  as  that  set  forth 
in  the  bill  returned  to  the  Senate  without  the  approval  of  the 
Executive. 
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In  the  above  table  will  be  found  tour  items,  vis :  the  Report 
of  the  School  Land  Commissioners,  the  Bank  Comptroller,  the 
Assessment  Law,  and  the  Report  of  the  Joint  Inyestiffating 
Committee,  which  are  computed  as  extra  incidental  jobs,  on 
book  pap'ji,  lor  the  reason  they  were  ordered  by  resolution  of 
the  Legislature  and  thorefore'out  of  the  line  of  pamphlet  print- 
ing, for  which  the  contractor  receives  only  pay  for  press  work. 

In  the  Third  Class,  in  connection  with  blanks,  tne  contrac- 
tor claims  that  every  blank,  or  part  of  a  sheet,  shall  count  a 
sheet,  and  every  twenty-four  blanks,  or  parts  of  sheets,  shall 
count  a  quire.  To  correct  this  construction  which,  under  other 
laws  ana  contracts,  had  become  a  mreat  abuse,  the  present  con- 
tract provided,  in  accordance  with  section  4,  of  chapter  114, 
of  the  General  Laws  of  1858,  ^Hhat  in  estimating  the  several 
items  of  blanks  in  the  Third  Class,  that  in  no  case  shall  24 
blanks  be  counted  as  a  quire  of  blanks,  unless  24  sheets  be  ne- 
cessarily used." 

The  accounts,  in  detail,  of  the  Third  Class,  or  Blank  Work 
of  the  Departments,  the  Legislative  Printing,  and  the  advertis- 
ing, as  claimed,  as  allowed,  as  computed  by  your  Cocnmittee, 
and  the  excess  allowed  above  contract  price,  are  too  volumi- 
nous to  incorporate  into  this  Report.  They  are  all  on  file,  so 
far  as  not  given  in  this  report  in  full,  so  that  the  action  of  the 
Committee  on  each  item  can  easily  be  ascertained.  On  the 
construction,  then,  plainly  the  legitimate  one  in  reference  to 
the  First  and  Third  Classes,  and  counting  the  Second  Class  to 
comprise  the  Journals  and  Documents  of  the  two  Houses,  and 
all  General  and  Local  Laws,  as  is  not  disputed,  save  in  the  one 
item  of  Documents,  to  which  we  shall  hereafter  refer,  your  com- 
mittee, by  the  aid  of  practical  and  disinterested  printers,  viz; 
J.  A.  Smith,  of  the  Fond  du  Lac  Commonwealth^  H.  L.  Rann, 
of  the  Whitewater  Register^  and  J.  M.  Doty,  of  the  recent 
Badger  States  have  compiled  the  following  tables,  which  show 
clearly  the  state  of  this  printing  matter,  in  its  several  features, 
as  found  in  and  computed  from  each  voucher.

The  foregoing  tables  show  that  the  contractor  has  received 
an  account  of  public  printing  and  advertising,  from  February 
26th,  1859,  to  January  Ist,  1860,  inclusive,  ^8,176  77,— that 
the  entire  work  of  the  year,  for  which  accounts  had  been  ren- 
dered, if  computed  at  contract  prices,  as  we  understand  the 
contract,  by  giving  it  as  liberal  a  construction  as  its  plain  and 
literal  terms  will  Justify,  and  adding  to  the  State  Printing 
proper,  the  advertising,  as  we  think  is  just,  liberal  and  legal, 
amounts  to  $18,558  36 — showing  that  tne  contractor  has  al- 
ready been  overpaid  $19,623  44.  The  contractor  has  charged 
for  work  done  as  per  vouchers,  $97,565  83,  of  this  amount  the 
ex- Secretary  of  State  and  his  deputy  have  audited  $76,988  d'dj 
and  the  Treasurer  has  paid  $o8,l76  77,  leaving  still  unpaid 
$38,762  16;  of  the  amount  already  paid  ^,641  22  was  coun- 
tersigned by  the  State  Comptroller,  and  $3,422  90  was  paid 
by  the  Treasurer,  as  audited  by  the  Secretary,  after  the  dis- 
continuance of  the  Comptroller's  office. 

The  amount  paid,  in  excess  of  contract  prices,  on  the  certi- 
ficate of  the  Secretary,  countersigned  by  the  Comptroller,  is 
$24,370  29.  The  amount  of  excess  paid  by  tiie  Treasurer, 
are  the  accounts  audited  by  the  Secretary,  after  the  Comptrol- 
ler's office  was  abolished,  is  $1,112  65,  making  the  aggregate 
excess  paid  $25,482  94.  The  Treasurer  paid  all  au^ed  ac- 
counts which  were  countersigned  by  the  Comptroller,  and  he 
continued  to  pay  on  the  auditing  of  the  Secretary  after  the 
office  of  the  Comptroller  was  abolished,  until  he  became  con- 
vinced that  accounts  were  audited  in  flagrant  violation  of  the 
contract,  which  he,  as  one  of  the  commissioners,  had  assisted 
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in  making,  when,  upon  orders  received  from  a  majority  of  the 
commissioners  of  printing,  he  took  the  responsibility  of  refusing 
payment  and  abiaing  the  decision  of  the  courts. 

Of  the  audited  accounts  now  in  the  Treasurer's  office,  $88,- 
762  16,  only  $6,859  53  is  properly  charged,  leaving  $82,902  68, 
which  we  consider  an  unjust  claim.  Add  to  this  last  amount 
overpaid,  and  we  have  an  aggregate  excess  of  $58,885  57.  In 
this,  there  is  not  the  justification  or  consolation  that  the  print- 
er, although  he  may  have  received  more  than  his  contract  called 
for,  nevertheless  received  no  more  than  the  work  was  worth. 

True,  your  committee  are  aware  that  the  most  extravagant 
statements  are  made  by  the  contractor  and  other  interested 
persons  on  this  point,  all  asserting  and  going  to  show  that  if 
these  claims  are  all  finally  paid,  the  contractor  will  scarcely 
realize  a  living  compensation  for  his  labor  and  material.  The 
best  test  of  the  truth  of  all  such  assertions,  is  to  be  found  in 
what  other  responsible  parties  offered  to  do  the  same  work. 
The  bid  of  B.  E.  Hale  d&  Co.,  made  at  the  time  the  contract 
was  awarded,  was  a  fair  bid  in  all  its  features,  and  free  from 
the  fractional  extravagances  of  some  of  the  others.  Every 
item  in  it  contemplated  a  living  remuneration  for  the  work 
done.  The  work  then,  exclusive  of  advertising,  for  which  the 
contractor  has  been  audited  $56,088  50  and  paid  $86,781  94 
out  of  the  gross  amount  he  has  received  ;  in  the  following  ta- 
ble is  analysed  into  all  ita  parts,  and  accurately  tested  by  the 
bid  of  B.  E.  Hale  &  Go.  And  in  this  connection  it  is  proper 
to  remark,  is  included  all  the  work  that  the  contractor  is  ooli- 
gated  to  do  for  nothing  : 
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Bid  of  B.  E.  Rale  ^  Co.  as  applied  to  the  work  audited  and 
including  the  Laws^  Journals,  and  Messages  and  Aeam- 
panying  Documents.

By  this  table  it  appears  that  all  the  work,  for  whieh  the 
present  contractor  has  been  allowed  $56,088  50,  and  actaallj 
paid  ?36,781  91  of  the  sum,  Hale  &  Co.  agreed  to  do  for 
$16,409  08  ;  less  than  one-third  thB  amount  allowed  to  the 
present  contractor,  and  less  than  one -half  the  sum  he  has  ac- 
tually received ;  yet  no  disinterested  judge  would  deny  tiiat 
their  bid  would  "cover  costs,"  and  leave  a  fair  profit. 
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In  the  following  table  i»  shown  the  work  'lone  for  the  five 
principal  departments,  requiring  work  in  the  third  class,  and 
over  tne  ordering  of  which  work  each  principal  of  tho  depart- 
ment has  control ;  but  which,  it  will  be  seen,  has,  in  the  offices 
of  the  Secretary  of  State,  Bank  Comptroller  and  Superintend- 
ent of  Public  Instruction,  been  largely  delegated  to  deputies:

In  the  printing  orders  from  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
State,  we  find  that  almost  the  entire  portion  was  ordered  by 
the  deputy.  The  printing  of  envelopes^  hereinafter  alluded' to, 
is  partly  chargeable  to  this  department,  viz:  $55  30  of  the 
amount — half  sheets,  or  less,  were  accepted  as  whole  ones — 
which  last  remark  applies  to  the  auditing  of  nearly  all  the 
work  ordered  by  the  other  departments. 

The  amount  of  excess  paid  and  audited  on  printing  ordered 
from  the  Bank  Comptroller'a  office  is  $1,110  75. 

The  excess  in  the  printing  for  the  School  Land  Commission- 
ers is  caused  by  auditing  half-sheets,  and  less  than  half-sheets, 
as  whole  ones. 

The  excess  audited  for  printing  done  for  the  State  Treas- 
urer is  attributable  to  the  same  cause. 

But  in  the  department  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  In 
struction,  your  committee  find  the  most  unwarrantable  use  of 
the  power  of  ordering  printing  vested  in  the  principal  of  the 
department,  apparently  that  the  printer  might  obtain  the  lar- 
gest amount  of  money  for  the  least  service  rendered,  of  any 
ordering  which  has  been  brought  to  our  notice. 

The  law  provides  that  this  officer  shall  transmit  to  each  school 
district  a  copy  of  all  amendments  made  each  year  to  the  school 
law.  The  amendments  last  year  were  all  printed  upon  four 
pages — two  leaves,  common  document  size,  on  ordinary  print 
paper.  The  ordering  was  given  for  84  quires  of  medium 
blanks,  on  both  sides,  and  audited  at  $504.  Nor  was  this  all: 
fco  get  this  document  to  its  destination  60  quires  of  medium  en- 
127 
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velopes  were  ordered  printed,  at  an  expense  of  J180  more. 
Then  again  the  Legislature  of  1859  passed  a  Library  law. 
The  Superinttndent  of  Public  Instruction,  without  any  law 
Tequiring  it,  proceeded  to  make  "  Remarks  on  Library  Law," 
tmd  ordered  his  views  printed  on  210  quires  of  medium  blanks, 
on  both  sides,  at  $6  per  quire,  amounting  to  $1,260.  This 
document  being  printed,  it  required  120  quires  of  "  medium 
wrappers,"  costing  (360,  in  which  to  envelope  it  while  going 
to  its  destination.  Thus  the  "  Remarks  on  the  Library  Law, 
•in  getting  before  the  public  through  the  agency  of  the  Super- 
intendent, absorb  $1,620  of  the  School  Fund  fncome.  In  ex- 
amining the  orders  for  the  above  items  of  work,  amounting  as 
the  audited  account  shows  to  ?2,304,  we  find  the  orders  were 
all  given  by  the  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion, and  each  order  is  accompanted  by  the  following  peculiar 
certificate: 

"  I  hereby  certify  that  the  paper  used  in  executing  the  with- 
in order  is  necessarily  of  medium  sizf".— that  being  the  size  in 
which  paper  of  this  kind  is  almost  invariably  made." 

Tour  committee  cannot  account  for  the  ordering  of  these 
items  of  work,  in  this  unusual  manner,  with  a  certificate  at- 
tached, unlike  anything  connected  with  any  other  order  for 
printing,  on  any  ground  of  common  honesty. 

Your  committee  find  that  $2,948  82  was  audited  for  this  de- 
partment in  excess  of  contract  prices. 

The  whole  number  of  envelopes  and  wrappers  ordered  print- 
ed by  the  Secretary  of  State  and  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  was  236  quires,  at  a  cost  of  ^596,  or  more  than  ten 
cents  for  each  single  envelope  or  wrapper.  When  it  is  remem- 
bered that  the  State,  through  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Property,  answers  all  the  demands  of  each  department  for  en- 
velopes, and  all  other  stationery,  and  when  the  State  pays  the 
hire  of  clerks  whose  duty  it  is  to  give  these  envelopes  their 
proper  direction,  your  committee  can  find  no  excuse  whatever 
for  such  a  course  of  proceedings  on  the  part  of  public  servants. 
There  is  no  provision  whatever,  either  in  the  law  or  contract, 
for  printing  envelopes  or  wrappers. 

The  next  item  we  call  attention  to  is  the  advertising  of  the 
forfeited  school,  university  and  swamp  lands.  For  t£is  ser- 
vice ?3B,950  80  was  charged  by  the  printer,  who  assumed  that 
each  description  of  land  is  a  folio,  and  that  there  were  9,282 
folios,  which  at  J4  20  per  folio,  would  make  the  above  sum. 
This  account  was  audited  at  919,519  50.  A  «najority  of  the 
Commissioners  of  School  and  University  Lands,  when  the 
"  copy  "  was  given  to  the  contractor,  put  their  reasons  on  rec- 
ord tor  believing  that  the  sum  to  be  paid  for  the  service  should 
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^  not  exceed  fifty  eents  for  each  description,  as  is  allowed  by  law 
to  other  papers,  the  Wisconsin  Patriot  not  being  an  exception 
^  to  the  rule,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  not  a  State  paper,  and  for 
|-  the  additional  reason  that  the  commissioners  had  control  over 
I  the  matter  to  fix  the  price.  If  the  construction  which  a  ma- 
s!  jority  of  the  school  land  commissioners  put  upon  this  work  is 
5  correct,  of  which  we  have  no  doubt,  then  the  contractor  should 
&:  received  ?4,655  60  instead  of  $88,980  60,  as  was  claimed, 
s.  The  undersigned  have  been  reminded  that  there  is  a  large 

amount  of  work  which  tho  contractor  has  done  for  nothing, 
i  That  it  may  be  known  how  much  is  expended  upon  work  of  this 
i,  kind,  we  nave  tested,  bv  the  bid  of  B.  E.  Hale  &  Co. — re- 
I  garded  by  all  as  a  fair  bid — the  full  amount  of  such  work,  viz : 
}  the  General  and  Local  Laws,  the  Journals  of  the  two  Houses, 
i  the  large  pamphlet  containing  the  Message  and  accompanying 
documents,  and  the  blank  books,  and  find  the  entire  amount  is 
$6,985  58. 
^  There  are  no  other  items  of  work  which,  by  the  terms  of  the 

g         law  and  the  contract,  the  public  Printer  is  bound  to  do  for  no* 
thing. 

The  Reports  for  1859,  for  which  bills  have  not  been  rendered, 
are  not  greater  in  amount  than  the  Reports  of  1858,  which 
went  over  to  the  contractor  through  the  default  of  Calkins  ic 
Webb  to  fulfill  their  contract ;  hence  the  declaration  made  in 
the  commencement  of  this  report,  that  the  work  in  question 
''embraces  no  more  than  the  full  amount  naturally  belonging 
to  a  year's  service." 

Among  the  paid  accounts  there  are  three  items  for  printing 
the  Governor's  Message  and  accompanying  documents,  which 
amount  to  $6,318  79,  which  without  question  belong  to  the 
second  class.  That  it  was  not  doubted,  or  claimed  differently, 
prior  to  Feb.  9,  1869,  by  the  contractor,  but  on  the  contrary 
an  admission  was  made  by  him  that  placed  the  work  where  your 
committee  place  it.  On  page  241,  of  Senate  Journal  for  1869, 
in  speaking  of  the  sum  it  cost  to  do  a  specified  amount  of  State 
printing  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature,  he  said:  ^' These 
figures  apply  exclusively  to  the  State  work  during  the  session, 
and  do  not  include  the  laws,  journals  and  public  documents, 
which  I  am  obliged  to  do  for  nothing;'^  showing  beyond  a  ques- 
tion that  the  idea  of  charging  for  the  public  documents  was  an 
after  thought.  Yet  the  charge  for  this  document  was  subse- 
(juently  made.  That  the  auditing  officers  viewed  it  in  the  same 
light  that  the  contractor  did  is  evident  from  the  fact,  that  when 
the  original  charge  was  made  it  was  all  embraced  in  one  bill, 
and  rejected  by  the  auditing  officers.  The  Attorney  General 
was  then  appealed  to,  and  he  decided  that  the  auditing  officers 
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were  right  in  refuRing  to  audit  the  account.  The  claim  was 
then  withdrawn,  and  as  appears  by  the  vouchers  before  your 
committee,  was  afterwards  divided  into  three  different  accounts, 
under  three. different  dates,  but  all  for  the  same  id'entical  work, 
and  the  entire  amount  of  $6,318  79,  once  rejected,  was  audit- 
ed and  paid.  Your  committee  are  at  a  loss  to  know  bow  the 
auditing  officers  can  justify  such  a  course  of  action.  At  a  late 
day  m  the  session  your  committee  were  informed  that  there 
had  been  collusion  between  certain  State  officers  and  the  con- 
tractor, or  his  assignee  ;  but  we  have  no  time,  just  at  the  close 
of  the  session,  to  prosecute  our  examinations  in  this  direction, 
as  justice  to  the  parties  would  require.  The  only  testimony 
in  regard  to  this  matter  which  your  committee  have  taken,  is 
the  following  affidavit  of  Judge  Hood,  of  this  county:

Thomas  Hoo.d,  of  said  County,  being  duly  sworn,  in  answer 
to  the  question  whether  he  knows  on  what  terms  Beriah  Brown 
became  last  connected  with  the  Wisconsin  Patriot  office,  as 
sub-editor,  says:  "In  the  spring  of  the  year  A.  D.  1859, 1  had 
a  conversation  with  S.  D.  Carpenter,  on  the  subject  of  his 
employing  Beriah  Brown  in  the  office  of  the  Wisconsin  Patriot, 
in  which  conversation  Carpenter  said  to  me,  as  near  as  I  can, 
now  recollect,  substantially  this:  that  there  was  certain  print- 
ing for  some  of  the  State  Departments,  that  might  or  might 
not  be  done,  or  be  authorized  to  be  done  by  the  Secretary  of 
State;  that  by  employing  said  Brown  he  could  secure  that 
printing,  and  would  be  able  to  realize  a  profit  thereupon,  much 
more  than  sufficient  to  pay  said  Brown  the  wages  he  was  to 
pay  him  for  the  time  he  should  remain  in  his  employ.  I  think 
Carpenter  told  me  he  was  to  pay  him  at  the  rate  of  two  thous- 
and dollars  per  annum."

Your  committee  are  not  unaware  of  the  various  pleas  and 
reasons  urged  to  justifiy  the  action  of  the  auditing  officers,  and 
even  still  more  culpable  construction  of  the  contract,  but  they 
do  not  deem  them  worthy  of  more  extended  notice.  When  it 
appears  clearly  what  the  commissioners  designed  ;  when  it  ap- 
pears that  the  contractor  understood  their  designs,  accepted 
the  contract  and  acquiesced  in  it  on  that  understanding,  no 
plea  nor  claim  changing  that  understanding,  and,  really,  the 
contract,  should  have  a  particle  of  weight,  unless  it  plainly  ap- 
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peared  that  the  contract  was  not  possibly  sasceptible  of  the 
eonstrnction  given  to  it,  and  did,  positively  and  anqnestion- 
able,  command  and  require  the  construction  which  the  con- 
tractor demands  for  it.  This  question,  then,  arises:  Is  the 
contract  not  susceptible  of  the  constrution  put  upon  it,  and 
understood  by  all  parties  when  it  was  entered  into  ?  Plainly 
no  law,  no  language,  no  rule  of,  the  crafi,  no  difficulty  whatever 
interposes  to  prevent  its  having  and  maintaining  the  construction 
^ven.  Why,  then,  should  it  not  maintain  that  eonstrnction  ? 
Why  then  should  we  change  or  attempt  to  change  it?  Does 
any  rule  of  law  demand  that  it  %hall  or  mvst  take  the  construc- 
tion which  the  contractor  demands?  If  so,  then  it  ceases  to 
be  the  loweBt  bid,  and  becomes  the  highest .  In  that  case,  the 
commissioners  erred  in  their  duty,  and  violated  both  the  con- 
stitution and  the  law  in  letting  it ;  the  contarct  ceases  and  be- 
comes void  for  want  of  authority,  and  the  printer  should  legiti- 
mately have  only  a  fair  compensation  for  the  work  done,  which 
he  has  already  had,  more  than  twice  over,  and  is  entitled  to 
nothing  further  at  the  hands  of  the  Legislature. 

Never  was  a  more  impudent  claim  preferred,  it  seems  to  your 
committee,  than  this  demand  of  the  contractor  for  public  print- 
ing, that  a  contract  which  he  entered  into  as  the  lowest  of  the 
eight  bids  before  the  commissioners,  he  should  now  be  permit- 
ted to  figure  a  hundred  per  cent.,  nearly,  higher  than  the  high- 
eetj — an  impudence  which  is  very  naturally  accompanied  with 
the  threat  that  this  contract  with  the  public  printer  really  in- 
volves a  quarter  of  a  million  of  dollars  for  the  contractor  out 
of  the  Treasury.  And  this  threat  reveals  the  whole  char- 
acter of  all  this  effort  to  change  the  meaning  and  character  of 
this  contract.  It  may  be  changed  to  a  quarter  of  a  million,  or 
a  million,  either,  as  easily  as  it  lias  been  changed  from  $18,000 
to  $76,000  ;  and  it  is  just  as  incumbent  on  the  State  and  audit- 
ing officers  to  accept  the  plea  which  makes  it  a  quarter  of  a 
muion,  as  those  which  have  already  made  it  $76,000.  They 
are  all  after-thmghte^  subterfuges  designed  to  obtain  money 
from  the  Treasury,  worth  not  a  moments  thought,  and  which 
should  not  be  for  a  moment  yielded  to.

Your  Committee  having  thoroughly  examined  the  books,  pa- 
pers, certificates,  receipts  and  funds  in  the  office  of  the  Bank 
Comptroller  submit  the  following,  as  a  brief  exhibit  of  the  re- 
sult of  their  labors  in  this  Departmemt. 

The  whole  number,  of  Banks  in  the  State  on  the  2d  day  of 
January,  1860,  was  one  hundred  and  eight;  of  which  number 
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eighty-nine  were  doing  business  and  nineteen  were  in  process 
of  winding  up. 

The  total  oapit&l,  on  that  day,  of  the  eighty-nine  banks  doing 
business,  was.... $7,670,000  00 

Their  total  circulation  was, 4,476;281  00 

Showing  a  diminution  in  the  banking  capital  of  the  State  in 
pastvearof, 105  00 

And  a  decrease  of  the  Banking  circulation  within  the  same 
periodof 14,168  00 

Ifie  above  circulation  was  secured  by  stocks  of  rarious  kinds, 
deposited  with  the  State  Treasurer,  tho  par  value  of  which 
in  the  aggregate,  was 4,975,120  00 

And  their  actual  or  estimated  value,  on  that  day.  was 4,456,794^00 

In  addition  to  these  stock  securities,  the  Comptroller's  books 
show  that  he  had  in  his  possession,  on  the  same  day,  specie 
belonging  to  the  banks  doing  business  (see  Statement  "C," 
herewith  submitted)  the  sum  of 25,241  50 

Showing  an  excess  of  stock,  at  their  estimated  value,  and  spe- 
cie, over  circulation,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to 5^4  M 

The  circulation,  on  that  day,  of  the  nineteen  banks  winding 
up,  ^see  Statement  "!),''  herewith  submitted)  was 133,201  00 

This  circulation  was,  according  to  the  requirements  of  the  law, 
fully  secured  by  a  deposit  of  specie,  with  which  the  bills 
of  such  banks  are  redeemed  by  the  Comptroller,  whenever 
presented,  amounting,  as  appears  by  the  books,  (see  same 
Statement)  to 133,204  00 

Showing  a  total  of  specie  on  deposit,  belonging  to  banks  do- 
ing business,  and  to  banks  winding  up,  of 158,445  50 

Your  Committee  have  no  doubt  whatever  that  the  foregoing 
figures  are,  in  all  respects  correct,  provided  certificates  of  de- 
posit and  bankers  receipts  are  to  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be 
"specie." 

The  examination  of  the  Committee  into  the  affairs  of  this  department  was 
completed  on  the  24th  day  of  February,  at  which  time,  according  to  the 
books,  there  was  of  specie  in  the  vaults,  the  sum  (see  Statement  "E  "  here- 
with submitted )  of 164,948  00 

And  it  was  in  the  following  form— of  actual  coin  there  was 
found  to  be  the  sum  of. , 25,000  00 

Two  letters  from  the  Cashier  of  the  Bank  of  North  America,  in

Certificates  of  deposit,  as  mentioned,  and  two  not  mentioned, 
in  said  Statement,  making  altogether,  of  coin,  letters  of  ac- 
knowledgment, and  certificates  of  deposit,  the  aforesaid 
Bumof. 164,948  00 

Statement  "F,"  (herewith  submitted)  exhibits  the  same  ag« 
gregate  as  Statement  '^£,"  and  it  also  exhibits  the  items  that 
make  up  that  aggregate,  and  the  several  banks  which  are  cred- 
ited with  those  items  respectively. 

Statement  6.,  (herewith  submitted,)  shows  the  whole  amount 
of  stocks  deposited  as  security  by  Wisconsin  Banks,  the  dif- 
ferent kind  of  stocks,  the  par  value  and  estimated  value  of  each 
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kind,  and  tibie  total  par  and  estimated  values  of  the  several 
kinds,  on  the  2d  day  of  January. 

Statement  H.,  (herewith  submitted,)  exhibits  the  stock  sales 
of  these  several  kinds  of  stocks,  for  the  six  months  previous  to 
the  1st  of  January,  1860,  in  the  city  of  New  York  ;  and  it  is 
from  averages  obtained  from  this  statement  that  the  estimated 
value  of  stocks  mentioned  in  this  report  is  obtained. 

Your  committee  would  call  particular  attention  to  the  facts 
contained  in  statement  J.,  herewith  submitted.    . 

From  that  statement  it  appears — and  your  committee  have 
no  doubt  of  its  entire  correctness — that  fifty-one  banks,  doing 
business  in  this  State,  whose  names  are  therein  mentioned,  be- 
ing over  one-half  the  whole  number  in  the  State,  exclusive  of 
those  which  are  in  process  of  winding  up,  have  %n  excess  of 
circulation  over  their  cash  and  stock  deposits  amounting  in  the 
aggregate  to  the  sum  of  $16,448.  In  the  case  of  any  single 
bank  the  excess  is  small;  it  reaching  in  two  instances,  and  only 
two,  to  the  sum  of  $8*50,  and  in  some  instances  being  less  than 
$20. 

But  the  fact  that  so  large  a  majority  of  our  banks  have  an 
excess,  however  small  of  circulation  over  securities,  your  com- 
mittee considers  one  of  considerable  import ;  and,  taken  in  con- 
nection with  the  further  fact  contained  in  statement  G.,  where 
it  appears  that  over  forty  per  cent  of  our  present  banking  ba 
sis  consists  of  Missouri  '^  sixes,"  it  becomes,  in  our  opinion, 
a  matter  of  very  grave  importance. 

It  is  no  oflfiset  to  say  that,  taking  the  whole  number  of  banks 
doing  business  in  the  State,  the  aggregate  of  securities  over 
circulation  is  considerable.  It  is  admitted  that  thirty- eight  of 
these  banks  have  a  fair  excess  of  securities  over  circulation, 
but  this  excess  is  in  no  way  to  be  credited  or  imputed  to  the 
still  larger  number  which  have  an  excess  the  other  way. 

For  this  condition  of  things,  your  committee  are  of  the  opin- 
ion that  the  law  provides  an  ample  remedy  ;  and  they  are  fur- 
ther of  the  opinion  that  this  remedy  ought  to  be  speedily  ap- 
plied. 

Your  committee  have  discovered  but  one  leakage  in  the  pres- 
ent banking  laws  of  the  State,  and  that  one  is  comparatively 
insignificant.  As  the  law  now  is — or  as  it  is  construed — a  bank 
winding  up  may  at  anytime  withdraw  all  its  securities  from  the 
Treasurer,  by  depositing  with  the  Comptroller  cash  equal  to  the 
amount  of  its  outstanding  circulation.  This  may  be  done  at  a 
time  when  its  semi-annual  tax  is  just  about  to  fall  due,  and  in 
that  case  the  State,  which  had  a  lien  on  the  securities  for  the 
tax,  but  has  none  on  the  cash,  loses  the  tax. 

In  this  way  the  State  has  lost  by  two  banks  during  the  past 
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year,  the  sam  of  91,126.     The  committee  hare  already  rq>oft- 

od  a  bill  designed  to  prevent  such  losses  in  fatnre.

lo  the  Hanorabk  the  Senate: 

The  nnderaigned.  Commissioners  of  Public  Printing,  sub- 
mit, that  in  the  controverj  between  the  State  and  James 
Boss,  the  State  Printer,  and  his  assignee,  in  regard  to  the 
public  printing,  and  the  construction  ot  the  printing  contract, 
a  large  space  in  the  journal  of  the  Senate  has  been  devoted 
to  the  arguments  and  communications  of  the  printer  or  his 
assignee,  while  no  communication  or  argument  in  behalf  of 
tiie  State,  and  sustaining  the  correctness  of  the  position  of  the 
commissionera  or  of  the  State  Treasurer,  in  the  matter  in  con- 
troversy, has  been  permitted  to  be  spread  upon  the  Senate 
jeurnels.  In  the  opinion  of  the  commissioners,  it  is  unjust  to 
them  that  they  cannot  be  heard  in  their  own  behalf,  as  well 
as  in  behalf  of  the  State,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same 
extent  with  the  State  Printer,  or  his  assignee.  The  commis- 
sioners therefore  resfjectfully  ask,  that  the  accompanying 
communication,  showing  the  reasons  of  the  action  of  the 
commissioners,  and,  to  some  extent,  the  rights  of  the  State, 
may  be  spread  upon  the  journal  of  the  Senate.

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STATEMENT' 

Of  the  ^^  Oommissionera  for  letting  contracts  for  ike  Public 
Printing, ^"^  touching  the  letting  and  proper  construction  of  the 
present  printing  contract 

Almost  from  the  organization  of  the  State  Government,  it 
has  been  a  source  of  complaint  that  the  State  has  been  com- 
pelled to  pay  unreasonable  and  exhorbitant  prices  for  its 
irintitig.  There  is  scarcely  a  press  in  the  State  that  has  not 
^ad  more  or  less  ta  say  on  tJie  subject,  and  one  newspaper  in 
particular,  the  '  Madison  Patriot,*  was  fcr  a  long  time  filled 
with  able  and  eloquent  articles  demonstrating,  in  the  most 
conclusive  manner,  the  enormity  of  the  most  stupendous 
"  printing  steals."  The  atteiition  of  the  Legislature  was  ire^ 
quently  called  to  the  matter,  and  various  attempts  were  made 
to  renit'dy  the  evil.  The  attention  of  the  Legislature  was 
particularly  calleiJ  to  this  matter  by  the  Joint  Livestigatiug 
Committee,  ic  their  report  presented  on  tlie  10th  day  of  May, 
1858,  aiid  tlio  piiniing  law  of  that  session  was  passed  with  a 
special  reference  to  the  stopping  of  these  *'  printing  steals." 

The  cominisBioners  who  represented  thv  State  in  letting  the 
printing  contract' under  the  law  of  1858,  kept  constantly  in 
view  the  object  of  the  law,  and  exerted  themselves  to  the  ut- 
most to  secure  a  contract  that  would  put  a  stop  to  all  ''steals," 
while  at  the  same  tiaie  the  contractor  should  have  fair  and 
liberal  compensation  for  ail  work  done  ami  material  furnished. 

It  was  the  aim  ot*  the  c«m mission ers  to  follow  the  law  as 
closely  as  ]icssi  lie,  and  in  the  prepiration  of  their  specitica* 
tions,  to  make  everythin:^  so  plain  and  so  definite  that  there 
could  not  possibly  be  any  misunderstanding. 

Let  us  look  at  'this  matter  a  little  in  detail.  The  law  pre- 
scribes the  manner  in  which  the  commissioners  shall  advertise 
for  proposals ;  that  they  shall  divide  the  printing  and  binding 
required  to  be  done  into  three  classes,  to  wit: 

/f^irst — To  conif  rise  "  all  printing  incident  to  the  business 
of  the  two  houses  while  in  session."  (Sec.  8d,  chapter  114, 
General  Laws  of  1858.) 

Section  4  of  the  same  act  provides  that  the  commissioners 
shall  solicit  "bids  for  tfie  work  as  follows: 

''  First  Class, — ^The  price  of  plain  composition,  rule  or  rule 
and  figure  work  per  1000  ems. 

"  iStamd. — The  jjrice  per  tok^n  for  press  work. 

'*  Third, — The  ptice  of  paper  per  quire  (18x24  inches)  for 
use  in  book  work,  and  also  the  price  per  quire  for  bill  paper, 
and  such  extra  incidental  jobs  as  may  be  required. 
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"  Fourth, — ^The  price  of  folding  per  100  seotionii  of  eight 
pages,  the  price  of  stitcliing,  covering  and  trimming  pamph- 
lets, &c." 

The  commissioners  were  »'eqiiired  '•  to  draw  up  spedficaiiGns 
as  to  what  shall  constitute  a  j>rinting  bid."  The  law  says 
*'said  Sj'ecificatious  shall  be  drawn  up  in  plain  terms,  and 
shall  clearly  set  forth  all  facts  and  directions  which  are  to  gov- 
ern *the  State  Printer  in  the  performance  of  his  duty?*  The 
law  still  further  provides  that  the  specifications  shall  be  at- 
tached to  and  form  a  part  of  the  contract. 

The  specifications  following  the  law,  divide  the  work  into 
three  clai?ses,  and  define  the  matter  more  in  detail  than  it  is 
set  forth  in  the  body  of  the  law. 

The  following  is  the  language  of  the  specifications  in  speak- 
ing of  the  work  in  the  first  elates : 

"  First  Olass — Comprising  all  printing  incident  to  the  busi- 
ness of  the  two  houses  of  the  Legiwlature  while  in  session.    ' 
"  Composition — ^The  price  per  1000  ems  of  plain  work. 
''  Press  Work — ^The  price  per  token. 

*'  Paper — ^The  price  per  quire  for  book  work,  (the  law  itself 
having  defined  the  size,  18x24;)  the  price  per  quire,  for  bill 
paper,  cap  size,  and  such  extra  incidental  jobs  as  may  be 
required. 

"  Folding — Tlie  price  per  100  sections  of  eight  pages. 
""' Stitching — ^The  price  per  100  pamphlets  or  reports,  to  in- 
cludii  stitching,  convering  and  trimming." 

The  law  (eec.  4,  chap.  114)  still  fur;  her  provides  that  the 
commissioners  shall  piepare  "  a  basis  upon  which  bids  should 
be  computed,  taking  as  a  criterion,  as  near  as  possible,  the 
amount  of  work  done  for  the  preceding  year.  It  will  be  no- 
ticed that  the  law  states  explicitly  what  is  to  be  embraced  in 
the  work  of  the  Jirst  class,  to- wit :  "  All  printing  incident  to 
the  business  of  the  two  houses  ^hile  in  session."  It  then  goes 
on  to  state  explicitly  what  the  commissioners  shall  ask  bids 
for  in  this  class,  to-wit:  Composition,  press  work,  paper  for 
book  work,  and  paper  for  bills,  and  extra  incidental  jobs,  fold- 
ing, stitching,  covering,  and  trimming  pamphlets,  &c. 

The  specifications,  made  ont  strictly  in  accordance  with  the 
law,  follow  its  langnage  and  spirit 

When  the  commissioners  come  to  prepare  the  basis  called 
for  in  the  law,  they  are  required  to  decide  two  questions. 

First  What  printing  is  incident  to  the  two  houses  while  in 
session?  and 

Second.  How  much  of  this  kmd  of  work  was  done  during 
the  preceding  year  ? 
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How  dii  they  answer  these  questions  ? 

First.  They  decided  that  the  printing  incident  to  the  two 
houses  while  in  session  would  be  as  follows : 

First  The  Governor's  Message,  the  Annual  Reports  of  the 
State  Departments  and  Pablic  Institutions,  and  each  reports 
of  Legislative  Committees  as  the  Legislature  might  order 
printed. 

Second.    The  daily  slips  or  journal. 

l%ird,    The  bill?;  and 

Fourth.    Such  extra  incidental  jobs  as  might  be  required. 

Under  this  head  would  come  such  printing  as  was  nc  t  in- 
cluded under  the  head  of  reports,  daily  slips  or  bills,  such  as 
the  printing  of  joint  resolutions,  the  printing  of  "  ayes  and 
noes,"  of  the  members  names  for  the  Tost  Office,  the  Blue 
Book  ordered  by  the  Assembly,  &c., 

.Having  decided  precisely  what  the  work  was  that  was  to  be 
done  under  the  first  class,  the  next  .thing  was  to  asoer  ain  aa 
near  as  possible  the  amount  of  work  for  the  preceding  year  of 
the  same  kind. 

After  a  carefal  and  laborious  examination  and  oomputstion, 
they  arrived  at  the  following  result,  viz :  that  there  would  be 
in  the  first  clflss,  comprising  the  incidental  printing  of  the 
two  Houses  of  the  Legislature  : — 

7,650,000  ems  of  Composition. 

2,000  Tokens  of  Press  Work. 

6,Y00  Quires  of  Paper  for  book  work. 

2,000  Quires  of  Paper  (cap)  for  bills  and  extra  incidental 
jobs. 

700,000  sections  of  8  pages  of  folding. 

80,000  Pamphlets  to  be  covered,  stitched,'  and  trimmed. 

The  Commissioners  then,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  law,  asked  for  bids,  in  the  first  class,  for  the  above  named 
quantities  of  work  and  material. 

The  specifications  prepared  by  the  Commissioners,  which 
the  law  makes  a  part  of  the  contract,  defines  abidBs  follows  : 
"A  bid  or  proposal,  is  a  proposition  in  conformity  with  law 
and  the  requirements  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  to  do 
the  work  or  furnish  the  material  as  contemplated  in  the  Act 
relating  to  Public  Printing,  approved  May  17,  1868,  and  must 
set  forth  in  a  clear,  distinct,  and  unevasive  manner,  the  price 
of,  or  compensation  for,  each  separate  item  of  work  to  be 
done,  or  of  material  to  be  furnished  in  the  several  classes,  as 
fully  explained  and  set  forth  in  the  specifications.'*  ' 

The  specifications  go  on  to  define  various  matters  as  toUows: 
"A  token  is  240  impressions,  that  is  the  press  work  of  240 
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sheetB  of  paper^  if  printed  on  one  side  odIj,  and  120  if  printed 
on  both  Bides." 

A  sheet  of  paper  in  book  work  is  16  pages  of  matter,  and  is 
so  to  be  coanted  in  computing  the  amonnt  of  paper  used  and 
press  work  on  the  same.  Paper  used  in  all  booK  work  is  to 
be  18  inches  bj  24  inches,  and  to  weigh  at  least  18  lbs.  to  the 
ream." 

We  are'  now  ready  to  consider  the  bids. 

The  Oommissioneis  have  decided  what  work  is  embraced  in 
the.  First  Claes.  The  law  speaks  oihooh  work  in  this  class,  and 
directs  the  Commissioners  to  ask  for  bids  for  paper  for  this 
kind  of  work,  and  defines  the  size  of  the  paper,  and  the  speci- 
fications made  by  authority  of  the  law,  go  still  further,  and 
fix  the  weight  of  tne  paper. 

What  work  is  there  m  the  first  class  tbat  can  be  denomi- 
nated hooh  work  f  What  does  the  law  contemplate  when  it 
speaks  of  hook  work  f  There  are  no  bound  volumes  embraced 
in  this  first  class.    This  is  admitted  on  all  hands. 

The  law  (  §  4,  chap.  114,  1858,)  speaks  of  pamphlets  ;  the 
specifications  made  in  accordance  with  the  law  speaks  of 
pamphlets  or  reports.  The  pamphlets  or  reports,  the  bills, 
daily  slips,  and*  extra  incidental  jobs,  comprise  all  the  work 
in  this  class.  The  law,  the  specincations,  tne  Commissioners 
in  preparing  their  basis,  and  every  bidder  in  bidding,  con- 
templates the  pamphlets  or  reports  as  book  work,  and  the 
Commissioners  also  embraced  under  this  head  the  daily  slips, 
as  they  ivere  expected  to  be  printed  on  the  same  kind  of  paper 
as  the  reports.  They  had  never  been  printed  on  cap  paper, 
and  they  could  not  be  properly  regards  as  exira  incidental  jobs, 
as  their  printing  is  as  regular  a  matter  and  as  mach  incident 
to  the  business  of  the  two  Houses,  while  in  session,  as  is  any 
printing  that  is  done  for  their  use. 

Hr.  Koss  makes  his  proposal  to  do  the  printing  in  the  fol- 
lowing words: — 

'*1  propose  to  do  the  printing  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin  for 
two  years  from  the  first  day  of  January  next,  and  in  accord- 
ance "with  the  law,  at  the  following  rates  and  prices  :— 

FIRST  CLASS. 

Composition  per  1000  ems,  plain  work,  1-1000  part  of  a 
cent 

Press  work,  per  token,  63  cents. 

Paper,  per  quire,  for  book  work,  1-1000  part  of  a  cent 

Paper,  per  quire  for  bill  work,  cap  size,  and  extra  incidental 
jobs,  73  cents. 
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Folding,  per  100  sections  of  8  pages  of  pamphlets,  1-1000 
part  of  a  cent. 

Stitching,  covering  with  printed  covers,  and  trimming, 
1-000  part  of  a  cent. 

There  was  no  difference  of  opinion  at  that  time  as  to  what 
was  meant  by  the  various  terms  used  in  speaking  of  work  in 
the  first  class. 

The  Commissioners  and  every  bidder  tmderstood  that  the 
6,700  quires  of  paper  for  book  work  was  the  paper  designed 
for  the  pamphlets  or  reports  and '  daily  slips. 

The  makers  of  the  law  understood  that  the  pamphlets  or 
reports  were  included  in  the  first  class,  and  when  they  provid- 
ed that  the  Commissioners  should  ask  for  bids  to  famish  paper 
for  book  work,  they  had  reference  to  the  paper  for  these 
pamphlets  and  daily  slips,  for  there  is  nothing  else  in  this 
class  for  which  book  paper  could  be  used.  ^The  Commissioners 
so  understood  it,  and  in  computing  the  amount  of  paper  of 
this  kind  that  would  be  needed,  they  based  their  calculations 
on  the  amount  of  paper  that  would  be  needed  for  80,000  pam- 
phlets and  for  the  daily  slips,  and  in  computing  the  amount 
of  cap  paper  that  would  be  needed,  they  based  their  calcula- 
tions on  the  quantity  of  bills  that  would  be  needed,  making 
due  allowance  for  such  extra  incidental  jobs  as  might  be  re' 
quired,  and  every  bidder  understood  the  matter  in  the  same 
way. 

These  pamplets  or  reports  are,  in  all  their  CBsential  features, 
book  work,  I  he  law  makers,  in  referring  to  them,  speak  of 
them  as  hook  work.  They  are  printed  in  forms  or  pages,  in 
the  same  manner  as  books  are  printed.  They  are  paged  like 
books.*  The  types  are  set  up  as  in  book  work.  The  press 
work  is  done  in  the  same  way  as  in  book  work.  The  number 
of  pages  in  a  sheet  is  the  same  as  in  book  work.  They  can 
bo  made  into  books  by  simply  putting  covers  on  them  ;  in 
fact,  the  identical  pamphlets  are  afterwards  bound  up  into 
books  and  known  as  the  Governor's  Message  and  accompany- 
ing Documents.  Is  not  the  kind  of  word  precifiely  the  same, 
in  printing  these  reports  as  pamphlets  as  it  would  be  were  they 
all  to  be  made  into  books  at  once  ?  Is  there  not  the  same 
reason  for  their  being  printed  on  book  paper  while  they  re- 
main as  pamphlets  that  there  would  be  in  case  they  were  to 
be  at  once  bound  into  books  ? 

Such  was  the  understanding  of  all  parties  at  the  time  the 
contract  was  let.  The  contract  expressly  provides  "that  the 
items  of  work  and  material  mentioned,  and  the  prices  and 
compensation  provided  for  the  same,  shall  be  construed  and 
understood  according  to  the  plain  and  and  literal  signification 
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of  the  language  used  and  the  meaning  thereof,  shall  not  .be    • 
enlarged  or  charged  by  any  technical  construction." 

The  main  point  of  aifference  between  the  commissioners 
and  the  contractor,  so  far  as  the  work  and  material  in  the 
first  class  are  concerned,  is  in  relation  to  the  hind  of  paper  to 
be  used  in  printing  the  pamphlets  or  reports. 

The  commissioners  claim  that  these  pamphlets  should  be 
printed  on  book  paper,  and  that  the  price  to  be  paid  for  the 
same  is  1-1000  part  of  a  cent  per  quire.  The  contractor  now 
claims  that  they  are  not  book  worl^  and  consequently  that  he 
was  not  bound  to  print  them  on  book  paper,  and  that  he  hds 
printed  them  on  an  inferior  quality  of  paper,  and  is  entitled  to 
receive  78  cents  a  quire  for  the  paper  used.  Look  for  a  mo- 
ment at  the  effect  of  this  claim  of  the  contractor.  Take  for 
illustration  the  annual  report  of  the  State  Prison  Commission- 
er for  1868,  a  pamphlet  of  sixty-four  pages ;  under  the  con- 
struction I  »f  the  contract  understood  {>y  all  parties  at  the  time 
the  contract  was  let,  Mr.  Koss'  bill  for  printing  this  report 
would  be  as  follows : 

1043  quires  of  paper  (book  paper)  1-1000  ct.  per  quire ; 
189  tokens  of  press  work  at  63  cts.  per  token ; 
Making  a  t^tal  of  »119  7-100  as  the  cost  of  printing  6000 
copies  of  this  report. 

This  is  the  way  the  conmiissioners,  the  contractor,  and  all 
otiier  bidders,  at  the  time  the  contract  was  let^  understood  that 
tlie  printing  of  reports  of  this  kind  was  to  be  audited. 

The  State  Printer  hps  pre^L'nted  a  bill  for  the  printing  of 
this  report  as  follows : 

1S75  quired  ot  paper  at  73  cts.  per  quire  ; 
»-i99  tokens  of  press  work  at  63  cts.  per  token ; 
Making    tlie    cost    of   printing    this    leport    (5000    copies) 
^1.6-20.12 1— more  that  $1,600  a.bove  the  amount  he  would  be 
entitled  to  under  the  construction  of  the  contract  as  under- 
stood at  the  time  the  contract  was  let. 

The  printing  of  the  following  named  reports,  &c.,  of  1858, 
to  wit :  Insane  Hospital,  Commissioners  of  S.  and  U.  Lands, 
State  Prision,  Adjutant  General,  Bank  Comptroller,  Govern- 
or's Message,  Regents  of  University,  Agricultural  Society, 
Fox  Eiver  Improvement,  and  Geological  Survey,  under  a  cor- 
rect construction  of  the  contract,  would  amount  to  $840  42- 
100,  while  the  State  Printer  has  brought  in  a  bill  for  this 
work,  and  has  had  i(  audited  and  paid  at  $10,194  58-1001 

And  what  is  the  ground  upoi^  which  this  construction  is 

based?    Simply  that  the  contractor  did  not  print  the  reports 

upon  book  paper  as  he  had  agreed  to  do,  but  in  violation  of 

the  express  terms  of  his  contract  he  has  substituted  an  inferi- 
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or  article  of  paper,  and  then  claims,  virtually  as  bonus  for 
having  done  so,  nearly  $10,000  on  these  ten  reports! 

Truly  this  is  a  modest  claim,  to  say  the  least !  But  let  us 
look  at  the  operation  of  this  construction  a  little  further. 

The  actual  quantity  of  paper  used  in  printinof  the  State 
Prison  report,  was  1,048  quires ;  but  as  the  contractor,  in  or- 
der to  carry  out  his  new  construction,  has  to  call  the  paper, 
something  that  it  really  is  not,  that  is,  cap  paper,  when  it  is 
paper  of  a  different  size,  he  conattues  1,043  quires  into  1875 
quires,  and  by  the  same  forced  construction  he  construes  1 89 
tokens  of  press  work  into  899  tokens. 

This  is  a  forced  and  unnatural  construction  and  one,  too, 
that  is  in  direct  conflict  with  one  of  the  positive  provisions  of 
the  law,  and  one  of  the  express  agreements  of  the  contract. 

Sec.  41,  of  chapter  6,  Rev.  Bttitutes,  provides  that  "  In  com* 
puting  the  amount  of  paper,  press  wort,  composition,  folding, 
stitching,  or  any  other  work  or  material  embraced  in  a  con- 
tract for  printing,  no  '  constructive  charges '  shall  be  allow- 
ed, and  no  work  or  material  paid  for  unless  it  appears  to  have 
been  actually  performed  or  furaishod  and  accepted  by  the 
proper  State  oflicers," 

The  same  provision  is  repeated  in  section  10,  of  chapter  114 
of  the  General  Laws  of  1858:  "No  constructive  charges  tor 
work  shall  be  allowed,"  &c.;  and  in  the  contract  itself  we 
have  it  in  the  following  emphatic  words:  ^^  And  m  no  case 
shall  any  constructive  charges  for  work  or  material  he  aUowedV 

Can  a  construction  be  recognized  as  correct  for  a  single  mo- 
ment which  involves  such  a  direct  violation  of  one  of  the 
most  positive  provisions  of  the  law  and  one  of  the  express 
agreements  of  the  contract? 

The  commissioners  claim  that  their  construction  is  the  cor- 
rect one ;  that  it  is  the  one  and  the  only  one  that  harmonizes 
with  the  spirit  and  with  the  letter  of  the  law ;  that  it  is  the 
construction  as  understood  by  both  ot  the  contracting  parties 
at  the  time  of  the  letting  of  the  contract;  that  it  is  the 
oonstrnction  which  was  understood  to  be  the  cor- 
rect one  by  every  bidder  outside  of  Madison,  to  say  the  least, 
and  that  it  is  the  construction  which  every  disinterested  per- 
son would  naturally  place  upon  the  contract,  upon  a  careful 
consideration  of  the  law,  the  specifications,  and  the  basis, 
taken  in  connection  with  the  language  of  the  contract  itseIC 

The  evidence,  that  the  contractor,  at  the  time  he  consum- 
mated the  contract,  and  for  some  time  afterward,  construed 
the  contract  as  did  the  commissioners  and  the  other  bidders,  is 
abundant. 

After  the  awarding  of  the  contract  the  contractor  had  four 
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weeks  in  which  to  execute  and  file  the  bond  required  bj  the 
law.  Before  the  expiration  <5f  the  four  weeks  the  Gtovernor, 
who  is  one  of  the  commissioners,  was  obliged  to  leave  the 
Capital  to  be  absent  several  weeks.  Before  leaving,  however, 
he  affixed  his  name  to  the  contract  and  left  it  in  charge  of  one 
of  the  other  commissioners,  and  requested  his  associate  com- 
missioner, in  case  a  proper  bond  was  oflTered  wifhin  the  time 
fixed  by  the  law,  to  deposit  the  contract  and  the  bond  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  6f  State,  with  the  assurance  that  the 
€k)vernor  would  indorse  his  approval  on  the  bond  immediate- 
ly on  his  return  to  the  Capital,  The  contract  was  duly  signed 
by  all  the  commissioners  and  the  bond  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  the  bond  virtually  approved  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, and  the  positive  assurance  given  that  the  approval  of 
the  Oovernor  would  be  indorsed  on  the  bond  as  soon  as  he  re- 
turned. 

Mr.  Ross  was  recognized  at  once  as  the  State  Printer,  and 
some  work  which  was  then  waiting  to  be  done  was  at  once 
sent  to  him  by  the  Governor's  Private  Secretary,  in  whose 
charge  it  was. 

Mr.  Carpenter,  the  assignee  of  the  cotraotor,  refused  to  do 
this  work  at  the  time,  claiming  that  he  was  not  hound  to  do  it 
until  the  bond  had  the  approval  of  the  Goveroor  indorsed  on 
it,  and  giving  as  his  reason  for  not  doing  the  work,  ikai  U  was 
a  part  of  the  workjor  tohtch  he  received  liSle  or  no  pay  tmder  his 
oontraoL  Mr.  Boss,  the  contractor,  called  upon  one  of  the 
commissioners  and  explained  to  him  fully  the  reason  why  they 
refused  to  do  the  work.  He  stated  in  the'taoet  explicit  terms 
that  the  only  reason  why  the  wbrk  was  refused,  was  thai  it  was 
a  part  of  the  work  for  which,  under  the  oontracty  he  received  drni- 
parcUivdy  no  pay. 

He  remarked  distitictly,  that  as  soon  as  the  bond  was  actu- 
ally approved  by  the  Governor's  endorsement,  he  would  do 
all  work  that  was  required,  whether  it  paid  or  not ;  and  sta- 
ted further,  that  he  was  then  willing  to  do  such  portions  of 
the  work  as  paid  a  fair  compensation. 

The  work  which  was  refused  was  the  reports  of  the  Secre- 
tarv  of  State,  State  TreasurcT,  Institute  for  the  Blind,  Deaf 
and  Dumb  Institute,  Superintendent  oi  Public  Instruction, 
and  Catalogue  of  the  State  Library. 

These  reports  were  sent  to  Messrs.  Atwood  &  Rublee,  and 
printed  by  them.  The  account  for  doing  this  work  was  pre- 
sented to  the  Legislature,  and  an  appropriation  was  made  of 
$7,800  70  to  pay  them  for  the  same.  In  doinff  the  work  they 
were  not  bound  by  anjr  contract,  and  in  making  out  their 
bills,  charged  fhll  retail  job  prices,  to  wit : 
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Composition,  60  cents  per  1000  ems. 

Press  work,  50  cents  per  token. 

Folding,  10  cents  per  100  sections. 

Paper,  25  p^Xits  per  quire. 

Covcrla^,  outching,  &c.,  $1  per  100, 

Reckoning  this  work  at  these  full  and  liberal  prices,  it 
amounted  to  $7,300  70,  which,  under  the  constrnction  now 
claimed  by  the  contractor,  it  would  have  amounted  to  over 
$20,000 ;  and  jet  the  work  was  refused'  at  thcU  lima  because  it 
was  a  part  of  Oie  work  for  which  he  was  io  receive  littk  or  no 
compensoitiQn. 

It  would  be  impossible  to  produce  testimony  more  positive 
and  conclusive  than  this.  The  actual  cost  of  doing  this  work 
oould  not  have  exceeded  between  3  and  4  thousand  dollars, 
yet  the  contractor  refused  to  do  it  at  the  time  it  was  first  of- 
fered, solely  because  4t  would  not  pay^  while  he  now  claims  a 
construction  which  would  have  given  him  over  $20,000  for 
this  identical  work,  a  clear  profit  of  at  least  16  or  $17,000. 

There  is  no  fow£B  of  kkasonikg,  there  is  ko  skill  ob  el- 
oquencb  in  argument,  there  ib  no  amount  of  assertion,  that 
can  possibly  destroy  thb  forob  op  this  one  fact,  from 
the  very  nature  of  the  case,  it  must  be  conclusive  in  the  mind 
of  every  candid  mar).  Should  we  see  a  sane  man,  passing 
alouij  one  of  our  public  highways,  stop  and  pick  up  sofuething 
that  lay  in  his  pathway,  carefully  examine  it  and  then  care- 
lessly  throw  it  away ;  and  should  we  aiterward  pick  up  what 
he  had  thrown  away,  and  discover  it  to  be  gold  ore,  worth 
thousands  of  dollars,  we  could  have  no  more  conclusive  evi- 
dence that  the  man  who  threw  it  away  was  not  aware  of  its 
valuej  than  the  simple  fact  that  he  did  throw  it  away* 

Men  do  not  throw  avray  thousands  of  dollars  at  a  time 
when  they  come  fairly  and  legitimately  into  their  possession. 
It  the  contractor,  at  the  time  he  refused  to  do  that  work,  had 
placed  a  construction  upon  his  contract,  which  would  have 
realized  to  him  a  profit  of  16  or  17,000,  on  what  was  offered 
to  him,  he  would  no  sooner  have  refused  the  work  than  he 
would  now  refuse  an  equal  amount  of  money,  should  it  be 
ofifered  to  him  on  one  of  his  suspended  warrants. 

I  its  all  in  vain  to  attempt  to  aestroy  the  force  of  these  facts. 
The  conclusion  we  reach  is  perfectly  irresistible,  and  cannot 
possibly  be  reasoned  away. 

But  it  so  happens  that  we  are  not  left  to  this  £sict  alone  to 
show  that  the  contractor  did  not,  at  the  time  he  took  the  con 
tract,  nor  for  some  time  after,  construe  it  in  the  manner  ho 
now  claims  to  be  the  correct  construction.      The  contractor, 
previous  to  signing  the  contract,  filed  with  the  Ck}mmiaaionem 
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a  protest  asrainst  some  of  the  provisions  of  the  contract.  This 
protest  is  dated  Nov.  29th,  1858,  and  in-  protesting  against 
certain  provisions  of  the  contract,  the  contractor  uses  the  fol- 
lowing language : 

**5th.  Because,  under  the  most  favorable  construction  which 
the  written  law,  the  law  of  the  craft,  and  the  specifications, 
place  upon  the  matter,  I  could  no  more  than  obtain  pay 
enough  to  cover  cost;  and  if  I  am  held  to  the  construction  a 
majority  of  the  Oorninissioners  have,  (no  doubt,)  midtakingly 
placed  upon  the  items  of  work  in  the  third  class,  I  would  not 
save  my  outlays  by  thousands  of  dollars,"  ^ 

Here  it  is  distinctly  intimated,  that  the  only  place  wher6 
the  contractor  expected  to  make  a  profit,  was  in  printinor  the 
blanks  in  the  third  class ;  and  he  states  that  in  case  he  is  not 
allowed  his  own  construction  of  the  contract,  as  to  the  manner 
of  counting  blanks,  he  would  no  more  than  receive  pay 
enough  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  blanks,  leaving  him  minus 
thousands  of  dollars  for  outlays  in  other  directions. 

But  the  contractor,  in    his  memorial  to   the  Senate,    under 
date  of  January  31,  18.>9,  states  this  point  in  more  clear  and  - 
definite  terms,  as  follows : 

*' Your  memorialist  would  here  Estate,  that  under  the  con- 
struction put  into  the  contract,  against  the  said  protest  record- 
ed, he  would  not  in  the  aggregate,  save  cost  on  the  items  of 
blanks  alone,  and  as  these  items  are  tJve  only  ones  in  the 
'  hid  considered  aiove  cost,  it  is  clear  that  the  bidder  could  not, 
by  any  possibility,  have  iritended  to  bid  for  other  than 
'  "blanks  per  quire,"  as  section  4:  of  the  printing  aw  author- 
izes." 

Here  it  is  distinctly  state^t,  that  the  items  of  blanks  are  the' 
ONLY  ONFS  in  the  bid  considered  above  cost.  If  he  spoke  the 
truth  at  that  time,  how  can  it  be  possible  that  he  had  then 
'  placed  upon  the  contract  a  construction  which  would  give  him 
a  clear  profit  of  not  less  than  $30,000  in  doing  an  amount  of 
f  work  where  the  actual  cost  could  not,  bv  any  possibility,  ex- 
ceed 7  or  $8,000  ?  The  idea,  taken  in  connection  with  the 
other  frets  already  presented,  is  perfectly  preposterous*  iiat 
the  evidence  is  not  yet  exhausted  which  is  lound  in  the  con* 
tractor's  own  statements. 

Id  a  subsequent  communication  to  the  Senate,  under  date 
of  February  yth,  the  contractor  states  that  the  most  liberal 
i  coDstniction  of  his  contract  thai  could  he  asked  or  given  w<»uld 
I  not  yield  him  but  a  little  over  811,000,  not  to  exceed  »13,000,. 
)  for  all  the  work  incident  to  the  two  houses,  while  in  session, 
I  whik*  his  outlays  would  amount  to  818,000.  He  says,  *'  these 
I         figures  apply  exclusively  to  the  state  work  during  the  session, 
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and  do  not  include  the  laws,  journals,  and  Public  DocuHBNTa, 
which  I  am  bound  to  print  and  furnish  fob  nothino." 
Here  he  states  that  under  the  most  liberal  construction  of  the 
contract  that  could  be  asked,  counting  the  daily  slips  and 
bills  in  the  first  class,  as  blanks,  he  could  not  popsibly  make 
his  receipts  to  exceed  913,000,  and  yi^t,  a  few  months  after, 
he  brings  iu  a  bill  claiming  a  construction  of  his  contract 
which  gives  him  a  clear  profit  of  14  or  915,000  on  work  in 
the  first  class,  incident  to  the  business  of  the  legislatare  while 
in  session !  Farther  than  this  be  states  in  the  most  distinct  terms 
that  be  is  bound  to  FUBNiSH  the  pubuc  docukekts  fob 
NOTHiNa  1 1 '  How  many  thonsanda  of  dollars  has  he  sinoe 
claimed  and  received  for  the  printing  of  these  identical  pub- 
lic documents  ? 

Attention  is  again  called  to  the  most  extraordinary  nature 
of  the  construction  now  claimed  by  the  contracter,  and  in  or- 
der to  make  the  points  definite  and  dear,  we  will  use  an 
illustration. 

A  wishes  to  buy  a  quantity  of  grain.  He  advertises  for 
proposals  to  furnish  1000  bushels  of  first  quality  winter  wheat 
and  for  100  pecks  of  corn.  In  his  advertisement  he  states  that 
he  may  want  a  little  more'or  a  little  less,  but  that  he  will 
let  the  contract  to  the  man  whose  bid  is  the  lowest  in  the  ag< 
gregate  on  the  figures  named. 

f  bids  as  foUows :  '*  One  cent  per  bushel  for  the  winter 
wheat,  and  ten  dollars  per  peck  for  the  corn."  His  bid  foots 
up  the  lowest  in  the  aggregate,  (91,010)  and  he  gets  the  con- 
tract. The  contract  requires  him  to  deliver  first  quality  of 
winter  wheat  for  one  cent  per  bushel,  and  for  the  corn  he  is 
to  receive  ten  dollars  per  pedk. 

The  order  is  given,  and  in  due  time  B  presents  his  bill  to  A 
and  informs  him  that  the  grain  has  been  delivered  according 
to  contract.  Upon  looking  at  the  bill  he  finds  that  it  amounts 
to  over  S20,000  instead  of  1 1,000,  and  upon  looking  further  he 
finds  that  there  is  no  winter  wheat  whatever  in  the  bill,  but  that 
everything  has  been  charged  as  oom^  at  SIO  per  peck,  and 
upon  examination  he  finds  that  no  winter  wneat  has  been 
delivered,  but  instead  of  this  he  finds  that  600  bushels  of 
spring  wheat  has  been  delivered  and  charged  in  his  bill  as 
2|000  pecks  of  corn  at  tlO  per  peck. 

A  ac  once  says  to  B,  '^  Did  I  not  contract  with  you  to 
deliver  1000  bushels  of  first  quality  winter  wheat  at  one  cent 
per  bushel  ? "  B  replies,  "  Well  I  don't  know  but  what  the 
contract  reads  in  that  way,  but  you  see  I  have  not  done  it.  I 
have  delivered  500  bushels  of  spring  wheat,  and  as  that  is 
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the  kind  of  wheat  yoa  had  the  year  before,  I  thought  it  would 
answer  your  purpose  just  as  well." 

"  But,"  says  A,  " how  is  this?  You  have  uot  only  delivered 
an  inferior  article,  an  article  not  named  in  the  contract,  but 
you  have  charged  me  a  thousand  times  as  muc^  as  you  agreed 
to  furnish  the  good  article  for  2  " 

'*  True,"  says  B,  **  it  is  all  true  th«it  I  have  charged  the 
spring  wheat  as  corn,  and  have  also  charged  for  donole  the 
qiuuitity  delivered,  and  what  is  more,  I  have  a  rizht  to  do  so 
tinder  my  contract,  and  I  will  prove  it  to  you.  iQie  contract 
says  you  are  to  have  first  quality  winter  wheat.  Have  you 
got  it  i  If  you  have  doubts  about  it,  I  can  furnish  any  quan- 
tity of  witnesses  to  prove  that  you  have  not  got  winter  wheat 
at  all,  but  you  have  got  in  place  of  this  winter  wheat  some 
spring  wheat,  and  if  you  question  this  I  will  produce  the  affi- 
davit of  the  man  who  sowed  the  seed,  the  affidavit  of  the  man 
who  harvested  it,  of  the  man  who  thrashed  it,  of  the  man  who 
cleaned,  of  the  man  who  hauled,  and  of  the  man  who  received 
it" 

"  But,"  says  A,  "what  of  this?  No  one  disputes  that  it  is 
not  winter  wheat  of  good  quality,  but  all  admit  that  it  is 
spring  wheat.    How  does  this  help  the  matter  ? " 

B  replies,  "  You  admit  then  that  I  have  not  delivered  any 
first  quality  winter  wheat.  So  far  so  good.  Well,  if  I  have 
not  delivered  anv  good  winter  wheat  then  I  cannot  demand  of 
you  the  price  which  was  to  have  been  paid  for  winter  wheat, 
to  wit,  one  cent  per  bushel.  But  you  will  admit  that  I  have 
delivered  to  you  something.  Well,  as  there  are  but  two  kinds 
of  ffrain  to  be  delivered ;  but  two  kinds  ntimed  in  the  contract, 
and  you  have  admitted  that  it  is  not  the  first  named  kind ; 
that  is,  good  winter  wheat,  it  must  of  necessity  be  the  other 
kind  of  grain,  to  wit,  corn,  at  S 10  a  peck,  and  as  it  ukes  four 
pecks  to  make  a  bushel,  it  was  only  necessary  for  me  to  deliver 
500  bushels  to  justify  me  in  chargmg  for  2000  bushels,  or  2000 
pecks,  which  are  all  the  same,  as  I  understand  the  contract." 

Would  it  be  possible  for  a  man  to  set  up  a  more  preposter* 
ons  claim?  and  yet  it  is  precisely  analagous  to  the  claim  set 
up  by  the  State  Printer. 

He  contracts  with  the  State  to  furnish  6760  quires,  more  or 
less,  as  may  be  required,  of  book  paper,  with  the  understand' 
ing  on  the  part  of  all  interested  that  it  is  to  be  used  in  printing 
the  annual  reports  of  the  departments  and  other  work  of  the 
kind  incident  to  the  busii  ess  of  the  legislature  while  in  sess- 
ion. He  also  contracts  to  furnish  2000  quires,  more  or  less,  of 
cap  paper,  to  130  used  in  printing  bills  and  extra  incidental 
JOM.    The  work  is  done  and  the  bill  is  presented,  and  instead 
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of  aTnoiintinn^  to  $2,700  22,  as  the  aggregate  of  all  the  work 
foots  up  in  his  hid,  it  amounts  to  over  $30,OoO 

The  6,750  quires  of  book  pa«er  is  not  to  be  found  in  the 
bill.     No  book  paper  or  paper  for  hook   work  -was  famished 
but  instead  thereof  we  find  over  thirty  thousand  quires  of  cay 
paper  charged,  where  but  two  thousand  quires  were  na^neJ  in 
the  basis.     But  were  there  thirty  thousand  quires  of  cai   m-  • 
per  fnrnishid?     N«».     But  a  considerable  quantity  of  paper  of 
another  description,  called  Print,  or  News  Print,  was  fnrnfs//ed 
in  place  of  the  book  paper,  or  paper  for  book  irork,  and  charg- 
ed as  c:ip  paper! 

The  contractor  agreed  to  furfiish  six  thousand  sever  hun- 
dred quires  of  book  paper,  or  paper  tor  book  work,  to  be  18 
in.  by  24,  and  to  weigh  at  least  18  Ihs.  to  the  ream,  lo  be 
used  in  printing  the  pamphlets  or  reports  provided  for  in  the 
first  clas.  But  he  hcis  not  done  it,  but  has  printed  the*e  pam- 
phlets or  reports  on  a  different  kind  of  paper,  a  paperof  iu'e- 
rior  qualify  in  eve  y  respect,  and  then  he  has  charged  seven tv 
three  thousami  times  m-re  tor  the  inferior  article  than  wtat 
he  airrees  to  furnir^h  tlie  better  article  lor,  and  asLe  is  oUfgci 
in  order  to  do  this,  to  call  the  article  furnished  what  it  r&iUy 
is  not,  to  wit,  cap  paper,  he  charges  for  double  the  quantity 
delivered,  really  making  the  actual  price  charged  one  hundred 
and  forty  six  thousand  times  greater  than  what  he  agreed  to 
furnish  a  superior  article  for! 

He  has  not  tnrnished  the  firft  quality  winter  wheat  '-ontract- 
ed  for,  but  in  place  thereof  has  furnished  an  inferior  article  ol 
Sjiring  wliear,  and  then  charged  one  hundred  forty  six  tliou- 
sand  times  as  tmich  as  he  agreed  to  fomisli  the  winter  wh«  at 
for. 

Wo  say  to  the  Contractor  "  did  you  not  agree  to  foroisfa 
6,750  quires  of  book  paper,  (more  or  less  as  the  case  nurr  be.) 
on  which  to  print  the  pamphlets  or  reports,  in  the  first  cJasB?" 
His  reply  virtu:il!y  is  '*that  it  is  really  of  on  oausequence 
what  the  language  of  the  contract  is;  these  reports  or  pamph- 
lets were  not  printed  on  book  paper  prior  to  the  letting  ot  the 
present  contract,  and  there  was  no  use  in  printing  tiiem  on 
book  paper  now — I  have  not  done  so — I  have  printed  them 
on  a  different  kind  of  paper  of  a  different  size,  a  different 
weight,  interior  in  every  respect  to  book  paper ;  and  as  I  have 
not  furnished  any  hook  paper  I  cannot  charge  the  contract 
price  for  book  paper,  or  paper  for  book  work,  to  wit :  l-100C> 
of  a  cent  per  quire,  but  I  have  furnished  paper  of  some  kind, 
and  as  there  are  but  two  kinds  of  paper  provided  for  in  the 
first  class,  paper  tor  book  work  and  cap  paper,  the  paper  I 
have  furnished  not  being  book  paper  I  have  a  right  to  oojfSxBUE 
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it  into  cap  paper,  and  still  farther  b  j  cons&riustion  to  charge 
for  doable  the  qoandty  actually  fiimiahedj  and  then  to  charge 
146  Uioasand  times  as  mnch  for  it  as  Z  agreed  to*  iurnisb  a 
better  article  for."  And  then  he  pieseBts  the  affidavit  of  the 
paper  maker,  the  foreman  in  the  printing  office,  the  derk  in 
the  counting  room  and  a  score  of  others,  to  prove  whaftt 
not  that  he  has  iumished  the  articles  called  for  in  his  contract| 
but  to  prove  what  no  denies,  that  he  has  not  fhrnished  what 
he  agreed  to  furnish,  but  that  he  fias  furnhised  a  different 
and  an  infbrior  article. 

SECOND  GLAB3. 

The  work  in  the  second  class  was  **to  cotiaprize  the  journals 
and  documents  of  the  two  Houses  and  all  general  and  local 
laws  passed  by  the  Legislature." 

Section  4,  of  the  General  Laws  of  1858  provides  that  the 
Commissioners  should  ask  for  bids  in  this  class  as  follows : 

"  The  price  of  composition,  press  work,  i)aper,  (18  by  24 
inches)  folding  and  paper  covering,  as  provided  in  the  first 
class.  Also  the  price  per  copy  of  binding  in  either  doth, 
pasteboard,  sheep  or  calfskin,  as  may. be  directed  by  the 
Legislature  or  by  the  said  board,  under  the  authority  of  law.^* 

The  specifioations  made  in  conformity  with  the  law,  asked 
for  bids  as  follows : 

Composition,  the  price  per  lOOO  ems,  plain  work. 

Press  work,  the  price  per  token. 

Paper,  the  price  per  quire  18  by  24,  (The  secification  had 

freviously  set  forth  that  paper  used  in  all  book  work  is  to  be 
8  in.  by  24  and  to  weigh  at  least  ISlbs  to  the  ream,)  all 
paper  in  this  class  is  for  book  work. 

Folding,  the  price  per  100  sections  of  8  pa^es. 

Binding,  the  price  per  volume  or  copy,  to  mclude  folding, 

stitching,  trimming  and  lettering, 
With  paper  covers  per  volume. 
With  cloth  covers  per  volume. 

With  pastboard,  sheepskin  covers  and  back  per  voluaie. 
With  sheepskin  binding  per  volume. 
With  calfskin  binding  per  volume. 
The  Bases  was  in  the  followins  words  :

Mr.  Ross'  bid  for  doing  the  work  in  this  class'was  1-1000 
part  of  a  cent  for  each  100  ems  of  composition,  and  the  same 
amount.for  each  token  of  press  work,  for  each  quire  of  paper, 
for  each  hundred  ^sections  of  folding,  and  for  the  bindmg  of 
each  volume. 

There  has  been  no  controversy  between  the  commissioners 
and  the  contractor  as  to  the  price  to  be  paid  for  the  work 
done  in  this  class;  there  has,  however,  been  a  serious  and 
most  decided  difference  of  opinion  as  to  what  work  comes 
under  this  class. 

The  law  says  that  the  second  class  shall  "comprise  the  jour- 
nals and  documenis  of  the  two  houaen  and  all  general  and 
local  laws  passed  by  the  Legislature." 

The  contractor  aamits  that  the  journals  and  general  and 
local  laws  properly  belong  to  this  class,  but  takes  the  ground 
that  the  documents  do  not,  biit  that  they  belong  to  the  first 
class.    . 

The  commissioners  in  making  up  their  basis  ftr  the  amount 
of  Work  that  would  be  required  in  the  second  class,  estimated 
as  follows: 

8,000  copies  of  the  Greneral  Laws. 

3,0.0        "        *'       Local  Laws. 

1,000  copies  of  the  Journals,  500  each  of  the  two  houses,. 

1,100  copies  of  the  Governor's  Message  and  accompanying 
documents. 

These  make  an  aggregate  of  13,100  volumes.  The  com- 
missioners added  400  to  cover  any  extra  volumes  that  might 
be  ordered  by  the  Legislature,  making  the  number  in  the 
basis  13,500  volumes. 

This  volume  of  Documents  has  been  regularly  printed  each 
year  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  general  style  as  the 
Journals  of  the  two  houses,  since  185^.  The  law  authorizing 
tbe  publication  of  this  volume  was  passed  in  1862,  chapter 
504,  section  20,  and  is  in  the  followihg  words  :  ^^Immediately 
after  the  annual  reports  of  the  several  de(>artmeDts  have  been 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Governor,  he  shall*  ^at  tbeti,  with 
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a  copy  of  his  anQoal  meBsage,  into  the  haads  of  the  State 
Priuter,  who  shall  proceed  to  print,  stitch  and  cover  them  in 
the  usual  manner,  as  speedily  as  possible,  in  one  volume  ;  the 
number  of  such  volumes  shall  be  100  copies  for  the  use  of  the 
State  Departments,  and  one  thousand  copies  for  the  use  of  the 
two  houses  of  the  Legislature.'' 

The  usxwl  manner  of  covering  the  volumes  of  laws,  jour- 
nals and  documents  at  that  time  was  in  paper  covers.  The 
law  was  afterwards  changed  so  as  to  require  them  to  be  cov- 
ered with  ^^  pasteboard  covers,  with  sheepskin  corners  and 
backs,"  (sec,  1,  chapter  47,  laws  of  1854.)  This  has  been  the 
UBual  manner  of  covering  all  volumes  of  this  kind  since  that 
date. 

In  1858  it  was  discovered  that  a  most  extraordinary  abuse 
had  ffrown  up  in  connection  with  the  printing  of  the  Govern- 
or's Message  and  accompanying  documents. 

The  law  contemplated  the  printing  of  this  volume  but  once. 
It  was  discovered  that  the  State  Printer  was  printing  it  three 
times.  1st.  In  a  separate  volume  as  the  Governor's  Messa^^e 
and  accompanying  document^.  2d.  As  an  appendix  to  the 
Assembly  Joarnal ;  and  3d.  As  an  appendix  to  the  Senate 
Journal.  The  lai^  contemplated  the  printing  of  but  11,000 
copies,  but  in  this  way  2,300  copies  were  printed,  as  follows : 

1,100  copies  of  volume  entitled  Governor's  Message  and 
accompanying  documents. 

600  copies  of  volume  entitled  Appendix  to  the  Senate 
Journal. 

600  copies  of  volume  entttled  Appendix  to  the  Assembly 
Journal. 

It  was  made  a  rery  profitable  job  to  the  State  Printer,  and 
a  very  expensive  one  to  the  State  in  this  way. 

The  matter  for  all  these  volumes  was  first  set  up  when  the 
Printer  printed  the  Governor's  Message  and  the  various  re- 
ports, making  up  the  volumes  in  pamphlet  form  for  the  use 
of  the  Legislature. 

The  printer  here  charges  for  and  was  fully  paid  for  the 
composition.  He  then,  while  he  had  the  type  standing,  struck 
off  enough  copies  for  the  2,800  volumes,  and  in  ren- 
dering his  bill  for  the  work  done,  he  charged  and  obtained 
pay  for  the  composition  for  the  entire  volume  four  times,  viz  : 
1st.  When  he  set  up  the  matter  t>  print  the  Mes^sage  and 
reports  in  pamphlet  iorm.  2d.  When  he  made  up  the  same 
matter  into  the  volume  called 'the  Governor's  Message  and 
Accompanying  Documents.  3d.  When  he  made  it  up  again 
and  called  it  Appendix  to  Senate  Journal ;  and  4th.  When 
he  still  again  labels  it  Appendix  to  the  Assembly  Journal. 
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It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  matter  in  these  three 
•different  volnmes  is  precisely  the  same — tiie  same  number  of 

S)age8,  arranged  in  precisely  the  same  way  ;  and  the  only  dif- 
erence  between  them  is  the  lettering  on  the  backB. 

The  Legislature  of  1858,  when  their  attention  was  called  to 
this  abuse,  determined  to  correct  it  for  the  future,  and  for  the 
«ole  purpose  of  doing  so  passed  the  following,  sec  8,  chap. 
119,  laws  of  1858. 

^'All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  authorizing  the  printing  or  bind- 
ing of  the  Governor's  Message  and  the  reports  and  documents 
^accompanying  the  same  in  the  journals  of  Senate  or  Asaem* 
fcly  or  in  an  appendix  thereto,  or  in  board  or  cloth  covers, 
or  in  any  manner,  or  in  any  number,  except  as  authorized  by 
wction  20  of  the  laws  of  1853,  are  hereby  repealed. 

The  object  of  this  law  was  simply  to  cut  off  this  ^'  construe^ 
tive  stealing,"  and  prevent  the  printing  of  a  larger  number  of 
these  documents  than  what  was  needed,  and  nothing  more. 
It  was  no  part  of  the  design  of  this  law  to  repeal  those  pro* 
visions  of  law  which  require  all  volumes  of  the  kind  to  be 
covered  with  pasteboard  covers,  and  to  fall  back  upon  the  old 
style  of  paper  covers ;  it  was  simply  to  cut  off  the  printing  of 
this  large  number  of  extra  and  useless  copies.  The  tmioZ 
manner  of  covering  all  volumes  of  the  laws,  journals,  cfec,  in 
1852  was  in  paper  cover,  but  this  was  changed  in  1864,  (Gen- 
eral Laws  1854,  p.  57,)  and  all  such  volumes  were  required  to 
be  covered  with  pasteboard  covers  with  sheep^in  corner  and 
backs,  and  from  that  time  this  was  the  '^  usual  manner  "  of 
covering  such  volumes. 

The  commissioners  included  this  volume  of  the  Governor's 
Message  and  accompanying  documents  (1100  copies)  in  ma- 
king up  their  basis,  in  the  second  class. 

Tne  law  distinctly  places  it  there ;  the  specifications  place  it 
there  with  equal  certainty  and  distinctness,  and  the  contractor 
and  every  bidder  understood  it  to  be  there  at  the  time  the 
contract  was  let. 

If  the  term  "documents"  in  the  law,  in  the  speciftcationsi 
in  he  basis  and  in  the  contract,  does  not  refer  to  this  volume, 
to  what  does  it  refer? 

Section,  18  of  chapter  114,  of  the  General  Laws  of  1868, 
would  seem  to  make  this  perfectly  plain,  if  anything  farther 
was  required  to  make  it  so. 

"The  laws  and  journals,  messages  of  the  Gtevemor,  reports 
of  State  officers  and  school  commissioners,  reports  of  commit* 
tees  of  the  Legislature,  and  all  other  documents  required  by 
the  Legislature  or  any  of  the  departments  of  the  State  to  be 
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printed,  shall  be  of  uniform  sLze,  so  as  to  admit  of  their  being 
oound  togethier  in  a  compact  form." 

These  messages,  reports  and  other  docnmentSy  are  the  identical 
doonmeats  that  are  bound  up  into  a  volume  entitled  the  '^Gov- 
emor's  Message  and  accompanying  Documents." 

They  are  here  spoken  of  in  direct  connection  with  the  laws 
and  journals.  The  law,  in  dividing  the  work  into  classes,  in 
flpeaking  of  the  printing  in  the  second  class,  says  it  shall  com- 
prise the  journals  and  documents,  thus  speaking  of  them  in 
direct  connection. 

We  claim  then  that  there  cannot  be  a  question  as  to  which 
class  these  documents  belong. 

The  contractor,  however,  now  claims  that  tliey  belong  to 
the  first  class ;  he  once  claimed  otherwise,  as  will  presently 
be  shown.     If  they  are  admitted  to  be  in  the  second  class,  he 

Sits  no  pay  for  printing  them,  as  in  this  class  his  bid  is  a 
ousandth  part  of  a  cent  a  volume.  They  belong  to  the  sec* 
ond  class,  and  should  have  been  bound  with  pasteboard  cov- 
ers and  sheepskin  backs  and  corners;  but  the  contractor  has 
furnished  them  with  common  paper  covers,  claims  that  thev 
belong  to  the  first  class,  and  has  presented  a  bill,  had  it  aud- 
ited and  paid  at  $6,318  79,  making  the  cost  of  this  %,  cltrni,- 
9y,  eomparatively  uadeas  pamphlet  in  this  shape  to  be  $5  74 
per  volume,  when  under  his  contract  he  was  bound  toii|rnish 
a  good,  substantial  bound  volume  for  comparatively  nMiing  I 

We  repeat,  that  at  the  time  the  contract  was  let,  the  con- 
tractor, and  all  others  interested,  understood  and  admitted 
that  these  documents  belonged  to  the  second  class,  and  that 
they  were  to  be  printed  without  bost  to  the  State.  Mr.  Car- 
penter, in  the  Madison  Patriot  of  l^ovember  16'th,  1858,  after 
the  contract  had  been  awarded  to  him,  and  before  the  papers 
were  signed,  uses  the  following  language : 

''  In  the  first  class,  Mr.  Boss  bids  to  do  the  press  work  at 
68  cts.  per  token,  and  famish  Ml  paper  at  78  cts.  per  quire. 
Kow  we  admit  this  is  considerably  above  regular  rates ;  the 
latter,  perhaps,  some  twelve  times  above  cost ;  but  on  all 
other  items  in  this  class,  Mr.  Boss  bids  to  do  the  work  and 
furnish  materials  for  nothing.  He  also  proposes  to  print  and 
bind  all  laws,  journals  and>  documeirUs  of  the  Legislature,  for 
nothing^  as  provided  in  (he  second  class J^ 

Here  it  was  distinctlv  stated  that  the  docaments  belonged 
to.  the  second  class,  and  that  he  was  to  receive  nothing  for 
printing  them. 

The  contractor,  in  his  communication  to  the  Senate  under 
date  of  February  9th,  1859,  before  quoted,  uses  the  following 
language :  ^'  These  figures  apply  exclusively  to  the  State  work

during  the  session,  and  do  not  include  the  laws,  journals,  and 
public  documents^  which  I  am  bound  to  print  and  furnish  far 
nothing" 

These  admissions  and  statements  we  think  are  conclusive 
as  to  the  construction  the  contractor  put  upon  the  contract 
at  the  time  it  was  consummated,  and  for  some  time  after- 
wards. 

And  further  on  this  point,  attention  is  called  to  an  opinion 
of  Attorney  G-eneral  Bouck  as  to  which  class  these  documents 
belong.  iTnis  opinion  can  be  found  on  page  11  of  the  Bee- 
ords  of  the  Attorney  General,  on  file  in  his  office.  This 
opinion  is  able,  clear  and  conclusiye,  and  is  well  worthy  of 
examination. 

THIRD  CLASS, 

The  law  (sec.  4,  chap.  114,  Laws  of  1858)  places  in  the 
thirrf class  the  following: 

'^  The  printing  of  the  several  Stat6  Departments,  including 
all  blanks,  blank  books,  used  in  the  several  branches  thereof 
of  all  kinds  and  descriptions  whatsoever ;  to  include  such 
blanks  as  have  heretofore  been  litographed  or  engraved,  used 
in  the  several  departments." 

The  law  still  further  (sec.  4)  prescribes  the  manner  in  which 
the  cAmissioners  shadl  advertise  for  bids,  as  follows  : 

"  Imrd  Class. — ^The  price  per  qaire  for  blanks,  counting  24 
sheets  to  the  quire  with  one  or  more  blanks  to  ttie  sheet ;  also 
the  price  per  volume  for  record-book  binding,  as  may  be  di- 
rected by  the  department  ordering  the  same." 

As  the  contractor  has  set  up  some  most  extraordinary 
claims  for  work  said  to  come  under  this  class,  the  question 
will  be  examined  somewhat  critically. 

The  law  in  the  first  place  (m  sec.  8d,  chap.  114,  Laws  of 
1858,)  places  in  this  class  the  printing  of  the  several  de- 
partments ;  it  then  (in  sec.  4)  goes  on  to  state  definitely  and 
m  detail  exactly  what  kind  of  work  the  commissioners  shall  ask 
bids  for.  Section  12  of  the  same  act  sajs  that  "  the  printing 
of  the  several  departments  shall  be  subject  to  the  order  of  the 
respective  officers  thereof,"  and  then  goes  on  to  say  further, 
"  no  order  shall  be  given  for  any  Work  not  absolutely  required 
for  the  use  and  convenience  of  such  office,  and  in  quantities 
within  the  actual  requirements  of  the  departments  making 
use  of  the  same." 

The  authority  to  contract  debts  for  which  the  State  is  liable 
and  to  draw  money  from  the  Treasury,  are,  and  always  should 
be,  most  carefully  guarded.  It  is  one  of  the  highest  and  most 
sacred  prerogatives  of  sovereignty,  the  power  to  tax  the  peo-

lie,  to  take  from  them  their  money  and  then  to  diiq>ofle  of  it. 
?he  Oonstitntion  guards  these  things  in  a  most  careiul  man** 
ner.  The  Legislature,  representing  the  sovereignty  of  the 
people,  are  guarded  and  restricted  when  they  come  to  create 
debts  which  the  people  are  to  pay,  and  when  they  pass  laws 
approfuiating  their  money. 

section  8  of  Article  8,  of  the  Oonstitntionof  the  State,  is  ad 
follows : —  • 

,  '^  On  the  passage,  in  eitlier  Hoase  of  the  Legislature,  of  any 
law  which  imposes,  continues,  or  renews,  a  tax,  or  creates  a 
DEBT,  or  CHARGE  or  makcs,  continues,  or  renews  an  appropria^ 
tion  of  pnblie  or  trust  money,  or  releases,  discharges  or  com- 
mutes a  claim  or  demand  of  the  State,  the  question  shall  be 
tanen  by  aves  and  noes,  which  shall  be  duly  entered  on  the 
lournal :  and  three  fifths  of  all  the  members  elected  to  such 
House  snail  in  all  such  cases  be  required  to  constitute  a  quo- 
rum therein,"  # 

Even  the  Legislature  itself  cannot  create  a  debt  or  charge 
against  the  State,  or  draw  money  from  the  Treasury,  without 
taking  the  yeas  and  nays,  and  duly  entering  them  on  the  jour> 
nal,  noreyen  then  can  it  be  done  if  less  than  three-fifths  of  all 
the  members  elected  to  the  respective  bodies  are  present 

Oan  it  be  supposed  for  a  single  moment  that  the  Legislature 
would  confer  these  extraordinary  powers  upon  the  various 
State  departments  without  throwing  around  them  the  most 
careful  guards  and  restrictions  ? 

These  departments  are  intrusted  with  various  duties.  In 
the  performance  of  these  duties  they  need  certain  blanks  and 
blank  books.  The  Legislature  cannot  tell  in  advance  exactly 
what  will  be  needed,  and  in  what  quantities,  and  hence  in 
providing  for  the  letting  of  the  contract  for  the  public  print* 
ing,  they  make  provision  for  the  wants  of  these  departments ; 
but  they  are  exceedingly  careiul  to  guard  the  exercise  of  the 
extraordinary  power  they  are  conferring  upon  the  heads  of 
these  departments. 

The  officers  of  the  departments  are  authorized  to  order  the 
work  they  need,  but  in  doing  so  they  must  keep  strictly  with- 
in the  limits  of  the  law  con&rring  upon  them  the  authority, 
§  12,  already  quoted,  says,  '^  ISo  order  shall  be  given  for  ahy 
work  not  absolutely  beqtjibed  for  the  use  and  convenience 
of  such  office,  and  in  quantities  within  the  AonrAL  requibb* 
ments  of  the  departments  making  use  of  the  same." 

All  work  in  tne  third  class  is  for  the  State  Departments  and 
is  subject  to  the  discretionary  order  oi  the  beads  thereof 
within  the  aathority  conferred  by  the  law. 
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What  does  tlie  law  nlace  in  ihia  third  dassi  Blajob  aad 
BitAJffK  Booss,  and  nothiiig  more. 

What  does  the  law  authorbe  the  OommiflBioners  to  aak  bids 
for  in  this  class  2  Bujteb  and  Blank  Booxb,  noibivo  xobb. 
What  did  tlie  Commissioners  set  forth  in  their  specifieatioaa 
as  belonging  to  this  class  ?  Blanks  and  Blasjl  Books,  and 
the  bindmg  of  the  oxiginal  enrolled  acts^  joint  resolutions,  and 
memorials  of  the  Legislatore,  nothing  more.  What  did  the 
Commissioners  put  in  their  basis  and  ask  bids  for  i  Blaiodb, 
Blank  Books,  and  the  binding  of  the  enrolled  acts,  nvnana 

liOBA* 

What  has  the  contractor  contracted  to  do  in  this  third 
class }  To  famish  Blaistks  and  Blank  Books,  and  to  bind  the 
enrcdled  Acts,  and  nothing  morej — and  to  order  Blanks  and 
Blank  Books  to  the  extent  they  are  absohUehf  needed  for  the 
use  and  convenience  of  the  seyeral  departments,  and  in  quan- 
tities within  the  Actual  bsquiremenis  is  the  fall  extent  of  the 
anthority  conferred  hj  law  upon  the  heads  of  these  depart- 
ments, (with  the  exception  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  wlio  is 
authorized  in  addition  to  send  the  enrolled  acts  to  be  bouod^ 
and  the  contractor  has  contracted  to  furnish  notiiing  else,  and 
if  he  does  furnish  anything  beyond  this,  he  does  it  outside  of 
his  contract,  and  must  base  his  claim  somewhere  else  than  on 
his  contract  for  his  pay. 

Every  candid  man  will  at  once  admit  the  wisdom  of  the 
Legislature  in  thus  guarding  the  exercise  of  this  most  extra* 
ovmnary  power  conferred  upon  the  several  State  officers. 

Ihey  have  no  power  to  order  anything  for  which  the  State 
has  not  contracted,  and  the  contractor  is  not  bound  to  fill  any 
of  their  orders  when  the  work  ordered  is  not  distinctly  covered 
by  his  contract. 

Ihe  Commissioners  claim  that  various  orders  have  been 
given  by  the  officers  of  the  different  departments  which  were 
entirdy  unauthorized  by  the  law,  and  which  have  been  audit* 
ed  in  violation  of  the  most  clear  and  positive  proviffions  of 
the  law  and  contract 

We  claim  that  proposals  were  asked^^for  furnishing  certain 
articles  in  the  third  class,  which  are  known  by  certain  d^nite 
and  distinct  names ;  that  there  is  not,  that  there  cannot  be 
any  uncertainty  as  to  the  kind  ot  article  or  the  character  oiT 
the  work  referred  to. 

Blanks. — Cap  or  letter  sheet  size. 
Flat  Gap, 
Folio  Post,  and 
Medium  size. 
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These  terms  describe.somethiiig  that  is  certain  and  definite. 
A  letter  sheet  blank,  or  flat  cap  sheet  blank,  or  a  medium 
I         sheet  blank  is  something  in  relation  to  which  there  need  be 
I         mo  mistake. 

}  There  is  just  as  fixed  and  definite  a  meaning  attached  to 

L         these  terms,  as  there  is  to  the. terms:  hat,  cap,  stove,  clock, 
I         door,  or  any  other  familiar  term.    And  so  with  the  various 
i         ]dnds:of  blank  books  described  in  the  third  class. 
Q  It  was  to  furnish  these  blanks  and  blank  books  that  bids 

I        were  asked,  and  for  nothing  else,  (save  the  binding  of  the  en- 
rolled acts^  and  these  are  the  thiiigstbe  contractor  has  agreed 
\         to  furnish  in  this  third  class. 

.  Now  we  claim  that  various  things  have  been  ordered  by 

[  some  of  the  officers  of  some  of  the  departments  that  they  had 
,  BO  authority  to  order,  that  were  neither  blanks  or  blank  bookp, 
and  that  in  violation  of  every  correct  rule  of  Interpretation  of 
the  contract,  and  without  any  authority  of  law,  and  at  almost 
fabulous  prices,  in  view  of  the  actual  value  of  the  work,  the 
bills  for  tnis  unauthorized  work  have  been  aaidited,  and  war- 
rants drawn  upon  the  treasury  for  the  same. 

The  first  illustration  on  this  point  to  which  attention  is  called 
is  a  bill  of  the  State  Printer,  for  printing  125   quires  of  a 

*  "  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  banks  of  the  State  of  Wis- 

*  consin  on  Monday,  July  4th,  1859,"  which  he  charges  as  a 
medium'  blank  at  (6  per  quire,  making  the  cost  of  printing 

}  this  statement,  $750. 

^  Now  in  relation  to  this  matter  we  claim  that  the  Bank 

>  Comptroller  had  no  authority  to  order  this  printing  done ;  that 
<  there  is  no  provision  in  the  third  class  for  anything  of  the 
t  kinds ;  that  it  is  not  a  blank,  and  that  it  bears  no  resemblance 

>  to  one ;  that  even  if  the  Bank  Comptroller  had  authority  to 
ordeT  such  work ;  that  no  bids  were  asked  by  the  commis- 

li         sioners  for  anything  of  this  kind  in  the  third  class,  and  that 

I         {be  eoDtractor  has  not  contracted  to  furnish  anything  of  this 

I         kind  in  this  class.    The  authority  and  the  only  authority  for 

t         the  printing  of  this  bank  statement  is  found  in  section  19  of 

chapter  71  of  the  Berise^l  Statutes.    It  is  in  the  following 

[         language:   ''And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Comptroller  to 

1         publish  said  reports  together,  once  in  some  newspaper  print- 

1         ed  at  the  seat  of  government,  accompanied  with  a  summarv 

I         of  items  of  capitd,  circulation  and  aeposits,  specie  and  cash 

items,  public  securities  and  private  seoiuities ;  and  the  ex- 

pense  of  such  publication  shall  be  defrayed  bv  a  pecentage 

assessed  upon  the  capital  stock  of  all  the  banks  and  banking 

associations  in  this  State."    The  law  goes  on  to  set  forth  the 

manner  in  which  the  Comptroller  shall  collect  from  the  seve- 
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ral  banks  their  appropriate  share  of  the  expense  of  pnblikh- 
jjjgthis  statomQht  in  the  newspaper  as  above  providea. 

The  Comptroller  is  here  directed  to  publish  this  statement 
once  in  a  nPTr^^paper  published  at  the  seat  of  government,  and 
to  collect  ilio  pay  for  the  same  from  the  banks.  He  is  not 
autborized  to  publish  it  in  any  other  way,  nor  is  he  author- 
ized to  create  a  debt  against  the  State  for  its  publioation,  eveii 
to  the  amount  of  a  sipgle  c^nt,  yet  without  any  authority  of 
law,  he  has  ordered  125  quires  to  be  printed  by  the  State 
Printer,  and  the  Printer  has  brought  in  a  bill  for  the  same 
and  had  it  audited  as  125  quires  of  medium  blanks,  printed 
on  both  sides,  at  six  dollars  per  quire,  amountin^^  to  seven 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars^  where  the  actual  cost  of  the  work 
cannot  exceed  seventy-five  dollars,  if  it  does  fifty  dollars  I 

The  warrant  for  this  account  has  not  been  paid,  and  is  the 
one  involved  in  one  of  the  cases  now  before  the  Supreme 
Court 

Among  other  bills  which  have  been  presented  by  the  con- 
tractor, and  audited  for  work  the  most  of  which  was  ordered 
without  any  authority  of  law,  we  would  presant  the  follow- 
ing:

There  is  no  authority  whatever  for  ordering  but  a  small 
portion  of  these  things.  They  are  not  properly  embraced  in 
the  contract.  They  are  not  needed,  and  yet  here  is  a  drain 
made  upon  the  school  fund  of  nearly  two  thousand  dollam  to 
pay  for  what  was  ordered  mainly  widiout  authority  of  law, 
not  embraced  in  the  contract,  and  ihB  actual  cost  of  which 
cannot  exceed  one  hundred  and  fiftv  dollars. 

Illustrations  under  this  head  might  bo  multiplied  to  aknoat 
any  extent,  but  enough  have  been  presented  to  show  that 
there  has  been  a  great  abuse  in  this  direction. 
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VALUE  OF  THE   WOEK  ACTTTALLT  DONE  AND 
OF  THE  MATERIALS  FUENISHED. 

The  contractor  has  endeavored  to  create  the  impression  that 
he  is  a  great  sufferer  in  consequence  of  the  effort  of  the  com- 
missioners to  hold  him  to  a  proper  construction  of  his  con- 
tract 

Li  relation  to  this  point  we  would  remark,  that  if  the  <X)n- 
stmction  the  commissioners  claim  is  the  correct  one,  die  con- 
tractor «hould  be  held  to  it. 

It  would  be  a  direct  violation  of  one  of  the  express  pro- 
visions of  the  Oonstitution  for  the  Legislature  to  give  him 
anything  more,  as  well  as  a  violation  of  one  of  the  positive 
agreements  of  the  contract. 

Section  26,  of  article  4,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State,  is 
as  follows :  "  The  Legislature  shall  never  grant  any  extra 
compensation  to  anyjpublic  officer,  agent,  or  servant,  or  oon- 
tractor,  alter  the  services  have  been  rendered,  or  the  contract 
entered  into ;"  and  in  the  contract  itself  we  find  the  following 
most  emphatic  language : 

"  And  it  is  further  agreed  and  understood,  that  no  other  or 
extra  charges  or  compensation  than  as  above  sprecified  for 
the  work  or  material  above  mentioned,  or  for  the  work  or  ma- 
terials required  ot  the  public  printer  by  said  chapter  114, 
shall  be  exacted  of  or  paid  by  the  State  under  any  dRcxTM- 

STANCES  WHATEVER  "II 

The  entering  into  the  contract  with  the  State  was  a  volun- 
tary act  bn  the  part  of  the  contractor.  Other  parties  were 
anxioos  to  do  the  work  of  the  State.  Various  parties  made 
their  bids  and  did  all  in  their  power  to  secure  the  contract. 
Mr.  Boss  comes  in  ahead  with  his  low  figures,  and  becomes 
the  contractor. 

If  he  has  made  a  bad  bargain  it  is  his  own  lookout.  By 
pursuing  the  course  he  did  he  has  prevented  some  one  else 
from  doing  the  work  of  the  State ;  and  hence  we  claim  under 
the  Constitution  of  the  State,  as  well  as  the  contract  itself,  he 
is  estopped  from  receiving  any  extra  compensation  xjndbb 

ANY  OIBCUMSTANOES  WHATEVER. 

But  as  your  sympathies  hare  been  appealed  to  in  this  di 
rection,  a  brief  statement  of  the  actual  facts  in  the  matter,  is 
presented ; 

The  commissioners,  in  advertising  for  bids,  made  what  they 
supposed  to  be  a  large  estimate  of  the  amount  of  work  to  be 
done  during  the  present  year.  They  took  as  their  basis  the 
work  of  the  previous  year,  without  making  any  deductions 
where  the  Legislature  has  diminished  the  quantity  of  work 
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to  be  done.  The  aggregtM^  amoant  to  be  paid  for  doing  the 
entire  printing  of  tni  State  for  the  year,  as  proposed  by  the 
different  bidders  in  the  bids  opened  at  the  time  the  contract 
was  let,  is  as  follows:

In  the  above  stated  amoants  the  thirteen  thousand  five  hor 
dred  bonnd  volnmes  required  by  the  State,  are  coanted  five 
times,  80  that  (the  amounts  named  ooyer  the  price  at  which  the 
bidders  prepoae  to  furnish  sixty-seven  thousand  five  hundred 
bound  volumes,  instead  of  tnirteen  thousand  five  hundred. 
That  is,  they  propose  to  furnish  for  the  price  named  thiiteea 
thousand  five  hundred  bound  volumes  in  five  different  kinds 
of  binding.  Deductin^^,  then,  the  amount  included  for  the 
bouud  volumes  in  the  kinds  of  binding  in  which  they  are  not 
used,  and  including  the  price  named  for  the  thirteen  thousand 
volumes  in  the  binding  in  which  they  "will  be  actually  used 
by  the  State,  the  actual  bids  for  doing  the  printing  for  the 
year,  are  as  follows  :

Particular  attention  is  called  to  two  facts : 

First  That  in  making  up  the  estimate  of  the  quantity  of 
work  to  be  done  for  the  year,  the  commissioners  were  requir- 
ed to  take  as  a  criterion  the  work  of  the  preceding  year. 

The  amount  of  work  done  that  year  was  very  large  and 
consequently  their  estimate  was  a  very  large  one.  Again 
they  made  no  deduction  when  the  Legislature  had  very 
materially  reduced  the  quantity  of  work  to  be  done. 

The  Legislature  had  reduced  the  number  of  annual  reports 
to  be  printed,  from  8,000  to  5,000,  and  other  similar  reduc- 
tions, while  at  the  same  time  they  had  reduced  the  aggre-

gate  amount  by  proyiding  tliat  the  work  should  be  done 
without  any  unnecessay  *4edding"  or  ^' break  lines."  &c. 

ieoond-^That  taking  this  large  estimate  of  the  quantity  of 
work  to  be  done,  responsible  parties  had  offered  to  do  the 
entire  work  of  the  State,  for  aggregate  sums  ranging  from  19 
to  $29,000. 

It  is  generally  admitted  by  those  competent  to  judge,  that 
those  bids  whicn  foot  ap,  say  19  or  20,000,  may  be  called  fair 
bids,  that  is  bids  where  a  fair  liying  price  (taking  into  consider- 
ation  the  quantity  of  work  to  be  aone,  and  oSier  incidental 
adyantagee)  is  charged  for  every  item  of  work  done,  and 
materials  furnished. 

Now  notice — ^responsible  parties,  charging  fair  liying  prices 
for  every  item  of  work  to  be  done  and  material  to  be  nirnish* 
ed,  on  a  large  estimate  of  the  quantity,  agree  to  do  the  entire 
work  of  the  Btate  for  a  year,  for  a  sum  not  exceeding  |20,000. 

The  persnet  contractor  has  presented  bills  for  a  portion  of 
the  work  for  a  year,  has  had  them  audited  and  paid  to  the 
amount  of  $86,188,17,  exelusiye  of  what  he  has  receiyed  for 
advertising,  as  that  is  not  embraced  in  his  contract  He  has 
also  presented  bills  and  had  them  audited,  (exclusive  of  adyer* 
tising^)  amounting  to  some  $20,000  more,  which  remains 
unpaid,  and  it  is  understood  that  he  has  claims  for  a  very 
large  amount  more,  for  which  he  has  not  presented  his  bills. 
These  unrendered  bills,  amounting  to  any  sum  from  76  to 
$160,000,  and  all  tiiis  claimed  on  a  contract  where  the 
aggregate  footing  of  the  bid  on  a  large  estimate  of  the  quantity 
of  work  to  be  done  was  but  $6,471,59  100. 

These  are  most  astonishing  facts.  How  are  we  to  account 
for  them  ? 

What  is  the  actual  value  of  the  work  for  which  the  contrac- 
tor has  already  received  $86,183,17? 

Under  the  most  liberal  interpretation  of  the  contract,  giving 
the  contractor  the  benefit  of  every  doubtful  question  that  has 
arisen,  he  will  not  be  entitled  to  oyer  about  11,000,  and  this 
same  work,  under  the  bid  of  B.  E.  Hale  &  Co.,  where  it  is 
admitted  on  all  hands  that  a  fair  living  price  is  charged  for 
every  item  of  work  done,  and  material  famished,  it  would 
amount  to  $18,668,57!! 

For  that  portion  of  work  for  which  he  has  actually  been 
paid,  (and  this  includes  almost  the  entire  amount  of  the  work 
which  he  is  required  to  do  for  nothing,)  he  has  received  $25,- 
OOO  more  than  he  is  entitled  to  under  his  contract,  and  $22,- 
000  more  than  the  work  would  have  cost  under  the  bid 
6f  B.  E.  Hale  &  Co,\\  and  yet  the  contractor  is  presenting 
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to  you,  long  arrays  of  figures  to  show  what  an'expeDgive  job 
the  printing  of  the  State  has  been  to  him! 

The  estimate  of  the  quantity  of  work  to  be  done  for  a  year, 
upon  which  the  contract  was  let,  was  a  yery  large  one  and 
the  amount  of  work  thus  fiu*  shows  this  to  be  so.  True,  on 
those  items  where  the  contractor  gets  a  very  large  price  for  tbe 
work  done  and  the  material  fiirnisbed  the  quantity  seems  to 
be  very  rriysteriomly  increased,  bat  on  almost  all  the  rest  it 
falls  below  the  estimate. 

Take  the  first  class. 

The  basis  called  for  7,550,000  ems  of  composition,  the  ac- 
tual amount  is  7,500,000. 

The  press  work  for  which  the  contractor  get  a  large  price, 
the  basis  names  2,000  tokens. 

The  ivctual  amount  is  8,079. 

Paper  for  book  work,  the  basis  names  6,750  quires,  the  ac- 
tual  amount  where  this  kind  of  paper  was  designed  to  be  used 
is  7,689  quires. 

Paper  for  bills,  &c.,  the  basis  estimates  2.000  quires,  actual 
amount  6,549  quires,  (this  is  another  item  where  tbe  contractor 
got  a  very  large  price.) 

Folding,  the  basis  estimates  700,000  sections,  the  actual 
amount  is  400,000. 

.   The  number  of  pamphlets  named  in  the  basis,  80,000  ;  ac- 
tual number  furnished,  67,000. 

In  the  second  class  the  actual  amount  is  ranch  less  than  the 
estimated  amount. 

Basis  Figures,  Actual  Figures. 

Composition  13,000,000  ems,  7,100,000    ems. 

Press  work  5,000  tokens.  8,487  tokens. 

Paper,  25,500  quires.  16,492  quires. 

Folding,  2,500,000  sections.  778,900  sections. 

Binding,  13,500  volumes.  13,800  vols. 

In  the  third  class  : 

The  quantity  of  blanks  named  in  the  basis  is  6,000  quires, 
while  the  actual  quantity  famished  is  but  3,776  quires. 

While  the  quantity  of  the  most  of  the  blanks  used  is  very 
much  diminished^  the  quantity  of  medium  blanks  for  which 
a  very  high  price  is  paid,  is  more  than  double  that  of  the  esti- 
mate. 

The  basis  estimated  4,200  (fuires  of  blank  books^  bound 
in  different  styles  aqid  various  sizes.  These  books  are  usualij 
expensive.  The  various  bids  to  which  reference  has  been 
paade,  covered  the  cost  of  furnishing  4,200.  qnires,  more  than 
one-half  of  which  were  of  the  large  and  expensive  kinds, 
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vbile  tbe  actual  quantity  ia  but  291  quires,  costing  under 
Hale's  bid  less  than  $500. 

A  great  deal  has  been  said  about  the  immense  amount  of 
work  which  the  contractor  does  for  nothing. 

The  only  work  which  he  has  actually  done  tor  nothing,  is 
that  ii^  the  second  class,  and  the  blank  books  in  the  third 
class.  True,  there  are  certain  kinds  of  work  in  the 
jGu'st  class,  such,  as  composition,  folding,  stitching,  &c., 
for  which  he  gets  nothing,  but  the  balance  of  the  work 
and  materials,  (the  press  work  and  paper,)  connected 
with  the  composition,  &c.^  pays  a  large  price  lor  the  job  taken 
as  a  whole. 

The  cost  of  the  work  in  the  second  class,  including  the  big 
pamphlet  (Governor's  Message  and  accompanying  documents) 
under  Mr.  Hale's  bid  would  amount  to        -  $7,068  60 

The  contractor  has  had, audited  in  the  first  class,    , 
the  "big  pamphlet,"  belonging  to  the  second  class, 
and  has  received  for  printing  it,  6,818  18 

750  41 
So  that  the  actual  value  of  work  he  has  done  for  nothing 
in  the  sejcond  class,  is  bijit  $750  41,  added  to  the  cost  of  the 
blank  books  furnished  for  nothing  in  the  3d  class,  say  $500, 
makes  the  entire  amount  about  which  so  mucfi  has  been 
said,  and  such  enormpus  figures  presented,  to  be  $1,250  41, 
and  no  morel! 

BLANKS,  &0.: 

The  bid  upon  which  the  contract  was  let  is  a  very  peculiar 
one,  a  bid  of  altogether  a  different  character  from  what  plain, 
honest,  straightforward  men  usually  make  in  bidding  for  work 
to  b.e  done  or  materials  to' be  furnished.  Mr.  Carpenter  stated 
to  the  committee  on  printing  a  few  evenings  since,  the  reason 
why  he  bid  in  the  way  he  did  ;  he  states  that  at  the '  time  the 
advertisement  was  published  asking  for  bids,  iiieve .  were  in 
tliip  place  two  Democratic  presses ;  that  both  were  anxious  to 
secure  the  printing^  contract,  and  that  the  possession  of  this 
contract  was  essential  to  their  existence,  and  that  the  one 
Vhich  was  unsuccessful  in  the  contest!  would  be  Obliged  to 
anspencL  He  \va^  exceedingly  anxious  to  secure  the  contract, 
he  was  bound  to  get  it  if  it  could  possibly  be  accomplished. — 
^Y^Jien  the  bids  were  opened,:  and  the  commissioners  saw  the 
qharacter  of  the  bidp,  they  were  in  a  quandary  as  to  their 
duty.  They  were. well  satisfied  from  calculations  they  had 
made  iA  preparing  tte  jbasis,  that  the  work  of  the.State  for  a 
year  would  be  worth  s.oniewhere  between  lo  and  $20,000,  and 
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yet  here  were  bids  offering  to  do  it  on  a  r^rj  large  estimate 
of  the  quantity,  for  aggregate  sums  ranging  from  6  to 
$8,000. 

They  knew  that  the  work  coiild  nbt  be  done  for  any  snch 
snni,  and  they  were  perfectly  satisfied  that  the  contractor 
would  lose  tnousands  of  dollars  in  cnso  he  did  the  work,  or 
else,  that  there  was  some  way  not  understood  by  the  commis-* 
sioners,  nor  by  the  other  bidders,  in  which  he  was  calcnlatrng 
to  construe  the  contract  to  his  own  advantage.  They  were 
told  that  the  bid  was  a  fraudnlent  one,  that  it  bore  upon  its 
face  tlie  eyidence  that  the  bidder  did  not  intend  to  live  up  tb 
it  in  good  iaith.  While  fully  sensible  of  the  force  of  these 
suggestions,  after  a  careful  examination  of  all  the  proyisions 
of  the  law,  and  ai\er  seeking  leojal  advice  from  the  highest 
sources,  the  commissioners  reluctantly  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  law  gave  them  no  discretion  in  this  matter ;  that  the 
law  presumed  that  all  bids  would  be  fair  and  honest,  ^^nd  that 
they  were  bound  under  the  law,  to  award  the  contract  to  the 
oue  whose  bid  footed  up  the  lowest  in  the  aggregate.  Mr. 
Boss'  bid  was  the  lowest  in  the  aggregate,  and  the  contract 
was  given  to  him. 

The  Commissiorers  knew,  and  so  did  every  man  who  was 
at  all  informed  about  the  matter,  know  that  under  a  plain,  lite* 
ral  and  common  place  interpretation  of  the  contract,  a^  under* 
stood  by  all  parties  when  it  was  awarded,  that  Mr.  Ross  could 
not  do  the  work  of  the  State  without  loss.  They  had  no  idea 
that  he  really  intended  to  lose  money  if  he  could  help  it,  but 
we  expected  that  some  then  unthoughtof  construction  would  be 
claimed  for  the  contract.  It  was  a  matter  of  considerable  dis- 
cussion araoHg  those  who  were  acquainted  with  the  facts  in 
the  case,  as  to  what  particular  claim  he  would  **set  up."  as  to 
what  particular  ''dodge"  he  would  resort  to  to  save  himself 
£rom  loss.  That  he  would  resort  to  something  of  the  kind,  all 
admitted ;  the  question  was,  what  will  it  be  ? 

After  the  contract  was  let,  and  before  the  papers  were 
drawn,  the  Commissioner?  were  informed  that  the  contractor 
intended  to  save  himself  by  a  peculiar  way  of  counting  blanks, 
that  IS,  by  counting  a  piece  of  paper,  however  small,  a  sfusei^ 
and  calling  24  of  these  blanks  a  quire.  A  custom  of  counting 
blanks  in  this  way  had  got  into  vogue.  The  investigating 
committee  of  1858,  in  their  repoi  t  to  the  Legislature,  called 
attention  to  this  matter  in  the  following  words.  After  speak- 
ing of  the  very  large  quantity  of  blanks  which  had  been  paid 
for  during  the  previous  year,  (500  reams,)  they  go  on  to  say : 

"  In  addition  to  this  your  committee  are  informed  that  tiie 
manner  of  counting  these  blanks  is  frequentiy  such  a^  to 
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viituallj  aecare  pay  for  several  times  the  number  of  quires 
furnished.  For  instancje,  a  page  of  blanks  may  be  diyi- 
ded,  as  in  the  case  of  certificates,  so  that  four  or  five  may 
be  required  to  make  up  the  page,  in  which  case  34  of  these 
separate  oertifioates  or  blanks  are  counted  for  a  'Squire''  in  the 
sense  of  the  contract,  instead  of  24  full  sheets  of  papei,  in  the 
common  acceptation  of  the  term.  This  may  account  to  some 
extent  for  the  apparent  enormous  quantity  of  blanks  used." 

It  was  at  the  session  of  the  Legislature  when  this  report  was 
presented,  that  the  printing  law,  under  which  this  contract 
was  let,  was  passed,  and  one  of  the  special  objects  had  in  view 
was,  to  stop  this  abuse.  The  law  was  framed  with  this  thing 
expressly  in  view.  New  phraseology  was  introduced  in 
speaking  of  blanks.  '^The  price  per  quire  for  blanks,  count- 
ing (what?  not  24  blanks  to  the  quire,)  twenty -four  sheets  to 
the  quire,  with  one  or  mo^e  blanks  to  me  sheet" 

The  Commissioners  fuHy  understand  this  matter.  They 
were  here  in  Madison,  and  in  the  Capitol,  when  the  report  of 
the  investigating  committee  was  presented,  and  when  the  law 
was  passed.  They  heard  the  matter  discussed,  and  knew  ex- 
actly what  the  Legislature  designed  to  accomplish  by  this  part 
of  the  law ;  and  in  their  advertisemeot^  in  the  preparation  of 
the  specifications,  and  in  their  basis,  they  kept  this  particular 
matter  constantly  in  view,  and  so  used  language  that  they  sup- 
posed there  could  be  no  mistake  on  this  pointy  at  all  events. 

The  law  provides  (sec.  9,  chap.  114,^  that  <'  before  entering 
upon  such  contract  the  said  board  shall  cause  to  be  drawn  up 
an  agreement  to  1)e  entered  into  between  the  State  and  the 
contractor,  fully  setting  forth  the  terms  and  conditions  under 
which  the  work  contracted  for  and  set  forth  ih  the  4th  sec- 
tion of  this  act,  shall  be  executed,  which  agreement  shall  de» 
scribe  the  manner  of  doing  the  work,  the  materials  to  be 
used,  and  all  other  facts  necessary  to  a  dear  understanding  of 
the  work  to  be  done,  and  no  bin  shall  be  allowed  for  work 
not  performed,  or  material  not  furnished  in  accordance  with 
^nch  agreement." 

The  Commissioners,  as  before  remarked,  having  understood 
that  the  contractors  intends  to  resort  to  this  old  ''dodge"  or 
''  steal,"  if  you  like  the  term  better,  to  save  himself  from  loss 
on  his  contract,  and  thereby  defeat  one  special  object  <^e 
Legislature  had  in  view  in  uaseing  the  law, — one  special  ob- 
ject the  Commissioners  baa  in  view  in  letting  the  contract ; 
they  felt  it  to  be  their  imperative  doty  so  to  guard  the  matter 
that  it  would  be  impossible  for  him  to  accomplish  his  object. 
Section  9,  of  chapter  114,  just  quoted,  provides  that  the  Com- 
miseioners  shall  cause  to  be  arawn  up  an  agreement  to  be 
1S5 
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entered  into  between  the  State  and  the  contractor,  setting 
forth  the  terms  and  conditions,  <&c. 

The  GommissioDers  handed  the  law,  the  specifications,  the 
bid,  and  all  other  matters  connected  with  the  contract,  to  the 
Hon.  Harlow  S.  Orton,  and  requested  him  to  draw  np  such 
an  agreement  as  was  contemplated  in  §  9,  above  quoted,  and 
in  doing  so  they  called  Mr.  Ortorn's  attention  particularly  to 
this  matter  of  the  blanks,  and  instructed  him  so  to  word  the 
agreement  as  to  carrj  out  fully  the  design  of  the  law  in  this 
respect,  and  thus  to  prevent  all  "  steals  "  in  this  direction. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  OommissionerB, 
Mr.  Orton  incorporated  into  the  agreement  or  contract  the 
following  clause : 

"And  It  is  further  agreed  that  in  estimating  the  several 
items  ot  blanks  in  the  third  class,  no  more  paper  shall  be 
charged  or  paid  for  than  is  actually  necessary  for  the  proper 
printing  of  said  blanks,  and  that  in  no  case  shall  24  blanks  be 
counted  as  a  quire  of  blanks,  unless  24  sheets  of  one  of  the 
kinds  of  paper  mentioned  in  said  bid,  in  said  third  class,  be 
necessarily  used  in  executing  the  same. 

On  this  point  we  quote  a  few  lines  from  a  Message  of  Oov. 
Bandall  to  the  Senate,  to  be  found  on  page  746  of  Senate  Jour- 
nal of  1859 : 

"  The  Commissioners  understood,  and  I  now  understand  the 
words  "  counting  24  sheets  to  the  quire  "  to  mean  24  sheets 
of  paper,  and  the  words  ''with  one  or  more  blanks  to  the 
sheet "  to  mean  "  with  one  or  more  blanks  to  the  sheet  of 
paper''  and  the  paper  to  be  of  the  size  there  enumerated,  to 
wit : — cap  or  letter  sheet  size,  &c.  To  avoid  any  misconstruc- 
tion, and  to  aVoid  confusion  as  to  the  clear  obvious  meaning 
of  the  specification  in  this  particular,  the  Commissioners 
caused  it  to  be  set  out  in  the  contract  in  these  words : — 

''  'It  is  further  agreed,  that  in  estimating  the  several  items  of 
blanks  in  the  said  third  class,  no  more  paper  shall  be 
charged  or  -paid  for  than  is  actually  necessary  tor  the  proper 

Erinting  of  said  blanks ;  and  that  in  no  case  shall  twenty -four 
lanks  be  counted  as  a  quire  of  blanks,  unless  24  sheets  of  one 
of  the  kinds  of  paper  mentioned  in  said  bid,  in  said  third  class 
be  necessarily  used  in  executing  the  work.  It  was  further 
made  a  part  of  the  said  contract  ^^  that  the  items  of  work  and 
materials,  and  the  prices  and  compensation  provided  for  the 
same,  shall  be  construed  and  understond  according  to  the  plain 
and  literal  signification  of  the  language  used,  and  the  mean- 
ing thereof  shall  not  be  enlarged  by  any  technical  construc- 
tion.' " 

"  Mr.  Boss's  bid  and  contract  for  blanks  is  as  follows : — 
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"  *  For  blauks,  per  quire,  on  one  side  only,  viz : — for  cap  or 
letter  size,  seventy  cents,  for  flat  cap, per  quire,  fifty  cents,  for 
folio  post,  per  quire,  twenty  cents,  for  medium  size,  per  quire, 
three  dollars.' " 

"  The  kind  of  paper  upon  which  the  blanks  are  to  be  printed 
is  here  mentioned,  and  the  kind  iodicatea  the  size.  The  spec- 
ifications and  the  contract  intend  that  in  printing  blanks  by 
the  quire,  it  shall  be  and  should  be  construed  to  mean  quires 
of  paper,  covered,  so  fiar  as  practicable  with  blanks  ;  the  nnm-  y 
ber  upon  a  sheet^  and  therefore  the  number  of  blanks  in  a 
quire,  depending  upon  the  size  and  character  of  the  blanks, 
otherwise  the  specifications  and  contract  had  better  have  said, 
and  called  for  blanks  by  the  dozen." 

Enough  has  been  said  to  render  the  proper  construction  of 
the  contract  in  counting  blanks  perfectly  plain  and  clear  to 
-every  candid  mind. 

The  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  contractor  to  force  a  con- 
struction upon  his  contract  in  the  matter  of  counting  the 
blanks  so  as  to  get  him  out  of  his  difiiculties  not  seeming  likely 
to  succeed,  his  next  attempt  was  to  substitute  "print  or  news- 
paper "  in  the  first  class,  in  place  of  book  paper,  and  then  to 
construe  the  whole  into  cap  paper,  thereby  charging  for  double 
the  quantity  delivered,  in  express  violation  of  those  provisions 
of  the  law  and  the  contract  which  forbid  in  the  most  positive 
terms  all  "  constructive  charges,"  and  then  charging  for  the 
paper  seventv-three  thousand  times  moie  than  what  he  agreed 
to  furnish  the  book  paper  for.  This  matter  has  already 
been  fully  explained  and  hence  we  will  pass  to  notice  the 
next  "  dodge  "  or  attempt  of  the  contractor  to  force  an  unwar- 
ranted construction  upon  the  contract  in  connection  with  the 
provisions  of  the  law  and  the  cooftract  in  relation  to  speci ' 
mens. 

SPECIMENS. 

Great  stress  is  laid  upon  the  fact  that  the  law  requires  spec- 
imens to  be  filed,  and  most  extraordinary  powers  are  claimed 
to  attach  to  these  specimens.  It  is  claimed,  virtually,  that 
through  thl  aid  of  these  specimens  the  most  important  pro- 
visions of  the  constitution,  the  express  requirements  of  the 
law,  the  positive  provisions  of  the  contract,  and  the  object  and 
design  of  the  commissioners  can  all  be  nullified  and  set  asid    . 

The  power  and  influence  claimed  for  these  specimens  would 
render  null  that  provision  of  the  constitution  which  requires 
that  all  printing  done  for  the  State  should  be  let  to  the  lowest 
bidder ;  it  would  render  void  the  same  provision  repeated  in 
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tbe  law  under  which  the  contract  has  been  let ;  it  would  make 
powerless  that  provision  of  the  law  and  the  contract  which 
proyides  in  express  terms  that  ''  no  coDstructive  charges  shall 
oe  allowed,  and  no  work  or  material  paid  for  unless  it  appears 
to  have  been  actually  performed  or  furnished,"  and  would 
entirely  destroy  the  force  of  that  part  of  the  contract  which 
says,  "  and  it  is  further  agreed  that  the  items  of  work  and  ma- 
terial above  mentioned,  and  the  prices  and  compensation  pro- 
vided for  the  same,  shall  be  constrped  and  understood  accord- 
in^r  to  the  plain  and  literal  signification  of  the  language  used, 
and  the  meaning  thereof  shall  not  be  enlarged  or  changed  by 
any  technical  construction." 

A  most  careful  consideration  is  asked  for  this  matter  before 
Any  such  most  unusual  and  extraordinary  claims  are  admitted. 

Section  6,  of  chapter  114,  laws  of  1858,  provides  that  "bid- 
ders shall  be  required  to  ftirnish  with  their  bids  SPEOMENS  OF 
ALL  CLASSES  OP  WORK  which  this  act  authorises  them  to  hid  for^ 
and  such  specimens  as  may  be  deposited  by  the  successful 
bidder  shall  be  filed  away  oy  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  shall 
at  all  times  be  a  standard  criterion  for  all 'work  to  be  done  by 
him  for  the  State ;  and  such  specimens  shall  be  the  puide  for 
auditing  all  accounts  under  the  contract,  and  should  the  work 
prove  inferior  to  such  specimens,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  or  oflScer  duly  authorized  to  canvass  the  same, 
such  work  shall  be  refused.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
said  Board  of  Commissioners  to  refuse  to  consider  any  bid  not 
accompanied  with  specimens  of  each  class  of  work  author- 
ized to  be  bid  for,  and  in  determining  who  is  the  lowest  bidder 
the  quality  of  the  specimens  presented  shall  be  considered  in 
connection  with  the  price  proposed." 

In  their  advertisement  for  bids  the  Oommissioners  say: 
"  Bidders  are  required  to  furnish  specimens  of  each  class  of  all 
classes  of  work  bid  for." 

In  the  contract  itself  we  have  the  following  langua^ :  "And 
it  is  further  agreed  that  the  specimens  of  work  now  in  the  of- 
fice of  the  Secretary  of  State  to  which  the  said  James  Boss 
has  referred  the  said  Board  of  Commissioners  in  question  with 
hid  said  bid,  as  a  part  of  the  subject  matter  of  tms  contract, 
and  for  no  other  purpose  whatever  shall  remain  in  said  office 
as  a  standard  criterion  for  all  work  to  be  done  under  this  con- 
tract, according  to  the  full  intent  and  meaning  of  sec  5  of  said 
chapter  114." 

W  hat  is  the  object  of  the  law  in  providing  that  specimens 
shall  be  furnished  ?  Simply  to  furnish  a  "  standard  criterion'^ 
ior  the  work ;  to  furnish  a  guide  for  the  auditing  of  all  ao*

oounts  under  the  eontract^  and  in  the  langaage  of  the  contract 
itself,  "y?>r  no  other  purpose  whatever.^^ 

Criterion  is  defined  to  be  a  standard,  a  fact,  by  which  other 
facts  are  to  be  compared  in  order  to  establish  their  truth. 

The  law  says  "  bidders  shall  furnish  si>eciinen8  of  all  cktssea  , 
I  of  work  which  they  are  avihorized  to  IfidfoT^  Again,  in  an- 
I  other  section,  the  law  remiires  that  specimens  of  each  class  of 
\  ivmh  authorized  to  be  Jm  for  shall  be  deposited.  A^ain  the 
I  adv'ertisement  states  that  "  bidders  are  required  to  furnish 
r  specimens  of  each  class  of  all  classes  ot  work  bid  for^ 
I  In  the  first  class,  bidders  were  required  to  furnisn  specimens 

of  such  work  in  this  class  as  they  were  authorized  to  bid  for* 
They  were  to  bid  for  famishing  paper  for  book  work,  18x24 
f  inches,  weighing  18  lbs.  to  the  '•earn.  The  law  states  precisely 
J  what  kind  of  paper  they  were  to  bid  tor,  and  the  only  speci- 
;  men  which  would  be  proper  for  them  to  furnish  under  this 
I  head  would  be  book  paper,  18  by  24:  inches,  weighirig  18  lbs. 
I  U>  the  ream^  as  this  is  what  they  are  authorized  to  bid  for. 
I  This  specimen  of  paper  was  to  remain  on  file  in  the  oflBce  of 
f  tiie  Secretary  of  State  as  a  "  standard  criterion  "  with  which  ' 
^  to  compare  the  quality  of  the  paper  furnished,  and  to  guide 
.       the  auditing  officer  in  passing  upon  the  bills  preseuted  for 

payment. 
J  It  would  be  hih  duty  to  compare  the  paper  in  the  work  fur- 

nished with  the  specimen  on  file,  to  see  if  the  qualiiy  was  as 
'        good  as  that  of  the  specimen. 

\  Should  the  bidder  deposit  cap  paper  instead  of  book  paper, 

18x24  inches,  that  would  not  make  it  so.  The  simple  fact  of 
^  his  depositing  cap  paper  would  not  destroy  all  the  aistiuctions 
'  between  cap  and  booh  paper — wipe  out  from  his  contract  the 
express  provision  that  the  "contract  shall  be  construed  and 
nndeTstood  according  to  the  plain  and  literal  signification  of 
the  language  used,  and  the  meaning  thereof  shall  not  be  en* 
larged  or  changed  by  any  technical  construction." 

Ihe  position  that  the  depositing  of  oqo  article  as  a  speci- 
men and  labeling  it  something  else  ;  for  instaace,  the  deposit- 
tng  of  a  pamphlet  and  labeling  it  a  medium  blank,  would 
I  make  it  a  medium  blank  within  the  meaning  of  the  law  and 
1  the  contract,  is  an  exceedingly  strange  one,  to  say  the  least, 
I  in  view  of  the  language  just  quoted  from  the  lai¥  and  the 
I        contract. 

!  Now,  what  were  these  specimens  deposited  by  the  several 

bidders?  and  what  view  did  the  commissioners  take  of  them  ? 
I        or  what  course  did  they  pursue  in  relation  to  them? 
I  The  several  bidders  brought  in  large  piles  of  books,  pam- 

! 
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phlets,  paper  and  blanks.  The  quantity  famished  by  each 
one  was  considerable. 

As  a  general  thing,  they  were  very  nearly  alike;  in  some 
cases  one  bidder's  specimens  were  duplicates  of  those  deposit- 
ed by  others.  In  the  first  class  there  were  specimens  of  Dook 
paper,  of  cap  paper,  and  of  paper  for  the  snps  or  daily  jour- 
nals, and  of  pamphlets,  as  specimens  of  pamphlet  worK  when 
famished.  The  paper  in  the  pamphlets  deposited  was  not  re- 
garded as  the  specimen  of  the  paper  to  be  used  in  printing 
tnem,  but  of  the  general  style  of  doing  the  work  as  a  whole. 
The  sample  of  the  paper  was  deposited  as  a  slieet  of  paper  of  a 
particular  size  and  weight,  as  required  by  the  law. 

In  the  second  class^  comprising  the  bound  volumes,  were  de- 
posited specimens  of  book  paper,  in  sheets,  of  a  particular  size 
and  weight,  and  several  bound  books  as  specimens  of  the 
binding  and  of  the  general  style  of  work. 

In  the  ihird  chss,  comprising  the  blank  books  and  blanks, 
were  deposited  blank  books  of  the  various  styles  of  binding 
and  sizes^  In  the  case  of  these  books,  as  the  books  were  to 
be  bid  for  as  books j  and  not  as  parts,  as  for  paper  and  binding 
separately,  they  had  to  be  regarded  as  specimens  both  of  the 
style  of  binding  and  the  quality  of  paper.  In  thJs  class  were 
also  deposited  a  large  number  of  blanks  of  all  sizes  and  de- 
scriptioas,  many  of  them  duplicates,  many  of  them  such 
blanks  as  are  used  in  the  various  departments,  and  some  such 
as  are  used  elsewhere. 

The  specimens  deposited  by  the  various  bidders  were  so 
near  alike  in  their  general  character,  and  the  aggregate 
amount  of  the  bids  so  wide  apart  it  was  absolutely  impossible 
for  the  commissioners  to  be  at  all  influenced  by  the  quality  of 
the  specimens  in  awarding  the  contract. 

There  was  so  much  similarity  in  the  quality  of  the  speci- 
mens, that  even  had  there  been  two  bids  where  the  aggregate 
amount  was  precisely  the  same,  it  would  have  been  exceeding- 
ly diflScult  to  have  decided  between  the  bidders  on  the  ground 
of  the  quality  of  the  specimens. 

The  law  says  the  bidders  shall  furnish  specimens  of  all 
classes  of  work  which  they  are  authorized  to  bid  for  under  the 
law.  The  commissioners  have  only  to  see  that  they  have  nro- 
per  specimens  of  the  different  classes  of  work  for  which  mey 
ask  bids — they  have  nothing  to  do  with  specimens  of  anything 
else — the  bidder  may  deposite  them  if  he  sees  proper,  but 
they  are  of  no  account,  tney  have  no  force,  and  the  commis- 
ioners  are  not  to  take  them  into  consideration  in  any  way 
whatever. 

And  after  the  specimens  are  deposited,  neither  the  commis- 
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sioners,  or  the  auditing  officers  have  anything  to  do  with  them, 
except  to  have  them  remain  as  a  standard  criterion  by  which 
to  jadge  of  the  quality  of  work  done  and  material  furnished, 
and  in  this  way  to  be  a  guide  for  the  auditing  officer. 

The  commissioners  satisfied  themselves  that  they  had  speci- 
mens of  the  various  classes  of  work  for  which  they  had  asked 
bids,  and  taken  as  a  whole  they  were  satisfied  with  the  speci- 
mens. 

They  had  asked  for  bids  in  the  first  class  for  two  kinds  of 
paper,  and  for  two  kinds  only.  They  found  specimens  depoa« 
ited  which  were  satisfactory. 

The  first  class  comprised  the  pamphlet  work.  In  this  class 
they  saw  specimens  of  pamphlet  work,  which  they  looked 
upon  as  specimens  merely  oi  the  general  style  of  work — not 
of  the  paper — as  specimens  of  this  were  in  another  shape,  as 
sheets  of  paper. 

There  may  have  been  many  other  things  deposited  of  which 
they  took  no  notice.  The  did  not  consider  that  they  had  any- 
thing to  do  with  any  specimens  of  anything  for  which  they 
had  not  asked  bids.  « 

Their  only  concern  was  to  see  that  they  had  specimens  of 
what  the  law  requires  they  should  have  specimens  of,  and 
then  their  duty  in  this  direction  ended. 

So  in  the  second  clas?.  They  noticed  the  specimens  of  papdr, 
of  binding,  and  of  the  general  style  of  the  work  ;  they  were 
satisfied  with  them,  and  that  was  all  that  was  necessary. 

And  so  in  the  third  cla^s.  They  had  advertised  for  various 
kinds  and  sizes  of  blank  books.  They  saw  that  these  were 
specimens  of  this  class  of  work.  A  single  book  in  each  kind 
of  binding  would  have  been  sufficient.  The  books  were  de- 
scribed in  a  way  to  make  the  kind  wanted,  clear  and  defipite. 
Had  there  been  but  on6  book  of  each  style  of  binding,  that 
would  have  governed,  as  to  the  paper,  &c„  for  all  other  books 
wanted  in  the  same  style  of  binding. 

The  commissioners  were  satisfied  that  they  had  samples  cf 
this  class  sufficient  in  number  to  guide  the  auditing  officer 
and  thew  looked  no  further.  And  so  with  the  blanks.  There 
were  various  kinds  of  blanks  for  which  bids  were  asked« 
They  knew  iust  what  these  blanks  were;  that  is,  they  knew 
what  a  blank  on  a  sheet  of  letter  paper  was;  what  a  blank  on 
cap  paper  was ;  what  a  blank  on  folio  post  was ;  and  what  a 
blank  on  medium  paper  was.  They  found  that  they  had 
specimens  of  just  what  they  had  asked  bids  for,  and  in  con- 
siderable quantities.  They  found  several  specimens  of  medi- 
um blanks,  regular  medium  blanks,  specimens  of  cap  and  fo* 
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lio  post,  and  letter  sheet  blanks,  jast  precisely  the  articles  for 
which  they  had  askedbids. 

They  were  satisfied  with  these  specimens,  and  when  they 
had  found  what  they  wanted — ^all  that  the  law  required — 
they  had  no  occasion  to  go  any  fiirther — they  did  not  go  any 
fiurUier,  and  they  took  no  notice  of  anything  else  --they  nad  no 
occasion,  no  authority,  no  business  to  take  notice  of  anything 
more.  They  had  found  all  the  specimens  the  law  required 
should  be  deposited,  and  they  were  satisfied  with  them.  How 
many  hundreds  of  other  thin^  the  contractor  may  hare  de- 
posited in  the  oflSce  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  or  elsewhere, 
we  know  not,  and  care  not:  we  have  nothing  to  do  with  them. 
For  all  we  know  or  care,  he  may  have  deposited  bushels  of 
books  and  pamphlets,  cats  and  dogs,  and  similar  articles.  The 
assumption  that  because  the  contractor  may  have  deposited 
certain  articles  in  the  oflSce  of  the  Secretarjr  of  State,  that 
therefore  they  were  accepted  by  the  commissioners,  and  not 
only  accepted  by  them  but  accepted  under  a  name  which  did 
not  correctly  describe  the  article,  and  that  thereby  the  thing 
became^  part  of  the  contract^  is  certainly  a  most  extraordina- 
ry  one. 

The  commissioners  never  took  any  notice  whatever  of  any 
thing  of  the  kind. 

They  had  adversised  for  bids  for  certain  definite  things, 
things  that  were  known  by  particular  names,  and  when  they 
had  found  specimens  of  the  things  for  which  they  had  asked 
bids,  they  went  no  further ;  they  had  no  authority  to  go  any 
further;  and  even  if  they  had  gone  farther  and  accepted  a 
pamphlet,  and  called  it  a  medium  blank,  or  accepted  of  a  last 
years  almanac,  in  common  paper  covers,  as  a  specimen  of  calf- 
skin binding,  that  would  not  have  made  it  so,  and  in  acting 
thus  they  would  have  exceeded  their  authority,  and  their  acts 
would  consequently  have  been  void.  They  could  not  in  this 
way  have  changed  the  meaning  and  force  of  the  clear  and  pos- 
itive provisions  of  the  law  and  the  contract 

The  Commissioners  claim  that  they  examined  and  accepted 
of  specimens  of  the  articles,  that  the  law  directed  them  to  ask 
bids  for  and  nothing  else,  and  the  specimens  which  they 
accepted  were  such  as  harmonize  entirely  with  their  construc- 
tion of  the  contract,  and  no  other ;  and  that  these  are  the 
only  specimens  that  are  entitled  to  any  weight  or  consideration 
in  CO  ection  with  the  contract. 

There  are  sundry  articles  now  in  the  office  oi  the  Secretary 
of  State,  claimed  to  be  "  specimens "  doposited  by  the  con- 
tractor, that  we  do  not  recognize  as  specimeos  accepted  by  the 
commissioners,  nor  do  we  even  know  anything  about  them. 
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There  are  also  articles  there  that  we  are  willing  to  recognize 
as  '^specimens"  that  have  endorsements  on  them  that  are  not 
authorized  by  law,  that  can  have  no  bio  dine  force,  that  were 
never  recognized  bj  the  commissioners,  and  cannot  in  any 
possible  way  form  a  part  of  the  contract. 


PROTEST  OP  8.  D.  CARPENTER, 

To  the  HonoraJble  the  Legislature: 

The  undersized  most  respectfully  asks  of  your  Honorable 
Bodies  to  consider  this,  his  protest,  against  that  portion  of  the 
Beport  of  the  Joint  Gooimittee  on  Investigation,  which  assumes 
the  right  to  settle  and  finally  determine  the  construction  of  the 
contract  for  the  public  printing,  and  which  construction  pur- 
ports, so  far  as  the  undersigned  is  able  to  judge,  by  conversing 
with  the  Committee,  to  be  founded  on  the  amount  of  work  as- 
sumed to'  have  been  done,  but  in  reality,  as  your  humble  ser- 
vant verily  believes  from  the  averments  of  the  Committee,  does 
not  embrace  scarcely  half,  if  it  does  even  one-fourth  of  the 
work  actually  done — and  to  make  the  point  more  clear  the  un- 
dersigned submits  the  following  facts: 

Early  in  the  session,  learning  that  said  Committee  had  em- 
I        ployed  three  persons,  all  of  whom  were  represented  as  practical 
printers,  to  compute  the  amount  of  work  done  for  the  State, 
i         and  wishing  to  facilitate  such  investigation,  as  muc)i  as  pos- 
sible, and  knowing  that  but  a  limited  portion  of  the  work  actu» 
aUy  done  could  be  found  by  vouchers,  in  the  Auditor's  office, 
(for  reasons  which  will  be  fully  given  herein)  the  undersigned 
I         applied  in  person  to  each  member  of  the  said  Committee,  as 
I         near  as  he  can  remember,  about  five  or  six  weeks  ago,  to  be 
I        permitted  to  give  such  information  on  this  subject  as  could  not 
I         DC  found  in  the  State  offices.     Each  one  of  said  Committee  as- 
I         sured  him  he  had  no  objection,  if  the  other  members  of  the 
Committee  had  none — ^and  feeling  assured  from  this,  that  an 
t         opportunity  would  be  offered  to  furnish  the  information  neces- 
I         sary  for  a  full  understanding  of  all  the  facts,  before  the  Report 
I         was  submitted,  the  undersigned  held  himself  in  readiness,  at 
(  186 
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any  time  the  information  should  be  songht,  or  an  intimation 
given  him  that  it  would  be  received,  to  give  the  Committee  all 
Sie  facts.  A  few  days  ago,  however,  the  undersigned  learned 
that  the  Chairman  did  not  desire  any  information  from  him,  and 
was  astonished  when  he  heard  said  Chairman  state  in  his  place 
that  such  a  request  had  been  made  of  the  Committee,  but  that  it 
was  then  too  late  to  receive  the  proffered  information  or  any  ex- 
planation from  the  contractor.  On  the  26th  inst,  the  undersign- 
ed, for  the  first  and  only  time,  was  permitted  to  enter  the  Com- 
mittee Rooms  by  consent,  to  see  the  Oommittee^  but  not  any  por- 
tion of  their  report,  and  the  only  privilege  granted  him  was  to 
remonstrate  asainstthe  action  chalked  out  by  the  Committee  in 
reference  to  this  matter.  The  undersigned  was  then  and  there 
informed  that  the  Committee  did  not  feel  bound  to  go  beyond 
the  vouchers,  in  the  public  offices,  and  still,  he  is  informed,  they 
have  gone  beyond  the  vouchers  to  inquire  into  thegossip  that 
has  been  indulged  about  this  printing  matter.  Ele  informed 
them  that  he  had  done  work  for  the  State  amounting  to  more 
than  double  the  amount  for  which  vouchers  had  been  rendered. 
He  assured  the  Committee  that  one  reason  was,  a  large  portion 
of  the  work  paid  nothing  under  the  contract,  and  would  not 
pay  the  expense  of  the  paper  required  to  make  out  the  bills; 
and  another  reason  was  that  a  lal'ge  portion  having  been  done 
under  the  Third  Class,  at  such  enormously  high  rates,  under 
the  contract,  that  he  would  not  ask  the  auditing  officer  to  audit 
the  same,  till  the  Legislature  had  had  an  opportunity  to  adjust 
it,  if  desirable,  on  a  scale  that  should  be  just  towards  the  State 
and  not  oppressive  on  the  contractor.  The  undersigned  pre- 
sented these  reasons  to  the  Committee,  and  offered  to  show 
said  Committee,  beyond  a  doribt^  that  they  had  not  been  able^ 
thus  far  to  compute  but  a  small  portion  of  the  work  actually 
done,  and  he  asked  the  privilege  to  furnish  said  information,  to 
be  incorporated  in  said  Report.  This  was  refused.  He  then 
asked  if  the  Committee  would  state,  in  their  Report,  that  the 
Contractor  claimed  that  they  had  left  out  a  large  portion  of 
werk,  without  assuming  any  responsibilitjr,  themselves,  as  to 
the  amount  or  the  correctness  of  such  claim.  To  this  he  got 
no  definite  answer.  He  then  asked  the  Committee  to  submit 
his  request  to  the  Legislature,  that  he  should  have  the  privi- 
lege, at  his  own  expense,  of  publishing,  with  said  Report,  the 
opinion  of  Mr.  Abbott,  together  with  such  additional  facts, 
as  to  the  amount  of  work  that  had  been  done,  which  the 
Committee  had  left  out  of  their  Report,  which  he  understood 
the  chairman  to  assent  to.  He  farther  states  that  said  Com- 
mittee has  not  at  any  time  asked  him  a  question  touching  Uie 
amount  of  work  done,  with  a  view  of  sohciting  information — 
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that  he  has  not  been  permitted  to  submit  any  legal  arguments, 
as  to  the  proper  construction  of  his  contract — ^tnat  he  further 
requested  the  committee  to  state,  in  their  Report  that  if  his 
construction  was  correct,  then  the  amounts  were  all  properly 
audited— zf  not  correct,  then  they  were  not  properly  auditecT, 
&c.  This  he  understood  the  Chairman  to  refuse,  who,  at  the 
same  time  claimed  the  right  to  report  his  (the  Chairman's) 
opinion  as  to  the  construction  of  said  contract,  adversely  to  the 
undersigned;  against  which  the  undersigned  did  then,  and  does 
now,  protest,  tor  the  reason,  as  he  yerily  believes,  that  said 
Committee  have  no  judicial  powers,  and  their  decision,  either 
for  or  against,  can  have  no  bmdinff  effect  in  law  or  equity,  and 
can  only  be  intended  to  prejudice  nis  rights  before  tne  Court, 
and  no  matter  what  the  object,  the  effect  will  be  to  create  un- 
just and  illiberal  prejudice  a^inst  individual  ri^htswithouC  any 
corresponding  benefit  to  the  State  or  any  one  else. 

As  near  as  your  protestant  can  arrive  at  the  amount  of  work 
and  materials  on  the  balance  of  the  contract  not  represented  by 
vouchers  in  the  Secretary's  office,  'and,  of  course,  omitted  in 
the  Committee's  calculation,  the  balance  so  omitted  may  be 
stated  as  follows:

Besides  some  fifteen  thousand  dollars  worth  of  blanks,  and  ad- 
vertising laws,  (fcc,  and  your  protestent  is  ready  and  willing, 
at  any  time,  to  show  the  actual  work,  which,  as  near  as  it  is 
now  possible  to  compute,  cannot  fall  much,  if  any,  below  the 
above  figures. 

Your  protestant  is  not  aware  that  he  has  beea  wanting  in 
any  endeavor  to  furnish  the  committee  with  all  the  information 
in  his  power.  He  has  not  in  the  least  attempted  to  throw  any 
obstacles  in  the  way  of  the  committee's  having  full  scope  to  fer- 
ret out  wrong,  if  wrong  exists.  He  believes  it  the  duty  of  said 
committee  to  expose  all  wrongs,  but  he  protests  against  this 
reporting  a  small  portion  of  the  work  he  has  done,  in  such  a 
way  as  may  carry  the  impression  that  such  are  all  the  facts, 
and  thus  commit  a  palpable  wron^  themselves. 

Feeling  that  gross  injustice  has  been  done  him,  whether  ma- 
liciously or  innocently,  your  protestant  will  not  here  attempt  to 
say.  He  asks  of  the  honorable  the  Legislature,  the  privilege 
to  publish,  at  his  own  expense^  in  connection  with  the  said  re- 
port, the  legal  opinion  of  Mr.  Abbott,  together  with  such  facts 
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concerning  the  actual  amount  of  work  done  as  may  have  been 
omitted  by  the  said  committee ;  and  he  has  no  means  of  know* 
ing  how  much  that  is,  not  having  been  permitted,  in  season, 
to  see  their  figures.  Bight  will  wron^  no  man,  nor  can  the 
interests  of  the  State  be  injured  by  a  recital  of  all  the  facts;  and 
all  your  protestant  desires  is,  that  what  he  does  claim — t&e 
reasons  therefor — and  all  the  facts  connected  therewith,  may 
be  given  to  the  public  in  connection  with  the  report — together 
with  the  report  of  the  Printing  committee — to  the  end  \hkt  the 
candid  of  all  parties  may  form  their  own  opinions  for  them- 
selves from  the  fjobcts  presented. 

Your  protestant  learns  further,  that  said  report  states  that 
he  was  required  to  furnish  book  paper  in  the  first  class,  and 
that  the  paper  so  furnished  is  book  paper.  Your  protestant 
denies  this  most  unequivocally;  and  also  denies  that,  by  sec* 
tion  5,  of  the  printing  ac^>,  and  the  contract,  as  well  as  the  spe- 
cimens, he  was  required  to  furnish  book  paper  for  this  class  of 
work ;  and  he  offers  the  following  affidavits,  which  were  before 
the  Printing  committee,  to  prove  the  quality  of  the  paper  and 
work  on  the  pamphlets  :

The  committee  further  state,  positively,  that  the  joint  reso- 
lution instructing  the  auditing  t)fficers,  never  passed  the  As- 
sembly. This  is  a  most  remarkable  statement,  since  all  the 
members  of  the  committee  were  members  last  winter,  and  sup- 
ported the  vetoed  bill  and  the  joint  resolution.  Messrs.  Elmore 
and  Bovay  were  both  in  the  Assembly  at  the  time  the  resolu- 
tuion  passed,  and  so  far  as  the  memory  of  your  protestant 
serves,  both  supported  and  voted  for  it ;  at  least,  no  one  made 
objection  to  it.  Your  protestant  is  informed  that  the  passage 
of  said  resolution  is  properly  noted  in  the  written  journal  of 
the  Assembly,  but  by  some  accident  is  not  noted  in  the  printed 
journal.

'            My  recollection,  however,  is  clear  upon  the  matter.     It  did 
pass  the  Assembly  by  a  vote  the  largeness  of  which  surprised

me,  and  which  was  the  subject  of  remark  at  the  time  by  Mr 
Speaker  Lyon,  Major  Dean  (who  was  my  associate  at  the  clerk's 
d^sk),  and  mj^self. 

Ab  the  omission  of  the  proper  entry  of  its  passage  upon  the 
journal  is  a  failure  for  which  I  am  responsible,  it  has  seemed 
proper  that  I  should  state  the  facts  in  the  case,  as  derived  from 
an  examination  which  I  have  just  made  in  the  Secretary's 
office,  and  in  the  pages  of  the  printed  journals. 

I  find  from  the  printed  journals  as  wUows  : 

On  the  16th  day  of  March,  1869,  Sen.  Hanehett  offered  the 
following  resolution  in  the  Senate  :

mentioned  in  the  said  first  class,  for  whatever  purpose  used, 
shall  be  credited  and  allowed  at  cap  size,  and  at  such  prices  as 
is  fixed  by  the  said  bid  and  contract.  And  all  other  work  and 
material  done  or  finished  in  either  the  first,  second,  or  third 
classes,  shall  be  audited  and  allowed  according  to  the  provisions 
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of  said  specifiofttion — that  law — ^ander  whicli  the  public  printer 
acts,  and  the  specimens  he  has  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  State,  according  to  the  spirit  and  letter  of  the  law , 
and  the  usual  custom  among  printers  and  stationers  in  Milwau- 
kee or  Chicago.     And, 

Resolved  further j  That  in  case  the  said  Secretary  of  State  or 
State  Comptroller,  shall  fail  to  agree  upon  the  construction  of

ihey  may  think  proper;  without,  however,  incurring  any  liabil- 
ity to  the  State  fur  the  legal  advice  given;  and  they  shall,  if 
aiecessary,  take  the  affidavits  of  one  or  more  book-binders,  star 
iioners,  or  printers,  living  in  either  Milwaukee  or  Chicago,  to 
determine  what  is  the  usual  custom  among  printers,  on  any 

£*ven  point  of  difference:  Provided^  The  public  printer  shall 
'st  pay  all  the  necessary  expenses  of  providing  such  testi- 
mony,— Senate  Journal  of  ISbd^page  726. 

On  the  18th  day  of  March,  18o9,  Sen.  Hanchett  made  the 
following  report  to  the  Senate  : 

The  select  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  communica- 
tion of  the  Governor,  with  his  objections  to  the  act  entitled  an 
act  to  declare  the  construction  of  certain  items  of  work  in  the 
contract  for  public  printing,  have  instructed  me  to  report  the 
same  back  with  tabular  statements,  intended  to  show  the  basis 
and  estimates  upon  which  said  contract  was  made,  and  a  state- 
ment of  the  amount  of  work  the  State  will  require,  as  nearly 
as  the  same  can  be  estimated  from  the  work  already  done,  to- 
gether with  the  cost  thereof  under  the  construction  given  to 
said  eontract  by  the  act  aforesaid.

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The  qaestion  was  then  taken  upon  the  passage  of  the  bill, 
declaring  the  constrnction  of  the  printing  contract,  which  the 
Qoyernor  had  vetoed,  and  the  Senate,  by  a  vote  of  15  ayes  and 
12  noes,  failed  to  pass  the  bill. 

It  would  seem,  from  the  Journal,  that  the  above  quoted 
Joint  Resolution  was  at  once  taken  up  for  consideration. 

Senator  Bukdiok  offered  some  amendment  which  was  lost. 
It  does  not  appear  upon  the  Journal,  and  is  not  preserved  with 
•the  original  resolution. 

Senator  Mabtik,  then  offered  an  amendment  as  follows: 

The  amounts  to  be  audited  and  paid  to  the  State  Printer  as 
authorized  by  this  resolution,  shall  not,  in  the  aggregate  exceed 
'  the  sum  of  thirty-nine  thousand  and  ten  dollars  and  sixty- 
three  cents  ($39,010  63)  for  all  the  work  done  and  material 
furnished,  during  the  periqd  commencing  at  the  date  of  the 
contract  and  terminating  t)ecember  31st,  1859,  as  per  tabular 
statement  and  estimates  accompanying  this  resolution,  which 
said  statement  shall  be  filed  and  preserved  in  the  office  of  the  Sec- 
retry  of  State,  as  the  basis  of  computation.  And  if  the  work 
done,  or  materials  furnished,  shall  exceed  in  quantity  the  speci- 
fications of  said  stSfttement,  aJl  such  excess  shall  be  paid  foor  in 
such  manner  as  the  Legislature  may  hereafter  prescribe. 

At  the  foot  of  this  amendment  is  a  memorandum,  in  Senator 
Marten's  hand  writing,  as  follows:  ^ 'annex  the  tabular  state- 
ment reported  by  the  Committee  this  morning" — referring  evi- 
dently to  the  tabular  statement  reported  by  Senator  Hanchbit, 
from  which  I  have  taken  an  extract  above. 

This  amendment  was  adopted. 

Senate  Journal,  p.  780. 

The  Resolution  was  taken  on  the  same  day  to  the  Assembly 
for  concurrence. 

Assembly  Journal^  p.  954. 

That  it  was  concurred  in  by  the  Assembly  at  once,  I  dis- 
tinctly remember. 
My  memory  is  corroborated  by  the  following  facts— 
It  was  endorsed  in  the  hand  writing  of  Major  Dban,  my 
associate  clerk,  whose  accuracy  is  unquestionable:  ^'18-3  Rec'd 
from  Senate  and  adopted."  The  signature  under  this  endorse- 
ment is  "L.  H.  D.  Crane,  Chf.  Clk.,.  Ass'y,"  and  is  in  my 
own  handwriting. 

The  resolution  was,  on  the  same  day,  returned  by  me  to  the 
Senate,  with  the  following  message  : 

Mr.  Pbbsidbnt: 
*        *        *      The  Assembly  has  concurred  in  the  passage 
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J.  B«  No.  44,  S.,  in  relation  of  aocounts  of  State  printer.

The  last  endorsement  upon  the  resolution  is  in  the  hand  wri- 
ting of  Dr.  Cooky  who  was  then  Assistant  Clerk  of  the  Senate, 
and  is  as  follows  : 

"  829.    Returned  from  the  Assembly  concurred  in. '' 

I  have  to  add  that  our  **  Senate  Besolution  Book ''  has  the 
entry  of  the  title  of  the  Besolution,  and  the  fact  of  its  passage 
on  the  18th  day  of  March,  in  the  ordinary  form. 

In  fact,  the  whole  history  of  this  resolution  is  complete  and 
of  record,  except  that  the  fact  of  its  passage  is  omitted  from 
the  Assembly  Journal. 

I  have  been  thus  minute  in  order,  as  far  as  possible,  to  recti- 
f^  an  omission  for  which  I  alone  am  responsible,  and  which,  I 
sincerely  hope»  will  prejudice  no  one's  rights  or  interests.

Your  protestant  is  at  a  loss  to  know  how  your  committee 
could  possibly  be  mistaken  about  this  matter,  as  they  were  per- 
sonally acquainted  with  the  facts,  and  when  the  oflScial  records 
are  so  easy  of  access  to  all  who  want  to  know  facts.  Your  pro- 
testant will  not  here  attempt  to  give  his  views  of  the  motiveB^ 
but  is  content  to  state  facts,  as  appear  of  record,  with  the  single 
inquiry :  Is  this  the  way  to  treat  the  dearest  rights  of  citisens, 
by  making  such  statements,  and  refusing  to  receive  and  report  the 
plainest  facts  that  appear  upon  record  ?  It  would  be  utterly 
impossible,  in  the  time  allowed,  for  your  protestant  to  exhibit 
all  the  absurd  statements  and  misstatements  of  the  report.  The 
committee  have  seen  fit  to  place  their  construction  on  the 
legal  rights  of  your  protestant  in  this  contract.  To  this  he 
most  earnestly  protests,  as  a  gross  injustice,  as  the  whole  mat- 
ter ought  to  be  left  to  the  courts  of  law,  without  the  prejudice 
of  an  ex  parte  report,  with  no  testimony  to  accompany  it,  as  in 
this  case.  Two  of  said  committee  pro^ss  no  knowledge  of  the 
law,  while  all  of  them  have  signed  a  report  mainly  written,  as 
your  protestant  is  informed,  by  one  who  is  neither  a  lawyer  or 
a  practical  printer.  As  a  construction  is  attempted  to  be  placed 
upon  the  contract,  your  protestant  desires  to  place  in  juxta- 
position with  that  construction  the  following  letters  of  inquiry, 
and  the  responses  thereto,  from  tho  Hon.  Charles  Dunn  and 
Chauncey  Abbott,  Esq.,  and  asks  that  the  same  may  go  oat 
with  this  report :

Hon.  Chas.  Dunn, 

Dear  Sir  :  May  I  trouble  you  for  a  legal  opinion  on  the  fol- 
lowing points : 

1st.  'J'he  114th  chapter,  section  8,  of  the  printing  law  of 
185S,  classifies  the  printing  to  be  done  for  the  State  into  three 
classes,  viz:  Ist.  "To  comprise  all  printing  incident  to  the 
business  of  the  two  Houses  while  in  session.  '  2d.  "  To  com- 
prise the  journals  and  documents  of  the  two  Houses,  and  all 
General  and  Local  Laws  passed  by  the  Legislature."  .And, 
8d.  "  The  printing  of  the  several  Departments,  including  all 
blanks,  blank  books,  used  in  the  several  branches  thereof,  of 
all  kinds  and  descriptions  whatsoever,"  <fec. 

2d.  Section  4,  of  said  act  provides  that  the  board  of  com- 
missioners for  letting  the  contract  shall  get  up  "specifications" 
and  a  "basis,"  with  a  view  to  soliciting  bids  for  the  work  as 
follows  :  [Here  follows  the  same  classification  as  in  section  8, 
embracing  all  the  items  of  work  in  each  class.  I  omit  the  1st 
and  2d  class  items  as  there  is  no  controversy  likely  to  arise 
respecting  these  two  "  classes,"  and  quote  from  the  8d  class  of 
items  as  follows] : 

^^  Third  Class. — The  price  per  quire  for  blanks ^  counting  24 
sheets  to  the  quire,  with  one  or  more  blanks  to  the  sheet ;  also, 
the  price  per  volume  of  record  books  ;  binding  as  may  be  di- 
rected by  the  department  ordering  the  same,"  &c. 

These  you  will  see  are  all  the  items  authorized  by  law  to  be 
bid  for ;  nor  do  the  specifications  or  contract  of  the  public 
printer  recognize  any  other  items  in  the  third  class. 

The  latter  part  of  section  4,  declares  that  the  specifications 
(a  copy  of  which  I  herewith  present  for  your  inspection,)  shall 
term  a  part  of  and  be  attached  to  the  contract. 

Also  see  section  5,  of  said  act,  which  declares  that  bidders 
shall  be  required  to  furnish  "  specimens  '^  of  each  class  of 
work,  and  that  such  specimens  as  may  be  deposited  by  the  suc- 
cessful bidder  shall  be  filed  away  as  a  criterion  for  auditing  all 
work  done  by  said  State  printer,  &c. 

With  this  reference  to  the  law,  I  will  now  refer  you  to  the 
factSj  and  request  your  opinion  on  the  two  combined. 

1st.  As  it  was  evident  some  of  the  departments  would  be 
likely  to  require  the  printing  of  work  in  pamphlet  form,  and  as 
section  8,  of  said  act  expressly  refers  to  such  work  for  the  de- 
partments, and  requiring  the  printer  to  be  bound  to  print  the 
Bame,  and  as  the  law  ana  the  specifications  make  no  provision 
for  paying  for  such  work,  only  under  the  item  of  blanks^  and 
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as  the  paper  ased  for  such  work  must  necessarily  be  of  "medi- 
um" size,  the  successful  bidder  deposited  a  "specimen"  of  such 
•  pamphlet  work,  which  was,  I  think,  a  copy  of  the  school  law  of 
the  State,  with  other  matters  prepared  by  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction,  which  he  labelled  "  specimen  of  medium 
blank  printing  in  the  3d  class." 

Now,  the  simple  question  is,  as  the  law  declares  this  work 
^hill  belong  to  the  third  class,  and  makes  no  other  provision 
forbidding  or  paying  for  the  same,  yet  compels  the  printer  to 
print  all  such  work,  can  it  be  audited  or  paid  for  under  anjr  other 
nead  than  "  medium  blanks  per  quire  ?  Since  the  specimens, 
which' the  law  says  ^^  shall  be  the  criterion  for  auditing  all  ac- 
counts under  the  bid,"  were  offered  by  the  bidder  and  accepted 
by  the  State  as  "  specimens  of  blank  printing  in  the  third 

I  have  thus  been  particular  in  my  statements  and  quotations, 
to  save  you  time  in  hunting  up  the  points,  which  are  all  fresh 
in  my  mind. 

One  other  point  and  I  will  cease  bothering  you.  You  will 
see  that  by  section  4,  already  quoted,  that  the  law  compels  the 
commissioners  to  solicit  and  receive  bids  for  "record  book 
iiwc?en5r"by  the  "voZwTwe,"  but  you  will  see  by  the  specifica- 
tions, and  the  copy  of  the  contract,  herewith  handed  you,  that 
they  did  not  follow  the  law,  but  let  the  work  by  tne  quirt. 
Now,  as,  in  that  particular,  the  commissioners  did  one  thing, 
when  the  law  says  they  shall  do  another,  can  they  hold  the 
State  printer  to  the  terms  of  his  contract  under  that  item,  when 
the  laii  authorized  no  bid  of  the  kind  to  be  made  or  received?

S.  D.  Carpenter,  Esq.: 

Dear  Sir: — Your  note  of  the  27th  inst.,  soliciting  my  legal 
opinion  on  certain  questions  growing  out  of  the  law  of  1858, 
upon  the  subject  of  the  public  prining,  and  the  contract  with 
the  State  by  the  lowest  bidder  under  said  law,  is  just  received, 
and  in  reply  I  send  you  my  opinion  upon  the  (questions  pre* 
sented.  The  114th  chapter,  section  3,  of  the  printing  law  of 
1858,  classifies  the  printing  to  be  done  for  the  State  into  three 
classes:  1st,  To  comprise  all  printing  incident  to  the  business 
of  the  two  houses  while  in  session  ;  2d,  To  comprise  the  jour- 
nals and  documents  of  the  two  houses,  and  all  general  and  local 
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:       lavs  passed  by  the  Legislature ;"  and  8d,  "The  printing  of  the 
E       Beyeral  State  departments,  including  all  blanks,  blank-books 
I       used  in  the  several  branches  thereof,  of  all  kinds  and  descrip- 
i       tions  whatsoever." 
3  The  4th  section  provides  "  that  the  board  of  commissioners 

for  letting  the  contract,  before  receiving  proposals,  may  employ 
k  one  or  more  persons  competent,  to  draw  up  specifications  as  to 
i:  what  shall  constitute  a  printing  bid,  and  a  oasis  upon  which  the 
i  same  shall  be  computed!.  Omitting  the  first  and  second  class 
ff  sjpeeifications,  upon  which  no  question  is  likely  to  arise,  I  quote 
^;       tne  provisions  of  said  4th  section,  as  to  what  the  third  class 

sliall  specify,  to  wit:

^  ^^ Third  Class. — The  price  per  quire  for  blanks,  counting 

J        twenty-four  sheets  to  the  quirp,  with  one  or  more  blanks  to  the 

sheet ;  also  the  price  per  volume  for  record-book  bindine,  as 

jj        may  be  directed  bv  the  department  ordering  the  same.     Said 

;     '   specications  shall  be  drawn  up  in  plain  terms,  and  shall  clearly 

set  forth  all  facts  and  directions  which  are  to  govern  the  State 

printer  in  the  performance  of  his  duties."    The  same  section 

'        provides  "  that  the  specifications  shall  form  a  part  of  and  be 

attached  to  the  contract." 
^  The  5th  section  of  the  act  provides  "  bidders  shall  be  required 

to  furnish  with  their  bids,  specimens  of  all  classes  ot  work 
*         which  this  act  authorizes  them  to  bid  for,  and  such  specimens 
as  may  be  deposited  by  the  successful  bidder,  shall  be  filed 
away  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  shall  at  all  times  be  a 
standard  criterion  for  all  work  to  be  done  by  him  lor  the  State ; 
I         and  such  specimens  shall  be  the  guide  for  auditing  all  accounts 
'         under  the  contract.     And  should  the  work  prove  inferior  to 
'         such  specimens,  in  the  opinion  of  the   Secretaay  of  State,  or 
officer  duly  authorized  to  canvass  the  same,  such  work  shall  be 
refused."     The  second  provision  of  the  8th  section  of  the  act, 
'         refers  to  pamphlets  as  work  that  may  be  ordered  by  the  depart- 
ments, and  requires  the  successful  bidder  to  perform  such 
work. 

From  these  various  provision  of  the  act  referred  to,  it  is  clear 
that  all  the  printing  for  the  several  State  departments  falls 
within  the  third  class  of  public  printing.  The  law  having  ar- 
ranged all  printing  for  the  departmements  of  State  in  the  tnird 
class,  and  having  recognized  the  printing  of  pamphlets  as  work 
that  may  be  ordered  by  the  departments,  the  work  is  necessa- 
rily in  the  third  class,  and  when  performed  by  the  public  prin- 
ter as  ordered,  must  be  audited  and  paid  for  under  the  one  or 
the  other  of  the  specifications  of  the  said  third  class.  It  could 
not  consistently  be  charged  under  the  head  of  the  second  speci- 
fication, to  wit:  ^^  the  price  per  volume  for  record*book  bind* 
188 
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ing."  The  work  then,  must,  necessarily,  fall  under  the  first 
specification,  to-wit:  *nhe  price  per  quire  for  blanks,"  and  it 
would  follow  that  the  pamphlets  should  be  charged  under  the 
head  of  '^  medium  blanks  per  quire,*'  as  that  is  the  size  used  in 
book  and  pamphlet  work.  This  view  is  further  sustained  and 
strengthened  by  the  fact  that  the  successful  bidder  deposited  a 
"  specimen  "  of  such  pamphlet  work,  which  was  a  copy  of  the 
school  laws  of  the  State,  or  something  like,  labellea  ^^  speci- 
men of  medium  blank  printing  in  the  third  class."  The  law 
requires  the  public  printer  to  do  such  work,  and  neither  the  law 
nor  specifications  having  made  any  other  or  different  provis- 
ions for  paying  for  such  work,  it  is  clear  to  my  mind  that  the 
printer  may,  by  the  law,  specifications,  specimen,  and  contract, 
charge  for  the  same  under  the  head  of  ^^  medium  blanks  per 
quire,"  It  would  be  exceedingly  unjust  to  the  public  printer, 
to  require  of  him  printing,  under  the  penalty  of  his  bond,  and 
afford  him  no  means  of  obtaining  compensation  therefor.  The 
law  does  not  intend  this,  upon  any  reasonable  construction. 

In  regard  to  the  second  question  submitted  for  my  opinion, 
I  can  say  without  hesitation  that  is  my  decided  opinion  that 
your  contract  in  reference  to  the  record-book  binding,  by  the 
quire,  is  obligatory  on  you,  and  can  be  enforced  in  law.  Since 
your  bid  tas  been  received,  the  contract  entered  into,  and  your 
bond  given  and  approved,  you,  with  the  board  of  commissioners, 
are  a  State  agent,  or  officer,  and  all  your  contracts,  obligations, 
and  duties,  as  such,  are  for  the  benefit  of  the  State,  and  if  the 
State  deems  it  of  public  interest  to  enforce  these  contracts,  ob- 
ligations, and  duties,  the  law  will  certainly  lend  its  aid.  And 
it  would  be  no  defence  against  this  legal  and  equitable  right,  to 
say  that  the  board  varied  the  requirements  of  \he  law  in  a 
slight  particular,  and  I  agreed  with  them,  and  bid  according  to 
their  specification,  and  entered  into  a  solemn  contract,  for  the 
time  being,  to  secure  the  public  printing  and  become  State 
printer,  reserving  the  right  to  object  thereafter  to  a  full  com- 
pliance with  my  contract,  on  the  ground  that  the  board  and 
myself  varied  the  law  slightly.

Sir: — Availing  ourselves  of  the  courtesy  of  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee on  Printing,  to  be  heard  for  our  rights  before  that  com- 
mittee by  counsel,  we  herewith  present  for  your  considerstion, 
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several  points  involved  in  the  printing  contract,  on  each  of 
which,  we  respectfully  ask  joa  as  a  lawyer,  to  return  in  writing, 
such  legal  opinions  as  you  may  honestly  entertain,  on  the  as- 
sumed and  admitted  facts  herewith  presented. 

Ist*  There  are  two  and  only  two  items  for  paper  mentioned 
or  authorized  to  be  bid  for,  in  the  first  class,  (see  sec.  4,  div.  8, 
of  printing  law) — the  specifications,  the  bid,  and  the  contract 
— the  first  of  these  is  declared  to  be  for  book  paper,  for  use  in 
book  making — to  be  18x24  inches  in  size,  and  to  weigh  at  least 
18  pounds  to  the  ream. 

The  second  is  ^'  paper  for  bill  work,  cap  size,  and  such  ex- 
tra incidental  jobs  as  may  be  required."  It  is  admitted  that 
the  specimens  are  a  part  of  the  contract,  and  by  section  5,  of 
the  printing  law,  must  be  ''the  standard  criterion  ''for  doing 
all  work,  and  the  guide  in  auditing  all  accounts  under  the  con- 
tract." It  will  be  proved  by  incontrovertable  evidence,  and 
will  no  doubt  be  admitted,  that  the  specimens  on  file  in  the  first 
class  in  reference  to  pamphlets  and  that  kind  of  work,  are  made 
from  print  and  not  trom  book  paper.  Although  it  is  admitted 
that  the  State  could  not  compel  us,  under  the  contract,  to  fur- 
nish a  better  quality  of  paper  than  contained  in  the  specimens, 
it  is  nevertheless  contendea,  that  the  account  for  such  kind  of 

faper,  must  be  adjusted  at  the  price,  set  opposite  the  item  of 
ook  paper  in  the  bid.  We  contend  that  the  price  must  be  de- 
termined by  the  quality  of  the  paper — the  use  it  is  put  to,  as 
shown  by  the  specimens  and  items  in  the  bid,  as  such  items 
stand  respectively  to  the  objects  for  which  the  paper  is  to  be 
used,  and  as  the  State  could  not  compel  us  to  furnish  book  pa- 

I^er  for  the  pamphlets,  printed  in  the  first  class,  it  cannot  le^al- 
^  refuse  to  pay  us  the  price,  per  quire,  set  opposite  the  other 
£nd  of  paper  mentioned  in  the  first  class;  and  as  the  specifica- 
tions fix  tne  size  of  that  paper,  there  is  no  difficulty  in  deter- 
mining  the  number  of  yaires  used  in  any  ^iven  job. 

The  question  then  is,  are  we  correct  m  the  premises,  and 
should  not  the  specimens  bo  taken  in  all  cases  for  just  what 
they  were  presented  for,  by  the  printer,  and  accepted  for  by 
the  State  ? 

2d.  It  is  an  admitted  fact,  that  considerable  pamphlet  work 
has  always  been  done  in  the  third  class—  (and  section  8,  of  the 
printing  law  determines  that  all  work  done  for  the  departments 
shall  be  done  in  the  3d  class) — while  the  law,  the  specifications, 
the  basis,  the  bid,  nor  the  contract,  provide  any  means  whereby 
the  printer  could  get  pay  for  pamphlet  work  in  that  class,  in 
the  usual  way  for  rendering  items  for  such  jobs,  and  it  is  ad- 
mitted that  the  bidder,  in  order  to  obtain  pay  for  any  work  of 
the  kind  that  might  be  required  in  the  said  3d  class,  pursued 
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the  only  course  in  his  power,  and  submitted  specimens  to  cover 
said  work,  the  nearest  resemblance  to  any  item  authorised  in 
that  class  to  be  bid  lor,  and  labelled  two  pamphlet  specimens 
in  that  class,  ^^  as  specimens  of  medium  blank  printing  in  the 
8d  class."  Ihese  &cts  are  patent  to  all  who  will  look  at  the 
specimens  on  file^  (an  official  certificate  from  the  Secretary  ot 
State,  is  herewith  presented.)  While  it  is  contended  that  the 
State  is  not  bound,  to  adjust  the  accounts  under  such  a  scale, 
no  sufficient  reasons  have  ever  been  given  for  such  a  decision  ; 
we  contend,  however,  that  the  State  is  bound  to  comply  with 
its  expressed  stipulations,  even  though  these  stipulations  may 
somewhat  change  the  usual  custom  among  the  craft,  for  it  wiU 
be  seen,  as  the  State  accepted  the  offer  of  the  bidder,  it  cannot 
now,  unless  by  mutual  consent,  change  the  effect  of  that  offer 
and  acceptance.  We  therefore  contend,  that  by  the  terms  of 
the  contract,  in  the  only  sense  in  which  it  can  be  interpreted, 
every  twenty-four  sheets  of  medium  paper,  (18x24  inches), 
used  in  pamphlet  or  book  work  in  the  8d  class,  must  be  count- 
ed and  adjusted  by  the  price  set  opposite  the  item  of  a  quire 
of  medium  blanks  in  the  8d  class.  Is  not  this  the  legal  and 
just  deduction  from  the  facts  in  the  premises  ? 

3d.  By  section  19  of  the  nrinting  law,  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  State  stipulated  with  me  printer  to  pay  him  such  usual 
legal  rates  for  all  advertising  done  for  the  State,  as  might  be 
allowed  for  publishing  legal  notices  and  advertisements.  It 
has  been  contended,  1st,  that  the  paper  in  which  the  laws  are 
required  to  be  published,  is  not  the  '^State  Paper,"  although 
three  consecutive  Legislatures  have  refused  to  establish  any 
other  State  paper,  on  the  ground  that  the  public  printer  was 
the  proper  person  to  select  such  official  paper  under  the  law — 
and  2d,  that  the  commissioners  haa  a  ri^ht  to  determine  upon  a 
less  sum  than  the  maximum  price  established  by  law  for  adver* 
tising  by  the  folio.  Now,  we  hold  both  these  propositions  to 
be  untenable  and  unjust,  and  call  your  attention  to  the  said  sec. 
19,  which  clearly  established  the  right  of  aZ2  publishers  in  the 
State  to  charge  legal  rates  for  all  advertising  done  at  the  time 
the  contract  was  entered  into  ;  nor  could  the  Legislature  im- 
pair that  right,  so  far  as  the  public  printer  was  concerned,  by 
any  subsequent  act.  The  Legislature  has  not  only  refrained 
from  any  attempt  to  impair  the  rights  under  the  contract  in 
this  respect,  but  by  chapter  178,  laws  of  1859,  the  public  printer 
is  expresslv  excepted  from  the  effect  of  that  chapter  ;  and  be- 
sides, we  claim,  that  under  sections  57,  58  and  63,  of  chapter 
138,  Revised  Statutes,  we  are  legally  entitled  to  charge  one 
folio  for  each  description  in  the  list  of  forfeited  school,  swamp 
and  university  lands.     The  account,  however,  has  been  aiiditea 
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at  only  half  that  amount  for  each  tract,  and  without  being^ 
driven  to  court,  at  heavy  expense  for  counsel  fees,  and  veza* 
tious  delays,  we  would  be  content  with  it  as  it  is  ;  but  the  ans- 
wer solicited  from  you  is  designed  to  cover  our  hgal  rights  in 
the  premises.  We  hold  that  the  said  section  19,  together  with 
chapter  87,  and  chapter  178,  General  Laws  of  1859,  determine 
our  rights  to  charge  legal  rates,  and  that  no  power  exists  to 
force  us  to  accept  a  less  compensation  than  the  maximum  rates 
fixed  by  said  chapter  87,  except  by  our  own  consent.  Are  we 
not  right  on  this  point  ? 

4th.  Seetion  4  of  the  printing  law  only  authorizes  bidders  to 
bid  for  blanks  ^^  per  quire,"  in  tne  3d  class.  We  contend  that 
the  clause  in  the  contract,  which  declares  that  24  blanks  shall 
not  count  a  ^'  quire  of  blanks,"  unless  a  quire  of  paper  is  ne- 
cessarily used  in  printing  the  same,  is  a  violation  of  the  terms 
and  requirements  of  the  contract  under  the  bid,  and  a  protest 
was  cnt^ed  at  the  time  against  this  clause  on  the  books  of  the 
Secretary  of  State.  The  Judiciary  Committee  of  the  Senate 
last  winter,  submitted  an  able  report  on  this  subject,  in  which 
they  took  the  ground,  that  the  commissioners  could  not  compel 
tiie  bidder  to  yield  to  any  other  conditions  than  those  imposed 
by  the  terms  of  the  law  and  his  bid.  ^See  Senate  Journal, 
1853,  page  565.)  The  question  is,  was  the  printer  bidding  for 
blanks  ^^  per  quire,"  as  specified  in  section  3  of  the  act  ?  If 
80,  is  he  not  entitled  to  count  every  24  blanks  as  a  'Squire  of 
blanks?"  We  understand  the  term  in  said  section  3,  *^  with 
onp  or  more  blanks  to  the  sheet"  to  mean  sueh  blanks  as  are 
necessarily  printed  with  one,  two  and  in  some  instances,  three 
stubs,  which  cannot  be  separated  before  being  used,  or  any  like 
blanks  that  are  required  to  be  used  -together — the  whole  being 
considered  technically  several  blankJB,  but  practically  but  one. 

The  above  are  all  the  controverted  points  involved  in  the 
contract.  We  are  either  !right  or  wrong.  If  we  are  wrong,  we 
have  failed  to  diseovelr  any  reasons  to  convince  us  ot  that 
wrong,  either  in  the  law,  the  specifications,  the  bid,  the  contract, 
or  the  general  customs  that  govern  our  craft.  If  we  are  really 
wrong,  then  of  course  we  are  stripped  of  all  compensation,  and 
must  do  all  the  vast  amount  of  printing  and  binding  for  the 
State^for  just  nothing.  If  we  are  right,  then,  under  the 
proposition  we  have  submitted  to  settle  the  pamphlet  work  in 
the  8d  class  by  count  under  the. terms  for  similar  work  in  the 
1st  class,  then  we  shall  not  receive  such  remuneration,  over  the 
first  cost  for  doing  the  ,woik,'as  ony-gentleinan  would  be  willing 
te>  accept  as  a  salary  for  the  drudgery  performed. . 
^  In  coilolusion,  may  we  ask  ^y oil  to  give  Ahesev^al  points 
abore  presented,  a  most  rigid  scrutiny,  and  to  render  us  sudh 
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opinions  as  would  be  safe  in  any  tribanal  of  law.  We  do  not 
ask  or  expect  opinions  in  our  faror,  nnless  we  are  clearly  in  the 
right ;  and  we  shall  expect  from  you,  sir,  such  a  respone  aa 
you  would  be  willing  to  defeofd  in  any  court  of  justice.

Messrs.  Cabpjbktsr  &  Htbr: 

Gentlemen: — I  hare  received  your  commQnication,  asking 
my  opinion  on  certain  questions  arising  out  of  the  contraet  ot 
James  Ross,  as  State  Printer.  I  shall  not  find  it  convenient 
in  discussing  the  several  auestions  stated  by  you,  to  follow  ex* 
actly  the  order  or  form  adopted  by  you,  but  shall  endeavor  to 
discuss  and  give  you  my  opinion  on  such  points  as  clearly  de- 
termine the  principle  upon  which  the  other  questions  rest,  and 
by  which  they  must  be  determined.  I  hope,  in  this  way,  to 
abridge  somewhat  the  length  of  the  argument  and  course  of  rea- 
soning, upon  a  subject  which,  I  foresee,  cannot  at  best,  be 
made  very  concise. 

The  subject  is  not  only  very  important — of  great  public  and  pri- 
vate interest — but  it  is  also  very  complicated,  and  by  no  means 
free  from  difficulty.  This  complication  arises  in  part  from  the 
provisions  of  the  law  under  which  the  contract  was  entered 
into,  and  in  part  from  the  subject  matter  of  the  contract. 

The  law  (chap.  114,  laws  of  1858,)  divides  the  work  into  three 
classes.  No  one  can  fail  to  perceive  that  diffSarences  of  opinion, 
involving  larse  sums  of  money,  as  to  what  olass  much  of  the 
work  requirea  is  properly  included  in,  must  arise  between  tne 
State  and  the  printer.  If  the  price  in  the  first  and  third  class 
be  not  the  same  for  similar  kinds  of  woik,  a  constant  effort 
might  be  looked  for  on  the  part  of  the  printer  to  crowd  the  lar- 

Sist  amount  possible  into  that  class  for  which  he  was  to  receive 
e  highest  price,  and  on  the  other  hand,  the  officers  of  the 
State  would  be  equally  zealous  to  put  the  largest  possible  am* 
ount  into  the  class  for  which  the  State  was  to  pay  the  lower 
price.  Anyone  in  the  least  conversant  with  the  legislation  of  the 
State,  and  the  course  of  business  in  the  several  State  Depart- 
ment, will  see  at  a  dance  that  every  year  a  large  amount  of 
printing  is  required  to  be  done  by  the  public  printer,  which 
it  is  difficult  to  dermine  whether  it  be  incident  to  the  business 
of  the  two  Houses  while  in  session,  or  whethw  it  be  properly  a 
part  of  the  printing  of  one  of  the  several  State  Departments — 
affain,  the  almost  endless  variety  of  work  and  material  required 
of  the  printer,  still  further  complicates  this  subject.  ^  Con- 
scious of  these  difficulties,  I  shall  endeavor  to  avoid  details  and 
state  as  few  points^as  possible,  and  from  the  multitude  of  quel* 
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tions  that  are  involved  and  arise  ont  of  this  contract  and  the 
business  done  under  it,  and '  select  and  disentangle  from  the 
mass  such  as  are  leading  and  on  which  are  others  more  or  less 
depend. 

The  first  questions  that  I  propose  to  consider  is,  as  to — 
What  consideration,  force  and  effect,  should  be  given  to  the 
Specimens  of  work  and  materials  offered  by  Ross,  with  his  bid 
and  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

The  contract  was  made  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  114 
of  the  act  of  1858.  That  act  divides  the  printing  into  three 
classes,  and  appoints  the  Governor,  the  Secretary  of  State  and 
State  Treasurer,  Commissioners  to  enter  into  contract  for 
the  State  printing.  The  Commissioners  are  by  the  law  direc* 
ted  to  advertise  and  let  the  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder.  For 
the  purpose  of  aiding  both  the  Commissioners  in  determining 
what  bid  is  the  lowest — for  the  work  must  all  be  let  in  one  con- 
tract— and  for  the  information  of  bidders,  the  Commissioners 
were  authorized  to  employ  one  or  more  competent  persons  to 
draw  up  specifications  as  to  what  should  constitute  a  printing 
bid,  and  a  basis  on  which  the  same  shall  be  computed. 

The  Commissioners  procured  and  published  for  the  informa- 
tion of  bidders  such  specifications,  in  which  is  set  down  under 
each  class  the  work  and  material  to  be  bid  for  under  such  class. 
This  is  first  stated  in  general  terms,  as  in  the  law — then  under 
each  class  is.  some  attempt  at  specific  description  in  subdivis- 
ions.  One  object  sought  to  be  attained  by  means  of  these 
specifications  doubtless  was,  to  produce  uniformity  in  the  bids 
and  thereby  enable  the  commissioners  the  more  readily  to  de- 
termine which  bid  taken  as  a  whole  was  the  lowest,  yet  a  glance 
at  the  specifications  shows  that  for  this  purpose  at  least  they 
were  very  defective.  For  instance,  under  the  third  class,  notice 
is  given  that  bids  will  be  received  for  all  printing  of  the  several 
State  Departments  including  blanks  and  blank  books — and  in 
the  specifications  under  this  class  all  is  put  down  under  two 
heads — blanks  and  blank  books,  and  biddeis  are  invited  to  bid 
under  one;  of  these  heads  for  all  the  printing  of  the  State  De- 
partments. 

As  ordinary  printed  matter  required  under  this  class  could 
not  in  any  way  properly  come  under  the  head  of  blank  books, 
the  bidder  had  no  alternative  but  to  bid  for  such  work  under 
the  head  of  blanks,  and  blanks  must  be  bid  for  by  the  quire. 
No  opportunity  was  offered  to  the  bidders  to  bid  under  this  class 
as  in  the  first  and  second,  for  composition,  press  work,  folding, 
stitching  paper,  &c.  If  the  commissioners  proposed  to  re- 
ceive bids  for  printing  pamphlets  and  other  work  required  by  the 
State  departments  under  the  head  ot  blanks— and  for  a  fixed 
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price  for  every  24  sheets  of  paper  used  in  printing  such  work, 
or  in  other  words  at  so  much  per  quire  instead  of  the  usual  and 
ordinary  mode  as  indicated  m  the  first  an4  second  class,  I 
can  see  no  reason  why  they  might  not  lawfully  have  done  so. 
Nothing  is  more  certain  than  that  all  the  printing  required  by 
the  State  depairtments  could  only  be  contracted  for  under  the 
third  class,  and  must  be  settled  and  paid  for  under  that  class. 
It  may  be  well  to  bear  in  mind  a  few  general  rules  applicable  to 
the  construction  of  contracts  as  universally  recognized — as  that 
a  contract  should  be  so  construed  as  to  give  effect  if  possi- 
ble to  every  part  of  it.  That  in  construing  any  particular 
provision  in  a  contract,  reference  should  be  had  to  the  other 
provisioos  contained  in  the  contract — also  the  purpose  intend- 
ed by  the  printer  to  be  attained  and  the  object  effected  by  means 
of  such  contract  when  it  was  entered  into. 

In  this  instance  the  State  sought  to  procure  all  its  printing 
at  the  lowest  price  at  which  it  could  reasonably  be  done  in  the 
way  and  manner  proposed,  and  the  bidder  sought  to  obtain 
such  work  at  a  reasonable  price  and  compensation.  Such  un- 
doubtedly was  the  purpose  and  object  of  this  contract. 

In  this  case  it  is  peculiarly  proper  and  necessary  to  look  into 
the  whole  contract  as  it  embraces  so  great  a  variety  of  subjects 
and  number  of  particulars,  all  of  which  are  required  to  be  emorac- 
ed  in  one  contract — and  which  cannot  be  properly  understood 
without  a  careful  examination  of  the  law  ana  its  various  pro- 
visions— the  acts  of  the  commissioners  on  the  part  of  the  State, 
including  the  advertisement,  specifications,  bids«  specimens 
and  contract,  and  work  done  under  it. 

With  these  preliminary  remarks,  as  to  the  contract  generally, 
and  some  of  the  rules  of  construction  obviously  applicable,  I 
proceed  to  consider  more  particularly  what  effect  and  consid- 
eration ought  to  be  given  to  specimens  of  printing  and  material 
filed  and  labeled  as  specimens. 

Section  5  of  the  law  under  which  the  contract  was  entered 
into,  reads  as  follows : 

^^Bidders  shall  be  required  to  furnish  with  their  bids  sped- 
mens  of  all  classes  of  work  which  this  act  authorizes  them  to 
bid  for,  and  such  specimens  as  may  be  deposited  by  the  success- 
ful bidder  shall  be  filed  away  by  the  Secretary  Of  State,  and 
shall  at  all  times  be  a  standard  criterion  for  all  work  to  be  done 
Ij^y  him  for  the  State,  and  such  specimens  shall  be  the  guide  for 
auditing  all  accounts  under  the  contract.  And  should  the 
irork  prove  inferior  to  such  specimens,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  or  ofiScer  duly  authorized  to  canvass  the 
•ame,  such  work  shall  be  refused,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
9uch  board  of  commissioners  to  refuse  to  consider  any  bid  not 
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accompanied  with  such  specimens  of  each  class  of  work  author- 
ized by  this  act  to  be  bid  for,  and  in  determining  who  is  the 
lowest  bidder,  the  quality  of  the  specimens  presented  shall  be 
considered  in  connection  with  the  price  proposed.'* 

It  will  be  seen  by  this,  that  the  law  imperatively  requires: 

First — That  the  bidder  shall  furnish  with  his  bid,  specimens  • 
of  each  class  of  work  bid  for — and  then  no  bid  shall  be  consid- 
ered by  the  commissioners   which  are  not  accompanied  with 
such  specimens. 

Second — That  such  specimens  shall  at  all  times  be  a  standard 
criterion  for  all  work  done  by  him  for  the  State. 

Third — Such  specimens  shall  be  the  guide  for  auditing  all 
accounts  under  the  contract. 

Fourth — In  determining  who  is  the  lowest  bidder  the  quality 
of  the  specimens  shall  be  considered. 

Why  does  the  law  so  strictly  require  that  such  specimens 
shall  be  61ed  away  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  and 
be  a  part  of  the  contract? 

The  object,  aim  and  purpose  on  the  part  of  the  State,  was; 
First — To  obtain  a  standard  criterion  for  nil  work  to  be  done 
by  the  State  Printer. 

Second — A  guide  for  auditing  all  the  accounts  of  the  State 
Printer. 

The  State,  as  if  unwilling  to  trust  to  the  uncertainty  of  words, 
of  description  alone,  required  a  specimen  of  the  thing  itself, 
something  visible  and  tangible,  that  could  at  all  times  be  seen 
and  handled. 

A  criterion  is  some  thing  by  which  we  may  jud^e  of  some 
other  thing.  It  is  a  standard  of  judging,  or  by  which  we  may 
judge.  What  is  the  specimens  in  the  Secretary's  office  for? 
The  law  says  as  a  standard  criterion  for  all  work  to  be  done  by 
the  State  Printer.  That  is,  the  thing  with  which  the  work: 
done  shall  be  compared,  and  by  which  its  description  and  qual- 
ity shall  be  tested  and  determined.  And  this  rule  must  be  ap- 
plied as  well  to  the  description  or  kind  of  work,  or  material, 
as  to  the  quality.  It  is  quite  apparent  that  the  commission- 
ers who  acted  for  the  State,  or  those  whom  they  employed,  ei- 
ther did  ^not  intend  fully  and  accurately  to  describe  in  the 
specifications,  all  the  different  kinds  of  work  that  the  State 
might  require  of  the  State  Prmter,  or  that  they  signally  failed 
to  carry  out  such  intention.  To  illustrate:  the  law  (sec  8)  says 
that  the  third  class  shall  include  the  printing  of  the  several 
State  departments,  including  blanks  and  blank  books.  By  re- 
ference to  the  specifications,  (Senate  Journal  1869,  pl66,)  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  third  class  of  printing  is  all  included  un- 
der two  divisions,  to  wit:  1st,  Blanks;  2d,  Blank  Books. 
189 
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It  would  seem,  to  one  of  ordinary  understanding,  that  the 
above  heads  or  divisions  of  the  third  class,  were  not  very  ap- 
-propriate,  for  many  items  of  printing  is  usually  required  by  the 
several  State  departments.  It  cannot,  I  presume,  be  doubted, 
that  a  very  lar^e  amount  of  printing  is  usually  done  in  pamphlet 
form,  always  has  been  and  is  still  requirca  by  the  State  de- 
parjiments  and  that  this  class  of  printing  should  be  Provided  for 
under  the  third  class,  and  cannot  lawfully  be  placed  elsewhere. 
As  an  instance  of  what  I  refer  to,  the  revised  statutes,  chapter 
10,  section  64,  authorize  and  direct  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  to  ^'prepare  for  the  use  of  common  school  officers  suit- 
ble  forms  for  making  reports  and  conducting  all  necessary  pro* 
eeedinss,  and  he  shall  cause  the  laws  relating  to  common  schools, 
with  the  rules,  regulations  and  forms  aforsaid«  and  such  in- 
structions as  he  shall  deem  necessary  to  be  printed,  together 
with  a  suitable  index  in  pamphlet  form,  by  the  person  author- 
ized to  do  the  state  printing,  at  the  expense  of  tne  State,  to  be 
distributed,"  &c. 

No  one,  I  presume,  will  deny  that  this  is  an  instance  of  prin- 
ting in  pamphlet  form  required  to  be  done  and  paid  for  under 
the  thira  class.  The  law  directs  the  officers  to  publish  in  pam- 
phlet form.  That  was  a  suitable  and  appropriate  word  by  which 
to  designate  the  form  and  manner  in  whicn  that  kind  of  print- 
ing should  be  done.  It  is  true,  that  as  a  seneral  rule,  words  in 
a  contract  are  to  be  understood  in  their  usual  and  ordinary  mean- 
ing and  signification.  Yet,  it  is  equally  true,  that  if  parties 
contracting  intend,  and  do  use  in  a  contract  any  word  in  a  sense 
different  from  its  ordinary  sense  and  meaning,  and  attach  a  pe- 
culiar sense  and  meaning  to  such  word,  the  peculiar  sense  and 
meaning  which  the  parties  choose  to  give  to  such  word  for  all 
the  purposes  of  such  contract,  must  prevail.  Otherwise  the 
clear  intention  of  the  parties  would  be  defeated.  The  intention 
of  the  parties,  as  expressed  in  the  contract  must  govern,  if  such 
intention  can  be  ascertained.  Now,  what  printing  did  the  State 
intend  to  contract  for  under  the  third  class?  Beyond  all  ques- 
tion, all  printing  lequired  for  the  State  departments — as  the 
law  directs — so  they  advertise— so  they  contract — so  the  bid- 
der intends— he  bids  for  this— he  puts  in  specimens  for  this. 
He  contracts  for  this,  binding  himself,  to  do  all  the  work  as  re- 
quired by  chapter  114,  at  the  prices  named  in  his  bid  and  ac- 
cording to  the  specimens  which  are  referred  to  as  a  part  of  the 
subject  matter  of  the  contract  and  to  be  the  standard  criterion 
for  all  work  done  under  his  contract,  according  to  the  full  intent 
and  meaning  of  section  5,  of  said  chapter  114. 

I  find  that  no  less  than  88  different  specimens  were  filed  un- 
der the  Third  Class.  Under  this  class  I  find  the  following 
specimens:

No.  18.  Specimen — The  banking  law  of  the  State  of  Wis- 
consin, with  an  appendix,  printed  by  Atwood  &  Rublee,  1858. 
Labelled  as  follows — Specimen  of  medium  blank  printing  in 
the  third  class. 

No.  19.  Specimen — School  code.     Labelled  same  as  above. 

No.  24.  Specimen  of  annnal  report  of  clerk  of  school  dis- 
trict No. — ,  of  the  town  of — .  Labelled  as  follows:  Specimens 
of  blanks,  letter  size,  in  the  third  class. 

Now,  if  the  commissioners  acting  for  the  State,  chose  to  con- 
tract for  the  printing  of  the  school  laws,  forms  and  instructions 
above  referred  to,  and  other  similar  work  required  by  the  other 
departments  under  a  name  and  by  a  description  unusual  and 
inappropriate,  that  cannot  affect  the  validity  of  the  contract. 
The  law  is  plain  and  explicit,  that  all  the  printing  of  the  several 
State  departments  shall  be  contracted  for  and  done  under  the 
third  cliass. 

Section  3,  and  section  12,  provides  that  the  printing  of  the 
several  State  departments  ''shall  be  subject  to  the  order  of  the 
respective  officers.'* 

How  stands  this  case?  The  Legislature  passes  a  law  in  con- 
formity with  the  requirements  of  the  constitution  in  which  they 
provide  for  letting  all  the  State  printing  in  one  contract  to  the 
lowest  bidder.  They  divide  the  work  into  three  classes,  stating 
what  shall  be  included  in  each  class,  and  appoint  the  Governor, 
the  Secretary  of  State  and  the  Treasurer,  commissioners  to  let 
the  work  and  enter  into  contract.  The  commissioners  adver- 
tise for  proposals,  stating  that  under  the  third  class  will  be  en- 
tered all  printing  for  the  btate  departments.  (See\  Senate  Jour- 
nal, 1859,  p.  166.)  The  specifications  and*  blanks  furnished 
bidders  may  have  been  defective.  But  that  is  not  material  — 
The  bidder,  following  the  terms  in  the  advertised  notice  and 
the  law,  puts  in  his  proposals  and  accompanies  the  same  with 
BpedmenBy  and  for  the  greater  certainty  writes  upon  each  sep- 
arate specimen  by  what  name  he  designates  it,  for  what  he  of- 
fers it,  under  what  class,  what  subdivision  of  that  class,  and 
what  particular  item  under  such  subdivision.  When  all  this 
has  been  done  and  the  commissioners  inspect  all  the  bids  offer- 
ed, and  as  the  law  directs,  examine  also  the  specimens  put  in 
as  a  part  of  such  bid,  see  what  the  biddejc  offers  the  specimens 
for,  they  determine  that  the  bid  of  lloss,  judged  by  the  criterion 
they  have  adopted  is  the  lowest,  and  then  enter  into  a  contract 
with  him  to  do  all  the  printing  for  the  State  (for  which  he 
gives  ample  security,)  in  which  it  is  agreed  that  the  specimens 
on  file  and  referred  to  in  the  bids  is  a  part  of  the  subject  mat- 
ter of  the  contact,  *  *  shall  remain  as  a  standard  criterion 
for  all  work  done  under  the  contract  according  to  the  full  intent 
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and  meaning  of  sec.  5,  of  chap.  114;  and  after  guarding  thorough- 
ly on  the  part  of  the  State,  against  any  extra  charges,  the  con- 
tract provides  that  "in  all  cases  the  prices  and  compensations 
above  specified^  and  set  forth  in  said  bid,  shall  be  strictly  con- 
strued, and  that  said  Ross  shall  be  held  in  all  cases  to  a  strict 
performance  of  the  contract,  and  in  all  things  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  chap.  114.  One  of  the  first  requisites  of  a  con- 
tract is,  that  it  be  binding  upon  both  parties.  If  Ross  be 
bound  to  a  strict  performance  of  this  contract,  then  is  the 
State  equally  bound.  In  another  part  of  the  contract,  it  is  pro- 
vided that  the  prices  and  compensation  provided  for,  shall  be 
construed  and  understood  according  to  the  plain  and  literal  sig- 
nification of  the  language  used,  (see  specifications,  Senate  Jour- 
nal, p.  162).  Now  apply  the  rules  of  construction  laid  down 
in  the  contract  itself.  It  is  to  be  observed  that  neither  in  the 
law  (sec.  4,)  or  in  the  specifications  (Senate  Journal,  1859, 
p.  163-6,)  or  in  the  advertisement  by  the  commissioners  (Jour- 
nal, p.  166-7,)  or  in  the  contract  (Senate  Journal,  p.  loO-l,) 
is  there  any  attempt  to  enumerate  or  describe  particularly  the 
various  kinds  and  items  of  printing  that  may  be  required  under 
the  third  class.  In  each  instance  in  the  law,  the  specifica- 
tions, the  advertisement,  the  contract,  it  is  described  in  gener- 
al terms,  or  refers,  as  in  the  contract,  to  the  law  and  tho  speci- 
fications, when  such  general  description  is  found;  yet  it  must  be 
apparent  to  every  one  that  the  bidder  must  in  some  way,  inform 
the  commissioners  at  what  price  he  would  do  the  printing  of 
the  State  departments.  He  does  it  in  the  plainest  possible 
way.  He  puts  in  a  specimen,  writes  upon  it  the  price  for  which 
he  will  do  that  kind  of  printing.  He  puts  in  a  pamphlet  con- 
taining the  banking  law,  and  another  the  school  code;  and  by 
writing  upon  them,  informs  the  commissioners  that  such  pam- 
phlets are  nut  in  as  specimens  under  the  third  class,  under  the 
heads  of  blanks,  and  the  subdivision  of  medium  blanks,  and 
in  his  bid  says  he  will  print  medium  blanks  in  the  third  class 
for  ?3  per  quire,  and  the  State  contracts  with  him  to  do  the 
printing  on  such  bid  and  specimens.  I  cannot  find  that  this 
Kind  of  work,  usually  designated  as  pamphlets,  is  anywhere  de- 
scribed or  referred  to  in  the  third  class,  except  in  the  specimens; 
and  I  can  see  no  other  way  in  which  the  price  of  such  work 
could  possibly  be  fixed  and  determined.  The  specimens  are 
just  as  much  a  part  of  the  contract  as  the  bid,  and  specifica- 
tions, and  the  law.  If  you  take  away  the  specimens  it 
would  destroy  the  contract.  It  could  not  be  executed.  It  de- 
tracts nothing  from  the  force  of  this  reasoning,  or  the  sound- 
ness of  this  conclusion,  to  sajr  that  it  is  a  very  improper  use  of 
language  to  call  ordinary  printed  pamphlets  meaium  blanks — 
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it  is  geaeralj  admitted  that  a  rose  by  anj  other  name  would 
smell  as  sweet.     Illustrations  might  be  multiplied  to  show  that 
specific  description  must  always  control  general  words,  or,  that 
if  a  sample  or  specimen  cf  the  thing  contracted  for,  be  refer- 
red to,  such  sample  specimen  must  control;  no  matter  wheth- 
er the  name,  given  to  such  sample  or  specimen  be  the  name  by 
irrhich  it  is  usually  known  or  not.      if  a  merchant  contract 
mrith  a  mi^uufacturer  for  a    particular  kind  of  goods,  and    a 
specimen  be  deposited  and  referred  to,  can  the  merchant  refuse 
to   take  the  eoods  which  have  been  so  manufactured,  because 
the  name  mnah  the  contracting  parties  chose  to  put  on  the 
specimen  is  not  the  name  by  which  the  goods  are  known  in  ' 
the  market?    Disputes  often  arise  between  importers  and  cus- 
tom house  oJGcers  as  to  particular  descriptions  of  goods,  as  to 
what  paiticular  class  and  description  such  goods  properly  come 
under  in  the  laws  imposing  duties.     Now,  if  the  law  that  only 
attempts    general    descriptions  had  in  defining  the  class   of 
goods  that  should  be  subject  to  10  per  cent,  duties  had  referred 
to  a  specimen  kept  in  the  custom  house,  who  would  doubt  that 
this  would  govern,  although  a  more  proper  description  of  such 
goods  in  words  mi^ht  be  found  in  the  class  subject  to  a  higjiier 
or  lower  duty?     Without  protracting  further  the  discussions  of 
this  point,  I  will  say  in  conclusion  that  I  have  no  doubt  that 
the  specimen  must  be  taken  in  construing  the  contract  for  just 
what  this  purports  to  be,  and  according  to  the  labels  or  endors- 
ments  upon  them.  All  printing  required  and  ordered  by  the  sev- 
eral State  departments  must  be  reckoned  in  the  Third  Class, 
audited  and  paid  for   according  to  the  specimens   and  price 
named  in  the  contract. 

Another  point  in  your  communication  relates  to  the  kinds 
and  quality  of  paper  bid  for  by  Boss  in  the  First  Class.  You 
say:  ^'We  contend  that  the  price  must  be  determined  by  the 
quality  of  the  paper — the  use  it  is  put  to  as  shown  by  thespeci-, 
mens  and  items  in  the  bid,  as  such  items  stand  respectively  to 
the  objects  for  which  the  paper  is  to  be  used."  1  think  you 
are  correct  in  this  position.  This  seems  to  me  to  follow  ajs  a 
corollary,  or  necessary  sequence  from  the  conclusions  to  whicb 
I  have  before  arrived  in  the  argument  as  to  the  effect  that  ought 
to  be  given  to  the  specimens. 

The  law  (sec.  4,)  provides  that  specifications  shall  be  made 
out  with  a  view  of  solicitiujg  bids,  as  follows: 

First  Class — Third  subdivsion.  The  price  of  paper  per  quire 
(18x24  inches^  for  use  in  book  work. 

And  also  tne  price  for  bill  paper  ^nd  such  extra  incidental 
jobs  as  may  be  required. 

Specifications  were  made  out  and  published  with  a  view  of 
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solicitiDg  bids.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  size  and  weight  of 
the  paper  for  use  in  book  work  is  fixed  by  the  law;  (18x24)  18 
lbs  to  the  ream.  The  weight  of  other  paper  is  not  specified  in 
the.  law  and  the  commissioners  are  left  to  their  own  discretion 
as  to  what  they  desire  to  receive  bids  for  bill  paper  and  such 
other  incidental  jobs  as  might  be  required.  The  specifications 
therefore  very  properly  name  the  size  of  the  paper  not  specifi- 
ed in  the  law.  Tney  invite  bids  for  bill  paper  and  incidental 
jobs,  cap  size.  This  would  prevent  misunderstanding  and  secure 
uniformity  in  the  bids,  each  bidder  would  make  Jiis  bid  for  pa- 

Eer  of  a  fixed  size.  Of  course  the  size  of  the  paper  must 
ave  been  taken  into  account  by  the  bidder  in  fixing  the  price. 
The  size  being  fixed  in  the  specifications  left  only  one  thing  to 
be  considered  by  the  commissioners  in  determining  which  oid 
was  the  lowest,  to-wit:  the  quality  of  the  paper  offered.  Under 
the  specifications  the  bidder  was  at  liberty  to  offer  one  kind 
and  quality  of  paper,  both  for  bills  and  such  other  incidental  jobs 
as  he  might  propose  to  furnish  paper  for  printing  bills,  and  print 

f)aper  for  the  extra  incidental  jobs.     Ross  in  his  bid  chose  the 
atter  course,  and  offered  both  at  the  same  price — 73  cents  per 
quire. 

I  think  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  commissioners  intended 
to  receive  proposals  in  this  way,  because  in  the  blank  forms  prin- 
ted and  furnished  for  the  use  of  bidders  they  put  down  bill  work 
and  extra  incidental  jobs  in  the  same  line-(8enate  Journal  1859, 
p.  168,)  and  in  their  computations  on  the  bids  upon  the  basis 
nxed  by  them,  compute  the  amount  required  for  bill  and  inci- 
dental jobs  in  one  and  the  same  item —  (see  Journal,  p  1146.) 
I  find  on  examination  of  the  specimens  offered  by  Ross,  that  he 
offered  for  bill  paper,  a  different  quality  (see  specimen  N. : 
fools  capj  from  that  which  he  offered  for  extra  incidental  jobs. 
For  the  nrst  he  offered  a  heavier  and  more  expensive  paper  and 
•finished  in  a  different  way  from  the  paper  offered  for  inciden-. 
tal  jobs — each  suitable  I  presume  for  the  purpose  intended — 
both  offered  at  the  same  price  and  under  the  same  item.  I 
thitik  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  Ross  is  bound  to  furnish  for 
each  kind  of  work  the  particular  description  and  kind  of  paper 
indicated  by  the  specimens.  Admit  that  the  cost  of  the  two 
kinds  of  paper  is  not  the  same — that  one  is  more  expensive 
than  the  other.  Then  the  profit  of  the  contractor  will  be  effec- 
ted, as  more  or  less  of  one  or  the  other  kind  of  paper  is  used. 
If  it  happens  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  cheaper  kind  is  re- 
quired than  he  calculated,,his  profits  will  be  thereov  proportion- 
ably  increased — and  on  the  other  hand,  if  it  should  happen  that 
a  large  proportion  of  the  more  expensive  kind  of  paper  should 
be  re-quired  than  was  anticipated,  his  profits  will  be  thereby 
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diminished,  as  he  must  run  this  risk  of  loss,  so  he  must  be 
entitledto  the  same  chance  of  gain. 

In  my  opinion,  Boss  has  the  right  to  famish  for  all  extra  in- 
cidental jobs  the  quality  and  description  of  paper  indicated  in 
specimens  on  file  in  the  office  of  tne  Secretary  of  State,  and 
number  in  certificate  shown  me  1, 2, 3,  4, 6,^6,  T,  8,  9, 10  and  11, 
and  to  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  seyenty-three  cents  per  quire,  es- 
timating the  size  of  the  paper  as  indicated  in  the  specifications 
upon  which  his  bid  was  made.  The  State  has  no  right  to  re- 
quire the  printer  to  furnish  book  paper  for  incidental  jobs, 
and  the  printer  has  no  right  to  put  the  inferior  paper  offered 
for  the  incidental  jobs  into  book  work.  If  a  question  were  to 
arise  whether  a  peculiar  piece  of  printing  properly  came  under 
the  denomination  of  book  work,  or  that  of  extra  incidental  jobs, 
this  of  course  would  be  a  matter  to  determine  in  a  great  measure 
on  the  facts,  and  would  be  a  proper  matter  for  testimony.  The 
meaning  of  the  word  book  is  not  the  same  in  all  connections. 
It  sometimes  indicates  an  entire  yolume  and  sometimes  is  used 
to  indicate  the  diyision  of  the  subject  treated  of  by  an  author. 

Where  a  printer  or  book  binder  is  contracting  for  book  work, 
binding,  folaing,  stitching,  etc.,  such  words  must  be  taken  and 
held  to  mean  what  they  indicate  when  used  in  connection  with 
business  by  persons  skilled  in  such  trades,  business  and 
persuits.  I  do  not  know  as  any  dispute  or  disagreement  has  or 
will  arise  on  this  point,  and  allude  to  it  as  expressing  my  op- 
inion of  the  rule  that  should  goyern  in  such  cases.  Printers 
and  boook  binders  would' be  the  proper  witnesses  on  such  sub- 
jects. It  does  not  follow  that  all  printed  matter  that  is  folded 
and  stitched  constitutes  a  book,  or  that  the  labor  bestowed  on 
it  is  book  work;  or  the  paper  used  is  book  paper.  It  is  for 
book  binders  to  say  what  is  understood  by  book  work,  and 
manufacturers  of  paper  and  those  accustomed  to  deal  in  that 
article,  to  say  what  is  understood  by  the  term  book  paper.  It 
is  to  be  presumed  that  the  parties  contracted  with  l*eference  to 
the  ordinary  meaning  of  woras.  The  technical  terms  and  words 
relating  to  the  business  of  any  craft,  trade  or  business,  are  as 
before  stated,  excepted  from  such  rule — and  any  special  or  eyen 
unusual  meaning  attached  to  words  by  the  contracting  parties 
— indicated  by  specimens  with  a  written  label  as  in  this  case, 
must  goyern. 

In  the  third  place,  you  enquire  whether  the  public  printer  is 
entitled  to  charge  and  receiye  legal  rates  for  all  advertising 
done  for  the  State,  and  particulary  whether  he  has  a  right  to 
charge  at  least  one  folio  for  each  tract  in  the  list  of  forfeited 
school  lands,  &c. 

As  to  the  first,  I  think  there  can  be  no  doubt  he  has  such 
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right.  Section  19,  of  chapter  114,  under  which  the  contract 
was  made,  declares  that  for  such  advertising  the  fees  shall  be 
the  same  as  may  be  prescribed  for  publishing  legal  advertise- 
ments and  notices.  Whether  the  printer  has  a  right  to  chaise 
seprrately  for  each  tract  of  land  advertised,  so  as  to  be  entitled 
to  one  folio  or  more  for  each  tract,  is  a  patter  of  some  doubt. 
I  incline  to  the  opinion,  that  he  may  so  charge.  I  am  led  io 
this  conclusion  by  the  following  reasons — Each  tract  is,  or  may 
be  the  property  of  separate  owners,  and  is  so  treated  and  re- 
garded by  the  State.  If  the  land  of-  A,  is  advertised  to  be 
sold  for  non-payment  of  taxes  or  interest,  such  land  is  charge- 
able with  the  costs  of  advertising,  and  if  A  comes  before  the 
day  of  sale  to  pay  ^at  is  due  the  State,  the  State,  it  seems  to 
me,  may  properly  charge  him,  as  the  cost  of  advertising  at  the 
legal  rates  for  one  folio,  although  the  words  and  figures  used  in 
the  description  may  have  been  out  part  of  a  folio,  and  it  would 
be  no  answer  to  this  to  say  it  was  advertised  in  connection 
with  the  land  of  B,  and  that  the  description  of  both  tracts  were 
less  than  two  folios;  for,  although  several  tracts  be  published 
in  the  same  paper,  or  in  the  same  list,  yet  the  proceeding  is 
against  each  tract  severally,  and  if  the  land  be  sold  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  notice  in  all  legal  proceedings  in  which  the  title  to 
such  tracts  of  land  shall  come  in  question  under  such  sale,  the 
notice  must  be  examined  aud  treated  as  a  separate  and  distinct 
notice  for  that  tract,  and  it  matters  not  how  many  other  tracts 
of  land  may  have  been  advertised  in  the  same  notice.  Might 
not  the  State  order  the  printer  to  putlisli  a  separate  and  cRs- 
tinct  notice  for  each  tract?  I  think  they  might.  If  the  printer 
can  economize  so  as  to  save  something  in  space  and  labor,  by 
advertising  several  tracts  under  one  genera)  heading  and  notice, 
it  seems  to  me  that  he  is  as  much  entitled  to  the  benefit  ar- 
ising from  such  economy  on  his  part,  as  a  manufacturer  would 
be  who  could  manufacture  at  less  cost  to  himself  a  given  article, 
for  the  reason  that  he  had  orders  for  a  great  number  from  dif- 
ferent persons.  So  these  several  tracts  of  land  do  not  belong 
to  the  State  but  to  seperate  individual  owners.  The  notice 
which  proceeds  the  descriptions  of  the  land  applies  and  is  re- 
peated with  each  separate  tract,  and  I  therefore  conclude  that 
the  printer  ought  to  charge  and  be  allowd  for  each  tract  separ- 
ately—counting to  each  notice  as  well  as  the  words  and  figures 
used  in  the  description.  If  the  land  be  sold  and  the  title  con- 
tested, must  it  not  be  proved  that  this  notice  was  published 
with  the  description?  It  is  not  enough  that  the  mere  description 
of  the  land  be  published,  but  the  proper  notiee,  stating  facts, 
must  also  be  published. 
You  further  enquire  whether,  in  my  opinion,  the  printer  has 
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not  a  right  to  count  every  24  blanks  as  a  qaire?  In  referring 
to  the  contract,  I  find  the  following  provisions  incorporated  in 
it: 

'^And  it  is  further  agreed,  that  in  estimating  the  several 
itexns  of  blanks  in  the  tnird  class,  no  more  ptmer  shall  be 
charged,  or  paid  for,  than  is  actnally  necessary  for  the  proper 
printing  of  such  blanks,  and  that  in  no  case  shall  24  blanks  be 
counted  as  a  quire  of  blanks,  unless  24  sheets  of  one  of  the 
kinds  of  paper  mentioned  in  said  bill,  in  said  third  class,  be 
necessarily  used  in  executing  the  work." 

If  this  provision  had  been  incorporated  in  the  contract  with 
the  free  and  willing  consent  of  Boss,  it  would,  it  seems  to  me, 
settle  tiiis  question.  But  it  was  not.  Before  signing  the  con- 
tract he  protested  against  this  clause,  and  submitted  his  reasons 
to  the  Oomissioners,  showing  very  clearly,  that  he  did  claim^ 
that  by  terms  of  his  bid,  wmch  had  been  accepted,  and  which 
was  the  contract  in  fact,  that  he  was  legally  entitled  to  reckon 
as  a  quire  every  24  blanks  without  regard  to  size^  that  he  signed 
the  contract  declaring  such  claim,  and  his  intention  to  assert 
and  maintain  it  at  the  proper  time  before  the  proper  tribunal — 
the  legislature  of  the  State,  the  principal  in  the  contract.  K 
the  parties  to  a  contract  voluntarily  fix  a  rule  of  construction, 
they  must  abide  by  it.  But  this  is  not  such  a  case.  The 
fact  of  inserting  such  a  provison  into  the  contract,  leads  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  commissioners  were  unwilling  to  leave  the  rights 
of  the  contractor,  Bos5,{to  the  fair  and  legal  construction  to  be  put 
upon  his  bid,  according  to  its  terms,  but  sought  to  force  upon 
mm  terms,  and  exact  from  him  conditions  which  the  law  did 
not  impose  or  exact,  before  they  would  consummate  with  him 
the  contract  which,  under  the  law  he  was  justly  entitled  to. 
If  in  a  case  of  doubt,  or  to  save  question  or  despute,  parties 
chose  to  agree  in  advance  what  constrution  shall  be  given  to  cer- 
tain language  used  in  their  contract,  that  is  the  end  of  contro- 
versy on  that  subject.  But  if  one  party  makes  a  proposition 
which  is  excepted  and  complied  with  by  the  other,  so  that  he 
has  a  right  to  enforce  it,  the  party  making  the  proposal  has  no 
right  to  impose  any  other  or  different  terms  than  those  con- 
tained in  tne  offer  and  exceptance.  The  commissioners  had 
no  right  to  insert  in  fhe  contract  a  rule  of  construction  and 
insist  upon  it  against  the  bidder.  He  had  a  right  to  insist 
and  he  did  insist,  that  the  whole  matter  should  be  left  to  such 
construction  as  the  law  would  give  it.  If  the  law  would  give 
him  pay  for  a  quire  of  blanks  for  every  24  blanks  he  should 
print  without  regard  to  size,  he  insisted  u{>on  it.  If  the  law 
construed  his  bid  to  mean  that  only  24  entire  sheets  of  paper 
should  be  reckoned  a  quire  he  was  content  with  that.  Test  this  by 
140 
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another  rule.  It  is  said  to  be  a  bad  rule  tbat  will  not  work 
both  ways. — Suppose  Boss  had  insisted  that  instead  of  the* 
clause  in  the  contract  abo7e  referred  to,  a  clause  should  have 
been  put  in  declaring  the  construction  to  be  that  he  should  be 
entitled  to  charse  as  a  quire  for  erery  24  blanks  without  regard 
to  size?  Would  the  commissioners  have  been  bound  to  submit 
to  this.  Clearly  not.  The  position  taken  by  the  Judiciary 
committee  of  the  Senate  on  this  subject  in  their  report  maae 
to  the  Senate,  8th  March,  1859,  is,  I  think  correct.  That  re< 
port  does  not  I  believe  in  terms  express  an  opinion  as  to  wheth- 
er the  printer  would  in  the  absence  of  the  clause  in  the  contract 
above  referred  to  be  entitled  to  charge  every  24  blanks  as  a 
quire.  But  the  reasoning,  all  proceeds,  as  I  understood  it, 
upon  that  assumption — as  a  matter  conceded — and  so  the  com* 
missioners  seem  to  have  regarded  it  when  they  insisted  upon 
this  rule  of  construction.  If  the  law  so  construed  the  contract, 
the  provision  would  not  have  been  needed.  If  such  was  not 
the  fair  legal  construction  of  the  bid  they  had  no  right  to  insist 
on  such  construction,  and  it  should  not    bind. 

I  am  unable  to  form  a  definite  and  satistactory  opinion  on 
the  subject  of  the  way  in  which  the  blanks  ought  to  be  reckon- 
ed, as  it  seems  to  me  to  depend  partly  upon  the  way  in  which 
blanks  were  allowed,  and  partly  u{^on  the  custom  and  under- 
standing among  printers,  stationers,  and  those  dealing  in  blanks, 
as  to  what  constitutes  a  quire.  I  have  been  accustomed  to 
purchase  blanks,  so  far  as  my  own  buisness  has  required  them, 
by  counting  twenty-four  for  a  quire,  without  regard  to  sise; 
and  in  making  inquiry  about  the  price  per  quire  of  Dlanks,haye 
always  heard  them  reckoned  in  that  way.

Report  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Printing. 

The  joint  committee  on  Printing,  to  whom  the  subject  mat- 
ter of  public  printing  was  referred,  respectfully  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

That  a  great  share  of  the  time  of  your  committee  for  some  five 
weeks,  has  been  devoted  to  a  thorough  examination  of  this  sub- 
ject. They  have  heard  arguments  by  two  of  the  commissioners 
by  the  contractor  and  his  counsel,  both  orally  and  in  writing 
have  received  depositions  as  to  facts--  examined  the  law,  the 
the  specifi  cations,  the  contract,  the  bid,  and  the  specimens  for 
themselves,  and  the  conclusion  of  the  whole  matter  is,  that  the 
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only  questions  inyolyed  in  the  dispute  are  of  latv^  and  not  of 
faety  or  any  point  requiring  the  skill  of  a  printer  to  determine. 

The  first  question  to  be  settled  is,  are  the  specimens  an  im- 
portant part  of  the  contract?  By  Sec.  5,  of  the  printing  act,  a 
majority  of  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  speci- 
mens are  an  essential  portion  of  the  contract,  in  as  much  as 
the  law  declares  they  are  to  be  the  ^'standard  criterion  for  do- 
ing all  work,  and  the  guide  for  auditing  all  accounts  under  the 
contract." 

The  point  in  issue  in  the  first  class  is:  under  which  item  of 
paper  in  said  class,  are  the  reports,  and  paper  for  incidental 
work  to  be  audited  and  paid  for.  iFhere  are  two,  and  onlj/ 
two,  items  of  paper  mentioned|inthat  class.  The  first  is  for  book 
paper,  clearly  defined  by  the  law  and  specifications,  in  size, 
weight,  and  quality.  The  second  is  for  *'bill  paper,  cap  size, 
and  such  other  incidental  jobs  as  may  be  required."  It  is  ad- 
mitted and  proven  by  sundry  affidavits,  as  well  as  by  the  quali- 
ty of  the  paper  in  the  specimens  themselves,  that  the  paper  in 
said  specimens  is  not  book  paper.  The  contractor  contends 
that  the  State  could  not  require  of  him  to  use  book  paper  for 
such  work  as  is  indicated  by  the  specimens  in  the  first  class, 
and  your  committee  are  not  awape  that  it  has  been  contended  he 
could  be  compelled  to  furnish  that  quality  of  paper  under  his 
bid.  And  the  .question  then  arises,  can  the  State  insist  on  the 
right  to  pay  for  the  paper  used,  of  a  quality  like  the  specimens, 
under  the  price  bid  opposite  the  item  of  book  paper?  The  ma- 
jority of  your  committee  are  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  such  a 
construction  would  be  unjust  and  would  not  stand  the  test  of 
judicial  scrutiny. 

The  next  question  is,  what  size  of  paper  is  required,  other 
than  for  bill  paper  in  the  second  item  of  paper,  in  tne  first  class? 
There  is  a  size  mentioned  in  that  connection,  and  only  one  size, 
and  that  is  cap  size,  or  a  size  capable  of  admitting  eight  pages 
of  matter.  As  the  law  and  specifications  undertake  to  fix  a 
size,  it  is  fair  to  presume,  aside  from  the  grammatical  construc- 
tion of  the  sentence,  that  the  size  was  intended  to  be  fixed  for 
all  the  paper  to  be  furnished  under  that  item,  and  that  is  either 
cap  size,  or  no  size  is  fixed,  and  the  contractor  is  as  much  at 
liberty  to  insist  on  a  smaller  size,  as  the  State  is  on  a  larger 
size.  The  majority  of  your  committee,  then,  are  of  the  opin- 
ion, that  the  size  of  paper  in  the  second  item  in  the  first  class, 
is  fixed  at  cap  size  by  the  terms  of  the  contract,  and  this  dispo- 
ses of  all  the  controverted  points  in  that  class — as  no  contro- 
versy has  arisen  as  to  what  work  belongs  to  that  class;  both 
parties  also  agree  that  the  specimens,  ^1  through,  are  stand- 
ards of  the  quality  of  the  work  and  materials. 
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As  the  contractor  claims  nothing  for  all  the  work  done  in  the 
second  class,  no  controyersj  has  arisen  in  reference  to  any  con- 
straetion  in  that  class,  and  jour  committee  have  nothing  to 
offer  except  on  controyerted  points. 

The  next  question  presented,  is  whether  the  blanks  in  the 
Sd  class,  are  to  be  counted  strictly  as  ^'blanks  per  quire,"  or 
whether  the  paper  and  size  of  paper,  on  which  they  are  print- 
ed is  to  be  the  standard  of  count.  This  is  purely  a  question  of 
law,  and  is  to  be  determined  by  the  nhraseology  of  the  law  and 
contract.  A  plausible  reason  mignt  be  presented  on  both 
sides;  and  many  ingenious  arguments  have  been  presented!  It 
IS  a  nice  question,  and  perhaps  could  only  be  settled  by  actual 
adjudication — a  'majority  of  your  committee  are  of  the  opin- 
ion the  claim  set  up  by  the  contractor  is  not  wiAout  founda- 
tion, but  they  refrain  from  giving  an  unqualified  opinion,  for 
the  reason  they  do  not  wish  U>  settle  points  where  reasonable 
doubts  are  involved.  They  are  informed,  however,  by  the  con- 
tractor, that  the  bills  have  been  mostly  audited  as  contended 
for  by  the  commissioners,  but  that  the  whole  difference  for  the 
year  1859,  amounts  to  only  about  $1,000. 

As  regards  the  charge  for  advertising,  the  subject  has  not 
been  alluded  to  by  other  than  the  contractor  and  his  counsel,  in 
any  discussion  before  us.  A  majority  of  your  committeeconsider 
the  matter  settled,  so  far  as  the  amount  audited  goes,  by  the  late 
decision  of  the  Supreme  Court — the  contractor  claims,  by  the 
legal  interpretation  of  his  contract,  and  by  sections  57,  58  and 
63,  of  chapter  133,  Bevised  Statutes,  that  he  is  entitled  to 
charge  a  full  folio  for  each  description  of  land  advertised;  but 
this  would  depend  upon  the  fact  whether  a  court  would  deter- 
mine each  tract  of  land  advertised,  a  separate  advertisement. 
If  such  should  be  the  determined  fact  and  law,  then  under  sec- 
tion 19,  of  the  printing  law,  the  contractor  would  be  entitled  to 
charge  full  legal  rates  for  each  folio,  and  count  each  tract  as  a 
folio.  This  would  give  the  contractor  over  936,000  more  than 
he  would  realise,  on  this  item  alone,  under  his  proposition. 
As  this  is  a  point  involving  nice  distinctions  of  law,  your  com- 
mittee do  not  feel  justified  in  even  giving  an  opinion,  but  will 
state  that  the  facts  and  the  law  on  this  point  go  far  in  deter- 
mining their  action  in  the  recommendation  herewith  submit- 
ted. 

The  only  remaining  point  of  difference  that  has  come  to  the 
notice  of  your  committee,  is  in  reference  to  the  claim  of  the 
contractor  to  charge  for  pamphlet  work  in  the  third  class,  at 
the  price  bid  for  medium  blanks  in  the  third  class.  The  only 
legal  argument  presented  against  this  claim  is  that  such  work 
was  not  embraced  in  the  bid.    A  majority  of  your  committee 
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entertain  no  doubt  that  such  work  is  embraced  in  the 

and  without  going  into  a  legal  disquisition  oii  the  su 

refer  to  the   written  opinion  of  Mr.  Abbott,  and  claim  for  it 

Buch  weight  as  it  may  deserve. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  would  state  that,  as  there* 
is  a  diffferenco  of  some  $125,000,  for  the  work  of  1859,  be- 
tween the  construction  put  upon  the  'Contract  by  the  assignee 
and  his  counsel,  and  the  proposition  suomitted  by   him  to  th^ 

Senate  the inst.,  and  in  view  of  all  the  facts,  the  law,  and  th& 

contract,  as  it  appears  to  your  committee,  from  the  patient  in- 
yestigation  they  nave  given  to  the  subject;  without  attempting; 
to  judicially  determine  the  points  in  controversy,  (which  they 
could  not  if  they  would,)  a  majority  of  your  committee  feel  as 
though  they  could  not  properly  discharge  their  duty  without^ 
presenting  some  plan  of  settlement  of  this  ever  vexed  question.. 
Tour  committee  can  see  no  just  ground  to  censure,  either 
the  commissioners  or  the  contractor — that  no  blame  is  justly 
chargeable  to  either,  but  they  verily  believe  that  the  source  of 
all  these  irritating  printing  controversies,  is  the  system  itself, 
under  which  the  contract  was  let,  and  which  is  no  doubt  wrong, 
and  the  cause  of  all  the  midchief.  Your  committee  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  law  under  which  the  printing  contract  waa 
let,  ought  to  be  so  amended  as  to  establish  maximum  prices 
for  executing  the  public  printing  and  furnishing  materials 
for  the  same,  and  award  the  contract  to  the  bidder  who  offers  to 
deduct  the  greatest  discount  jE?ro  rata  from  such  established  Kst 
of  prices.  Without  going  further  into  the  details  of  the  matters 
above  alluded  to,  the  majority  of  your  committee  refer  the  Sen- 
ate and  Assembly  to  the  facts  and  arguments  herewith  submit- 
ted, and  recommend  the  passage  of  the  bill.

nestly and  respectfully  protest.  All  of  which  is  most  respect- 
fully submitted.

COMMUNICATION  FROM  H.  A.  TENNEY. 


Madison,  March  29, 1860. 

To  the  ffonorable  the  Senate  of  Wisconsin  : 

Gbntlembn:  My  attention  has  been  called  to  what  purports 
to  be  a  report  of  the  joint  committee  for  Investigation,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  relates  to  the  bill  audited  last  season  for  print- 
ing the  Governor's  message  and  accompanying  documents  in 
one  volume,  which  bill  was  countersigned  by  me  as  Comp- 
troller. 

The  statements  of  the  committee,  so  far  as  they  relate  to 
the  acts  of  the  auditing  officers  in  this  matter,  are  pure  fiction, 
untrue  in  every  respect,  and  could  not,  I  think,  have  been  mis* 
takenly  false,  as  I  have  on  several  occasions  stated  to  members 
of  your  body,  and  to  at  least  one  member  of  the  committee, 
the  facts  in  the  case. 

These  were,  that  a  bill  for  this  work  was  presented  at  the 
Secretary's  office  for  auditing — that  like  all  bills  for  printing, 
it  was  broueht  to  me,  as  Comptroller,  for  examination  prior  to 
being  passed  upon — that  after  a  careful  examination  of  the  laws, 
I  decided  that  it  was  a  job  clearly  and  beyond  question,  com- 
ing under  the  first  class  of  printing,  under  the  contract,  and  so 
oharffeable — and  that  these  conclusions  were  arrived  at  both  by 
myself  and  the  Secretary  of  State.  To  obviate  any  questioa, 
however,  the  subject  was  referred  to  thre^  competent  attorneys 
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at  law,  to  wit:  Judge  Hood,  J.  C.  Hopkins  and  H.  D.  B.  Cut- 
ler, for  their  legal  opinion,  under  the  di%eretion  vested  in  the 
Secretary  and  Comptroller  by  joint  resolution  of  the  last  Legis- 
lature. Their  decision  was,  that  the  bill  was  clearly  legal;  but 
that  part  of  the  work  was  cluirgeable  under  the  third  class.  This 
latter  part  of  their  decision  was  overruled  by  me.  While  the 
claim  was  pending,  the  Attorney  General  was  absent,  but  reached 
Madison  before  the  bill  was  finallv  audited.  The  papers  in  the 
case  were  sent  to  him,  and  a  legal  opinion  solicited.  His  con- 
clusions, in  effect,  set  aside  the  plainest  statute  law,  if  followed, 
and  would  have  placed  the  contractor  and  his  rights  at  the  arbi- 
trary disposal  of  public  officers.  Believing  that  the  *^  opinion  " 
of  the  Attorney  General,  on  the  point  presented,  was  utterly 
untenable,  and  that  to  have  followed  it,  would  have  been  to  have 
violated  my  oath  of  office;  and  having  the  opinions  of  three  law- 
yers in  direct  opposition,  it  was  overruled,  and  the  conclusions 
of  my  own  mina  from  the  law,  andnear  twenty  years  experience 
as  a  printer,  acted  on.  This  ^^  opinion  "  of  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral, upon  which  some  stress  is  laid,  was  regarded  as  good  as 
that  of  any  other  lawyer  who  knew  as  much  ;  but  in  a  matter 
involving  technical  and  critical  knowledge,  not  within  the  reach 
of  any  one,  without  long  experience— certainly  no  better. 

This  bill  never  was,  as  stated  by  the  committee,  ^^  rejected," 
and  then  audited;  nor  did  I  ever  entertain,  at  any  time,  but 
one  opinion  as  to  the  law,  although  urged  in  a  certain  quarter, 
not  to  allow  it,  because  the  contractor  had  had  large  sums 
paid  for  work,  and  it  would  "  hurt  the  party,"  and  other  whim- 
sical objections,  none  going  to  the  legal  rights  of  the  con- 
tractor. 

It  was  countersigned,  because  I  believed  then,  as  now,  the 
charge  to  be  plainly  legal— and  I  did  not  feel  called  upon  to 
strain  the  Statutes  from  their  plain  meaning,  because  thereby 
the  State  would  take  the  contractor's  work  for  nothing,  instead 
of  paying  for  it. 

With  the  fact  that  this  bill  was  audited  in  three  separate  items 
I  have  nothing  to  do — in  fact  obiected  to  the  manner—although 
no  possible  damage  could  thereby  accrue  to  the  State.  It  is 
not  uncommon  for  parties  having  a  balance  due  them  from  the  i 
State,  to  draw  orders  against  it,  in  different  sums,  to  suit  their 
convenience,  and  these  three  bills  were  so  drawn  by  the  contrac- 
tor, as  I  was  informed  at  the  time,  instead  of  drawing  the  whole 
sum  at  once,  as  he  might  have  done. 

The  intimation  "of  collusion"   in  the  report,  so   far  at 
least  as  I  am  concerned,  is  untrue  ;  nor  can  I  understand  how 
any  men,  knowing  me  as  long  as  the  members  of  this  commit- . 
tee  have,  could  have  the  mean  audacity  to  intimate  "  collusion" 
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to  benefit  Beriah  Brown  —a  character  with  whom  I  have  not 
been  on  speaking  terms  for  near  fourteen  years.  The  commit- 
tee were  not  i^orant  of  my  relations  in  thatquarter,  and  hence 
the  charge  looks  cowardly  and  malicious. 

Were  not  your  session  so  nearly  closed,  I  should  feel  bound 
to  request  an  investigation  of  the  charges  made,  by  honest  and 
unprejudiced  men— to  submit  the  points  of  law  involved  in  the 
case,  to  your  Judiciary  committee,  to  whose  decision  I  would 
most  cheerfully  abide.  I  say  with  entire  confidence,  1  fear  no 
honest  investigation  of  every  official  act,  and,  indeed,  court  such 
investigation  fully  and  without  reserve.  Conscious  of  the  rec- 
titude of  my  intentions,  and  of  the  care  I  took  on  all  points  in- 
volving questions  of  law  to  be  correctly  and  honeMy  informed; 
and  having  been  here  on  the  ground,  at  any  time  within  reach, 
no  persons  under  the  shield  of  authority  and  irresponsibility, 
holding  their  sessions  in  the  dark,  will  be  allowed,  unanswered, 
to  assail  me,  when  they  failed  to  give  me  any  chance  of  a  hear- 
ing before  them. 

The  statements  of  this  committee,  so  far  as  they  reflect  on 
me,  are  not  true  in  any  particular,  and  if  they  did  not  know 
it,  it  was  because  they  took  no  pains  to  learn  ;  and  having 
made  this  denial,  hastily  prepared,  I  (^sk  that  it  may  go  on 
record  as  a  matter  of  the  plainest  justice.
